Mr.  Reed.  Thank  you  all  for  joining  us. 

I  would  like  at  this  time  to  introduce  the  panel.  To  my  far  right 
is  the  senior  Senator  from  the  State  of  Rhode  Island,  Senator  Clai- 
borne Pell.  Next  to  Senator  Pell  is  my  colleague  from  Ohio,  Rep- 
resentative Tom  Sawyer.  Next  to  me  on  my  left  is  the  counsel, 
Phyllis  Borzi  and  then  next  to  Phyllis  is  my  colleague  from  Rhode 
Island,  Ron  Machtley  from  the  First  District. 

I  would  like  to  open  with  an  opening  statement  and  allow  my  col- 
leagues to  do  the  same.  At  that  point  then,  we  will  open  up  the 
first  panel. 

Good  morning.  I  would  like  to  welcome  you  all  to  what  promises 
to  an  informative  and  constructive  hearing  on  health  care  reform 
and  regional  health  alliances.  I  am  pleased  that  the  House  Edu- 
cation and  Labor  Committee  has  accepted  my  invitation  to  come  to 
Rhode  Island  to  hold  a  hearing  on  this  very  important  issue. 

This  hearing  is  a  continuation  of  my  efforts  to  seek  out  the  ad- 
vice and  knowledge  of  Rhode  Islanders  during  this  historic  debate 
on  health  care  reform.  I  have  taken  your  comments  from  past  dis- 
cussions and  town  meetings  back  to  Washington,  and  I  recognize 
many  familiar  faces  in  the  audience  today.  I  want  to  thank  you  all 
for  your  continued  interest  and  involvement  in  this  issue. 

I  would  also  like  to  make  it  clear  from  the  outset  that  this  is  a 
congressional  hearing  and  we  will  be  conducting  this  morning's 
hearings  according  to  the  rules  of  the  House  of  Representatives. 
Unlike  the  town  meetings  which  I  have  held  in  the  past  which  en- 
courage audience  participation,  today,  pursuant  to  the  rules  of  the 
House,  we  will  only  hear  testimony  from  three  panels  of  witnesses 
and  the  members  will  then  have  an  opportunity  to  ask  questions 
of  the  witnesses. 

The  committee  welcomes  written  testimony  from  anyone  present. 
Please  feel  free  to  write  to  me  in  the  next  five  days  at  my  district

office  in  Cranston,   and  your  testimony  will  be  included   in  the 
record  of  this  committee  hearing. 

Health  alliances  have  been  perhaps  the  least  understood  element 
of  both  the  President's  proposal  and  the  other  competing  com- 
prehensive reform  proposals.  This  is  troubling  because  the  success 
of  these  plans  rests  upon  the  effectiveness  of  alliances  in  ensuring 
universal  coverage  and  controlling  costs.  Indeed,  an  evaluation  of 
alliances  must  ultimately  be  judged  on  how  effectively  and  effi- 
ciently they  are  able  to  provide  affordable  coverage  to  all  Ameri- 
cans. 

I,  like  many  of  you,  have  taken  an  interest  in  the  multimillion 
dollar  advertising  campaign  being  run  by  the  insurance  industry. 
Many  of  these  ads  characterize  health  alliances  as  an  ominous  bu- 
reaucratic nightmare  that  threatens  to  limit  the  choices  consumers 
will  have  in  the  health  care  system.  I  find  it  interesting  that  the 
insurance  industry  which  currently  profits  under  our  current 
health  care  system  is  attacking  the  health  alliance — a  structure  de- 
signed to  put  consumers  and  small  businesses  in  the  driver's  seat. 

Beyond  the  30-second  sound  bites,  however,  there  are  major  is- 
sues that  require  close  analysis  prior  to  drawing  any  final  conclu- 
sions on  health  alliances.  The  structure  and  authority  of  health  al- 
liances directly  impact  what  choices  consumers  will  have,  what 
quality  care  they  will  receive,  and  how  effective  a  new  delivery  sys- 
tem will  be  in  controlling  costs. 

The  President  has  designed  health  alliances  to  give  consumers 
more  power,  more  information  and  more  choices  in  the  health  care 
system.  Today  we  will  examine  what  combination  of  regulatory  and 
market  forces  will  be  necessary  to  achieve  these  laudable  goals 
without  creating  a  new,  ineffective  government  bureaucracy.

This  issue  is  also  critically  im- 
portant to  Rhode  Islanders  who  choose  to  receive  care  in  Massachu- 
setts, Connecticut  and  other  States. 

The  second  panel  will  discuss  the  ability  of  regional  health  alli- 
ances to  control  health  care  costs  and  also  governance  issues,  such 
as  who  should  sit  on  the  alliance  board,  how  should  the  members 
of  the  board  be  appointed,  what  discretionary  authority  will  the  al- 
liance have,  and  how  we  can  ensure  that  alliances  are  operating  in 
the  best  interests  of  consumers.  Alliances  must  be  efficient.  More- 
over, they  must  be  accepted  by  the  public  as  fair,  disinterested 
mechanisms  to  structure  the  market  for  private  health  insurance. 
The  public  must  be  absolutely  assured  that  alliances  will  be  admin- 
istered without  political  interference  and  function  in  the  interest  of 
consumers.  Without  such  legitimacy,  alliances  will  fail  to  do  the 
job. 

Then  we  will  hear  from  Ken  Thorpe,  Deputy  Assistant  Secretary 
of  Planning  and  Evaluation  and  Health  Policy  at  the  Department 
of  Health  and  Human  Services.  Ken  was  one  of  the  principal  archi- 
tects of  the  President's  proposal  and  I  am  pleased  that  he  is  here 


with  us  today.  He  will  outline  the  provisions  of  the  President's  pro- 
posal as  well  as  comment  on  the  testimony  of  the  previous  two  pan- 
els. 

Because  of  an  airplane  scheduling  situation,  Ken  will  actually  be 
the  second  panel  and  then  we  will  proceed  with  a  panel  after  Ken's 
presentation. 

We  are  here  today  to  learn  to  sharpen  our  perceptions  about 
health  alliances,  and  to  take  those  perceptions  back  to  Washington, 
to  quickly  and  deliberately  come  up  with  a  health  plan  for  all 
Americans  that  will  be  better  than  the  current  situation.  Thank 
you. 

Statement  of  Hon.  Jack  Reed,  a  Representative  in  Congress  from  the  State 

OF  Rhode  Island 

Good  morning.  I  would  like  to  welcome  you  all  here  this  morning  to  what  prom- 
ises to  be  an  informative  and  constructive  hearing  on  health  care  reform  and  re- 
gional health  alliances.  I  am  pleased  that  the  House  Education  and  Labor  Commit- 
tee has  accepted  my  invitation  to  come  to  Rhode  Island  to  hold  a  hearing  on  this 
very  important  issue. 

Health  alliances  have  been  perhaps  the  least  understood  element  of  both  the 
President's  proposal  and  other  competing  comprehensive  reform  proposals.  This  is 
troubling  because  the  success  of  these  plans  rests  upon  the  effectiveness  of  alliances 
in  ensuring  universal  coverage  and  controlling  costs.

Mr.  Reed.  At  this  time,  I  would  like  to  recognize  the  senior  Sen- 
ator from  the  State  of  Rhode  Island,  the  Honorable  Claiborne  Pell. 
Senator  Pell. 

Senator  Pell.  Thank  you  very  much  indeed.  Congressman  Reed, 
for  your  kind  introduction,  for  inviting  me  here,  for  organizing  the 
hearing  and  generally  being  responsible  for  this  event. 

I  am  particularly  glad  you  invited  us,  regardless  of  party  affili- 
ation or  institutional  affiliation,  because  I  can  think  of  no  issue 
that  I  have  dealt  with  now  in  33  years  in  this  job  that  will  require 
more  cooperation  between  Republicans  and  Democrats  or  more  co- 
operation between  the  House  and  the  Senate,  than  health  care  re- 
form. 

I  stand  ready  to  work  with  all  our  colleagues  and  with  our  Presi- 
dent and  First  Lady  to  make  sure  that  the  final  result  addresses 
not  only  the  needs  and  concerns  of  Rhode  Islanders,  but  also  the 
needs  and  concerns  of  the  American  people. 

Because  we  are  here  to  listen,  I  will  abbreviate  my  remarks  and 
just  say  that  I  am  here  to  learn  from  all  of  you  as  to  what  your 
concerns  are. 

Many  Rhode  Islanders  have  written  to  me  or  called  my  office  to 
express  their  views  and  fears,  whether  it  is  their  dissatisfaction 
with  the  current  system,  their  fears  about  a  new  system  or  their 
thoughts  on  one  of  the  bills  pending  before  Congress.  But  the  one 
element  common  to  them  all  is  the  deep  strong  feeling  that  Rhode 
Islanders  have  about  providing  their  loved  ones  with  the  best  pos- 
sible health  care  at  the  lowest  possible  price. 

While  we  in  Congress  must  deal  with  the  details,  it  is  incumbent 
on  us  to  keep  our  eye  on  the  ball  and  rise  above  politics  and  fear 
to  produce  the  best  possible  product  we  can.  Nevertheless,  as  all  of 
you  remember,  the  devil  is  in  the  details. 

With  regard  to  today's  hearing,  I  am  very  pleased  we  are  going 
to  be  examining  the  issue  of  health  alliances  in  greater  detail;  how 
they  will  affect  Rhode  Islanders  and  those  who  work  in  the  nearby 
States,  and  we  will  have  many  questions  in  this  regard.  For  exam- 
ple, under  the  Clinton  plan,  what  will  happen  to  a  Rhode  Island 
family  when  the  husband  works  in  Rhode  Island  and  the  wife 
works  in  Massachusetts?  Will  they  be  in  the  same  alliance  or  will 
the  husband  be  in  the  Rhode  Island  alliance  while  the  wife  is  in 
the  Massachusetts  regional  alliance?  For  providers  who  work  in 
Pawtucket,  will  they  be  addressed  fairly  in  comparison  to  their 
neighbors  in  Seekonk,  a  few  miles  south?  Will  health  care  reform 
address  this  issue  which  is  critical  to  Rhode  Island's  ability  to  at- 
tract and  retain  quality  health  care? 

I  believe  in  the  end.  Congress  will  be  able  to  craft  a  quality 
health  care  plan,  probably  different  from  any  of  those  that  are  be- 
fore us  right  now.  If  the  President  faces  the  daunting  challenge  of 
health  care  reform  with  passion  and  courage  and  the  full  force  of 
his  office,  I  think  we  will  finally  pass  a  health  care  reform  bill  that 
will  make  quality,  affordable  health  care  available  to  all. 

And  I  just  would  like  to  underline  my  gratitude  to  Congressman 
Reed  for  organizing  this  hearing  and  inviting  all  of  us  here. 

Mr.  Reed.  Thank  you,  Senator. 

My  colleague,  Mr.  Sawyer,  from  Ohio. 


Mr.  Sawyer.  Thank  you  very  much,  Mr.  Reed,  good  morning. 
And  let  me  reiterate  the  thanks  that  we  all  feel  to  you  for  putting 
this  hearing  together,  and  the  opportunity  to  be  here  today  with 
the  residents  of  the  Second  Congressional  District. 

It  was  just  two  weeks  ago  that  we  had  a  similar  field  hearing  in 
Ohio  in  my  district.  The  truth  of  the  matter  is  that  field  hearings 
of  this  kind  are  taking  place  across  this  very  large  and  diverse 
country.  One  of  the  great  challenges  that  we  face  is  the  problem 
of  making  a  uniform  system  of  benefits  available  across  a  Nation 
that  is  as  diverse  as  ours  is.  The  problems  that  confront  Rhode  Is- 
land are  vastly  different  from  those  that  confront  Montana  or 
southern  California  or  even  rural  and  urban  Ohio. 

The  hearing  that  we  had  in  Ohio  a  couple  of  weeks  ago  focused 
on  primary  care  and  the  importance  of  preventative  care  in  keeping 
a  Nation  well  and  in  reducing  costs.  Just  as  that  hearing  touched 
on  virtually  every  element  of  the  full  range  of  health  care  proposals 
that  are  before  the  Congress  today,  I  would  fully  expect  this  hear- 
ing, dealing,  as  it  does,  with  a  focused  aspect  of  one  of  the  plans, 
will  touch  on  many  of  the  elements  that  are  part  of  the  health  care 
debate  before  us. 

The  truth  is,  we  are  going  through  a  period  of  profound  change. 
The  way  we  look  at  health  care  in  this  country  is  changing.  With 
or  without  reform  in  its  present  form,  we  simply  are  going  to  look 
at  the  need  for  more  outpatient  care,  a  focus  on  prevention,  pri- 
mary care  careers,  as  well  as  the  use  of  purchasing  cooperatives  or 
alliances  in  trying  to  control  costs. 

Today's  hearing  will  focus  on  the  kind  of  instruments  that  re- 
gional alliances  are  really  intended  to  be,  large  cooperatives  to 
allow  businesses,  the  self-employed,  individuals  and  others  to  af- 
ford to  purchase  insurance  and  health  care  at  affordable  rates.  It 
is  based  on  the  premise  that  the  only  way  that  individuals  and 
small  businesses  can  gain  access  competitively  is  through  large  risk 
pools  which  have  the  purchasing  clout  to  negotiate  effectively  with 
providers.  This  is  a  relatively  new  idea  to  most  Americans,  it  is  not 
untested.  In  California,  the  CALPER  system  provides  negotiated 
health  premiums  for  nearly  a  million  public  employees.  The  lessons 
to  be  learned  from  all  of  that  kind  of  experience  is  enormously  im- 
portant. 

Today,  we  will  discuss  various  aspects  of  these  alliances — where 
their  geographic  boundaries  would  lie,  whether  there  should  be  one 
purchasing  group  or  several  competing  alliances,  and  who  runs  the 
new  organizations.  In  the  end,  many  of  the  elements  of  this  pro- 
posal and  others  that  have  been  submitted  to  Congress  will  change. 
But  it  is  through  forums  like  this  that  you  have  put  together,  and 
others,  that  we  will  be  able  to  explore  a  variety  of  viewpoints  and 
ideas  that  can  bring  us  to  coherent  policy  decisions  in  the  end. 

So  like  others,  I  thank  you  for  assembling  this  distinguished 
panel.  It  is  a  pleasure  to  be  here  with  so  many  really  outstanding 
Rhode  Islanders. 

Mr.  Reed.  Thank  you  very  much,  Tom. 

My  colleague  Ron  Machtley  from  the  First  District.  Ron. 

Mr.  Machtley.  Thank  you  very  much.  Jack. 


I  too  want  to  commend  you  for  holding  what  I  think  is  one  of  the 
most  important  hearings  that  we  have  had  here  in  Rhode  Island, 
dealing  with  a  subject  that  is  going  to  affect  everyone. 

As  I  have  had  town  meetings  across  this  State,  the  one  thing 
that  I  have  noticed  is  that  people  do  not  understand  the  language 
that  we  are  dealing  with  in  health  care,  and  so  they  cannot  make 
informed  decisions  on  choices.  The  idea  of  health  alliances  is  a  very 
new  concept  to  most  people.  Your  holding  this  hearing  here  in 
Rhode  Island,  your  staffs  efforts  to  have  not  only  wonderful  people 
from  Rhode  Island  talk  about  health  care,  but  Ken  Thorpe  coming 
up  from  the  administration  as  well,  really  needs  to  be  commended. 
And  I  do  this  in  a  bipartisan  way,  because  health  care  is  going  to 
require  that  both  Democrats  and  Republicans  work  together  to  find 
a  solution  which  is  acceptable  and  will  in  fact  deliver  a  better 
health  care  solution  to  our  people. 

I  think  that,  as  far  as  Rhode  Island  is  concerned,  the  health  alli- 
ance, which  is  the  topic  of  this  hearing,  is  going  to  be  probably  the 
most  important  fundamental  decision  on  health  care  that  we  will 
be  involved  in,  because  of  our  small  size,  a  million  people,  because 
of  the  fact  that  we  have  about  2,600  beds  in  operation  now  and 
about  the  same  number  of  physicians. 

If  we  are  not  permitted  to  develop  areas  of  expertise  where  we 
can  attract  people  from  outside  of  our  State  borders,  in  all  likeli- 
hood the  experts  will  say  that  our  number  of  beds  should  decrease 
to  maybe  50  percent  of  what  we  now  have  and  the  number  of  phy- 
sicians would  have  to  decrease  to  50  percent  if  we  were  left  with 
a  static  population  of  a  million. 

So  figuring  out  how  we  can  survive  and  deliver  good  quality  care, 
keeping  our  Brown  Medical  School,  which  needs  a  targeted  popu- 
lation of  500,000  to  a  million  people  in  order  to  be  a  functional  en- 
tity, is  going  to  be  critically  important.  How  we  are  going  to  de- 
velop cost  controls  and  how  we  are  going  to  have  data  collection  in 
a  State  where  there  will  be  some  sort  of  sharing  of  risk  pools  so 
that  one  company  does  not  get  all  of  the  less  risky  clients  are  is- 
sues that  have  no  answers  yet.  And  so  I  look  forward  to  listening, 
and  I  commend  you,  Jack,  for  putting  together  this  very  fine  panel. 

Thank  you. 

Mr.  Reed.  Thank  you  very  much,  Ron,  and  thank  you  for  joining 
us  today.  And  I  want  to  again  thank  Tom  Sawyer  for  flying  in  from 
Ohio  yesterday,  and  then  of  course  Senator  Pell  for  joining  us 
today. 

I  would  like  to  ask  the  first  panel  to  come  forward  and  take  their 
seats  at  the  witness  table.  Let  me  just  stress  to  the  witnesses,  if 
you  could  keep  your  statement  to  within  five  minutes,  that  will 
allow  us  to  ask  questions.  What  I  would  like  to  do  is  proceed  and 
take  the  testimony  of  the  witnesses  first  and  then  open  it  up  to  the 
panel  here  to  ask  questions.  Let  me  introduce  all  of  the  witnesses 
first  and  then  call  upon  our  first  witness. 

We  are  joined  by:  Andrew  Kowal,  the  Senior  President,  Finance 
and  Network  Development  of  the  Westerly  Hospital.  Andy,  thank 
you;  Dr.  Jane  Nugent,  Vice  President  for  Research  &  Development, 
United  Way  of  Southeastern  New  England;  Kate  Coyne-McCoy,  Ex- 
ecutive Director,  National  Association  of  Social  Workers;  Dr.  David 
Carter,  President  of  the  American  Academy  of  Family  Practition- 


ers;  and  Kathleen  Plante  from  our  neighboring  State  of  Massachu- 
setts. I'd  Hke  Kathleen  to  be  the  first  witness.  She  has  a  story 
about  what  this  all  really  means  when  you  come  down  to  it,  and 
that  is  the  story  of  someone  living  in  one  State  but  needing  access 
to  another  State's  medical  care  system.

Ms.  Plante.  Good  morning  and  thank  you  for  inviting  me  this 
morning. 

My  name  is  Kathleen  Plante.  I  am  a  36-year-old  mother  of  three 
children:  a  boy  Justin,  who  is  10  years  and  twin  girls,  Kara  and 
Katie  who  are  22  months  old.  We  live  in  Acushnet,  Massachusetts, 
which  is  approximately  30  minutes  from  the  Rhode  Island  border. 

I  am  a  registered  nurse  in  our  local  hospital  delivery  room.  Often 
we  have  had  to  transfer  a  high-risk  patient  to  the  closest  high-risk 
hospital,  which  is  Women  and  Infants  Hospital  in  Providence, 
Rhode  Island.  Many  times  we  have  barely  made  the  30-minute  trip 
to  Providence  without  the  baby  being  borne  en  route.  As  you  will 
see,  I  have  a  two-fold  purpose  in  this  endeavor. 

Today,  I  am  here  to  talk  with  you,  not  as  a  registered  nurse,  but 
as  a  mother.  The  reason  why  I  chose  to  speak  today  is  that  I  feel 
this  issue  pertains  directly  to  me,  and  will  impact  on  others  who 
will  be  put  in  the  same  situation. 

Eleven  weeks  before  my  due  date  with  the  twins,  I  went  into  pre- 
mature labor.  I  was  in  need  of  immediate  emergency  care  at  a 
high-risk  hospital  to  ensure  the  safe  and  health  outcome  for  my 
twins. 

I  had  two  choices.  Could  I  risk  the  60-minute  ride  to  Boston's 
Brigham  and  Women's  Hospital  and  possibly  deliver  the  twins  on 
the  way?  It  was  my  second  pregnancy,  which  progresses  more 
quickly  than  the  first,  and  my  labor  was  progressing  faster  than  I 
had  hoped. 

My  second  choice  was  to  travel  the  30  minutes  to  Providence's 
Women  and  Infants  Hospital — 30  minutes  compared  to  60  minutes 
when  you  are  in  labor  with  twins.  To  me,  there  was  no  choice.  All 
I  could  think  of  was  get  me  to  the  hospital  so  they  could  save  my 
babies. 

I  did  make  it  to  the  hospital  in  time.  My  babies  were  born  11 
weeks  early  and  weighed  two  pounds  13  ounces  and  two  pounds  15 
ounces.  They  were  in  the  hospital  for  eight  weeks  and  needed  in- 
tensive treatment  and  any  other  care  or  trick  they  needed  to  help 
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them  survive.  Today,  they  are  happy  and  healthy  toddlers  thanks 
to  the  wonderful  care  they  received  in  Providence. 

As  I  look  back  now,  I  would  not  change  a  thing.  I  am  so  thankful 
that  an  excellent  hospital  such  as  Women  and  Infants  was  avail- 
able to  me.  T  shudder  to  think  what  the  outcome  would  have  been 
for  my  babies  if  I  had  had  no  choice  but  to  go  to  Boston.  And  what 
if  I  had  delivered  on  the  way?  At  just  under  three  pounds,  my 
twins  needed  intensive  care  with  their  first  breath. 

In  matters  of  life  and  death,  a  familiar  first  thought  is  obtaining 
the  best  facility  available.  When  boundary  limitations  come  into 
play,  lives  are  put  into  risk.  As  I  think  back  over  my  nursing  years, 
I  can  remember  a  patient  who  needed  a  procedure  that  was  not 
available  in  Boston  and  was  not  performed  in  Rhode  Island.  She 
had  no  choice  but  to  travel  to  New  York  for  the  treatment  she 
needed.  A  healthy,  safe  and  successful  outcome  is  what  we  are  all 
looking  for  when  it  comes  to  our  health  needs. 

In  closing,  I  feel  that  the  geographic  location,  convenience  and 
the  type  of  facility  should  be  the  deciding  factor  when  choosing  a 
health  care  facility.

Mr.  Reed.  Thank  you  very  much,  Kathleen. 

Let  me  reiterate  that  all  of  the  written  testimony  will  be  in- 
cluded in  the  full  record  of  the  hearing,  so  if  you  want  to  simply 
summarize,  that  would  be  entirely  appropriate. 

I  would  now  like  to  call  on  Dr.  David  Carter,  and  if  you  could 
bring  the  microphone  close  so  that  we  be  sure  we  can  hear.

Dr.  Carter.  If  you  can  hear  me,  I'll  proceed,  sir. 

Good  morning,  ladies  and  gentlemen,  I  thank  you  for  this  oppor- 
tunity to  speak  before  you  on  health  care  and  the  momentous  task 
of  reforming  it.  I  will  begin  by  telling  you  a  little  bit  about  myself 
and  then  try  to  respond  to  the  questions  that  you  have  asked  me 
about  health  care  alliances.  There  is  so  much  to  say  and  so  little 
time  to  say  it. 

I  am  Dr.  David  Carter,  a  family  physician  now  in  my  14th  year 
of  private  practice  here  in  Rhode  Island.  I  am  the  President  of  the 
Rhode  Island  Academy  of  Family  Physicians,  President-elect  of  the 
Rhode  Island  Medical  Society  and  clinical  assistant  professor  of 
family  medicine  at  Brown  University. 

After  finishing  my  specialty  training  in  family  medicine  here  at 
Brown,  I  worked  for  five  years  with  an  older  practitioner  and  five 
more  years  in  solo  practice  before  I  was  able  to  attract  a  partner 
to  join  me  in  our  office  located  just  north  of  Providence.  For  10 
years,  I  have  worked  every  other  night,  every  other  holiday,  every 
other  weekend.  I  shared  call  then  with  two  other  younger  family 
physicians  who  have  subsequently  left  the  area.  They  have  left  the 
State  due  to  low  reimbursements  for  primary  care  physicians  here 
in  Rhode  Island.  My  current  workday  is  7  a.m.  to  7  p.m.  I  make 
house  calls  regularly  and  I  delivered  babies  until  the  malpractice 
insurance  cost  drove  me  out  of  that  part  of  my  practice.  I  earn 
about  half  of  the  national  average  of  physician  incomes,  and  as  I 
told  a  young  student  at  his  school's  career  day  when  he  asked  if 
I  were  rich,  I  told  him,  "I  am  not  rich  in  money,  but  I  am  rich  in 
life's  experiences  due  to  my  profession  and  I  love  what  I  do." 

I  understand  that  health  care  alliances  are  to  be  the  middle  men 
between  consumers  and  health  plans.  These  alliances  pool  the  pur- 
chasing power  of  consumers  in  order  to  negotiate  lower  prices.  You 
have  asked  me  to  specifically  respond  as  to  whether  they  can  pre- 
serve patient  choice  and  assure  quality  of  care  and  control  health 
care  costs.  I  would  love  to  say  yes,  and  in  fact,  yes  might  be  the 
correct  answer  to  each  one  if  they  are  viewed  separately.  However, 
there  is  a  shorter  and  a  more  correct  answer,  which  is  no.  And  it 
is  no  when  all  three,  choice,  quality  and  cost  control,  are  taken  to- 
gether. 

Let  me  explain  by  way  of  two  examples  from  my  experiences 
with  patients.  A  large  and  well-known,  and  well-run  HMO  in  this 
State  offers  an  excellent  health  care  program  for  folks  over  65  with 
a  fine  benefit  package  at  a  competitive  rate.  I  have  recommended 
it  to  many  of  my  patients  who  have  been  happy  with  it.  However, 
within  the  past  two  or  three  months,  this  HMO,  for  economic  rea- 
sons, has  decided  not  to  renew  its  contract  at  our  community  hos- 
pital, and  this  is  the  hospital  where  my  patients  have  gone  to  de- 
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liver  their  babies,  as  we  have  heard  today;  where  they  have  gone 
to  have  their  gallbladders  removed;  where  their  families  go  when 
they  are  seriously  ill.  If  these  patients  of  mine  wish  to  continue  to 
have  me  as  their  family  physician  and  to  care  for  them  at  our  com- 
munity hospital,  they  must  give  up  this  HMO  with  its  fine  benefit 
package  and  settle  for  a  lesser,  not  necessarily  cheaper,  health  in- 
surance product.  Or,  of  course  they  can  continue  with  the  quality 
health  plan  and  elect  to  establish  themselves  with  a  new  physician 
and  a  new  hospital.  In  this  example,  obviously,  we  have  sacrificed 
patient  choice  for  cost  containment.  Or  we  have  surrendered  some 
quality  in  order  to  preserve  our  choice  of  health  care  providers. 
And  once  again,  this  came  about  so  that  the  HMO  could  reduce 
health  care  costs. 

A  health  alliance  would  applaud,  I  am  sure,  the  cost  reduction, 
but  would  be  unable  to  preserve  patient  choice  and  would  also  be 
unable  to  guarantee  quality  because  you  cannot  buy  top  quality  at 
the  cheapest  price. 

A  second  example  concerns  a  great  big  jolly  fellow  who  was  a  pa- 
tient of  mine  for  many  years.  He  once  said  that  he  would  switch 
to  any  insurance  plan  that  I  was  switching  to  because  I  was  his 
family  doctor  and  he  wanted  to  fellow  me  wherever  I  went,  he 
wanted  me  to  be  there  for  him  and  for  his  family.  Well  he  sent  me 
a  letter  last  month  requesting  that  his  medical  records  be  sent  to 
another  physician  because  the  new  insurance  plan  that  his  em- 
ployer was  offering  was  much  cheaper  and  he  could  no  longer  af- 
ford to  pay  out-of-pocket  costs  for  the  additional  portion  of  the  pre- 
miums of  his  old  insurance,  in  order  to  stay  with  me.  In  this  exam- 
ple, both  the  employer  and  the  employee  chose  to  reduce  their 
health  care  costs.  The  employer  did  offer  a  choice  of  health  plans, 
just  as  an  alliance  would  assure.  But  the  employee,  for  economic 
reasons  alone,  could  not  make  the  choice  that  he  wanted  to.  So  my 
patient  was  forced  to  see  another  physician  who  participates  in  the 
cheaper  plan.  Any  time  that  a  patient  must  separate  from  a  physi- 
cian and  see  a  new  physician,  there  is  disruption  for  all.  There  is 
emotional  anguish;  a  friendship  and  partnership  that  I  establish 
with  my  patients  is  broken;  there  are  records  to  be  copied  and 
transferred  and  reviewed  by  another  physician;  new  history  and 
physical  exams  to  be  done,  which  is  expensive,  both  in  dollars  and 
in  time;  and  the  quality  of  care  for  that  patient,  at  least  tempo- 
rarily, or  perhaps  permanently,  will  suffer. 

Will  health  care  alliances  make  a  difference?  Certainly  your  alli- 
ances can  negotiate  the  lowest  prices,  but  they  cannot  assure  that 
this  lowest  price  will  allow  meaningful  choice  for  consumers,  and 
they  cannot  assure  that  all  physicians  or  all  hospitals  will  be  able 
to  participate  in  or  will  want  to  participate  in  all  insurance  plans 
whether  they  are  of  higher  or  of  lesser  quality. 

But  I  refuse  to  conclude  with  a  totally  negative  picture.  There- 
fore, let  me  end  by  calling  your  attention  to  studies  that  have 
shown  that  family  physicians  provide  quality  care  at  low  cost  to 
satisfied  patients  when  bureaucratic  micromanagement  is  excluded 
from  our  examining  rooms.  Health  alliances  with  this  as  their  goal 
would  be  welcome,  not  only  by  me,  but  ultimately  by  the  American 
people,  I  am  sure.

Good  morning  members  of  the  committee.  I  thank  you  for  this  opportunity  to 
speak  before  you  about  health  care  and  the  momentous  task  of  reforming  it. 

I  will  begin  by  telling  you  a  Httle  about  myself  and  then  try  to  respond  to  the 
questions  that  you  asked  of  me  concerning  the  proposed  regional  Health  Care  Alli- 
ances. 

There  is  so  much  to  say  and  so  little  time  to  say  it. 

I  am  Dr.  David  Carter,  a  family  physician  now  in  my  14th  year  of  private  practice 
here  in  Rhode  Island.  I  am  the  President  of  the  RI  Academy  of  Family  Physicians, 
President-elect  of  the  RI  Medical  Society  and  Clinical  Assistant  Professor  of  Family 
Medicine  at  Brown  University  School  of  Medicine 

After  finishing  my  specialty  training  in  Family  Medicine  here  at  Brown  Univer- 
sity, I  worked  for  five  years  with  an  older  practitioner  and  then  five  more  years  in 
solo  practice  before  I  was  able  to  attract  a  partner  to  join  me  in  our  office  located 
in  Pawtucket.  On  the  fringe  of  several  federally  designated  health  professional 
shortage  areas  for  10  years  I  worked  every  day,  every  other  night,  every  other  week- 
end. 

I  then  shared  call  with  two  other  younger  family  physicians  who  have  subse- 
quently closed  their  office  and  left  this  State  due  to  the  low  reimbursement  of  pri- 
mary care  physicians  here  in  RI.  My  current  workday  is  7  a.m.  to  7  p.m.  I  make 
house  calls  regularly  and  I  delivered  babies  until  the  malpractice  insurance  costs 
drove  me  out  of  that  part  of  my  practice.  I  earn  about  half  of  the  national  average 
of  physician  incomes  and  as  I  told  a  young  student  on  his  school's  career  day  when 
he  asked  if  I  was  rich — I  am  certainly  not  rich  in  money,  from  my  work  as  a  family 
doctor  but  I  certainly  am  rich  in  life  experiences  and  I  love  what  I  do. 

I  understand  Health  Care  Alliances  are  to  be  the  middlemen  between  consumers 
and  health  insurers.  As  envisioned  in  the  administration's  plan,  these  alliances  will 
pool  the  purchasing  power  of  consumers  in  order  to  negotiate  lower  prices. 

You  have  asked  me  specifically  if  they  can:  Preserve  patient  choices  and  assure 
Quality  of  care  and  control  health  costs. 

I  would  love  to  say  YES  and  in  fact  yes  might  be  the  correct  answer  if  each  of 
those  choices  are  viewed  separately,  but  there  is  a  shorter  and  more  correct  answer 
which  is  NO,  I  cannot  foresee  these  new  bureaucracies  being  able  to  provide  choice, 
preserve  quality  and  attain  cost  control. 

Let  me  explain  by  way  of  two  exaimples: 

(1)  A  large  and  well-run  HMO  in  RI  offers  a  health  care  program  for  folks  over 
65  with  a  fine  benefit  package  at  a  very  competitive  rate.  I  have  recommended  it 
to  many  of  my  patients  and  they  have  been  happy  with  it. 

However,  within  the  past  two  or  three  months  this  HMO,  for  economic  reasons, 
has  decided  not  to  renew  its  contract  with  our  community  Hospital  and  this  is  the 
hospital  where  my  patients  and  their  families  have  gone  when  severely  ill,  where 
they've  delivered  their  babies,  and  their  gallbladders  out,  and  the  like.  If  these  pa- 
tients of  mine  switch  to  continue  to  have  me  as  their  family  physician  to  care  for 
them  at  our  community  hospital  then  they  must  give  up  this  HMO  with  its  fine  ben- 
efit package  and  settle  for  a  lesser  and  not  necessarily  less  expensive  health  insur- 
ance product  or  of  course  they  can  continue  with  their  quality  health  plan  and  elect 
to  establish  themselves  with  a  new  physician  and  a  new  hospital. 

In  this  example,  obviously  we've  sacrificed  patient  choice  for  cost  containment  OR 
we  surrender  some  quality  of  coverage  in  order  to  preserve  our  choice  of  health  care 
providers.  And  once  again,  this  came  about  so  that  the  HMO  could  reduce  cost. 

A  Health  Alliance  would  applaud  I'm  sure  the  cost  reduction  but  would  be  unable 
to  preserve  patient  choice.  And  would  also  be  unable  to  guarantee  quality  because 
you  can't  buy  top  quality  products  at  cheap  prices. 

A  second  example  concerns  a  great  big  jolly  fellow  who  had  been  a  patient  of  mine 
for  years.  He  once  said  that  he  would  switch  to  any  insurance  plan  that  I  was 
switching  to  because  I  was  his  doctor  and  he  always  wanted  me  to  be  there  for  him 
and  for  his  family.

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So  my  patient  was  forced  to  see  another  physician  who  participates  in  the  cheaper 
program.  Any  time  that  a  patient  must  switch  to  a  new  physician  there  is  disrup- 
tion for  all: 

There  is  emotional  anguish — a  friendship  and  partnership  that  I  share  with  my 
patients  is  broken.  There  are  records  to  be  copied  and  transferred  and  revized  by 
a  new  physician.  A  new  history  and  physical  exam  is  to  be  done  which  is  expensive 
both  in  dollars  and  in  the  time.  And  quality  of  care  through  continuing  for  tnat  pa- 
tient, at  least  temporarily — if  not  permanently,  will  suffer. 

Will  Health  Care  Alliances  make  a  difference?  Certainly  your  alliances  can  nego- 
tiate the  lowest  prices,  but  they  cannot  assure  that  this  lowest  price  will  allow 
meaningful  choice  for  consumers.

Mr.  Reed.  Thank  you,  Doctor,  very  much. 

Our  next  witness  will  be  Kate  Coyne-McCoy  from  the  National 
Association  of  Social  Workers.  Kate. 

Ms.  Coyne-McCoy.  Good  morning.  Congressman  Reed  and  panel 
members. 

My  name  is  Kate  Coyne-McCoy.  I  am  the  Executive  Director  of 
the  Rhode  Island  Chapter  of  the  National  Association  of  Social 
Workers.  I  would  like  to  commend  specifically  Congressman  Reed 
for  bringing  us  here  together  today. 

The  National  Association  of  Social  Workers  across  this  country 
has  about  160,000  members;  in  Rhode  Island,  my  membership  is 
comprised  of  1,100  members.  They  practice  in  all  kinds  of  areas, 
from  schools  to  hospitals,  to  justice  and  industry  settings  and  oth- 
ers focus  their  attention  on  folks  with  HIV,  children,  women,  mi- 
norities, people  with  disabilities  and  chronic  health  care  problems. 

NASW  has  been  a  vocal  and  persistent  advocate  for  health  care 
reform  locally  and  nationally  for  many  years.  Our  support  for  a  sin- 
gle payer  national  health  insurance  plan,  as  represented  in  the  Na- 
tional Health  Care  Act  and  in  the  American  Health  Security  Act 
is  based  on  the  view  that  the  single  payer  approach  is  the  best  way 
to  meet  the  basic  principles  of  universal  coverage,  comprehensive- 
ness of  benefits,  affordability,  freedom  of  choice  of  providers  and 
public  accountability. 

Nonetheless,  the  Association  has  chosen  to  support  the  Presi- 
dent's plan,  feeling  that  it  goes  a  long  way  toward  meeting  these 
five  basic  principles. 

Before  addressing  the  Association's  concerns  with  the  develop- 
ment of  alliances,  I  would  like  to  stress  two  points: 

The  health  care  crisis  in  this  Nation  is  of  monumental  propor- 
tions and  must  be  addressed  now.  I  continue  to  be  troubled  as  re- 
cently as  last  week's  Time  Magazine,  by  comments  made  from  con- 
gressmen— none  of  whom  are  present  here,  I  am  happy  to  say — 
that  do  not  recognize  the  crisis  that  we  are  in.  From  NASW's  per- 
spective, the  reality  of  having  37  million  uninsured  Americans  and 
countless  others  who  remain  under-insured,  is  not  a  dilemma  and 
it  is  not  a  problem,  it  will  not  go  away — it  is  a  crisis. 

Before  I  took  this  job,  I  worked  as  a  social  worker  in  an  inner- 
city  hospital  and  I  cannot  tell  you  the  number  of  times  that  I  saw 
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children  who  suffered  permanent  or  long-term  emotional  and  phys- 
ical damage  as  a  result  of  having  little  or  no  access  to  health  care, 
or  parents  who  lost  their  homes  and  everything  they  worked  for  be- 
cause they  cared  for  a  child  who  had  a  catastrophic  illness  and  de- 
pleted their  savings. 

Your  colleagues  in  Congress  who  believe  that  "this  too  shall 
pass"  are,  to  use  a  classic  social  work  term,  in  denial.  They  are 
wrong  and  we  will  not  wait  any  longer. 

Second,  Rhode  Islanders — and  I  believe  more  generally,  Ameri- 
cans— recognize  the  difference  between  universal  access  and  uni- 
versal coverage.  Disguised  references  in  proposals  for  health  care 
reform  which  introduce  universal  access  will  not  fool  anyone. 
Rhode  Islanders  want  health  care  that  is  affordable,  coverage  that 
cannot  be  taken  away.  Coverage  regardless  of  age,  employment,  in- 
come or  health  status.  Access  is  not  a  synonym  for  coverage,  and 
what  we  want  is  coverage. 

The  Clinton  health  care  plan  calls  for  the  development  of  alli- 
ances composed  of  equal  numbers  of  consumers  and  employers,  and 
NASW  firmly  believes  that  the  functions  of  alliances  must  be  main- 
tained in  the  Clinton  health  care  plan,  especially  in  the  absence  of 
a  single  payer  system.  If  insurance  companies  are  to  remain  in  the 
market — and  all  indicators  are  that  they  will — alliances  seem  to  be 
our  best  chance  of  assuring  consumer  choice,  affordability  and  fair- 
ness. Consumers  need  a  strong,  powerful  entity  to  regulate  compa- 
nies whose  primary  mission  is  to  profit  from  health  care. 

There  are  two  aspects  of  alliances  which  I  would  like  to  focus  on: 
the  development  and  establishment  of  them  and  the  way  they  will 
operate,  specifically  the  border/cross  border  issue. 

While  government  corruption — and  there  is  really  almost  no  nice 
way  to  say  this — but  I  struggled  with  how  to  say  it  and  I  have  de- 
cided that  I  am  just  going  to  plainly  say  it 

Mr.  Reed.  Uncharacteristically  blunt. 

[Laughter.] 

Ms.  Coyne-McCoy.  I  think  that  some  level  of  corruption  occurs 
in  all  government,  in  all  States.  And  unfortunately  Rhode  Island 
has  a  small  embarrassing  history  of  falling  victim  to  that.  We  have 
too  often  opportunity  to  place  power  in  the  hands  of  a  few  and 
leave  out  more  broad-based  consumer  input,  and  the  alliance  devel- 
opment is  an  opportunity  that  is  ripe  for  that. 

One  example  of  this  is  the  Governor's  recently  organized  Advi- 
sory Commission  on  Health  Care  Reform,  which  is  composed  of  a 
disproportionate  number  of  insurance  industry  representatives, 
businessmen  and  government  bureaucrats.  The  30-member  com- 
mittee, charged  with  evaluating  proposals  and  developing  rec- 
ommendations for  health  care  reform  in  Rhode  Island,  included 
only  one  representative  of  a  community  organization  and  included 
only  one  consumer,  and  that  only  after  protests  and  screaming 
from  advocates. 

We  are  extremely  concerned  that  the  alliance  in  Rhode  Island 
would  be  another  white,  male,  middle-class  board  representing  few, 
if  any,  of  the  interests  of  other  average  consumers.  If  the  alliances 
are  to  represent  all  consumers,  great  care  must  be  taken  to  assure 
that  regular  folks  with  no  political  ties  or  self-interests  have  a  seat 
at  the  table.  There  are  a  number  of  ways  to  do  this. 
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NASW  would  endorse  a  mechanism  which  minimized  poUtical 
appointments  to  the  aUiance  board  and  which  maximized  alliance 
board  members  who  are  representatives  of  community,  including 
high  utilizers  of  health  care,  lower  income  persons,  persons  from 
underserved  areas  and  organizations  and  coalitions  which  rep- 
resent these  consumers. 

The  second  concern  we  have  relates  to  the  borders  or  limits  of 
alliances.  As  we  have  heard,  because  of  our  geography,  Rhode  Is- 
landers often  share  health  care  services  and  provisions  in  our 
neighboring  States.  For  example,  I  live  in  a  rural  part  of  Rhode  Is- 
land and  the  closest  hospital  to  me  is  Connecticut.  Many  of  my 
neighbors  take  their  children  to  Connecticut  well-baby  clinic.  Will 
the  borders  of  alliances  allow  the  freedom  to  move  across  States? 
I  think  that  is  an  important  topic  to  be  discussed  in  Congress  when 
we  address  the  development  of  alliances. 

In  1993,  my  eight-year-old  child  had  a  very  serious  kidney  prob- 
lem. Rhode  Island  has  only  one  pediatric  urologist.  I  do  not  think 
that  the  lack  of  specialists  is  a  unique  problem  for  Rhode  Island. 
You  will  find  that  in  many,  many  rural  and  southern  States  as 
well.  After  some  negotiation  with  a  Boston  hospital  and  some  nego- 
tiation— intense — with  our  health  insurance,  we  were  allowed  to 
travel  to  a  Massachusetts  hospital  for  her  surgery.  Will  the  alli- 
ances allow  for  freedom  to  move  across  State  borders  to  access  spe- 
cial treatment  that  may  be  more  convenient  or  available  in  other 
geographic  areas? 

As  we  have  heard,  Rhode  Island  has  a  regional  neonatal  inten- 
sive care  nursery.  And  Boston,  Massachusetts  maintains  a  bum 
center  for  patients.  NASW  believes  that  the  alliances  must  be  open 
to  sharing  resources  and  that  freedom  to  move  from  alliance  to  alli- 
ance is  essential.  Perhaps  when  we  think  about  establishing  our  al- 
liances, we  might  go  beyond  the  State  borders  and  develop  larger 
ones  that  would  bring  the  cost  down  and  allow  for  freedom  of  move- 
ment. 

In  addition,  we  have  several  other  concerns  with  alliances: 

The  largest  problem  being  that  large  corporations  have  the  op- 
portunity to  opt  out  and  this  might  limit — allow  some  companies 
to  benefit  from  a  younger,  healthier  workforce  and  save  costs  by 
limiting  choice  to  their  employees  and  their  families. 

To  expand  consumer  choice,  health  alliances  should  make  all 
plans  affordable  by  eliminating  or  limiting  premium  differences 
among  managed  care  and  fee-for-service  programs.  No  one  should 
be  worse  off  than  they  are  now  after  health  care  reform.  And 
NASW  is  specifically  concerned  with  copays  for  services  for  low-in- 
come people. 

We  believe  the  benefits  of  the  alliances  are  clear.  They  provide 
more  consumer  choice  by  breaking  the  link  between  employment 
and  insurance.  They  make  health  care  more  affordable.  They  make 
the  health  system  more  fair  through  the  elimination  of  redlining 
and  they  enforce  the  rules  through  monitoring  and  guaranteed 
truth  in  marketing. 

The  implications  for  social  workers  in  the  health  care  reform  de- 
bate in  this  country  are  very  numerous  and  complex,  but  what  ap- 
peals to  me  as  a  social  worker  most  about  health  care  reform  is  the 
idea  and  the  opportunity  that  everybody  is  going  to  be  treated  the 
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same,  everyone  will  get  the  same  care  and  have  the  same  chances. 
So  many  facets  of  our  society  do  not  afford  equal  treatment  of  peo- 
ple, of  poor  people,  of  people  who  are  disenfranchised,  people  with 
AIDS.  I  am  very  excited  about  the  opportunities  that  health  care 
reform,  and  specifically  that  the  development  of  alliances  present. 
I  am  a  little  wary,  I  am  a  little  nervous,  but  I  am  very  excited  and 
I  believe  that  the  functions  of  alliances  must  be  maintained  in  the 
Clinton  health  care  reform  program  if  the  worthy  goal  of  equal 
treatment  for  everyone  is  to  be  achieved.  Maybe  I  will  not  have  to 
look  at  another  woman  who  could  not  afford  immunizations  for  her 
baby  or  another  couple  who  spent  all  of  their  retirement  to  pay  for 
their  children's  illness.

Now  Dr.  Jane  Nugent  of  the  United  Way  of  Southeast  New  Eng- 
land. Dr.  Nugent.

Statement  of  Kate  Coyne-McCoy,  MSW,  Executive  Director,  Rhode  Island 
Chapter,  National  Association  of  Social  Workers 

Congressman  Reed,  members  of  the  House  Education  and  Labor  Committee: 

My  name  is  Kate  Coyne-McCoy.  I  am  the  Executive  Director  of  the  Rhode  Island 
Chapter  of  NASW.  I  would  like  to  thank  you  for  the  opportunity  to  speak  to  you 
today  regarding  health  care  reform.  I  would  specifically  like  to  commend  Congress- 
man Reed  for  his  commitment  to  this  issue.  Congressman  Reed  continues  to  be  de- 
voted to  the  citizens  of  Rhode  Island  and  we  are  proud  to  have  him  represent  us. 

The  NationEil  Association  of  Social  Workers  currently  has  160,000  members  across 
the  country.  The  RI  Chapter  maintains  a  membership  of  1,100.  Our  members  prac- 
tice in  health,  mental  health,  child  welfare,  family  service,  school  and  industry  set- 
tings. Others  focus  their  attention  on  populations  with  special  needs  such  as  women, 
minorities,  older  persons,  persons  with  developmental  disabilities,  persons  with 
HlV-related  conditions  or  other  individuals  with  chronic  health  conditions,  at-risk 
students,  the  mentally  ill,  and  individuals  with  alcohol  and  drug  dependence.  Social 
Workers  are  the  largest  provider  of  mental  health  services  in  Rhode  Island,  they 
are  also  the  most  affordable. 

NASW  has  been  a  vocal  and  persistent  advocate  for  health  care  reform  both  na- 
tionally and  locally  for  many  years.  Our  support  for  a  single  payer,  national  health 
insurance  plan,  as  represented  in  the  National  Health  Care  Act  (S.  684)  and  the 
American  Health  Security  Act  (S.491/H.R.  1200)  is  based  on  the  view  that  the  single 
payer  approach  is  the  best  way  to  meet  the  basic  principles  of  universal  coverage, 
comprehensiveness  of  benefits,  affordability,  freedom  of  choice  of  providers,  and  pub- 
lic accountability. 

Nonetheless,  we  believe  that  the  Clinton  Health  Care  Plan  goes  a  long  way  to- 
ward meeting  these  basic  principles  and  we  are  committed  to  supporting  the  Presi- 
dent's plan  for  reform. 

Before  addressing  the  Association's  concerns  with  the  development  of  "alliances," 
I  would  like  to  stress  two  points: 

•  The  health  care  crisis  in  this  Nation  is  of  monumental  proportions  and  must 
be  addressed  now.  From  NASW's  perspective,  the  reality  of  37  million  unin- 
sured Americans  and  countless  others  who  remain  under-insured,  is  not  a  di- 
lemma, it  is  not  a  problem,  it  will  not  go  away.  It  is  a  crisis.  As  a  social  worker 
working  in  an  inner-city  hospital,  I  saw,  all  too  often,  victims  of  the  health-care 
calamity — children  who  suffered  permanent  physical  or  emotional  damage  as  a 
result  of  having  little  or  no  access  to  health  care,  parents  who  lost  their  homes 
and  everything  they  worked  for,  to  cover  the  expenses  of  a  catastrophic  illness. 
Your  colleagues  in  Congress  who  believe  that  this  too  shall  pass"  are,  to  use 
a  classic  social  work  term,  in  denial.  Americans  will  wait  no  longer. 

•  Second,  Rhode  Islanders  and  I  believe,  more  generally,  Americans,  recognize 
the  difference  between  universal  access  and  universal  coverage.  Disguised  ref- 
erences in  proposals  for  health  care  reform  which  introduce  universal  access 
won't  fool  anyone.  Rhode  Islanders  want  health  care  that  is  affordable,  coverage 
that  cannot  be  taken  away.  Coverage  regardless  of  age,  employment,  income  or 
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health  status.  Access  is  not  a  synonym  for  coverage.  We  want  universal  cov- 
erage. 

ALLIANCES 

The  Clinton  Health  Care  Plan  calls  for  the  development  of  alliances  composed  of 
equal  numbers  of  consumers  and  employers,  which  would  provide  coverage  to  the 
majority  of  persons  in  a  large  geographic  area.  NASW  firmly  believes  that  the 
functions  of  alliances  must  be  maintained  in  the  Clinton  Health  Care  Plan, 
especially  in  the  absence  of  a  single-payer  svstem.  If  insurance  companies  are 
to  remain  in  the  market,  alliances  are  our  best  chance  of  assuring  consumer  choice, 
affordability  and  fairness.  Consumers  need  a  strong,  powerful  entity  to  regulate 
companies  whose  mission  is  to  profit  from  health  care. 

There  are  two  aspects  of  alliances  which  are  of  specific  concern  to  NASW  mem- 
bers, and  perhaps  to  most  Rhode  Islanders,  how  they  become  established  and  how 
they  will  operate. 

While  government  corruption,  nepotism  and  cronjdsm  exists  in  all  States,  Rhode 
Island  has  a  particularly  embarrassing  history  of  placing  power  in  the  hands  of  a 
few  and  leaving  little  opportunity  for  broad-based  consumer  input.  One  example  of 
this  is  the  Governor's  recently  organized  Advisory  Commission  on  Health  Care  Re- 
form, which  is  composed  of  a  disproportionate  number  of  insurance  industry  rep- 
resentatives, businessmen  and  government  bui*eaucrats.  The  30-member  committee, 
charged  with  evaluating  proposals  and  developing  recommendations  for  health  care 
reform,  included  only  one  representative  of  a  community  organization,  and  included 
one  consumer,  only  after  extensive  protesting  from  advocates.

There  are  several  ways  to  assure  that  cronvism  and  corruption  do  not  invade  the 
development  of  alliances — without  having  tne  Federal  Government  mandate  com- 
position. 

NAlSW  would  endorse  a  mechanism  which  minimized  political  appointments  to  the 
alliance  board;  and  which  maximizes  alliance  board  members  who  are  representative 
of  the  community,  including  high  utilizers  of  health  care,  lower  income  persons,  per- 
sons from  underserved  areas  and  organizations  and  coalitions  which  represent  these 
consumers. 

The  second  concern  we  have  relates  to  the  "borders"  or  limits  of  the  alliances.  As 
a  result  of  the  geography,  Rhode  Islanders  often  utilize  health  care  facilities  and 
services  in  neighboring  States.  For  example,  I  live  in  a  rural  part  of  Rhode  Island, 
the  closest  hospital  is  in  Connecticut.  Many  of  my  neighbors  take  their  children  to 
well-baby  clinics  in  Connecticut.  Will  the  borders  of  alliances  limit  this? 

In  1993,  my  eight-year-old  child  had  a  serious  kidney  problem.  Rhode  Island  has 
only  one  pediatric  urologist.  After  a  lengthy  battle  with  our  insurance  provider,  and 
some  negotiation  with  the  Boston  hospital,  we  traveled  to  Massachusetts  for  sur- 
gery. One  can  imagine  that  the  lack  of  specialists  is  not  a  problem  unique  to  Rhode 
Island.  Will  alliances  allow  for  the  freedom  to  move  across  State  borders  to  access 
care  which  is  special  or  more  convenient  in  other  geographic  areas? 

Rhode  Islana  has  a  regional  neonatal  intensive  care  nursery,  (NICU)  nationally 
recognized  for  its  expertise,  and  utilized  by  families  from  all  over  New  England. 
Massachusetts  maintains  a  bixrn  center  which  patients  from  the  region  count  on  for 
expert  state-of-the-art  care.  Establishing  alliances  in  New  England  that  would  ac- 
commodate cross  border  health  care  provision  should  be  considered.  NASW  believes 
that  alliances  must  be  open  to  sharing  resources  and  that  the  freedom  to  move  from 
alliance  to  alliance  is  essential.  Developing  large  alliances — perhaps  alliances  that 
cover  whole  regions  would  accommodate  the  cross-border  problem  and  increase  af- 
fordability. 

In  addition,  NASW  would  identify  several  other  concerns: 

•  The  largest  problem  with  the  health  alliances  is  the  ability  of  large  corpora- 
tions to  opt  out.  This  allows  some  companies  to  benefit  from  a  younger, 
healthier  workforce  and  to  save  costs  by  limiting  choices  to  their  employees  and 
their  families. 

•  To  expand  consumer  choice,  health  alliances  should  make  all  plans  afford- 
able by  eliminating  (or  limiting)  premium  differences  among  managed  care  and 
fee-for-service  plans.  No  one  should  be  worse  off  than  they  are  now  after  health 
care  reform.  Copays  for  services  for  low-income  people  should  be  eliminated. 

The  benefits  of  alliances  are  clear: 

•  provide  more  consumer  choice  by  breaking  the  link  between  employment 
and  insurance.

•  make  health  care  more  affordable — through  regulation  of  insurance  pre- 
miums. 

•  make  the  health  system  more  fair  through  the  elimination  of  redlining. 

•  enforce  the  niles  through  monitoring  and  guaranteed  truth  in  marketing. 
The  implications  for  social  workers  in  the  health  care  reform  debate  are  numerous 

and  complex.  Paramount  among  our  concerns  is  the  ability  of  every  American  to  get 
and  keep  affordable  health  care  insurance,  which  provides  preventative  care  and 
comprehensive  well  care  in  addition  to  the  full  range  of  inpatient  and  outpatient 
hospital  services,  mental  health  services,  long-term  care,  hospice  care,  prescription 
drugs,  medical  supplies  and  equipment. 

The  most  appealing  component  of  the  Clinton  Plan  for  me,  as  a  social  worker,  is 
the  idea  that  everyone  will  be  treated  the  same,  get  the  same  care,  have  the  same 
chances.  So  many  facets  of  our  society  do  not  afford  equal  treatment  to  the  poor, 
to  people  of  color,  to  people  with  AIDS,  to  the  oppressed.  I  am  excited  by  the  oppor- 
tunities health  care  reform  offers — a  little  wary — yes,  but  excited.  The  functions  of 
alliances  must  be  maintained  in  the  Clinton  plan  for  health  care  reform  if  the  wor- 
thy goal  of  equal  treatment  for  all  is  to  be  achieved.  Perhaps  I  won't  ever  have  to 
face  another  mother  who  couldn't  afford  her  baby's  immunizations,  or  another  cou- 
ple who  cared  for  their  disabled  child  and  depleted  their  retirement  funds. 

We  stand  ready  to  help  you,  the  leaders  of  our  country,  find  solutions  to  the  crisis. 

Dr.  Nugent.  Thank  you  very  much.  Thank  you  all  for  inviting 
me  to  come  and  talk  with  you  this  morning. 

Last  year,  United  Way,  in  conjunction  with  Ira  Magaziner's  pub- 
lic policy  consulting  firm  SJS,  released  a  study  called  "Needs  for 
the  Nineties:  A  Human  Service  Agenda."  I  have  attached  in  my  tes- 
timony a  lot  of  the  data  that  has  come  from  that  particular  report, 
but  I  think  what  was  very  critical  to  us  as  we  conducted  that  re- 
port was  that  we  interviewed  1,000  of  Rhode  Island's  neediest  citi- 
zens: low  income,  no  income,  moderate  income  earners,  disabled, 
those  people  who  were  recently  unemployed  or  recently  laid  off. 

Our  observations  in  terms  of  health  care  run  a  little  like  this: 

From  the  point  of  view  of  Medicaid,  we  have  concluded  that  Med- 
icaid is  the  single  largest  disincentive  for  people  leaving  the  human 
service  system,  especially  for  people  who  are  receiving  AFDC,  Aid 
to  Families  with  Dependent  Children,  and  Supplemental  Social  Se- 
curity Income,  (SSI),  for  the  disabled.  We  believe  that  after  con- 
ducting these  many  interviews  that  there  are  far  too  many  Rhode 
Islanders  who  could,  should  be,  and  want  to  be  working.  But  it  is 
very,  very  difficult  for  people  to  leave  the  Medicaid  system,  because 
indeed  that  is  their  health  care  protection. 

Now  in  1992,  when  we  looked  at  the  numbers  for  this  study, 
about  13  percent  of  all  Rhode  Islanders  were  receiving  Medicaid. 
When  we  looked  at  the  uninsured  population  in  that  same  year,  ap- 
proximately 11  percent  of  Rhode  Islanders  were  uninsured,  and 
this  is  how  they  play  the  health  insurance  game. 

We  did  not  interview  a  single  individual  in  our  particular  set  of 
consumer  interviews  who  had  opted  to  purchase  a  company  health 
insurance  policy.  That  policy  would  have  cost  anywhere  between 
$2,000  and  $5,000  per  year.  That  $2,000  to  $5,000  per  year  essen- 
tially paid  for  rent. 

So  what  you  have  essentially  are  people  who  will  not  risk  leaving 
the  system  and  therefore  stay  on  Medicaid,  and  people  who  will 
take  a  risk  by  not  getting  insured,  because  that  particular  pot  of 
money  would  represent  one's  housing  cost.  So  that  was  a  very  criti- 
cal piece. 

Now  in  terms  of  your  alliances — and  I  think  this  is  something 
that  I  have  been  giving  some  thought  to  in  terms  of  the  border  na- 
ture of  Rhode  Island — certainly  anybody  could  argue  that  someone 
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living  in  a  Tiverton,  Rhode  Island  would  want  to  go  Fall  River, 
Massachusetts  to  get  health  care.  Someone  in  Stonington,  Con- 
necticut might  want  to  come  to  Westerly.  Someone  living  in 
Woonsocket  might  want  to  go  to  Attleboro.  Nobody  would  doubt 
that.  We  have  heard  that  so  far. 

But  in  my  reading  of  the  legislation — and  I  could  be  wrong  and 
I  would  like  to  get  a  little  more  clarity  on  this — it  seems  to  me  that 
the  regional  alliances  are  asked  to  predicate  their  geographical 
boundaries  around  what  are  called  MSAs,  which  are  the  Metropoli- 
tan Statistical  Areas. 

Now  interestingly  enough  when  you  look  at  the  MSAs  for  Rhode 
Island,  they  cover  all  the  areas  that  we  have  just  talked  about.  For 
example,  the  MSA  for  Rhode  Island  essentially  covers  Warwick  up 
through  Pawtucket  and  over  to  Fall  River.  So  you  take  care  of  that 
whole  Massachusetts  border  in  that  one  MSA.  If  you  come  down  to 
the  southern  part  of  the  State,  New  Haven — sorry.  New  London, 
Connecticut,  Norwich,  Connecticut,  Westerly,  Rhode  Island  and 
Hopkinton  are  an  MSA.  So  you  take  care  of  the  Westerly/Connecti- 
cut piece. 

Now  when  you  look  at  other  programs  that  have  been  con- 
structed around  MSAs,  Metropolitan  Statistical  Areas,  oftentimes 
what  can  happen,  you  can  take  an  MSA  and  you  can  add  one  MSA 
to  it  and  basically  what  you  have  done  in  this  configuration  is  you 
have  added  Boston.  So  if  you  take  the  notion  of  MSA,  which  al- 
ready includes  Connecticut  and  Massachusetts,  and  you  take  MSA 
plus  one,  you  include  Boston.  So  it  might  be  something  to  look  at 
in  terms  of  your  own  construction  of  the  health  care  alliances.  But 
I  have  not  heard  anybody  yet  speak  about  the  notion  of  construct- 
ing them  around  MSAs.  Somehow  I  guess  we  have  imagined  that 
the  regional  health  alliance  would  be  the  Rhode  Island  border  it- 
self. Now  that  is  now  how  I  am  interpreting  it,  so  I  think  that 
might  be  something  we  want  to  just  look  at.  Certainly  I  think  if 
you  did  that,  in  terms  of  the  uninsured  population  in  Rhode  Island, 
that  certainly  would  take  care  of  the  crossing  of  the  borders. 

Thank  you  very  much. 

Mr.  Reed.  Thank  you  very  much,  Jane.

Please  find  attached  the  general  findings  of  a  project  —  "Needs 
for  the  Nineties:   A  Human  Service  Agenda"  —  which  I  will  use  as 
the  basic  framework  of  my  testimony.   This  project  represents  the 
most  comprehensive  mapping  of  the  community  health  and  human 
service  industry  ever  undertaken  in  Rhode  Island. 

To  be  specific  to  health  care,  I  will  be  referencing  commentary 
from  the  1,000  consumer  interviews  conducted  during  the  course  of 
our  research  as  well  as  some  of  the  basic  health  care  findings. 
During  the  baseline  year  of  1992,  several  facts  emerged  pertinent 
to  health  care: 

o  12%  of  Rhode  Islanders  accessed  Medicaid  services 

o  11%  of  Rhode  Islanders  were  un-  or  under-insured 

o  $212  million  in  uncompensated  health  care  costs  were 

incurred 
o  Overall  health  care  expenditures  in  the  $5.2  billion 

system  amounted  to  $1.45  billion  or  28%  of  the  expense 
o   It  was  clear  from  the  consumer  interviews  conducted  that : 
-  Medicaid  is  a  disincentive  for  people 

leaving  the  human  service  system,  especially  for 
those  adults  with  children,  and  those  adults  who 
are  disabled.   Decoupling  health  care,  from,  for 
example,  work  opportunities  which  may  not  have 
adequate  health  care  benefits  keeps  too  many 
people  connected  to  the  system. 
Uninsured  Rhode  Islanders  play  a  kind  of 
"Russian  Roulette"  with  health  care,  in  that,  the 
$2,000  to  $5,000  it  might  cost  to  purchase  a  plan 
privately,  or  even,  through  a  group  plan,  actually 
represents  rent  for  the  better  part  of  a  year. 
Covering  rent  is  more  important  than  covering  health 
care  to  uninsured  Rhode  Islanders. 


United  Way:  The  Way  To  Make  Things  Better. 
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-  Access  to  health  care  for  both  Medicaid  recipients 
and  those  under-insured  would  be  welcomed  as  close 
to  people's  homes  in  Rhode  Island  as  possible. 
Transportation  out-of-state  and  specialty  diagnoses 
become  improbable  for  almost  a  quarter  of  the 
state's  population. 

It  is  clear  that  health  care  reform  is  key  piece  to  un- 
constipating  the  human  service  system  as  we  know  it.   We  believe 

that  many  working  aged  adult  Rhode  Islanders,  now  receiving 
varying  forms  of  publicly  managed  income  want  to  and  should  be 
working,  but  are  often  reluctant  to  do  so  for  fear  of  losing 
Medicaid  in  particular. 

Those  uninsured,  not  working  and  not  eligible  for  Medicaid,  or 
working  but  unwilling  to  purchase  a  health  care  plan,  will  use 
the  emergency  rooms  for  treatment  when  necessary.   Any  bills 
incurred  will  be  paid  off  in  small  amounts  at  a  time. 

The  issue  of  receiving  treatment  in  Rhode  Island  vs.  out-of-state 
is  the  least  of  the  worry  for  almost  25%  of  Rhode  Island's 
population .

■  The  system  is  an  accretion  of  layers  and  altemalives  focused 
mainly  on  short-term  and  subsistence-level  services   There  is 
little  investment  in  prevention  or  longer  term  solutions  to 
problems,  such  as  increasing  self-sufliciency  or  creating  decent 
economic  opportunity 

The  Research  Team  goes  on  to  frame  the  problem  by  suggesting 
that  the  need  for  a  human  service  system  arises  from  the  very 
real  fact  that  some  people  are  loo  young  too  old  or  too  frail  lo 
care  for  themselves    But,  today  in  Rhode  Island  we  have  an 
economy  in  which  the  dependent  population  includes  too  many 
able-bodied  adults  who  cannot  find  work   The  demand  for 
services  has  increased  dramatically  because  of  this

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NEEDS  FOR  THE  NINETIES:  A  HUMAN  SERVICE  AGENDA 

A.  Five  Facts  Define  the  Problem 

0  Although  it  expends  some  $5.1  billion  in  public  and  private  funds 
each  year,  the  human  service  system  in  Rhode  Island  consistently 
confronts  inadequate  resources  and  overwhelming  needs. 

0  Close  to  one  out  of  every  two  people  in  the  population  claims  some 
level  of  public  benefits. 

0  Although  most  of  its  programs  were  designed  as  temporary  measures 
to  cushion  cycles  of  economic  stress  and  incidents  of  family 
crisis,  the  most  daunting  and  persistent  needs  arise  from 
structural  economic  and  social  problems,  such  as  the  diminished 
earning  capacity  of  low-skilled  workers. 

0  No  coherent  strategy  undergirds  the  efforts  of  the  human  service 
system  or  harnesses  its  resources  to  consistent  purposes  and 
measurable  outcomes. 

0  The  system  revolves  around  identifying  "needs,"  or  deficiencies 
that  earn  clients  access  to  help.  Clients  are  asked  repeatedly  to 
prove  their  inadequacy. 

B.  Several  Findings  Challenge  Common  Assumptions 

0  What  most  people  think  of  as  welfare  -  -  Aid  to  Families  with 
Dependent  Children  -  -  comprises  a  small  fraction  of  spending  for 
human  services.  At  a  total  annual  cost  of  $135.7  million,  AFDC 
accounts  for  2.6  percent  of  the  system's  expenditures. 

0  AFDC  represents  6  percent  of  the  total  amount  paid  to  working-age 
adults  in  income  support,  and  AFDC  recipients  represent  about  6 
percent  of  the  population,  including  children. 

0  The  system  expends  twice  as  much  money  for  each  of  two  other  major 
programs  that  benefit  out-of-work  adults:  Unemployment  Insurance, 
at  $325.3  million,  and  Workers'  Compensation  at  $470.2  million. 

0  The  human  service  system  provides  more  than  twice  as  many  dollars 
for  working-age  adults  who  are  not  disabled  as  it  does  for 
children. 

0  The  largest  share  of  resources  are  not  targeted  to  people  whose 
incomes  fall  below  the  official  poverty  line.  In  the  total 
expended  for  public  benefits  and  assistance,  slightly  more  than 
one  in  four  dollars  supports  mean-tested  programs  such  as  AFDC. 

0  Even  eliminating  from  that  accounting  retirement  benefits  paid 
through  Social  Security,  just  over  one  in  three  dollars  is 
reserved  for  people  officially  designated  as  poor. 

0  Working-age  adults  collect  a  large  share  of  public  benefits  -  -  a 
total  of  $1.16  billion.  Only  the  elderly  population  receives 
more,  a  total  of  $1.97  billion,  but  Social  Security  retirement 
benefits  account  for  the  largest  portion  of  that  amount. 
Eliminating  Social  Security,  the  elderly  receive  $918  million. 
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o  Public  support  for  people  who  have  mental  and  physical 
disabilities  totals  $1,224  million,  with  health  care  accounting 
for  $369  mi  1 1  ion. 

0  Programs  for  children  receive  the  least  amount  of  funding,  a  total 
of  $584.6  million,  approximately  12  percent  of  the  total. 

0  With  the  exception  of  programs  for  children,  human  service 
resources  are  concentrated  primarily  in  maintenance  efforts  rather 
than  in  more  active  interventions  to  improve  clients'  prospects 
for  economic  independence. 

0  The  system  concentrates  resources  for  children  in  a  few  areas: 
income  support,  housing  assistance  and  food,  which  represent  35 
percent  of  the  total,  and  special  education,  which  consumes  almost 
40  percent. 

0  Perhaps  the  most  alarming  finding  lies  in  the  disparity  between 
the  level  of  resources  devoted  to  enabling  people  to  work  toward 
economic  independence  and  the  amount  devoted  to  subsistence 
payments.  Income  supplements  for  131,083  working-age  adults 
amounted  to  more  than  $792.8  million.  In  contrast,  public 
resources  devoted  to  education  and  training  for  that  age  group 
amounted  to  $21.2  million. 

C.  Needs  for  the  Nineties  Proposes  Principles  to  Undergird  Human  Service 
System 

0  The  purpose  of  social  policy  is  to  support  the  community,  its 
individuals  and  families. 

0  To  the  fullest  extent  of  their  abilities,  adults  should  be 
working,  contributing  members  of  the  community. 

0  The  community  has  an  obligation  to  create  employment  for  adults 
who  seek  work  and  to  ensure  compensation  sufficient  to  meet  basic 
needs  such  as  food,  shelter  and  health  care. 

0  Supplemental  supports  and  benefits  necessary  to  accomplish  this 
goal,  such  as  child  care  and  health  insurance,  should  revolve 
around  work. 

0  The  community  has  an  obligation  to  end  all  forms  of  discrimination 
that  restrict  opportunity. 

0  Removing  barriers  to  full  participation  in  the  labor  market  by 
citizens  with  physical  and  mental  disabilities  is  imperative. 

0  Parents  have  an  obligation  to  provide  nurturance  and  financial 
support  to  their  children. 

0  It  is  the  responsibility  of  children  to  engage  in  education  and 
preparation  for  the  roles  of  adulthood.  The  community  has  an 
obligation  to  offer  equal  educational  opportunities  to  all 
children  and  to  ensure  that  they  pursue  those  opportunities. 

o  Society  must  support  the  disabled  who  otherwise  cannot  provide  for 
themselves. 

0  To  balance  the  economic  equation  represented  by  these  mutual 
responsibilities,  the  community  must  invest  in  the  education  and 
training  of  adults  and  children. 
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Mr.  KOWAL.  Thank  you,  Congressman  Reed,  members  of  the 
House  Education  and  Labor  Committee.  My  name  is  Andrew 
Kowal,  I  am  the  CFO  at  Westerly  Hospital.  This  is  my  fifth  hos- 
pital in  highly  regulated  northeast  States — New  York,  Massachu- 
setts and  now  Rhode  Island. 

I  will  comment  on  the  issue  of  the  boundaries,  I  will  comment 
on  the  issue  of  the  costs,  but  let  me  first  comment  on  what  is  prob- 
ably the  most  important  relationship  that  needs  to  be  preserved. 
Because  we  have  the  best  health  care  system  in  the  world,  it 
should  not  be  surprising  that  it  is  the  most  expensive.  That  does 
not  suggest  that  we  cannot  do  something  about  the  costs,  but  let 
us  not  lose  the  most  important  feature  of  the  system,  and  that  is 
the  relationship  between  a  physician  and  a  patient,  that  is  a  fun- 
damental relationship  that  has  created  the  kind  of  system  and  the 
kinds  of  excellence  that  we  have  today. 

Now  what  has  created  the  problems  in  terms  of  the  costs?  A  lot 
of  it  is  bureaucracy.  A  lot  of  it  is  the  financing  mechanism,  the  in- 
surance mechanism,  which  takes  the  profit  or  potential  underwrit- 
ing gains  and  leaves  them  with  the  mechanism,  the  insurance  com- 
pany, or  the  network  or  whatever  fancy  name  you  want  to  give  it, 
some  three  letter  word — we  are  full  of  them  today  in  the  health 
care  industry — and  provides  those  incentives  in  the  wrong  place.  It 
ought  to  be  the  providers,  the  hospitals  and  the  physicians  who 
have  the  right  incentives  to  deliver  cost-effective  care.  Managed 
care  is  moving  in  that  direction,  but  let  us  not  make  the  mistake 
that  we  create  another  massive  bureaucracy  that  will  add  to  issues 
such  as  there  are  18  billing  clerks  at  Westerly  Hospital,  one  of 
them  bills  Medicare.  That  is  50  percent  of  the  entire  revenue  of  the 
hospital,  it  takes  17  more  to  bill  the  over  200  insurance  companies, 
HMOs  and  all  different  arrangements,  other  weird  arrangements, 
OWIs,  OWAs  as  we  call  them  in  this  case.  Now  that  is  waste,  that 
is  clearly  waste.  There  is  no  patient  benefit  as  a  result  of  that. 

We  get  into  the  issues  of  boundaries,  we  have  been  in  the  issues 
of  boundaries  before.  MSAs — and  we  do  benefit  from  that,  we  are 
part  of  the  MSA  of  New  London  and  Medicare  has  recognized  that 
and  provided  us  with  a  wage  index  adjustment  that — as  a  matter 
of  fact,  I  got  the  letter  yesterday  that  approved  it  for  1995,  so  that 
will  be  the  fifth  year  in  a  row.  And  some  of  you  on  the  panel  were 
very  helpful  when  some  of  those  issues  were  in  a  gray  area  and 
there  was  question  as  to  whether  or  not  we  would  be  approved. 

So  let  us  get  back  to  the  reality  of,  we  have  to  have  solutions 
that  are  geared  toward  preserving  the  patient/physician  relation- 
ship, we  have  to  have  solutions  that  recognize  whatever  you  use  for 
a  boundary,  it  is  going  to  have  problems  and  you  ought  to  have 
ways  of  getting  around  it.  I  mean  what  is  wrong  with,  you  know, 
like  three-ring  signs  where  a  particular  area  can  belong  to  more 
than  one  alliance,  because  in  one  particular  case  the  physicians 
and  the  hospitals  are  in  one  alliance  that  preserve  the  relation- 
ships between  those  people  and  that  group  of  physicians,  and 
whereas  somebody  across  the  street  who  has  a  relationship  with 
another  physician  or  perhaps  a  different  hospital,  wants  to  be  in 
a  different  alliance.  Universal  coverage  and  universal  access  is  fun- 
damentally— time  is  right,  but  let  us  not  do  it  in  a  way  where  we 
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simply  add  another  17  clerks  at  a  small  facility  like  the  Westerly 
Hospital. 

Integrated  delivery  systems  are  key,  we  have  got  to  stop  the  frag- 
mentation and  the  decentralization  of  services  where  we  have  all 
these  different  companies  providing  very  limited  and  narrow  fo- 
cused care.  We  need  to  have  a  more  comprehensive  approach  but 
bottom  line  is  let  us  cut  out  the  red  tape  because  there  is  probably 
15  to  20  percent  in  costs  that  can  be  eliminated.

I  am  Andrew  Kowal,  Senior  Vice  President  of  Finance  and  Network  Development, 
the  Westerly  Hospital.  The  Westerly  Hospital  provides  care  to  Rhode  Island  resi- 
dents and  to  residents  in  nearby  Connecticut.  Approximately  one-third  of  the  pa- 
tients we  service  live  in  Connecticut. 

My  experience  in  health  care  financial  management  includes  five  hospitals  in 
three  hignly  regulated  States  over  an  18-year  period. 

Health  Care  Reform 

The  goals  of  health  care  reform  including  universal  coverage  and  cost  containment 
should  be  pursued  within  a  framework  that  preserves  the  quality  and  excellence  of 
our  system.  Key  to  the  existing  quality  is  the  fundamental  relationship  between  the 

gatient  and  their  physician  and  alliances,  no  matter  what  size  or  shape  or  what 
oundary  is  stipulated,  should  facilitate,  not  frustrate,  this  fundamental  relation- 
ship. 

The  cost  containment  potential  under  health  care  reform  should  focus  on  the  ad- 
ministrative overhead  in  the  current  system.  Reform  measures  should  reduce  and 
simplify  data  gathering  for  payment  and  clinical  information  issues.  The  current 
system  s  overhead  is  such  that,  at  my  hospital,  I  have  18  people  who  prepare  bills 
for  over  200  different  insurance  companies.  Federal,  and  State  programs.  Nearly 
one-half  of  our  total  revenue  is  Medicare  and  all  of  that  is  processed  by  one  person; 
it  takes  the  other  17  people  to  bill  the  other  half  Health  care  reform  is  an  oppor- 
tunity to  really  standardize  administrative  requirements.  Our  history  of  efforts  to 
simplify  and  standardize  forms  includes  two  efforts  known  as  "UB-82"  and  "UB- 
92."  However,  once  these  were  implemented  multiple  exceptions  for  different  payors 
were  appended  and  the  result  is  those  17  additional  people  at  my  community  nos- 
pital. 

Returning  to  my  initial  comments  on  the  issue  of  health  care  alliances  and  bound- 
aries, there  needs  to  be  a  solution  that  achieves  integrated  delivery  systems  that 
cross  borders  when  it  is  in  the  patient's  interest  to  be  linked  with  a  specific  physi- 
cian and  local  hospital.  This  is  a  historic  strength  that  must  be  preserved. 

Thank  you  for  the  opportunity  to  appear  before  your  committee;  we  appreciate 
your  seeking  input  from  interested  parties  and  we  look  forward  to  continuing  to 
work  with  you  on  behalf  of  the  patients  we  serve. 

Mr.  Reed.  Thank  you  very  much,  Andy.  Thank  you  all.  I  think 
this  is  excellent  testimony  and  I  would  like  to  ask  a  few  questions 
and  then  ask  my  colleagues  on  the  panel  to  do  likewise. 

First  of  all,  Kathleen,  thank  you  so  much  for  your  testimony.  You 
have  put  a  real  human  face  on  what  we  are  all  talking  about.  We 
can  analyze  the  HMO  and  the  PPO  and  the  health  alliance,  but  we 
have  to  recognize  that  ultimately  it  is  your  children,  the  twins,  that 
we  have  to  be  legislating  for  and  providing  for. 

Just  a  point  of  clarification.  I  think  you  have  sort  of  set  the  con- 
text, human  context,  of  what  we  are  going  to  talk  about  for  the  rest 
of  the  morning,  but  just  so  that  other  panelists  and  particularly 
Mr.  Thorpe  can  respond,  you  yourself  work  in  Massachusetts? 

Ms.  Plante.  Yes. 

Mr.  Reed.  And  your  husband  works  in  Massachusetts? 
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Ms.  Plante.  Yes. 

Mr.  Reed.  Correct.  So  that  under  the  President's  proposal,  you 
would  be  in  the  Massachusetts  health  alliance  and  so  the  critical 
issue  becomes,  if  you  are  a  member  of  that  health  alliance,  how  can 
you  quickly  access  care  in  Rhode  Island.  And  that  is  a  big  issue, 
not  only  individually,  but  collectively,  because  our  hospitals  need 
these  patients. 

It  seems  to  me,  looking  at  the  plan,  and  I  have  got  the  advice 
of  counsel  here,  that  in  an  emergency  situation  that  will  happen. 
But  what  we  are  all  concerned  about,  and  we  can  get  at  this  point 
in  our  later  questioning,  is  the  creation  of  some  systemic  bias  that 
arranges  the  HMOs  and  the  plans  so  that  even  though  we  have  the 
option,  it  is  not  a  real  option,  that  there  will  be  an  incentive  to  go 
up  the  road  to  Boston.  And  I  think  Dr.  Carter  expressed  it,  too, 
when  he  talked  about  a  plan  here  in  Rhode  Island  that,  for  reasons 
of  economy,  decided  they  would  limit  access.  So  that  is  a  real  fear. 

But  I  just  wanted  to  commend  you  for  your  testimony  and  thank 
you,  and  just  once  again,  the  twins  are  doing  okay,  right? 

Ms.  Plante.  They  are  doing  terrific. 

Mr.  Reed.  All  right. 

Ms.  Plante.  I  hope  they  are  right  now,  they  are  with  grandma. 

Mr.  Reed.  I  think  that  if  they  are  with  her,  that  is  a  suitable 
surrogate  keeper. 

Dr.  Carter,  Dave,  thank  you  so  much  for  your  testimony.  It  was 
very  eloquent  and  very  much  on  point.  I  want  to  raise  a  couple  of 
issues.  One  is,  going  back  to  your  example  of  the  jolly  man,  is  that 
man  not  a  victim  of  the  present  system?  Not  through  his  own 
choice  but  because  of  a  decision  by  his  employer,  that  individual 
has  to  leave  you,  and  I  guess  that  raises  a  question  of  would  it  not 
be  better  if,  under  the  President's  plan  or  competing  proposals,  that 
an  individual  can  make  the  choice  himself  or  herself  and  not  rely 
upon  any  employer's  whim? 

Dr.  Carter.  Actually  he  can  still  make  the  choice.  The  choice  is 
does  he  go  with  a  lower  cost  plan  or  does  he  go  with  one  that  the 
employer  will  offer  but  he  must  pay  a  supplemental  to  it,  and 
under  the  President's  plan,  I  do  not  believe  that  will  change.  There 
will  be  a  choice,  you  can  go  with  plan  A  or  plan  B  and  maybe  C, 
D  and  F,  but  there  is  no  stipulation  that  says  that  plans  will  cost 
the  same  amount.  If  he  then  chooses — this  patient  of  mine — choos- 
es to  go  with  a  particular  physician  or  a  plan  that  he  views  as 
being  one  that  will  suit  his  needs  for  hospital  care  or  quality  of 
care,  he  may  have  to  pay  more  for  it. 

Mr.  Reed.  Well,  but  you  do  not  object  in  principle  to  giving  peo- 
ple the  chance  to  buy  better  plans  in  a  sense. 

Dr.  Carter.  Not  at  all,  but  I  think  it  is  important  as  we  look  at 
this,  when  it  is  mentioned  that  there  will  be  choice  of  going  to  a 
fee  for  service  or  choice  of  going  to  an  HMO  or  various  programs, 
that  the  people  must  realize  that  there  will  also  be  a  cost  factor 
involved  there. 

Mr.  Reed.  What  you  have  described,  I  think,  is  the  difficulty — 
and  you  described  it  very  well — of  trying  to  maximize  three  dif- 
ferent aspects  of  health  care  reform.  It  would  be  easy  in  some  re- 
spects to  develop  a  plan  if  we  were  just  thinking  of  cost  contain- 
ment. It  would  be  easy  if  we  were  just  thinking  about  choice,  and 
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it  would  be  easy  if  we  were  just  thinking  about  quality.  But  the 
challenge  to  us,  as  you  so  well  point  out,  is  that  we  have  to  take 
all  three  of  these  issues  into  consideration,  because  they  all  are  of 
critical  importance.  We  have  to  maintain  quality,  I  think  we  have 
come  to  the  conclusion  we  cannot  continue  to  pay  the  kind  of 
health  care  costs  in  society  that  we  are  paying,  and  we  do  want  to 
give  individuals  choice.  And  what  the  President's  plan — and  again, 
we  are  using  this  sort  of  as  a  benchmark — suggests  is  that  one 
mechanism  to  do  that  is  the  alliance.  It  will  not  provide  service, 
and  I  think  we  have  to  be  very  clear  about  that,  it  is  not  a  service 
provider,  it  is  a  financial  intermediary.  It  will  enroll  people  and 
then  it  will  distribute  the  revenues  to  the  plans  that  consumers 
choose. 

Again,  just  a  final  point,  David,  looking  at  that,  I  know  you  cast 
out  some  of  the  perils,  but  do  you  have  a  bottom  line  conclusion 
about  whether  or  not  the  President's  proposal  or  any  of  the  propos- 
als would  work  better  from  your  standpoint? 

Dr.  Carter.  If  I  had  about  two  days,  I  would  be  happy  to  answer 
that  question. 

Mr.  Reed.  Well  that  is  why  we  are  here,  because  we  have  got  a 
few  more  days. 

Dr.  Carter.  I  think  the  President's  plan  certainly  has  some  mer- 
its, but  there  are  some  distinct  drawbacks  and  I  think  overall  cost 
is  absolutely  paramount  among  them. 

Mr.  Reed.  Okay,  thank  you  very  much,  David. 

Kate,  thank  you  for  your  testimony,  and  I  appreciate  very  much 
your  discussion  of  the  alliances.  You  are  basically  coming  at  it  from 
the  perspective  of  seeing  consumers  every  day  in  your  field  of  social 
work,  and  it  is  your  sense,  and  I  think  the  organization's  sense 
also,  that  we  really  do  need  a  strong  comprehensive  intermediary 
to  be  that  agent,  that  bargaining  agent  between  employers — excuse 
me,  consumers  of  health  care  and  the  providers,  which  would  be 
the  HMOs  and  the  providers.  That  came  clearly  through  your  testi- 
mony. I  wonder  if  you  would  like  to  add  anjrthing  further? 

Ms.  Coyne-McCoy.  Well  I  think  it  is  something  we  feel  very 
strongly  about,  in  the  absence  of  single  payer,  which  the  govern- 
ment needs  to  definitely  develop.  And  I  do  not  really  see  it  as  de- 
veloping a  new  big  bureaucracy.  I  think  that  Andrew's  comment 
about  having  17 — one  for  Medicaid  and  17  others  to  deal  with  the 
zillion  others,  it  seems  to  me  that  there  is  a  mechanism  for  the  alli- 
ances to  address  that. 

Mr.  Reed.  You  have  got  to  share  the  mikes. 

Ms.  Coyne-McCoy.  It  really  seems  to  me  that  one  role  of  alli- 
ances would  be  to  address  the  17  clerks  dealing  with  Blue  Cross 
and  Ocean  State  and  a  zillion  weird  plans,  as  he  calls  them.  So  I 
think  alliances  definitely  need  to  be  maintained  in  the  Clinton 
health  plan. 

Mr.  Reed.  Thank  you. 

Ms.  Coyne-McCoy.  Thank  you. 

Mr.  Reed.  Jane,  your  comments  about  the  MSAs  were  interest- 
ing. I  know  you  have  studied  these  issues — in  fact,  I  should  point 
out  that  you  are  not  a  medical  doctor  but  a  Ph.D. 
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Dr.  Nugent.  Much  to  the  chagrin  of  my  mother.  When  I  got  my 
Ph.D.,  she  said  it  is  too  bad  you  could  not  have  become  a  real  doc- 
tor. 

Mr.  Reed.  Well  I  am  worse,  I  have  a  J.D.,  I  cannot  even  claim 
any  intellectual  clarity. 

It  is  my  understanding  of  the  alliances  that  each  one  cannot  be 
smaller  than  an  MSA.  One  of  my  concerns  is  that — and  it  comes 
together  when  you  talk  about  not  only  the  geographic  outline,  but 
the  governance — the  MSA  seems  to  stop  at  the  State  level.  There- 
fore, it  will  be  the  State  that  will  establish — and  there  could  be  50 
different  governance  plans.  And  again,  we  hope  it  is  not  an  imper- 
meable barrier  between  people  in  Connecticut,  people  in  Rhode  Is- 
land, people  in  Massachusetts,  et  cetera.  There  is  this  sense  that 
if  we  do  not  think  about  this  carefully  and  we  do  not,  as  we  are 
today,  expose  this  issue,  we  could  have  unwittingly  created  a  situa- 
tion where  there  are  biases  against  moving  across  State  lines.  So 
that  Kathleen,  in  the  worst  case,  would  call  up  about  the  twins  to 
be,  and  be  directed  by  her  HMO  to  drive  to  their  facility  which  is 
in  Boston.  And  again,  under  the  President's  plan,  you  could  go  any- 
where in  an  emergency,  but  if  they  did  not  think  it  was  an  emer- 
gency, you  might  be  on  your  way  to  Boston.  So  that  is  a  fear. 

The  MSA  thought  is  good,  but  I  think  what  we  are  going  to  see 
though  is  that  this  issue  will  still  exist  if  there  is  an  MSA  concept. 
I  wonder  if  you  would  like  to  comment  about  any  of  the  other  com- 
ments that  have  been  made  subsequent  to  your  testimony. 

Dr.  Nugent.  Well  we  certainly  would  agree  with  Kate  that  the 
whole  idea  of  universal  access  versus  universal  coverage  needs  to 
be  clarified,  and  I  would  certainly  think  that  given  the  Medicaid 
and  uninsured  population  in  Rhode  Island,  we  would  really  be  look- 
ing for  the  diminution  of  Medicaid  as  we  know  it.  We  would  like 
to  X  that  program  out  altogether  and  move  much  toward  the  idea 
of  universal  coverage,  which  I  think  is  critical. 

It  would  seem  to  me  that  if  you  do  not  have  some  flexibility  in 
this  alliance  business  or  this  border  crossing,  I  cannot  imagine, 
given  the  fact  that  we  do  rely  on  places  like  a  Fall  River  or  an  At- 
tleboro,  or  a  Boston,  or  New  London.  I  would  think  that  would  be 
very  problematic  here.  Not  necessarily  because  people  are  seeking 
out  exotic  specialty  diagnoses,  but  that  is  just  a  local  access  issue 
for  people,  and  people  are  much  more  concerned  about  local  access. 
And  if  you  can  go  from  Tiverton  to  Fall  River  in  five  minutes,  why 
would  you  not  want  to  do  that  versus  trying  to  make  your  way 
from  Tiverton  up  to  Providence  which  would  take  you  another  30 
minutes. 

Mr.  Reed.  Right. 

Dr.  Nugent.  I  mean,  it  seems  to  me  it  is  more  of  a  local  access 
issue.  And  if  we  cannot  find  a  way  to  make  that  flexible  or  flex  for 
us,  I  would  think  it  could  be  very  problematic.  I  mean,  no  matter 
what  boundary  you  set,  as  Andrew  said — people  are  going  to  have 
a  problem  with  whatever  boundary  you  set 

Mr.  Reed.  Right. 

Dr.  Nugent,  [continuing]  but  you  have  to  try  something  and  it 
needs  to  have  some  flex  so  that  it  is  other  than  a  radically  emer- 
gency based  situation. 
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Mr.  Reed.  One  other  quick  question.  You  have  mentioned  the 
Medicaid  population,  Kate  has  mentioned  the  Medicaid  population. 
It  seems  to  me  one  of  the  advantages  of  the  President's  plan  is  that 
the  Medicaid  population  is  very  deliberately  and  very  explicitly  and 
in  a  reasonable  time  incorporated  into  the  mainstream  of  health  re- 
cipients. 

Dr.  Nugent.  And  the  concept  of  preexisting  conditions,  because 
that  for  the  disabled  or  any  individual  right  now  is  really  blocking 
a  lot  of  job  movement.  And  the  job  piece  is  a  key  piece  and  you  will 
not  get  that  piece  in  place  until  we  get  the  health  care  piece  in 
place.  Because  that  will  break  the  logjam  and  free  people  up  to 
start  moving.  So  I  think  it  is  an  absolutely  critical  piece,  the  pre- 
existing condition  and  the  universal  coverage,  very  important 
pieces.  And  I  agree  with  Kate,  I  do  not  see  why  we  could  not  make 
this  regional  alliance  work.  I  think  everybody  shares  the  fear  of  the 
politization  of  it,  I  mean  everybody  shares  that  fear.  You  know, 
public  tolerance  and  public  confidence  right  now  is  not  at  a  particu- 
larly high  level.  And  I  do  not  know  how  you  get  around  that,  but 
there  is  not  any  reason  why  it  could  not  or  should  not  work. 

Mr.  Reed.  Thank  you. 

Andy,  again,  thank  you  for  your  testimony  and  your  experience, 
which  is  extensive  particularly  in  these  cross-border  operations. 
You  mentioned  an  interesting  point  and  Kate  picked  up  on  it. 
Westerly  Hospital  employs  17  billing  clerks.  One  is  for  the  large 
Federal  program,  which  is  the  Medicare  program,  and  then  there 
are  16  others  that  are  for  the  myriad  of  other  programs.  Would  the 
health  alliance,  together  with  simplified  forms — single  forms,  if  you 
will — would  that  not  solve  that  problem  that  you  are  talking  about? 
And  I  guess  conversely — and  I  do  not  want  to  put  words  in  your 
mouth — if  we  tolerate  a  situation  where  there  are  multiple  alli- 
ances and  multiple  HMOs,  will  we  not  be  right  back  where  we  are 
now?  You  will  still  have  17  clerks  trying  to,  you  know,  make  do 
with  different  forms  and  different  companies? 

Mr.  KowAL.  Potentially  there  is  that  opportunity,  let  us  not  lose 
sight  of  it,  because  each  State,  under  health  care  reform,  is  being 
permitted  to  establish  its  own  administrative  requirements  as  long 
as  they  meet  the  Federal  guidelines.  That  is  the  same  thing  as  uni- 
form billing,  which  has  been  done  twice  in  this  country,  UB-82  and 
now  UB-92.  UB-82  took  them  10  years  to  implement,  UB-92  took 
only  about  eight.  And  as  soon  as  the  uniform  bill  came  out,  then 
Medicaid  said  we  will  use  the  uniform  bill  except  you  have  got  to 
change  this  box  to  this,  and  the  next  thing  you  know,  the  uniform 
bill  was  not  uniform  any  more. 

Now  how  many  times  do  we  have  to  make  the  same  mistakes? 
Let  us  make  some  new  mistakes,  let  us  make  some  progress. 

[Laughter.] 

Mr.  KowAL.  This  just  is  not  the  right  approach.  We  should  learn 
from  those  old  mistakes. 

The  boundaries,  that  is  a  problem.  Westerly  Hospital,  35  percent 
of  all  of  our  patients  are  from  Connecticut,  that  is  1,800  inpatients 
a  year  and  about  35,000  ambulatory  visits  for  day  surgery,  for 
tests,  et  cetera. 

One  of  my  major  concerns,  however,  is  in  the  patient/physician 
relationship.  We  are  going  to  cut  physicians  out,  because  that  is 
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the  way  they  come  up  with  lower  costs.  Instead  of  having  a  plan 
which  would  bid  into  the  alliance,  which  will  be  bidding — somebody 
will  put  together  the  plan,  whether  it  is  Blue  Cross,  whether  it  is 
United  Health  Plans  or  some  of  the  national  players,  who  are  very 
experienced,  like  U.S.  Healthcare.  They  will  not  come  in  and  sign 
up  all  of  the  doctors.  They  will  go  to  a  selected  group  of  doctors  and 
say  we  will  bring  you  more  patients  because  we  are  cutting  out  half 
of  the  doctors  in  the  community,  and  since  we  are  bringing  you 
more  patients,  can  you  do  the  services  at  40  percent  off  of  what  you 
used  to  do.  And  of  course  you  can,  instead  of  seeing  the  patient  for 
10  or  15  minutes,  you  can  see  the  patient  for  five  or  seven.  And 
that  is  not  ridiculous  because  the  numbers  from  the  United  King- 
dom is  the  average  patient  visit  is  3V2  minutes  in  a  socialized  sys- 
tem, and  that  is  where  we  are  headed.  And  we  are  going  to  get 
down  there  some  day,  if  we  really  feel  that  we  have  to  cut  the  costs 
to  that  extent.  Let  us  really  focus,  however,  on  why  we  have  such 
a  good  system  in  terms  of  the  quality,  and  preserved  that.  And  let 
us  address  the  administrative  red  tape  and  whether  or  not — two  al- 
liances will  create  some  additional  paperwork  perhaps,  but  there 
has  got  to  be  ways  of  preserving  those  issues  for  the  border  situa- 
tions and  for  everything  else  that  we  need. 

Mr.  Reed.  If  I  could  make  one  comment  and  then  ask  another 
question.  I  was  noticing  that  in  the  President's  plan  that  it  would 
allow  physicians  to  themselves  come  together  and  organize  into  a 
delivery  system.  This  is  in  contrast,  frankly,  to  the  Cooper  plan, 
which  would  require  a  nationally-based  system  to  be  sort  of  offered 
as  an  HMO  or  HMO  equivalent. 

The  question  that  interests  me,  Andy,  and  you  probably  have  the 
best  perspective  of  the  panelists,  do  you  sense  that  there  would 
be — regardless  of  whatever  plan  we  put  together — an  attempt  real- 
ly to  game  the  system?  For  example,  would  your  competitors  in 
Connecticut  and  yourself  in  a  way,  would  you  feel  under  the  pres- 
sure now  to  try  to  maximize,  you  know,  the  number  of  people  that 
stay  within  your  borders?  That  is  a  concern  that  I  have. 

Mr.  KOWAL.  You  know,  we  have  to  deal  with  this  now,  in  terms 
of  alliances  and  networks  and  everything  else.  And  we  have  a  fun- 
damental position  at  my  hospital,  and  it  is  not  really  unique.  We 
will  deal  with  anyone.  So  anyone  who  calls  who  has  a  network,  who 
has  a  program,  we  simply  say  yeah,  we  will  be  part  of  it,  no  matter 
how  low  the  reimbursement  is,  because  something  is  better  than 
nothing.  We  want  to  be  there  for  every  one  of  the  patients.  The 
problem  is  when  they  do  not  call,  when  they  walk  past  your  hos- 
pital, which  is  what  happened  in  the  senior  care  plan,  and  said  we 
are  going  to  have  six  hospitals  in  Rhode  Island  delivering  the  sen- 
ior care  product  for  United  Health,  not  10  any  more.  They  did  not 
even  tell  us,  they  did  not  even  ask.  They  said  well  there  are  only 
250  people  in  the  Westerly  area  that  are  going  to  be  impacted  by 
this,  and  besides  we  are  losing  money  on  this  product. 

So  there  is  this  cost-driven  issue  which  will  create  selective  con- 
tracting. And  everyone  ought  to  understand  what  that  means,  that 
there  is  going  to  be  some  doctors  in,  there  is  going  to  be  some  doc- 
tors out  and  there  are  going  to  be  some  hospitals  in  and  there  are 
going  to  be  some  hospitals  out.  Now  if  that  is  what  we  all  want, 
which  will  fundamentally  destroy  that  basic  relationship  between 
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the  patient  and  the  physician  in  many  cases — do  not  forget,  the 
plans  will  have  different  costs.  So  if  you  want  to  have  the  plan  that 
has  all  of  the  options,  that  you  can  go  to  any  doctor,  any  hospital, 
that  is  going  to  be  the  highest  cost  one.  If  you  are  making  eight 
bucks  an  hour  or  10  dollars  an  hour  in  your  job  and  that  is  going 
to  cost  you  an  extra  $40  a  week  because  the  employer  is  only  going 
to  provide  80  percent  of  the  lowest  cost  plan,  not  80  percent  of 
every  plan,  as  proposed,  you  cannot  really  afford  that  at  that  level, 
you  will  have  to  go  into  the  lower  cost  option,  the  option  that  is 
going  to  have  selectivity  in  it.  That  is  the  way  I  see  it  at  this  point. 

Mr.  Reed.  Thank  you,  Andy.  I  have  claimed  too  much  time,  for- 
give me.  Senator  Pell. 

Senator  Pell.  Thank  you. 

I  was  particularly  struck  by  Dr.  Carter's  description  of  the  plight 
of  family  doctors.  What  can  be  done,  in  your  view,  to  increase  the 
ratio  of  family  doctors  to  other  doctors,  and  is  that  to  be  accom- 
plished in  the  President's  plan? 

Dr.  Carter.  I  think  two  things.  Senator,  could  be  very  helpful. 
One  would  be  to  increase  the  reimbursement  for  primary  care  phy- 
sicians. I  think  that  is  something  that  all  of  you  have  heard  before, 
I  think  national  studies  have  shown  that.  That  would  be  something 
that  would  attract  them. 

The  second  thing  might  be  to  help  primary  care  physicians  with 
a  reduction  in  their  medical  school  expenses.  Many  of  them  come 
through  medical  school  with  $100,000  in  expenses  and  a  reduced 
income  from  which  they  are  called  upon  to  repay  those  loans. 

Those  two  things,  I  am  sure,  would  help  to  stimulate  more  folks 
to  go  into  the  primary  care  field. 

Senator  Pell.  I  do  not  think  either  of  those  is  included  in  the 
President's  plan,  is  that  correct? 

Dr.  Carter.  Unfortunately  I  believe  you  are  correct,  sir. 

Senator  Pell.  I  have  one  other  question.  What  is  it — and  I  would 
like  to  ask  this  of  each  of  you  very  briefly — what  worries  you  the 
most  about  the  proposed  health  plan — one  word. 

Ms.  Plante.  One  word? 

Senator  Pell.  Well  two. 

Ms.  Plante.  With  me,  it  is  the  convenience  and  the  type  of  facil- 
ity that  would  be  available  to  me. 

Senator  Pell.  Convenience  and  type  of  facility. 

Dr.  Carter. 

Dr.  Carter.  If  I  could  choose  four  words,  I  would  say  cost,  and 
patient/physician  relationship. 

Senator  Pell.  Ms.  Coyne-McCoy. 

Ms.  Coyne-McCoy.  I  would  say  my  primary  concern  is  that  ev- 
erybody be  treated  fairly. 

Senator  Pell.  And  Dr.  Nugent. 

Dr.  Nugent.  I  would  agree  with  Kate,  that  the  25  percent  of 
Rhode  Islanders  who  either  are  on  Medicaid  or  uninsured,  need  to 
be  treated  as  fairly  as  the  75  percent  who  do  have  coverage.  That 
would  be  my  concern. 

Senator  Pell.  Mr.  Kowal. 

Mr.  Kowal.  I  am  concerned  we  are  going  to  end  up  with  a  two- 
tiered  system  where  someone  who  has  the  extra  dollars  will  be  able 
to  have  their  choice,  whereas  someone  who  does  not  will  be  forced 
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into  a  system  that  excludes  some  of  the  historic  physician  relation- 
ships that  they  have  enjoyed  and  relied  on  in  the  past. 

Senator  Pell.  Thank  you  very  much  indeed  and  thank  you,  Mr. 
Reed. 

Mr.  Reed.  Thank  you,  Senator. 

Mr.  Sawyer,  please. 

Mr.  Sawyer.  Thank  you,  Mr.  Chairman. 

Let  me  just  offer  a  couple  of  observations.  I  hear  each  of  you  in 
one  way  or  another  saying  what  Ms.  Coyne-McCoy  had  to  say,  and 
that  is  that  there  is  a  real  fear  that  we  have  of  one  another.  It  is 
not  just  fear  of  corruption  in  government,  but  government  is  not 
corrupted  by  government,  government  is  corrupted,  where  it  exists, 
by  other  American  citizens.  And  where  it  is  strong  enough  to  resist 
that,  it  is  strong  because  it  is  able  to,  and  where  citizens  stand  in 
opposition  to  that,  it  is  because  I  think  we  all  share  that  value. 

Second,  in  recognizing  that  we  are  building  or  attempting  to 
build  on  the  strengths  of  the  existing  system.  We  do  that  recogniz- 
ing that  there  are  faults  in  the  existing  system  as  well,  which 
brings  me  to  a  third  observation  that  really  touches  on  almost  ev- 
erything that  each  of  us  said,  and  that  is  that  the  examples  that 
were  drawn  were  drawn  from  situations  as  they  exist  today.  From 
the  dilemmas  that  we  face  in  terms  of  whether  or  not  we  are  pro- 
viding enough  primary  care  physicians,  whether  or  not  we  have 
real  choice  in  the  face  of  real  life  dilemmas,  whether  or  not  in  fact 
there  is  the  opportunity  for  all  of  us  to  recognize  that  the  bound- 
aries that  we  draw  for  purposes  of  governance  are  not  recognized 
by  the  realities  of  economies  in  human  life.  And  in  the  end,  the 
kinds  of  choices  that  are  being  forced — presumably  forced  on  con- 
sumers and  physicians  and  hospitals  in  how  they  come  together  in 
the  most  effective  way,  is  a  set  of  choices  and  dilemmas  and  ten- 
sions that  exist  today  in  terms  of  whether  or  not  one  plan  is  going 
to  march  by  certain  hospitals  or  include  others  or  include  physi- 
cians or  various  patterns  of  practice. 

The  greatest  dilemmas  that  we  face  in  all  of  this  is  whether  or 
not  we  can  draw  together  systems  that  overcome  those  tensions 
that  exist  today  and  make  them  operate  based  on  the  strengths  of 
what  already  exists. 

I  would  not  sit  here  and  suggest  that  the  legislation  that  is  be- 
fore us  solves  all  of  those  problems,  but  I  would  also  suggest  that 
if  we  are  to  make  progress  in  the  course  of  this  year,  that  we  are 
probably  going  to  have  to  wind  up  not  doing  more  to  solve  the  di- 
lemmas that  exist  in  that  proposal  or  those  proposals,  but  probably 
doing  less,  and  spreading  it  out  over  a  longer  period  of  time. 

That  is  something  that  is  not  going  to  make  anybody  happy  in 
terms  of  what  you  have  said  today,  and  yet  I  am  not  sure  that  I 
see  any  choice  except  to  do  that.  Could  any  of  you  react  to  that  set 
of  observations,  and  particularly  the  last  one,  that  we  may  have  to 
wind  up  doing  less  and  taking  a  longer  time  to  do  it. 

Dr.  Carter.  I  will  jump  in.  I  think  that  that  is  a  very  reasonable 
approach.  I  think  that  one  thing  that  frightens  all  of  us — you  men- 
tioned fear  frightening  all  of  us — would  be  to  try  to  do  too  much 
too  quickly  and  wind  up  with  a  mess  that  we  wish  we  were  not  in. 
I  think  that  is  a  fear  that  many  of  us  have.  So  taking  our  time, 
doing  it  more  methodically  and  appropriately  is  a  very  logical  an- 
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swer.  I  would  also  comment  on  your  statement  of  fear,  when  you 
say  we  are  all  afraid,  many  of  us  are  frightened  when  someone 
knocks  on  the  door  and  says  "I  am  from  the  Federal  Government 
and  I  am  here  to  help  you." 

Mr.  Sawyer.  That  is  always  a  good  laugh  line  and  people  laugh 
at  it,  and  we  fully  appreciate  it.  It  is  sort  of  like  the  concerns  that 
we  have  heard  expressed  about  health  plans  that  are  coming  today 
in  ways  that  are  exclusive,  the  problem  that  we  face  with  having 
to  pay  more  for  better  plans  and  sometimes  having  to  settle  for 
less,  with  less  comprehensive  plans.  We  hear  that — many  of  the 
costs  that  have  been  escalated  over  the  last  decade  at  a  rate  that 
is  really  unprecedented  in  this  Nation,  has  been  driven  by  the  fact 
that  there  are  insufficient  cost  signals  sent  to  individual  consum- 
ers, where  we  as  individual  consumers  have  to  make  choices  about 
what  we  are  willing  to  pay  for  and  what  we  are  not. 

Third  party  payers  mask  some  of  those  decisions,  and  so  it  may 
well  be  that  any  plan  that  we  put  together  as  a  Nation,  not  just 
Congress,  but  as  a  Nation,  and  as  the  several  States,  are  going  to 
have  to  send  clear  messages  to  all  of  us  that  you  get  what  you  pay 
for,  and  that  if  sometimes  you  want  more,  you  have  to  pay  more 
in  order  to  get  that.  But  that  everybody  ought  to  have  the  oppor- 
tunity to  acquire  health  care  coverage  that  will  assure  a  reasonable 
standard  of  health  care  delivery. 

Thank  you  all  very  much  for  being  here  today. 

Mr.  Reed.  Thank  you,  Mr.  Sawyer. 

Mr.  Machtley. 

Mr.  Machtley.  Thank  you  very  much. 

I  think  there  is  a  tendency,  when  we  start  to  talk  about  health 
alliances,  to  sometimes  confuse  their  function  with  what  will  hap- 
pen practically  because  of  the  injection  of  the  insurance  companies 
into  the  marketplace.  Either  the  insurance  companies  will  contract 
with  a  group  of  doctors  who  have  chosen  to  band  together  and  offer 
their  services  and  have  agreed  that  they  will  go  exclusively  to  an 
insurance  company  and  that  insurance  company  can  therefore  mar- 
ket them  as  the  best  specialist,  the  best  doctors,  based  on  schooling 
and  ratings  by  various  boards,  or  hospitals  will  become  the  market- 
place for  insurance  companies.  And  the  difficulty  that  I  see  is  that 
the  health  alliances'  function  is  to  make  sure  you  have  a  distribu- 
tion of  risk  patients  to  all  of  the  insurance  companies  so  that  one 
insurance  company  does  not  skim  off  not  only  the  best  patients,  but 
those  who  are  just  marginally  within  the  risk  factor  so  that  they 
can  get  a  pool  which  makes  them  a  lot  of  money  at  a  lower  over- 
head. 

Secondly,  it  will  be  difficult  to  gather  data  to  make  sure  that 
there  is  cost  containment  and  distribution  of  resources  in  an  appro- 
priate way. 

Thirdly,  it  will  be  difHcult  to  make  sure  that  all  the  people  are 
being  covered  by  some  sort  of  portable  system  to  make  sure  that 
there  is  a  distribution  of  health  care  evenly  across  your  area  of  alli- 
ance. 

But  the  health  alliance,  as  I  see  it — and  in  the  President's  plan 
and  in  most  plans — cannot  preclude  a  person  from  having  coverage 
outside  the  State  border — that  is  not  the  purpose  of  the  health  alli- 
ance. So  then  you  get  to  the  question,  well  who  is  going  to  preclude 
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you  from  going  outside  the  State  border?  And  the  answer  is  these 
alliances  of  insurance  companies  with  hospitals  or  insurance  com- 
panies with  doctors. 

And  so  the  difficulty  which  I  am  trying  to  wrestle  with  is  what 
should  be  the  role  of  the  State  to  ensure  that  the  alliance  between 
the  insurance  companies  and  the  providers  does  not,  from  a  market 
standpoint,  exclude  people  from  going  out,  because  they  have  cho- 
sen the  HMO.  And  frankly,  under  most  plans,  people  are  going  to 
become  HMO  constituents  because  that  will  be  the  choice  of  cost. 
The  fee-for-service  plan  will  be  very  much  in  a  passe  form  because 
people  will  not  be  able  to  afford  it. 

So  now  the  question  is,  if  the  State  alliance  is  going  to  do  the 
data  collection,  the  distribution  function,  what  should  be  the  role, 
if  any,  in  making  sure  that  we  get  a  say  in  what  these  insurance 
company  relationships  are  with  hospitals  and  with  doctors?  Andy. 

Mr.  KOWAL.  Well  right  now,  you  know,  one  of  the  barriers  today 
is  the  licensing  requirements;  i.e.,  purported  United  opted  not  to  go 
into  Connecticut  because  they  did  not  want  to  incur  the  cost  of 
being  licensed  in  Connecticut  and  establishing  a  market  there. 
Therefore,  when  they  looked  at  Westerly  Hospital  in  terms  of  the 
senior  care  plan,  that  was  part  of  their  decision  process.  So  one  of 
the  roles  of  the  State  could  be  licensing  requirements;  i.e.,  in  terms 
of  additional  expense,  when  you  look  at  the  border  situations, 
ought  to  be  minimal.  Maybe  somebody  needs  to  be  licensed,  but  we 
should  not  have  it  prohibitive  in  terms  of  cost.  So  that  if,  for  exam- 
ple, the  largest  employer  for  the  people  in  Westerly  happens  to  be 
Electric  Boat  which  is  in  Groton.  I  mean  there  are  900  jobs  for  peo- 
ple who  live  in  Westerly  who  work  at  EB,  you  know,  and  that  is 
in  Connecticut.  So  those  are  the  realities  of  these  situations.  So  you 
do  not  want  to  say  to  those  people,  well  this  HMO  that  EB  offers 
its  employees  in  Groton,  Connecticut  is  not  licensed  in  Rhode  Is- 
land and  it  does  not  want  to  go  to  the  expense  and  the  additional 
reporting  requirements  of  Rhode  Island,  therefore  you  cannot  take 
that  plan,  when  it  may  very  well  be  a  good  plan,  with  the  doctors 
that  they  want. 

So  you  have  got  to  get  rid  of  those  kinds  of  arbitrary  State  border 
administrative  rules  and  regulations.  That  is  not  to  say  that  we 
should  not  have  any  regulation  of  the  industry,  we  have  to  have 
companies  that  do  not  go  bankrupt  and,  you  know,  leave  a  mess 
in  the  process.  But  we  have  got  to  do  it  in  ways  that  minimize  the 
expense. 

Mr.  Machtley.  Dr.  Carter,  we  have  about  2,600  physicians  in 
this  State.  I  have  been  told  that  were  we  to  just  let  the  market- 
place determine,  within  the  million  people,  how  many  physicians 
we  would  need  on  a  per  capita  basis,  we  would  maybe  need  half 
of  the  number  of  physicians  that  we  have  now.  We  are  the  second 
highest  per  capita  employer  of  health  care  professionals,  both  doc- 
tors, nurses  and  all  the  ancillary  professionals  who  deal  in  health 
care.  What  should  be  the  role  of  the  government  to  ensure  that 
there  is  a  transition  so  that  we  do  not  fmd  that  the  marketplace, 
through  these  alliances  with  insurance  companies,  different  from 
the  purchasing  alliances  or  the  alliances  that  will  oversee  this,  does 
not  draw  down  so  quickly  in  the  State  of  Rhode  Island  that  we  end 
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up  with  1,200  very  qualified  specialists  and  other  physicians  no 
longer  being  employed. 

Dr.  Carter.  It  is  an  excellent  question.  If  we  look  at  those  total 
number  of  physicians,  we  will  only  find  that  about  100  of  them  are 
practicing  family  doctors,  and  a  slightly  larger  proportion  of  them 
are  what  we  will  call  primary  care  people.  What  we  seem  to  be 
very  over-stocked  with  is  subspecialty  folks.  If  right  now  you  move 
into  Rhode  Island  and  say  that  you  would  like  your  children  to  see 
a  pediatrician  or  you  would  like  your  family  to  see  a  family  doctor 
or  you  and  your  family  would  like  to  go  to  a  primary  care  internist, 
I  do  not  have  at  the  moment  any  recommendation  for  you  as  to 
where  you  can  get  an  appointment  for  you  and  your  family  to  see 
one  of  these  primary  care  people  in  the  State  of  Rhode  Island. 

So  in  your  discussion,  we  must  orient  it  towards  the  fact  that 
there  may  be  a  tremendous  number  of  total  physicians,  but  it  is 
primary  care  people  that  we  are  in  a  significant  shortage  of. 

Mr.  Machtley.  And  I  just  have  one  other  quick  question  because 
I  look  forward  to  hearing  Ken  Thorpe's  testimony  to  put  this  all  to- 
gether for  us. 

Jane,  if  we  were  to  roll  in  Medicaid,  our  current  Medicaid  mix 
is  47  percent  State,  53  percent  Federal  Government  contributing, 
which  for  Rhode  Island  is  about  $615  million.  If  we  rolled  it  in,  the 
Federal  Government  is  obviously  going  to  try  and  slow  down  the 
amount  of  money  they  give  to  the  State,  I  have  seen  numbers 
which  say  that  by  1998  we  could  have  a  Medicaid — assuming  it 
continued — expenditure  in  this  State  of  maybe  $800  to  $900  mil- 
lion. Could  we  somehow,  if  the  Federal  Government  said  we  are 
going  to  only  increase  your  Federal  dollars  into  the  health  care  sys- 
tem by  four  percent,  could  we  somehow  figure  out  how  we  would 
deliver  the  same  services,  or  is  the  State  going  to  have  to  pour  a 
huge  additional  chunk  of  money  into  the  system  to  maintain  the 
level  of  care,  from  your  studies,  have  you  got  any  ideas? 

Dr.  Nugent.  Yeah,  I  do  not  really  think  we  get  into  those  levels 
of  particularity,  that  is  a  very  difficult  question.  I  do  not  think  we 
presumed  to  try  to  figure  out  costs  in  the  future  in  quite  that  way. 
What  we  did  find  out  very  quickly  was  because  of  the  high  costs 
of  Medicaid  and  because  they  really  are  the  costs  that  are  breaking 
the  back  of  the  Department  of  Human  Services,  it  is  now  the  single 
largest  functional  area  of  the  Department  of  Human  Services,  be- 
cause of  the  administration  of  Medicaid.  So  there  is  no  question 
that  those  costs  are  running  out  of  control. 

I  do  not  have  the  answer  to  your  question,  but  certainly  it  is  a 
program  that  we  have  got  to  pay  some  very  serious  attention  to, 
it  is  very,  very  critical. 

Mr.  Machtley.  Thank  you  very  much.  Jack. 

Mr.  Reed.  Thank  you,  Ron,  for  those  excellent  questions.  And  I 
would  like  to  thank  the  panel  for  their  contributions  and  their  ex- 
cellent testimony,  and  if  you  could  just  move  back,  and  we  would 
ask  now  Ken  Thorpe  to  come  to  the  witness  table. 

[Pause.] 

Mr.  Reed.  Could  I  have  your  attention  please,  so  we  can  begin 
the  second  panel.  We  are  very  pleased  today  to  have  Kenneth 
Thorpe,  the  Deputy  Assistant  Secretary  for  Planning  and  Evalua- 
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tion  for  Health  Policy  for  the  Department  of  Health  and  Human 
Services. 

Dr.  Thorpe  is  a  recognized  expert  in  this  field,  a  former  faculty 
member  at  the  Harvard  School  of  Public  Health,  and  one  of  the 
principal  architects  of  the  proposal  of  the  President  and  the  admin- 
istration. 

We  are  pleased  to  hear  Ken,  I  know  you  have  to  catch  an  air- 
craft, so  we  would  like  you  to  start.  Your  testimony  is  part  of  the 
record,  so  if  you  would  just  like  to  comment  verbally,  please  do  so. 

STATEMENT  OF  KENNETH  THORPE,  DEPUTY  ASSISTANT  SEC- 
RETARY FOR  HEALTH  POLICY,  DEPARTMENT  OF  HEALTH 
AND  HUMAN  SERVICES 

Dr.  Thorpe.  Thank  you.  Mr.  Chairman,  I  would  like  to  thank 
you  for  inviting  me  to  Rhode  Island.  It  is  a  pleasure  for  me  to  be 
here  with  you  today,  with  Congressmen  Machtley  and  Sawyer  and 
Senator  Pell.  It  is  refreshing  to  get  out  of  the  beltway  area,  to  sit 
and  listen  to  people  and  their  concerns  and  to  respond  to  some  of 
their  issues  with  respect  to  health  care.  So  I  commend  you  for  hold- 
ing this  hearing  and  I  appreciate  the  opportunity  to  be  here  with 
you  this  morning. 

Certainly  as  the  health  care  debate  has  permeated  every  region 
of  the  U.S.,  we  have  witnessed  a  ground  swell  of  support  for  reform 
among  the  American  people.  As  we  in  the  administration  and  in 
the  health  care  profession  set  out  to  answer  the  call  to  action,  we 
must  start  by  recognizing  that  this  consensus  stems  from  the  plain 
fact  that  our  health  insurance  and  our  health  care  delivery  system 
suffers  from  major  flaws  that  threaten  our  health  security.  The  re- 
sults of  these  problems  are  well  known  to  members  of  this 
committee —  the  rising  number  of  uninsured,  the  continued  esca- 
lation of  health  care  costs,  and  a  reduction  in  the  choice  that  people 
have  with  respect  to  health  plans  and  providers,  something  that  in 
today's  market  continues  to  escalate. 

In  light  of  these  problems,  it  is  not  surprising  that  a  large  major- 
ity of  Americans  believe  the  system  needs  a  complete  overhaul. 
They  think  that  the  cost  of  care  in  this  country  is  much  higher 
than  it  should  be.  They  worry  whether  their  health  care  costs  will 
be  covered.  They  are  concerned  about  losing  coverage  if  they 
change  jobs.  This  is  simply  unacceptable.  We  must  put  the 
consumer  back  in  the  driver's  seat. 

Let  me  just  briefly  summarize  the  type  of  markets  that  the 
President's  plan  is  trying  to  promote.  First  and  most  importantly 
is  universal  coverage.  As  you  have  heard  the  President  say  on  nu- 
merous occasions,  universal  coverage  is  paramount  if  we  are  to 
achieve  health  security  and  central  in  rectifying  some  of  the  prob- 
lems facing  today's  health  care  market. 

Second,  increased  choice  of  plans.  Over  the  last  five  or  six  years, 
we  have  seen  a  tremendous  consolidation  in  the  employment-based 
system  of  reduced  choice  of  health  care  plans.  The  President's  plan, 
through  the  health  alliance  structure  that  I  will  describe  shortly, 
will  increase  dramatically  the  consumer's  choice  of  health  care. 

Third,  community  rating.  We  think  that  moving  to  a  system  of 
community  rating  is  very  important. 
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Fourth,  cost  containment.  Stemming  the  rise  in  health  care  costs 
for  employers,  governments,  and  consumers  is  central  not  only  to 
health  security,  but  also  to  fiscal  security  in  both  the  public  and 
private  markets. 

Finally,  we  need  to  promote  a  system  of  competition  based  on 
price,  quality  and  satisfaction,  rather  than  on  risk  selection. 

Achieving  these  types  of  reforms  and  the  objectives  they  encom- 
pass will  require  significant  changes  to  our  system.  I  am  here  to 
highlight  some  of  those  changes. 

Most  urgently  we  need  to  supply  individuals  with  health  insur- 
ance through  a  common  place  of  enrollment.  That  is  one  of  the 
functions  I  will  talk  about  with  respect  to  the  health  alliances. 

Second,  people  need  information  about  the  quality  of  health  care 
provided  by  plans,  the  satisfaction  that  others  have  had  with  the 
plans,  as  well  as  the  price  of  those  plans. 

Third,  in  order  to  get  the  market  to  work,  we  need  to  have  econo- 
mies of  scale.  We  need  to  have  larger  pools  of  purchasers  in  order 
to  mitigate  against  risk  selection  and  try  to  increase  competition  in 
the  market. 

Having  said  that,  let  me  focus  on  the  role  of  the  health  alliances 
because  I  think — particularly  after  listening  to  the  discussion 
today — there  remains  a  tremendous  amount  of  confusion  regarding 
the  role  of  the  alliance.  Please  allow  me  to  clarify  some  of  the  ap- 
parent misunderstanding. 

Health  alliances  are  simply  purchasing  pools  formed  to  represent 
the  interests  of  consumers  and  employers.  While  States  will  pro- 
vide for  alliances  to  be  established,  the  alliances  will  be  run  by  con- 
sumers and  employers  in  the  private  market.  Under  the  Health  Se- 
curity Act,  health  alliances  will  have  five  important  functions. 
These  functions  are  largely  nondiscretionary.  That  is,  those  who 
run  the  alliances  will  have  very  little  discretion  with  respect  to  the 
function  they  perform. 

Let  us  start  with  the  primary  function  of  the  alliance — giving 
purchasing  clout  back  to  consumers.  Anyone,  especially  a  single 
person  or  family  or  small  business  owner,  who  has  tried  to  bargain 
with  today's  health  insurance  industry  knows  all  too  well  where 
the  market  clout  in  our  system  rests  today.  Health  insurance  com- 
panies today  can  and  do  reduce  coverage,  cancel  coverage,  and  hike 
premiums  on  short  notice  based  on  our  health,  age,  where  we  live 
and  where  we  work.  Under  the  President's  plan,  such  practices 
would  be  illegal.  Health  alliances  will  play  an  important  role  in 
making  this  legal  protection  a  reality. 

In  every  community,  there  will  be  one  health  alliance.  All  health 
insurance  would  be  sold  through  this  alliance.  Therefore,  any 
health  insurance  company  that  wants  to  do  business  somewhere  in 
the  community  is  going  to  have  to  open  its  doors  to  everybody. 
There  will  be  no  more  selective  enrollment  and  disenrollment.  In 
addition,  because  all  consumer  and  employer  premiums  will  be 
paid  to  the  alliance  and  then  passed  on  to  health  plans,  community 
rating  would  be  automatically  enforced.  Any  consumer  complaints 
about  a  health  plan  can  be  taken  to  an  ombudsman  that  will  be 
employed  by  each  alliance.  Additionally,  health  plans  and  alliances 
would  need  to  establish  consumer  grievance  and  appeals  proce- 
dures that  meet  Federal  standards.

The  second  function  of  the  aUiance  is  to  guarantee  consumer 
choice.  Health  alHances  will  offer  people  a  choice  of  health  plans 
including  at  least  one  fee-for-service  plan  that  contracts  with  all 
providers.  Each  plan  will  provide  the  same  minimum  set  of  benefits 
as  all  plans.  This  issue  of  increased  choice  is  central.  Having  looked 
at  the  market  as  an  academic  prior  to  coming  to  the  administra- 
tion, it  is  clear  to  me  that  if  you  look  at  the  options  that  people 
really  are  given  through  the  current  employment-based  system  and 
look  at  the  number  of  plans  that  consumers  get  to  choose  from,  it 
is  evident  that  choice  is  being  increasingly  constricted.  For  most 
people  today  choice  means  an  employment  system  of  maybe  one 
plan  which  is  a  network  based  plan,  and  if  they  are  lucky,  an 
HMO.  And  over  time  the  number  of  plans  that  people  have  to 
choose  from  continues  to  shrink.  One  of  the  major  purposes  of  the 
health  alliance  is  to  contract  with  a  broader  range  of  health  care 
plans  allowing  consumers  broader  choice. 

Second  with  respect  to  making  choice  meaningful,  people — not 
their  employers,  not  bureaucrats,  and  not  insurance  companies — 
will  select  their  own  health  plans.  That  is  another  central  part  of 
the  President's  proposal.  Every  year,  people  will  choose  by  signing 
up  for  the  health  plan  of  their  choice  through  their  local  health  alli- 
ance. They  can  stay  with  that  health  plan  as  long  as  they  like, 
even  if  they  lose  their  job  or  if  they  change  jobs  to  work  for  another 
employer  within  the  alliance.  Or  they  can  change  to  coverage 
through  another  health  plan  offered  through  the  alliance  during 
any  open  enrollment  period.  The  choice  will  always  be  theirs  and 
theirs  alone.  The  health  alliance  will  do  more  than  simply  present 
an  array  of  choices  to  people,  however.  It  will  collect  and  provide 
information  to  help  consumers  make  informed  choices. 

The  health  alliance  will  collect  information  from  each  plan  re- 
garding premiums,  deductibles,  copayments,  doctors,  hospitals  and 
other  providers  available  to  its  enroUees.  The  quality  of  care  ren- 
dered by  these  providers  are  indicators  of  customer  satisfaction — 
for  example,  how  long  it  takes  to  make  a  doctor's  appointment. 
This  information  is  not  available  to  individuals  in  today's  market 
when  they  are  looking  to  make  choices  of  health  plans.  The  result 
is  broader  choice;  but  the  information  base  that  will  be  available 
to  people  to  make  that  choice  is  also  going  to  be  enhanced. 

Thirdly,  alliances  will  make  private  health  insurance  markets 
work.  In  order  to  sell  health  insurance  in  a  community,  health 
plans  will  have  to  be  licensed  by  the  State,  which  means  each  plan 
will  have  to  cover  the  guaranteed  comprehensive  benefits,  set  pre- 
miums according  to  community  rating  and  so  on.  Health  plans  will 
determine  the  premiums  through  a  competitive  bidding  process. 

In  this  reform  market,  plans  will  have  no  choice  but  to  compete 
by  offering  the  best  possible  health  care  for  the  lowest  possible 
price.  That  means  health  insurance  plans  will  need  to  be  more  effi- 
cient in  paying  our  claims.  I  was  heartened  to  hear  the  discussion 
addressing  the  billing  nightmare  that  you  see  in  most  hospitals.  It 
is  quite  clear  that  through  the  President's  plan,  a  single  claims 
form  will  dramatically  streamline  the  billing  operations  in  any  hos- 
pital, along  with  their  credit  collections  operation. 
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The  unified  claims  form  would  not  be  a  State-based  operation;  it 
is  a  national  unified  claims  form  that  would  greatly  simplify  the 
current  system. 

Fourth,  the  alliance  will  work  to  reduce  administrative  burdens 
for  employers.  Not  only  will  the  alliance  relieve  providers,  but  cer- 
tainly the  alliance  structure  will  reduce  administrative  burdens  for 
employers  as  well.  Take  a  small  business  grappling  with  the  costs 
and  other  burdens  of  providing  insurance  in  today's  market — find- 
ing a  health  insurance  carrier,  coordinating  the  benefits  of  plans 
with  working  spouses,  understanding  the  fine  print,  finding  out 
that  your  health  insurance  policy  has  been  canceled,  complying  to 
premium  rises  because  one  of  the  employees  of  your  small  business 
has  a  medical  problem  that  warrants  a  readjustment  in  the  pre- 
mium— these  standard  practices  are  overwhelming  for  any  type  of 
small  business  owner,  who  after  all  is  in  business  to  produce  goods 
and  services,  not  to  act  as  a  benefits  manager. 

Health  alliances  establish  a  framework  to  relieve  employers  of 
these  burdens.  Instead  of  selecting  and  providing  health  plans  for 
the  workers,  which  as  I  mentioned  has  increasingly  constricted 
choice,  employers  in  health  alliances  will  only  be  responsible  for 
contributing  their  share  of  the  premiums  to  the  alliance.  The  alli- 
ance will  inform  employers  of  the  amount  of  their  required  con- 
tribution and  make  arrangements  for  periodic  collections.  Alliances 
will  also  determine  individual  premium  contributions  depending  on 
the  health  plan  chosen  by  the  employee. 

The  fifth  role  of  the  alliance  is  to  protect  affordability.  In  order 
to  secure  affordable  health  care  for  all  Americans,  health  alliances 
will  be  the  forum  in  which  new  market  competition  forces  will  op- 
erate to  control  overall  health  care  costs.  This  market  competition 
will  be  backed  up  by  enforceable  premium  caps  at  the  national 
level. 

Let  me  just  end  my  remarks  by  mentioning  what  the  alliances 
will  not  do.  (I  think  it  is  worth  a  moment  to  note  in  particular  what 
they  will  not  do.) 

Alliances  are  not  regulatory  agencies.  They  are  primarily  run  by 
employers  and  consumers.  They  will  follow  the  strict  rules  set  by 
the  Federal  Government  and  the  States,  including  rules  for  fidu- 
ciary standards,  cost  management,  and  conflict  of  interest.  Every 
alliance  will  be  subject  to  a  yearly,  independent  Federal  audit  of  its 
operations.  Accountability  is  essential. 

The  primary  function  of  the  health  alliance  will  be  to  facilitate 
health  care  markets  in  ways  that  promote  cost  saving  competition 
while  protecting  the  interests  and  health  security  of  consumers. 

Health  alliances  simply  provide  the  means  for  individuals  to  en- 
roll in  a  health  plan.  They  do  not  determine  where  residents  of  any 
State  receive  medical  services,  or  the  type  of  care  that  they  receive. 
Those  decisions  are  made,  as  they  have  been  historically  made,  be- 
tween a  patient  and  his  or  her  physician.  As  I  sat  and  listened  to 
the  discussion  today,  there  continues  to  be  I  think  confusion  on  this 
point,  and  I  just  want  to  reiterate  it  because  it  is  central.  The  alli- 
ance structure  provides  a  means  for  people  to  make  choices  of  the 
health  plan  they  want  to  enroll  in.  Where  the  individual  actually 
receives  care  is  up  to  the  patient,  the  physician  and  the  health  plan 
in  which  they  are  enrolled.  Consumers  and  providers  are  not  con- 
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stricted  to  be  within  State  borders;  they  are  not  constricted  to  be 
within  regional  borders.  Today  many  health  plans  contract  with 
providers  that  supply  tertiary  care  services  in  the  Mayo  Clinic, 
Pittsburgh,  Boston,  New  York,  wherever  the  services  may  be. 
Under  the  President's  plan  that  would  continue.  The  alliance  struc- 
ture does  nothing  to  inhibit  that.  All  it  simply  does  is  provide  a 
means  for  people  to  enroll  in  health  plans  based  on  informed 
choices  they  make  regarding  what  is  best  for  them  and  their  fam- 

The  concept  of  health  alliances  appears  in  many  of  the  health  re- 
form bills  introduced  already  in  this  Congress.  I  think  we  are  start- 
ing to  get  a  feeling  for  why  that  is.  When  we  talked  a  little  bit 
about  private  bureaucracy,  one  of  the  things  that  people  do  not 
seem  to  fully  appreciate  when  comparing  the  proposed  alliance 
structure  to  today's  private  bureaucracy  on  the  insurance  side,  is 
that  in  today's  market  we  have  approximately  four  million  busi- 
nesses, each  of  whom  are  independently  employing  benefits  staffs 
to  go  out  and  negotiate  health  insurance  contracts  with  health  in- 
surance companies.  It  is  a  massive  private  bureaucracy.  It  is  not 
clearly  visible  because  it  is  so  fragmented,  but  it  is  there. 

In  addition,  there  is  another  10  to  15  million  people  who  are  left 
to  their  own  devices  to  go  out  and  negotiate  prices  with  private 
health  insurance  companies  and  directly  buy  policies  through  them. 

So  if  you  consider  what  exists  in  today's  market  in  terms  of  per- 
son power,  time  and  private  bureaucracy  on  the  insurance  side,  it 
is  substantially  larger  than  the  alliance  structure  that  we  are  talk- 
ing about  which  is  offering  a  substitute  to  a  very  substantial,  ineffi- 
cient, wasteful  private  bureaucracy  that  is  present  and  growing. 
The  alliances  provide  a  much-needed  substitute  purchasing  and  en- 
rollment mechanism  for  people  who  are  getting  coverage  today 
through  small  businesses — people  who  currently  face  reduced 
choices,  individuals  who  are  forced  to  fend  for  themselves  in  nego- 
tiating with  health  insurance  plans  in  today's  market. 

For  all  of  these  reasons,  the  alliance  cannot  be  treated  as  an  add- 
on. It  is  not  a  new  bureaucracy.  We  are  simply  substituting  and 
downsizing  an  existing  fragmented,  inefficient,  private  bureaucracy 
and  bringing  in  the  forces  of  market  competition  to  put  consumers 
back  in  the  driver's  seat  allowing  every  American  to  get  the  best 
value  for  his  or  her  money. 

I  would  be  happy  to  answer  any  questions  you  may  have,  and 
again  I  would  like  to  thank  you  for  giving  me  the  opportunity  to 
come  up  to  Rhode  Island  and  visit  with  you  today.

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STATEMENT  OF 
KENNETH  THORPE,  Ph.D. 

Mr.  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Committee: 

There  is  a  groundswell  of  support  for  health  reform  from  the 
American  peojle.   As  we  set  out  to  answer  this  call  to  action,  we 
must  start  by  recognizing  that  this  consensus  stems  from  the 
plain  fact  tliat  our  health  insurance  and  health  care  delivery 
systems  suffer  from  major  flaws  that  threaten  our  health 
security.    The  reasons  for  this  are  well  known  to  this 
Committee: 

No  longer  is  lack  of  health  security  a  problem  only  for  a 
minority  of  Americans  who  somehow  fall  through  the  cracks.   It  is 
the  majority  of  Americans,  most  of  whom  have  health  insurance, 
who  have  become  afraid  that  it  will  not  be  there  when  they  need 
it. 

Today,  insurers  are  free  to  price  the  sick  out  of  the 
market.   There  is  no  guarantee  that  the  health  insurance  coverage 
we  have  today  will  be  there  tomorrow,  whether  because  we  lose  our 
job,  change  our  marital  status,  or  get  sick. 

We  also  are  increasingly  lacking  choice.   Decisions  about 
which  health  plans  are  available  for  enrollment,  and  what 
benefits  are  offered,  often  are  not  made  by  the  families  whose 
health  care  will  be  affected,  but  by  employers.   This  arrangement 
compromises  not  only  choice,  but  also  continuity  of  care. 

Quality  also  is  threatened  as  patients  with  ill-defined 
health  problems  bounce  from  specialist  to  specialist,  incurring 
costs  for  many  expensive  tests  and  procedures  before  they  find 
the  care  they  need.   And  practitioners  lack  data  on  what  works 
and  what  constitutes  quality  care.   For  the  most  part,  health 
plans  today  are  not  held  accountable  for  the  quality  of  care 
their  providers  render,  f o -  the  efficiency  of  their  customer 
service,  nor  for  their  ability  to  organize  hospitals,  doctors, 
and  other  providers  to  achieve  these  ends  within  a  budget. 
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In  light  of  these  problems,  it  is  not  surprising  that  a 
large  riajority  of  Americans  believe  the  system  needs  a  complete 
overhaul,  think  that  the  cost  of  care  in  this  country  is  much 
higher  than  it  should  be,  worry  that  they  will  have  health  care 
costs  that  will  not  be  covered,  and  are  concerned  about  losing 
coverage  if  they  change  jobs.   This  is  simply  unacceptable  —  we 
must  put  the  consumer  in  the  driver's  seat. 

The  demand  for  reform  is  a  rational  response  to  an 
irrational  system.    To  address  this  demand  the  President  has 
outlined  six  principles  on  which  health  reform  must  be  founded: 
security,  simplicity,  savings,  quality,  choice,  and 
responsibility.   The  First  Lady  and  Secretary  Shalala,  in  their 
testimony  before  this  Committee,  already  have  presented  the 
Health  Security  Plan's  reforms  for  our  health  care  system. 
Today,  I  will  focus  my  testimony  on  the  role  of  the  health 
alliance  as  a  key  building  block  for  reform. 

THE  FEDERAL /STATE /PRIVATE  SECTOR  PARTNERSHIP 

First,  and  most  fundamental,  the  reformed  health  insurance 
system  must  be  grounded  in  a  Federal/State/private  sector 
partnership.   Each  of  these  partners  is  best  suited  to  take  on 
certain  roles.   The  President's  philosophy  is  that  the  Federal 
government's  appropriate  role  is  to: 

*  provide  all  t  itizens  with  a  guarantee  of  health 
security  that  includes  real  cost  control  and  quality, 

*  set  out  what  is  expected  of  our  private  health  care 
system,  in  terms  of  measurable  outcomes,  for  delivering 
on  these  guarantees, 

*  establish  a  framework  for  reformed  markets  in  which  the 
private  health  care  system  can  operate  to  deliver  these 
guarantees,  and  then 

*  get  out  of  the  way  and  let  the  system  work. 

The  President  also  believes  that  States,  communities,  and 
private  consumers,  doctors,  hospitals,  and  health  plans  are  best 
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suited  to  anticipate  and  respond  to  the  local  circumstances  and 
needs  and  to  make  health  care  decisions  that  make  sense  for  them. 
Health  care  is  a  local  industry  and  a  personal  service  in  which 
one  size  will  not  fit  all.   Therefore,  a  structure  for  local 
decision  making  must  be  established  that  will  provide  the 
nationally  established  guarantees  while  preserving  local 
flexibility  and  responsiveness.   This  will  be  accomplished 
through  States,  with  each  State  adopting  a  plan  for  implementing 
and  enforcing  the  nationally  guaranteed  health  care  reforms. 

ROLE  OF  THE  HEALTH  ALLIAMCE8 

Health  alliances  will  be  large  purchasing  pools  formed  to 
represent  the  interests  of  consumers  and  employers.    While 
States  will  provide  for  alliances  to  be  established,  they  will  be 
run  by  consumers  and  employers.   All  health  insurance  will  be 
sold  through  health  alliances. 

There  has  been  some  confusion  about  what  alliances  are  and 
what  they  will  do.  Let  me  be  clear.  Under  the  Health  Security 
Plan,  health  alliances  will  have  five  important  functions: 

1.  Giving  purchasing  clout  back  to  consumers 

Anyone,  especially  a  single  person  or  family  or  a  small 
business  owner,  who  has  tried  to  bargain  with  today's  insurance 
industry  knows  all  too  well  where  the  market  clout  in  our  system 
rests  today.   Health  insurance  companies  today  can  and  do  refuse 
coverage,  cancel  coverage,  or  hike  premiums  on  short  notice  based 
on  our  health,  our  age,  where  we  live  or  where  we  work.   Under 
the  Health  Security  Plan,  these  unfair  practices  will  be  illegal. 
Health  alliances  will  play  an  important  role  in  making  this  legal 
protection  a  reality. 

In  every  community,  there  will  be  one  health  alliance 
(States  may  draw  alliance  boundaries,  but  may  not  subdivide  a 
metropolitan  area  within  a  State)  and  all  health  insurance  must 
be  sold  through  health  alliances.   Therefore,  any  health 
insurance  company  that  wants  to  do  business  somewhere  in  a 
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community  is  going  to  have  to  open  its  doors  to  everybody.   There 
will  be  no  more  selective  enrollment  and  disenrollment.   In 
addition,  because  all  consumer  and  employer  premiums  will  be  paid 
to  the  health  alliances,  and  then  passed  on  to  health  plans, 
community  rating  will  be  automatically  enforced.   Any  consumer 
complaints  about  a  health  plan  can  be  taken  to  an  ombudsman  that 
will  be  employed  by  each  alliance   Additionally,  health  plans  in 
alliances  will  need  to  establish  consumer  grievance  and  appeals 
procedures  that  meet  federal  standards. 

2.  Making  choice  meaningful 

In  States  that  do  not  elect  to  establish  a  single-payer 
system,  health  alliances  will  offer  people  a  choice  of  health 
plans,  including  at  least  one  f ee-f or-service  plan.   People  — 
not  their  employers,  not  bureaucrats,  not  insurance  companies  — 
will  select  their  own  health  plans.    Every  year,  people  will 
sign  up  for  the  health  plan  of  their  choice  through  their  local 
health  alliance.   They  can  stay  with  that  health  plan  as  long  as 
they  like,  even  if  they  lose  their  jobs  or  change  jobs  to  work 
for  another  employer  within  the  alliance.   Or,  they  can  change 
coverage  to  another  health  plan  offered  through  the  alliance 
during  any  open  enrollment  period.   The  choice  will  always  be 
theirs  and  theirs  alone. 

The  health  alliance  will  do  more  than  simply  present  an 
array  of  choices  to  people,  however.   It  also  will  collect  and 
provide  information  to  help  people  make  informed  choices.   The 
health  alliance  will  collect  from  each  plan  information  about  its 
premium;  deductibles  and  copays;  the  doctors,  hospitals,  and 
other  providers  available  to  its  enrollees;  the  quality  of  care 
rendered  by  these  providers;  and  indicators  of  customer 
satisfaction  (for  example,  how  long  it  takes  tc  make  a  doctor's 
appointment.)     All  of  this  information  will  be  made  available 
to  the  people  served  by  the  health  alliance.   Then,  armed  with 
this  information,  people  can  choose  a  health  plan  that  will  be 
best  for  themselves  and  their  families. 
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3.  Making  private  health  insurance  markets  work 

In  order  to  sell  health  insurance  in  a  community,  health 
plans  will  have  to  be  licensed  by  the  state,  which  means  it  will 
have  to  cover  the  guaranteed  comprehensive  benefits,  set  premiums 
according  to  community  rating,  and  so  on.   Health  plans  will 
determine  their  premiums  through  a  competitive  bidding  process. 
The  Plans  will  submit  their  bids  to  the  health  alliance,  which 
will  be  required  to  accept  all  qualified  plans  with  premiums  at 
or  below  120  percent  of  the  premium  cap.   The  health  alliance 
will  then  publish  the  premiums  for  all  consumers  to  see. 
Consumers  will  weigh  the  cost,  quality,  and  consumer  satisfaction 
data  they  have  on  all  plans  as  they  select  their  own  coverage. 
In  this  reformed  market,  plans  will  have  no  choice  but  to 
compete  by  offering  the  best  possible  health  care  for  the  lowest 
possible  price.   That  means  health  insurance  plans  will  need  to 
be  more  efficient  in  paying  our  claims.   And  they  will  need  to 
work  more  closely  with  doctors  and  other  providers  to  help 
develop  systems  for  coordinating  care  and  safeguarding  quality. 
Where  the  market  needs  additional  support  to  work  well,  health 
alliances  also  can  encourage  existing  health  plans  to  move  into 
undei  served  areas,  and  can  assist  the  development  of  new  health 
plans  formed  by  local  providers. 

4.  Reducing  administrative  burdens  for  employers 

For  a  small  business,  especially,  the  cost  and  other  burdens 
of  providing  health  insurance  —  finding  a  carrier,  coordinating 
benefits  with  the  plans  of  working  spouses,  understanding  the 
fine  print  —  can  be  overwhelming.   Health  alliances  establish  a 
framework  to  relieve  employers  of  these  burdens.     Instead  of 
selecting  and  providing  health  plans  for  their  workers,  employers 
in  health  alliances  will  only  be  responsible  for  contributing 
their  share  of  the  premium  to  the  alliance.    The  alliance  will 
inform  employers  of  the  amount  of  their  required  contribution  and 
make  arrangements  for  periodic  collections.   Alliances  also  will 
determine  individual  premium  contributions. 
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5.  Protecting  af f ordability 

Finally,  health  alliances  will  assume  two  key 
responsibilities  in  order  tc  secure  affordable  health  care  for 
all  Americans.   First,  health  alliances  will  be  the  forum  in 
which  the  new  market  competition  forces  will  operate  to  control 
overall  health  costs.   This  market  competition  will  be  backed  up 
by  enforceable  premium  caps,  set  at  the  national  level. 

WHAT  ALLIAKCES  WILL  NOT  DO 

Finally,  it  is  worth  a  moment  to  note  what  alliances  will 
not  do.     Alliances  will  not  be  regulatory  agencies.   They  are 
run  by  employers  ar.d  consumers.   They  will  follow  the  stri  "t 
rules  set  by  the  federal  government  and  States,  including  rules 
for  fiduciary  stanaards,  cost  management  and  conflict  of 
interest.  The  primary  function  of  health  alliances  will  be  to 
facilitate  health  care  markets  in  ways  that  promote  cost-saving 
competition  while  protecting  the  interests  and  health  security  of 
consumers. 

Second,  alliances  v.'ill  not  compete  with  each  other.   Each 
alliance  drawn  will  establish  a  market  for  health  plan 
competition  based  on  quality,  service  and  efficiency.   If  more 
than  one  alliance  were  established  in  a  community,  health  plans 
would  be  able  to  select  which  neighborhoods  to  serve  by  selecting 
the  alliance  in  which  to  do  business. 

Finally,  health  alliances  will  not  eliminate  a  role  for  very 
large  corporations  who  wish  to  continue  operating  their  own 
health  plans.    Employers  with  more  than  5000  full  time  workers 
nationwide  may  establish  corporate  alliances  that  will  fulfill 
the  national  guarantees  in  ways  similar  to  health  alliances. 
Corporate  alliances  will  have  to  offer  employees  a  choice  of 
plans  that  cover  tl^e  guaranteed  benefits  for  premiums  that  are 
within  the  established  limits.   They  also  will  have  to  provide 
for  periodic  open  enrollment  periods,  establish  grievance 
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procedures  and  other  consumer  protections,  and  so  on. 

Corporate  alliances  will  not  compete  with  health  alliances  - 
-  a  large  corporation  of  sufficient  size  is  a  naturally-formed 
insurance  pool,  bat  it  will  not  be  allowed  to  compete  to  insure 
people  who  are  not  employees  or  their  dependents.   Preserving  the 
option  for  corporate  alliances  will  permit  those  large  employers 
with  extensive  experience  and  a  track  record  of  successful 
innovation  to  continue  their  efforts. 


CONCLUSION 

Mr.  Chairman,  the  concept  of  health  alliances  appears  in 
many  of  the  health  reform  bills  introduced  already  in  this 
Congress,  as  well  as  in  the  President's  health  reform  plan.   We 
believe  that  re-establishing  large  health  insurance  market  pools 
and  shifting  clout  back  to  consumers  is  fundamental  to  effective 
reform.   Health  alliances  establish  a  framework  that  will  permit 
us  to  achieve  these  goals. 
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Mr.  Reed.  Thank  you  very  much,  Ken,  for  your  very  illuminating 
testimony. 

I  would  like  at  this  time  to  call  on  Ron  Machtley,  because  Ron, 
I  know  has  to  go  to  another  engagement.  Ron. 

Mr.  Machtley.  Thank  you  very  much.  I  also.  Dr.  Thorpe,  appre- 
ciate you  coming  back  to  Rhode  Island.  I  will  try  and  be  brief  in 
my  question. 

The  health  alliances,  as  anticipated  in  the  President's  plan, 
would  be  governed  by  employers  and  employees,  none  of  whom 
could  have  any  income  from  health  care.  In  other  words,  these  are 
people  who  currently  have  no  involvement  in  the  health  care  world. 
No  doctors,  no  nurses,  no  health — hospital  administrators.  It  could 
be  a  Department  of  Health  who  was  sort  of  superseding  and  help- 
ing this  organization,  but  somehow  you  have  to  license — gather 
enough  data  to  license  these  health  care  plans  so  that  this  group 
of  citizens,  employers  and  consumers,  somehow  have  to  get  enough 
information  to  make  intelligent  decisions. 

The  first  question  is,  if  you  are  not  going  to  build  up  your  bu- 
reaucracy, how  are  we  going  to  have  enough  information  given  to 
these  citizens  to,  first,  make  informed  decisions  on  those  health 
plans  which  are  bidding;  second,  to  then  distribute  that  informa- 
tion to  the  consumers  so  that  they  can  in  fact  make  informed  deci- 
sions as  to  what  plan  to  buy. 

And  the  second  part  of  the  question  is,  you  have  heard  the  con- 
cern we  all  have  for  the  State  limits.  In  other  words,  we  do  not 
want  a  plan  that  restricts  us  to  only  the  million  people  in  this 
State,  or  that  restricts  the  million  people  in  this  State  to  only  the 
health  care  facilities  in  this  State.  Could  a  health  alliance  or  could 
a  State  who  is  going  to  license  these  health  plans  exclude  any  plan 
which  does  not,  as  a  mandate,  require  them  to  include  health  care 
facilities  in  another  State? 

Dr.  Thorpe.  Well  let  me  see  if  I  can  go  through  the  line  of  these. 
I  will  talk  a  little  bit  about  the  general  State  responsibilities  that 
would  be  assumed  under  the  plan.  As  we  talked  about  the  State 
would  first  of  all  have  responsibility  for  establishing  one  or  more 
regional  alliances  within  the  State,  assuming  the  State  did  not 
want  to  adopt  the  single  payer  approach.  The  State  does  certify 
plans  and  they  must  publish  criteria  with  respect  to  quality,  finan- 
cial standards  and  their  capability  of  delivering  the  comprehensive 
set  of  benefits.  That  would,  I  believe,  give  States  flexibility  in  terms 
of  thinking  about  the  ability  of  a  plan  to  offer  a  comprehensive  set 
of  benefits  if  a  plan  needlessly  is  restricting  provider  base,  so  that 
it  really  cannot  provide  the  comprehensive  set  of  benefits.  So  a 
State,  through  published  criteria,  could  have  some  flexibility  with 
respect  to  the  certification  process  of  plans  that  come  into  the  State 
if  they  are  unnecessarily  restricting  the  network  of  providers  such 
that  the  network  of  providers  would  not  be  able  to  provide  the  com- 
prehensive benefits. 

They  also  would  assure  the  financial  solvency  of  health  plans  and 
establish  capital  standards  and  so  on. 

What  the  State  does  not  do,  which  is  one  of  the  problems  that 
historically  State  insurance  commissions  have  had,  is  deal  with 
rate  increases.  That  has  been  one  of  the  real  problems  in  State  in- 
surance commissions,  is  the  problem  of  monitoring  dollars,  mon- 
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itoring  and  approving  rate  increases.  That  function  is  done  in  the 
private  market  through  the  alHances,  through  the  employers  and 
consumers  negotiating  with  health  plans.  So  that  function,  which 
has  been  a  longstanding  problem,  I  think  in  some  State  insurance 
departments,  is  no  longer  within  the  State's  purview,  that  is  over 
in  the  private  markets. 

With  respect  to  information,  that  I  agree  is  just  central  in  terms 
of  getting  information  on  quality  and  satisfaction  in  to  consumers. 
The  tools  for  doing  that  are  currently  being  developed  right  now 
within  the  Department  of  Health  and  Human  Services.  We  have 
within  our  existing  grant  authority,  and  even  within  my  office  right 
now,  working  very  actively  on  evaluating  quality  report  cards,  look- 
ing at  measures  of  satisfaction  that  capture  enough  of  the  really 
critical  measures  of  satisfaction  or  quality,  yet  are  simple  to  collect 
and  are  easy  to  digest.  And  we  have  had  several  universities  that 
we  have  contracted  with,  along  with  major  health  carriers,  the 
Mayos  and  Kaisers  and  others  that  are  developing  these,  that  we 
are  working  very  actively  with  right  now  to  establish  those  tools. 

And  just  fmally  I  would  say  that  within  the  President's  startup 
costs  budget,  there  are  dollars  in  there  to  help  develop  some  of 
these  tools  to  allow  States — to  help  States  get  going  in  developing 
the  infrastructure  to  have  the  capacity  for  the  report  cards  and  the 
satisfaction  forms. 

Mr.  Machtley.  Thank  you  very  much.  I  am  sorry  that  I  have  to 
leave. 

Mr.  Reed.  Thank  you,  Ron,  for  spending  time  with  us  and  for 
your  excellent  questions,  and  I  know  we  will  be  working  together 
on  this  issue  in  the  next  several  months. 

Mr.  Machtley.  Thank  you  also,  Tom,  for  joining  us  here,  and 
Senator  Pell. 

Mr.  Sawyer.  Thank  you  very  much. 

Mr.  Reed.  Senator  Pell. 

Senator  Pell.  Thank  you  very  much. 

To  be  specific,  if  you  have  one  family  with  one  spouse  that  works 
in  Rhode  Island  and  the  other  works  in  Massachusetts,  will  they 
be  members  of  the  same  alliance,  and  what  happens  to  their  chil- 
dren? 

Dr.  Thorpe.  Yes,  they  would  be.  The  alliance  enrollment  is  de- 
pendent only  on  where  you  live,  not  where  the  individuals  work. 
So  depending  on  the  part  of  Massachusetts — I  did  not  catch  the 
whole  story,  but  if  they  lived  in  Massachusetts,  they  would  both  be 
able  to  choose  a  health  plan  and  enroll  through  the  Massachusetts 
alliance. 

Senator  Pell.  Could  one  join  the  Rhode  Island  alliance  even 
though  they  both  lived  in  Massachusetts? 

Dr.  Thorpe.  No,  they  would  both — presumably  they  would  both 
want  to  be  in  the  same  plan  and  they  would  both  be  in  the  same 
plan  and  they  would  both  enroll  through  the  Massachusetts  alli- 
ance, if  they  resided  in  Massachusetts.  Where  you  work  is  not  the 
issue,  it  is  where  you  live.  And  your  enrollment  in  the  plan  is 
based  on  residence,  not  where  you  work. 

Senator  Pell.  Well  if  they  were  in  the  same  plan  and  one  was 
in  banking  and  one  was  a  doctor,  would  they  be  in  the  same  plan 
or  would  they  be  in  separate  plans  but  under  the  same  alliance? 
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Dr.  Thorpe.  Well  they  would  choose  as  a  family,  the  health  plan 
that  they  want  through  one  of  the  Massachusetts  alliances.  So  that 
would  be  up  to  their  choice  to  choose  whatever  health  plan  they 
wanted  to  enroll  in. 

Senator  Pell.  Could  they  choose  separate  ones? 

Dr.  Thorpe.  No,  they  would  be  enrolled  in  the  same  plan  as  a 
family. 

Senator  Pell.  They  could  not  choose  for  the  wife  to  be  in  one  and 
the  husband  in  a  separate  one? 

Dr.  Thorpe.  Right.  As  the  proposal  has  advanced  so  far,  they 
would  enroll  as  a  family.  And  they  would  make,  as  a  family,  that 
choice  of  the  health  plan  that  they  wanted  to  be  in. 

Senator  Pell.  I  believe  I  am  correct  in  saying  that  about  half  of 
the  money  you  spend  in  your  lifetime  for  medical  care  is  in  the 
final  years  and  months  of  your  life.  What  are  the  methods  you  see 
to  reduce  the  costs  for  that. 

Dr.  Thorpe.  I  think  you  are  right,  that  is  a  longstanding  lit- 
erature looking  at  in  particular  the  Medicare  population  of  where 
dollars  go.  I  think  there  are  a  couple  of  things  to  look  at.  I  think 
the  first  thing  to  note  is  that  while  in  any  given  year  we  do  spend 
a  lot  of  money  for  people  who  are  terminally  ill,  that  relationship 
has  not  changed  over  time.  We  looked  at  studies  20  years  ago  and 
found  the  same  relationship,  that  about  half  of  the  medical  care 
spending  was  done  in  the  last  year  of  a  person's  life.  So  I  guess  my 
first  point  is  that  that  relationship  and  that  issue  has  not  caused 
the  driving  increase  in  health  care  costs.  It  still  is  a  problem,  and 
I  think  that  what  I  would  suggest  is  that  we  need  to  be  much  more 
involved  at  the  patient's  level  of  encouraging  individuals  before- 
hand to  think  about,  either  through  living  wills  or  other  means, 
about  the  type  of  treatment  they  would  like  to  receive  as  terminally 
ill  patients,  and  make  those  decisions  known,  or  at  least  have 
thought  them  through. 

I  think  second,  that  to  the  extent  that  we  get  more  information 
towards  some  of  those  tradeoff's  with  respect  to  what  seems  to  be 
effective  in  keeping  alive  versus  things  that  do  not  seem  to  be  effec- 
tive. A  lot  of  that  research  needs  to  disseminate  out  into  the  pro- 
vider community. 

One  of  the  things  that  I  was  struck  about  when  I  was  looking 
at  research  on  the  growth  in  health  care  cost,  is  that  we  know  al- 
most nothing  about  exactly  the  problem  that  you  are  talking  about. 
We  know  that  there  are  a  lot  of  dollars  spent  there,  but  we  do  not 
know  how  they  are  spent,  what  they  are  spent  on,  and  what  the 
efficacy  is  of  those  expenditures.  And  I  think  that  one  of  the  first 
things  we  need  to  do — and  we  are  starting  to  do  some  of  this 
through  the  Department — is  get  a  better  understanding  of  where 
those  dollars  are  going,  what  they  are  paying  for  and  what  they  are 
getting  in  terms  of  quality  of  life  and  increasing  life. 

So  I  think  the  first  thing  is  to  do  some  analysis,  which  can  be 
done  in  short  order,  this  is  not  a  five-year  set  of  studies,  this  is 
something  we  could  get  a  good  handle  on  within  a  year  or  two. 

Second  is  to  sit  down,  I  think  between  patients  and  their  physi- 
cians, and  have  very  painful  and  frank  conversations  about  the 
tradeoff's  associated  with  some  of  the  terminal  judgments  and  ter- 
minal issues  that  inevitably  will  go  on  in  many  of  our  lives.  Those 
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are  not  decisions  that  I  would  like  to  see  come  from  Washington 
and  I  would  never  advocate  anything  like  that  ever  coming  from 
Washington  or  our  government.  They  really  should  be  done  be- 
tween the  patient  and  the  physician,  based  on  the  best  scientific 
evidence  we  have  about  what  the  efficacy  is  of  terminal  life  treat- 
ments. 

Senator  Pell.  The  question  comes  up  with  the  patient  who 
wants  to  have  alternative  treatment,  alternative  medicine;  for  ex- 
ample, a  pregnant  woman  wants  a  nurse  midwife  rather  than  an 
obstetrician  or  an  individual  with  back  pain  wants  to  see  a  chiro- 
practor and  not  an  orthopedist.  Will  there  be  a  provision  made  in 
the  President's  plan  that  any  licensed  professional  will  be  eligible 
for  reimbursement  if  the  patient  so  wishes? 

Dr.  Thorpe.  Certainly  within  the  fee-for-service  plan,  if  an  indi- 
vidual wants  to  enroll  in  a  fee-for-service  plan 

Senator  Pell.  Outside  the  fee-for-service  plan. 

Dr.  Thorpe.  Well  even  in  the — one  of  the  things  that  I  think  is 
ironic  is  that  if  you  look  at  the  use  of  alternative  providers,  if  we 
want  to  term  them  that  way,  whether  it  is  chiropractors  or  podia- 
trists or  nurse  practitioners,  that  many  of  the  plans  like  the  Mayo 
Clinic  and  Puget  Sound,  the  HMOs,  if  you  will,  employ  those  types 
of  providers  much  more  frequently  than  even  fee-for-service  plans 
do.  So  what  you  are  seeing  is  a  movement  in  the  Mayo  Clinic  sys- 
tem and  the  Leahy  Clinic  system  toward  employing  substitutes,  if 
you  will,  to  physicians.  Those  are  going  to  be  available  in  those 
plans.  If  individuals  want  to  go  out  of  a  network  and  to  go  see  a 
chiropractor  or  go  see  a  podiatrist  or  whomever  they  want  to  see, 
they  are  free  to  do  so  in  any  plan  they  enroll. 

Senator  Pell.  Taking  it  to  a  more  extreme  example,  what 
about 

Dr.  Thorpe.  Again,  there  are  some  plans  that  provide  payment 
for  alternatives  such  as  this  and  some  plans  do  not.  That  is  the 
type  of  information  that  must  be  and  would  be  available  to  individ- 
uals upon  enrollment  in  a  plan,  whom  the  plan  covers  in  terms  of 
types  of  physicians.  I  would  think  that  if  patients  want  to  see  alter- 
native medical  providers,  that  that  would  influence  the  choice  of 
health  plan  that  they  move  into.  That  information  would  be  avail- 
able to  them  in  advance  and  if  they  wanted  to  enroll  in  a  plan  that 
provides  that  set  of  services,  they  would  be  free  to  do  so. 

And  I  just  again  come  back  to  the  secondary  point  that  even  if 
the  enrolled  in  a  plan  that  does  not  provide  the  services  of  a  podia- 
trist or  some  other  type  of  provider,  they  could  at  any  point,  go  out- 
side the  network  and  obviously  go  to  see  whatever  physician  they 
so  choose. 

Senator  Pell.  From  the  viewpoint  of  the  expense,  very  often  al- 
ternative methods,  whether  better  or  worse,  do  cost  a  lot  less. 

Dr.  Thorpe.  Oh,  I  agree  with  you,  I  think  that  in  many  cases — 
I  mean  there  are  a  number  of  studies  that  have  looked  at  medical 
care  delivered  by,  whether  it  is  nurse  midwives  or  physician  assist- 
ants or  alternatives  to  physicians,  that  show  two  things.  One  is 
that  the  quality  of  care  is  generally  quite  similar,  to  the  extent  we 
can  measure  it.  And  second,  that  it  is  oftentimes  done  at  a  lower 
cost.  And  I  think  that  what  you  are  seeing  is  that  health  plans  are

recognizing  this  tradeoff  increasingly  and  they  are  employing  many 
more  non-physician  employees  as  providers  in  their  plans. 

Senator  Pell.  Thank  you  very  much  indeed. 

Mr.  Reed.  Mr.  Sawyer. 

Mr.  Sawyer.  Thank  you  very  much,  Mr.  Chairman. 

The  last  line  of  questioning  and  both  of  the  previous  questioners 
really  get  to  a  point  that  is  of  great  interest  to  me.  You  talked 
about  the  kinds  of  measures  of  quality  that  are  being  developed 
now.  That  is  important,  the  question  of  choice  hinges  on  it;  the 
question  of  universality  really  draws  together  the  scale  of  the  job 
that  is  at  stake.  And  the  whole  question  of  portability  really  hinges 
on  the  ability  to  move  that  kind  of  information  and  to  be  com- 
parable from  place  to  place. 

I  am  interested  in  what  the  role  of  the  alliance  will  be  with  re- 
gard to  that  information  versus  the  role  of  the  individual  plans  and 
the  institutions  that  make  them  up,  the  individual  providers.  The 
State  which  oversees  the  conduct  of  the  alliance  or  even  nationally 
and  how  we  make  those  standards  iiniform.  In  the  end,  we  are  try- 
ing to  use  what  is  essentially  an  awful  lot  of  raw  data  to  come  to- 
gether in  ways  to  enable  choice  on  price,  outcome  and  service;  to 
be  able  to  develop  health  policy  within  each  level  of  government, 
and  in  a  private  and  public  sector  on  the  one  hand,  and  on  the 
other  hand,  to  use  that  same  information  to  be  able  to  allow  indi- 
vidual practitioners  to  deliver  service,  to  access  that  information  in 
individual  cases  and  to  make  use  of  it  while  preserving  confiden- 
tiality. 

I  guess  my  questions  come  down  to  this — where  will  this  kind  of 
information  repose?  Who  will  be  responsible  for  managing  it, 
guarding  it,  sharing  it  appropriately?  Who  will  own  that  informa- 
tion? 

Dr.  Thorpe.  Well  let  us  start  with  where  it  is  developed,  and 
some  of  the  issues  that  you  have  raised.  I  agree  with  you  that  what 
is  critical  to  promoting  a  consumer-based  competitive  market  is, 
first,  that  you  have  to  have  a  standard  benefit  package  and  that 
is  nobody  can  compare  the  myriad  of  health  insurance  products 
that  are  out  there  today  because  they  are  so  different,  they  have 
different  riders,  exclusions,  copays,  deductibles,  benefits  they  cover 
and  so  on.  It  is  a  mass  of  confusion  not  only  to  consumers,  but  as 
you  have  heard  from  the  providers,  it  also  leads  to  a  mass  of  confu- 
sion and  bureaucracy.  Standardizing  that  is  the  first  thing  that  has 
to  be  done  because  it  allows  people  to  look  across  the  same  product. 
So  that  is  the  first  thing  that  has  to  get  done,  is  a  standard  benefit 
package. 

Second,  information  on  the  price  of  that  benefit  package  would 
be  provided  through  the  bidding  process  as  the  health  alliance  ne- 
gotiates with  health  plans,  and  that  information  would  then  be 
available  to  individuals  about  the  relative  cost  of  each  plan  in  their 
area. 

With  respect  to  information  on  quality  and  satisfaction,  I  think 
that  you  are  exactly  right,  that  one  of  the  things  that  we  were  con- 
cerned about  was  having  uniformity  in  how  those  things  are  meas- 
ured and  how  the  data  are  collected,  because  it  was  important  that 
as  people  move  from,  you  know,  State  to  State  or  alliance  to  alli- 
ance that  those  type  of  data  are  uniform,  that  they  are  not  devel-

oped  by  the  health  plans,  they  are  not  developed  by  the  alliances, 
that  they  are  developed  nationally,  that  they  reflect  a  national  de- 
cision about  the  type  of  data  to  collect  and  how  to  collect  it. 

The  quality  and  satisfaction  information  would  be  developed  by 
the  national  health  board,  those  would  be  two  of  the  functions  that 
they  would  assume.  As  I  mentioned,  a  lot  of  the  research  is  cur- 
rently being  done  by  the  Department  of  Health  and  Human  Serv- 
ices with  the  help  of,  you  know,  a  very  active  health  insurance  in- 
dustry and  university  community  out  there  that  is  developing  them 
right  now.  But  that  is  who  would  develop  those. 

Data  for  it  would  be  collected  by  the  alliance  and  one  of  the 
things  that  we  are  looking  at  is  alternative  ways  of  collecting  it  and 
alternative  ways  of  assuring  privacy.  The — you  know,  one  option  is 
to  simply  do  very  broad-based  anonymous  surveys. 

Mr.  Sawyer.  Sampling. 

Dr.  Thorpe.  Sampling,  of  individuals  within  health  plans  on 
their  satisfaction  and  quality  of  care.  That  obviates  the  need  for 
any  substantial  privacy  protections  because  there  is  no  link  to  the 
information  provided  and  an  individual.  We  are  working  with  and 
have  spent  a  lot  of  time  looking  at  work  that  the  Rand  Corporation 
and  Bob  Brooke  and  John  Ware  now  at  New  England  Medical  Cen- 
ter, who  have  spent  a  career  in  developing  these  measures  of  qual- 
ity and  satisfaction,  and  developing  some  protocols  to  sample  indi- 
viduals with  forms  that  are  sensitive  enough  to  really  understand 
many  of  those  issues.  So  we  are  very  acutely  concerned  about  the 
issue  or  privacy  and  are  trying  to  make  sure  that  (a)  we  get  the 
information  provided  to  individuals,  but  (b)  not  necessarily  individ- 
ually linking  people  up  to  what  they  say  about  a  health  plan,  to 
something  that  is  reported.  So  one  option  that  I  have  been  discuss- 
ing within  the  Department  and  within  the  academic  community  is 
the  use  of  broad-oased  sampling  frameworks  that  would  protect 
privacy  and  would  provide  really  I  think  critical  information  to  in- 
dividuals for  the  first  time  on  the  quality  of  care,  the  scope  of  pro- 
viders within  the  health  plans  that  they  are  seeing,  people's  satis- 
faction as  well  as  the  price  of  health  insurance  plans. 

So  another  approach  that  I  have  heard  that  I  do  not  think  that 
I  personally  have  been  supporting,  would  have  been  of  individual 
contact  by  contact  measure  that  links  people's  beliefs  about  the  sat- 
isfaction with  some  data  record  that  somehow  is  stored  away  in 
some  vault  and  would  raise  the  issues  of  privacy.  I  think  that 
again,  this  is  within  the  national  health  board's  purview,  so  I 
would  be  making  judgments  that  the  national  health  board  will 
have  to  make  about  how  exactly  to  collect  it,  but  my  personal  belief 
is  that  you  can  do  this  through  some  very  sophisticated  sampling 
and  get  around  and  really  protect  the  privacy  of  individuals. 

Mr.  Sawyer.  That  deals  with  the  question  that  I  asked  from  the 
point  of  view  of  the  broad-based  data  for  policy  and  outcome  pur- 
poses. How  do  we  protect  that  confidentiality  and  gain  universal 
access  for  individual  practitioners  and  portability  of  individual 
records,  and  in  effect,  who  owns  them,  where  do  they  reside? 

Dr.  Thorpe.  The  flow  of  data — I  mean  the  dollar  flow  of  data 
would  come  through  the  alliance,  so  the  alliance  would  have  infor- 
mation on  expenditure  data.  They  would  not  necessarily  have  any 
other  information.  So  just  information  on  health  care  spending  by 
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person  would  be  information  that  has  to  flow  through  alliances  be- 
cause there  has  to  be  a  mechanism  where  the  health  alliance  can 
compare  its  premium  and  spending  targets  and  goals  to  what  is  ac- 
tually being  spent.  So  those  data  would  be  available  in  an  aggre- 
gated form,  not  necessarily  on  a  person-by-person  basis,  but  an  ag- 
gregated form  on  spending. 

Other  than  that,  there  are  no  specific  provisions  in  here  that 
spells  out  the  flow  of  data  on  a  person  level  basis  other  than  spend- 
ing data  into  the  alliance  because  again,  the  other  type  of  data  that 
you  would  need,  deal  with  issues  of  quality  and  satisfaction  which 
do  not  necessarily  have  to  be  done  on  a  patient-by-patient  basis 
that  flows  through  the  alliance. 

Mr.  Sawyer.  Thank  you  very  much. 

Mr.  Reed.  Thank  you,  Tom. 

Thank  you  for  your  testimony.  Ken.  I  have  a  few  questions.  First 
I  want  to  underscore  a  point  that  you  have  made,  and  that  is  that 
there  is  no  explicit  prohibition  in  the  President's  proposal  that 
would  prevent  a  health  plan,  an  insurance  entity,  from  serving 
across  State  lines.  Is  that  correct? 

Dr.  Thorpe.  There  is  absolutely  no  provision  at  all  that  prohibits 
or  circumscribes  the  ability  of  a  health  plan  to  contract  with  pro- 
viders, as  they  do  today,  across  State  borders.  The  only  thing  the 
alliance  does  is  provide  a  mechanism,  based  on  where  you  live,  to 
give  you  a  menu  of  health  plans  to  choose  from. 

Mr.  Reed.  But  let  us  return  to  a  point  made  by  Andy  Kowal  in 
terms  of  a  recent  experience  we  have  had  here,  where  it  appears 
at  least  that  one  reason  why  one  of  the  HMOs  decided  not  to  cross 
a  line  was  because  they  just  did  not  want  to  take  up  the  additional 
burden  of  qualifying  in  another  State.  Is  there  anything  in  the 
President's  proposal  or  any  of  the  proposals  that  would  prevent 
that  problem  of  unintended,  if  you  will.  State  inhibitions  for  cross 
border  health  plans? 

Dr.  Thorpe.  No,  I  think  that  if  you  go  through  the  plan  and  look 
at  the  areas  that  we  tried  to  be  careful  about,  there  are  several 
parts  of  the  plan  that  have  the  State  and  the  State  can,  if  they  so 
choose,  have  alliances  that  cross  State  borders,  whether  it  is — you 
know,  a  good  example  might  be  New  York/New  Jersey  or  Philadel- 
phia, and  the  New  Jersey  alliances  coordinate  their  operations. 

Mr.  Reed.  Well,  they  could  not  technically  cross  but  they  can  co- 
ordinate. 

Dr.  Thorpe.  They  would  be  separate  alliances,  but  you  could 
have  each  State  coordinate  their  operations  within  those  regional 
aUiances  and  particularly  with  plan  certification  criteria  to  make 
sure  that  you  do  not  have  any  problems  with  respect  to  borders. 

Mr.  Reed.  But  that  is  strictly  voluntary,  that  would  be  the  States 
agreeing  that  they  want  to  do  it.  There  is  no  requirement. 

Dr.  Thorpe.  There  is  not  a  requirement.  It  gives  the  States  au- 
thority to  do  that.  The  States  that  have  a  significant  overlap  of  re- 
gional business,  however,  that  we  have  talked  to,  have  indicated 
that — it  certainly  is  in  the  interest  of  consumers  as  well  as  health 
plans  in  those  States  to  do  that. 

Mr.  Reed.  But  as  you  continue  to  pursue  this  issue,  if  it  does  ap- 
pear that  more  direction  is  required  from  the  Federal  legislation, 
you  would  recommend  that  to  us,  I  presume. 
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Dr.  Thorpe.  Certainly  if  it  is  too  vague  and  if  the  intent  is  not 
as  clear,  then  certainly  some  clarification  in  that  area  could  be 
made. 

Mr.  Reed.  Let  me  also  emphasize  something  that  you  have  said 
either  directly  or  indirectly,  and  that  is,  since  the  health  alliance 
is  really  a  financial  intermediary  bounded  by  State  boundaries,  and 
there  is  this  cross-border  traffic  that  we  have  talked  about,  the 
bulk  of  many  of  the  tasks  which  are  going  to  have  to  be  performed 
to  make  this  system  work  will  fall  upon  the  State,  the  insurance 
department  of  the  State  typically.  They  are  the  ones  who  are  going 
to  have  to  certify  plans,  they  are  the  ones  that  are  ultimately  going 
to  have  to  make  judgments  about  how  fair  the  plans  are,  how  ac- 
cessible they  are,  are  the  plans  being  marketed  in  every  area  of  the 
State  fairly.  You  have  studied  this  issue  in  some  detail,  both  as  an 
academic  and  as  deputy  secretary  of  planning.  Are  the  States  pre- 
pared to  accept  that  increased  responsibility? 

Dr.  Thorpe.  I  think  that  if  you  look  at  what  we  are  asking  State 
insurance  departments  to  do,  that  there  are  two  things  that  are 
quite  different.  One  is  that  we  are  asking  every  State  to  do  the 
same  thing,  so  that  there  is,  from  the  Federal  standpoint,  some 
ability  to  oversee  what  States  are  doing. 

Second  is  that  the  tasks  that  we  are  asking  them  to  do  are  really 
not  the  ones  that  are  the  most  complicated  things  that  have 
plagued  insurance  commissioners  and  insurance  departments  in 
the  past.  The  real  plague  in  the  past  has  been  the  ability  of  a  State 
to  develop  its  own  financial  standards,  perhaps  not  doing  as  good 
of  a  job  in  monitoring  the  financial  standards  as  it  should  have. 
And  second,  that  there  has  been  problems  in  some  States  with  re- 
spect to  looking  at  the  relationship  between  a  health  plan's  finan- 
cial needs  and  rate  increases.  And  this  whole  set  of  financial  issues 
which  are  inter-related  with  respect  to  a  health  plan's  performance 
and  requests  for  rate  increases. 

That  latter  function  is  no  longer  a  part  of  a  State  insurance  com- 
missioner's purview.  The  issue  of  health  insurance  premiums  and 
the  growth  in  premiums  would  be  negotiated  in  the  private  market 
through  the  alliance. 

On  the  standard  side,  those  would  largely  be  Federal  standards 
that  the  Federal  Government  would  set  with  respect  to  solvency 
and  capital  requirement  standards  that  a  State  would  not  develop 
on  its  own. 

So  I  think  that  given  the  Federal  framework  that  we  have  estab- 
lished, both  in  terms  of  setting  standards  and  the  Federal  oversight 
on  the  auditing  side — I  mean  there  is  a  very  substantial  Federal 
oversight  responsibility  here  with  respect  to  directly  auditing  the 
financial  capability  and  performance  of  health  alliances,  that  the 
Federal  Government  would  do,  is  also  important. 

So  I  certainly  think  that  what  we  are  asking  States  to  do,  given 
the  Federal  frame  vvork,  in  taking  away  some  of  the  discretion  they 
have  had  in  the  past  with  respect  to  making  financial  decisions  on 
the  rate  increase  sides,  that  States  would  be  equipped  to  do  that. 
I  think  that  where  States  have  run  into  problems,  we  have  moved 
those  functions  either  to  the  Federal  level  or  on  the  rate  side,  we 
have  moved  those  functions  over  to  the  health  alliance  level. 
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Mr.  Reed.  Let  me  ask  a  question  with  respect  to  the  proposed 
governance  of  these  health  alliances.  The  language  in  the  statute 
is  quite  vague.  I  think  it  can  be  summarized  as  there  will  be  a 
health  alliance,  it  will  be  composed  of  an  equal  number  of  employer 
representatives  and  consumer  representatives,  and  that  is  it.  Does 
that  not  leave  a  great  deal  of  guesswork  at  the  local  level  and  the 
possibility  of  50  different,  some  good,  some  bad,  interpretations? 
You  could  have  literally  a  two-person  health  alliance,  a  board  of 
two  people  in  one  State  appointed  by  the  governor.  That  is  a  possi- 
bility under  the  proposed  law. 

Dr.  Thorpe.  Well  certainly  in  the  legislation  there  is  a  lot  of 
flexibility  given  to  the  States  about  how  they  would  go  about  mak- 
ing elections  to  the  board  of  directors  of  an  alliance.  And  that  was 
left  vague  in  the  legislation.  There  is,  as  it  reads,  a  lot  of  flexibility 
of  the  State  to  set  up  whatever  mechanism  it  wanted  to,  to  put  the 
board  of  directors  on.  They  could  hold  elections  in  the  State,  it 
could  be  appointed  through  the  governor's  office  if  the  State  so 
chose.  I  would  think  that.  Congressman,  as  the  process  goes  for- 
ward in  the  next  couple  of  weeks,  particularly  on  this  issue,  that 
where  there  are  concerns  about  leaving  this  provision  vague  about 
either  numbers  or  mix  or  process,  that  that  would  be  certainly  an 
opportunity  for  us  to  work  with  you  in  thinking  through  some  ways 
that  we  may  want  to  either  clarify  that,  add  to  it  in  terms  of  either 
circumventing  some  of  the  States'  authority  or  making  it  much 
clearer  about  what  States  are  to  do  in  that.  We  did  leave  it  vague 
and  I  think  that  is  an  area  that  we  have  had  conversations  with 
members  and  would  be  willing  to  sit  down  and  talk  with  you  about 
your  concerns  with  it  and  ways  of  making  sure  that  from  the 
States'  perspective,  and  indeed  I  think  from  the  basic  integrity, 
that  the  people  feel  very  comfortable  with  not  only  the  process  of 
how  people  become  elected  or  placed  on  the  board  of  directors,  but 
the  accountability  of  those  individuals,  and  to  make  sure  that  we 
do  not  fall  into  a  situation  where  people  are  skeptical  and  not  com- 
fortable with  the  role  of  the  State  in  making  these  decisions. 

Mr.  Reed.  I  have  two  more  questions,  Ken,  and  I  know  you  have 
to  catch  an  aircraft,  but  a  follow  up  related  point  is  that  in  the  de- 
scription of  the  concept  of  the  health  alliance,  there  seems  to  me 
to  be  this  tension  between  complete  disinterestedness  and  the  obvi- 
ous need  to  have  some  technical  expertise.  As  you  mentioned  with 
respect  to  the  legislation  now,  it  is  forbidden  to  be  one  of  the  direc- 
tors of  this  health  alliance  if  you  have  any  substantial  contact  with 
the  health  industry,  yet  in  the  conduct  of  their  responsibilities,  are 
they  not  going  to  have  to  make  or  be  advised  about  some  very  sig- 
nificant technical  issues  that  require  expertise?  How  do  you  pro- 
pose— and  again,  this  might  be  subject  to  further  discussions  with 
you  in  terms  of  clarifying  language  in  legislation — but  how  do  you 
propose  to  meld  together  the  disinterestedness  and  the  expertise 
needed  to  do  the  job? 

Dr.  Thorpe.  Well  certainly  our  thinking  here  was  to  make  sure 
that  the  board  of  directors  on  the  health  alliances  were  purchasers. 
That  is  fundamentally  what  we  are  trying  to  do  here,  is  take  a  pur- 
chasing community  that  is  incredibly  fragmented,  inefficient  and 
expensive,  and  consolidate  it  to  increase  the  purchasing  power  of 
employers  and  consumers.  So  our  first  thought  was  that  those  peo- 
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pie  who  are  bargaining  with  health  plans,  as  they  are  today, 
whether  it  is  an  employer  or  an  individual,  that  they  are  pur- 
chasers of  health  care.  So  that  was  our  fundamental  thought,  is 
that  we  really,  on  the  board  of  directors,  wanted  this  to  be  a  pur- 
chasers group  that  would  be  employers  and  consumers  that  are 
driving  this. 

I  agree  with  you  that  there  is  a  lot  of  need  to  get  input  from  the 
medical  community  on  this  issue  of  interacting  with  health  plans 
and  making  really  the  most  effective  and  efficient  decisions.  There 
are  provisions  in  the  bill  so  that  each  health  alliance  would  have 
an  advisory  group  of  providers  that  would  also  work  along  with  the 
alliance  as  an  advisory  group — it  would  not  be  part  of  the  board  of 
directors,  but  there  is  an  advisory  provider  group  that  the  health 
alliance  could  rely  on  as  it  is  negotiating  with  the  health  plans. 
And  we  thought  that  we  did  not  want  to  exclude  the  providers  from 
the  decisionmaking,  we  wanted  to  include  them,  but  we  thought 
that  in  terms  of  the  governance  structure,  that  the  most  effective 
way  to  do  it  was  to  have  the  private  purchasers  formally  sit  on  the 
board  of  directors,  have  an  advisory  group  of  providers  that  the 
health  alliance  could  rely  on  as  it  negotiates  and  deals  with  health 
plans. 

Mr.  Reed.  One  final  question.  Ken.  You  have  been  talking  about 
the  President's  proposal  where  there  would  be  one  mandatory 
health  alliance.  Others  have  proposed  a  series  of  health  alliances 
within  a  particular  area,  several,  five,  ten,  whatever.  Could  you  tell 
us  what  we  lose  if  we  move  from  the  single  health  alliance  concept 
that  the  President  is  proposing,  to  a  multiple  alliance  structure  as 
some  people  have  proposed? 

Dr.  Thorpe.  Yes,  this  is  something  we  have  given  a  little  bit  of 
thought  to.  It  almost  reminds  me — the  question  reminds  me  almost 
of  a  question  that  I  got  in  class  about  two  years  ago  about  why  it 
was  so  bad  during  the  1950s  when  we  moved  away  from  a  commu- 
nity-rated Blue  Cross  pool  to  why  would  it  not  be  okay  to  allow 
multiple  health  insurance  companies  to  come  in  and  compete  with 
this  community-rated  pool  on  an  equivalent  basis.  That  is,  the  in- 
surance companies  would  individually  community  rate,  but  why 
not  let  them  come  in  and  compete  with  Blue  Cross.  And  we  have 
seen  the  results  that  when  you  have  allowed  multiple  plans  to  com- 
pete— in  this  case,  multiple  alliances  to  compete — what  would  hap- 
pen is  that  they  would  not  compete  on  areas  that  I  think  that  we 
should  focus  competition  on,  which  is  price,  quality,  satisfaction. 
They  would  continue  to  focus  competition  on  risk,  and  risk  selec- 
tion. And  that  even  if  you  made  the  alliances  that  are  competing 
with  each  other  community  rate  within  each  of  the  alliances,  that 
the  temptation  to  go  and  carve  out  populations  and  to  seek  out  in 
very  subtle  and  easy  ways  populations  that  are  less  expensive  than 
the  average,  and  enroll  them  within  that  competing  alliance,  would 
create  a  system  that  we  are  trying  to  avoid.  We  are  trying  to  move 
away  from  a  system  that  has  historically  broken  apart  the  whole 
nature  of  insurance  and  for  the  last  20  years  has  focused  insurance 
practices  on  risk  avoidance  and  risk  selection,  and  the  techniques 
and  advance  in  health  insurance  has  been  on  subtle  and  measur- 
able ways  of  understanding  risk  and  avoiding  it. 
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The  whole  point  of  having  a  mandatory  alUance  and  moving 
away  from  competing  alliances  is  that  everybody  is  in  the  same 
pool,  and  that  the  health  plans,  since  they  have  to  offer  insurance 
to  anybody  within  that  pool,  have  to  compete  on  the  areas  that  we 
really  think  are  important  which  is  efficiency,  price,  quality  and 
people  satisfaction.  So  I  think  from  my  standpoint,  the  problem  is 
that  we  would  end  up  with  competing  multiple  alliances  the  same 
place  we  ended  up  after  watching  the  last  30  years  of  the  health 
insurance  market,  where  we  had  a  community-rated  system 
through  Blue  Cross  and  other  commercial  insurers,  fragment  and 
disintegrate  as  you  had  competing  plans  come  in  and  set  up  oper- 
ations that  focused  on  trying  to  attract  risk.  I  think  that  is  the  big- 
gest problem  with  competing  alliances. 

Mr.  Reed.  I  said  one  last  question,  but  this  really  is  one  last 
question.  Let  us  assume  we  have  one  health  alliance,  the  Presi- 
dent's plan,  community-rated  health  plans,  and  there  develops  the 
same  subtle  risk  shifting  that  you  talked  about  within  that  context. 
Who  steps  in  and  tells  the  offending  HMO  to  knock  it  off?  Is  that 
the  health  alliance  or  is  that  the  State  regulatory  authority  saying 
you  are  not  doing  what  you  should  be  doing? 

Dr.  Thorpe.  Well  the  first  line  would  be  the  health  alliance,  to 
make  sure  that — again  this  is  why  looking  at  advertising  practices 
is  so  critical  to  make  sure  that  when  health  plans  advertise  that 
they  have  to  advertise  to  every  place  within  their  service  area,  not 
just  selected  areas.  It  is  the  health  alliance's  primary  responsibil- 
ity. If  the  health  alliance,  through  either  consumer  complaints  or 
through  measurable  evidence  that  there  has  been  some  type  or  risk 
selection,  are  not  doing  their  job,  then  the  State  can  and  would 
step  in  and  if  they  wanted  to,  they  could  decertify  a  health  plan 
that  is  doing  this.  That  would  be  within  the  State's  power  to  pull 
a  health  plan  out  if  it  can  show  that  there  is  discrimination  going 
on  on  the  basis  of  age  or  sex. 

Mr.  Reed.  Thank  you.  Ken,  very  much.  And  as  the  next  few 
weeks  or  months  move  on,  we  are  going  to  be  working  closely  to- 
gether because  some  of  the  issues  we  have  raised  today  are  going 
to  require  some  more  attention  and  some  more  specificity  in  legis- 
lation. 

Thank  you  for  coming  up,  and  I  know  you  have  to  catch  a  plane 
back  to  Washington.  Thank  you  very  much. 

Dr.  Thorpe.  Thank  you.  Again,  I  appreciate  the  opportunity  of 
being  up  here  to  meet  with  Mr.  Sawyer,  Senator  Pell  once  again, 
and  I  appreciate  the  opportunity  to  work  with  you  in  the  next  com- 
ing months. 

Mr.  Reed.  Thank  you,  Ken. 

What  we  would  like  to  do  now  is  to  call  the  third  panel  to  the 
front,  to  the  witness  table.  You  can  move  a  little  slowly  because  I 
think  people  have  to  go  out  and  get  coffee  and  things. 

[Pause.] 

Mr.  Reed.  If  I  could  ask  for  your  attention  please,  so  we  can 
have  our  third  and  last  panel.  I  thank  everyone  for  their  patience 
as  we  have  gone  through  the  first  two  panels. 

Today,  we  are  joined  by  Judith  Allonby  of  the  Rhode  Island  Legal 
Services,  by  Dorothee  Maynard-Rogers,  who  is  the  President  of  the 
Good   Neighbor   Alliance    Corporation,    by   Joseph    Scanlon,    Vice 
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President  of  Blue  Cross/Blue  Shield  of  Rhode  Island  and  by 
Melinda  Komiske  of  the  Rhode  Island  Department  of  Health.  We 
would  like,  at  this  juncture,  to  focus  in  on  the  issues  of  cost  control 
and  necessary  safeguards,  but  I  think  it  is  useful  if  you  feel  like 
it,  to  comment  upon  whatever  has  been  said  previously  by  the 
other  witnesses.  I  would  again  emphasize  to  everyone  that  your 
whole  written  statement  will  be  incorporated  in  the  record  and  that 
you  may  summarize — in  fact,  you  are  encouraged  to  summarize — 
and  you  may  do  so  within  the  five  minutes. 

And  I  would  like  to  at  this  time  call  upon  Melinda  Komiske. 
Melinda,  please. 

STATEMENTS  OF  MELINDA  KOMISKE,  ASSISTANT  DIRECTOR 
OF  HEALTH  FOR  POLICY  AND  PLANNING,  RHODE  ISLAND 
DEPARTMENT  OF  HEALTH;  JOSEPH  SCANLON,  VICE  PRESI- 
DENT, BLUE  CROSS/BLUE  SHIELD  OF  RHODE  ISLAND; 
DOROTHEE  MAYNARD-ROGERS,  PRESIDENT,  THE  GOOD 
NEIGHBOR  ALLIANCE  CORPORATION,  WARWICK,  RHODE  IS- 
LAND; AND  JUDITH  ALLONBY,  RHODE  ISLAND  LEGAL  SERV- 
ICES 

Ms.  Komiske.  I  should  talk  fast. 

Thank  you  for  this  opportunity  to  provide  testimony  on  the  con- 
cept of  regional  health  alliances.  My  name  is  Melinda  Komiske  and 
I  am  the  Assistant  Director  of  Health  for  Policy  and  Planning  at 
the  Rhode  Island  Department  of  Health. 

Before  I  specifically  address  the  concept  of  health  alliances,  I 
would  like  to  step  back 

Mr.  Reed.  I  think  there  is  some  trouble  in  hearing  you,  Melinda. 
Can  you  do  a  mike  check  or  something? 

Mr.  Sawyer.  It  is  on. 

Ms.  Komiske.  Maybe  if  I  hold  it. 

Mr.  Reed.  That  sounds  much  better,  thank  you,  Melinda. 

Ms.  Komiske.  All  right. 

Mr.  Reed.  And  if  you  get  tempted  to  sing,  go  ahead. 

Ms.  Komiske.  Oh,  please,  no. 

Before  I  address  health  alliances,  I  would  like  to  step  back  and 
take  a  look  at  the  assumptions  that  underlie  our  current  focus  on 
health  care  reform. 

It  appears  that  Americans  want  health  care  reform  because  we 
believe  that  all  Americans  should  have  access  to  affordable  health 
care,  and  we  believe  that  this  is  not  happening  right  now. 

I  share  this  belief,  and  I  think  we  should  broaden  our  scope  of 
concern.  By  broadening  our  scope,  I  mean  that  America  must  be 
concerned  with  assuring  the  optimum  health  and  functional  capac- 
ity of  our  population.  The  economics  of  health  care  reform  are  pow- 
erful, but  we  must  not  lose  sight  of  why  we  want  a  better  health 
system.  We  want  a  healthy  population  and  we  want  to  be  able  to 
afford  it  now  and  continue  to  afford  it  into  the  future.  It  is  in  our 
country's  interest  to  have  our  people  be  strong  and  healthy  as  pos- 
sible. 

With  that,  I  submit  to  you  that  the  reform  we  should  discuss  is 
about  assuring  a  healthy  population.  The  foundation  of  this  reform 
is  a  paradigm  shift  to  a  model  of  prevention.  There  is  much  we 
know  about  the  prevention  of  disease,  injury  and  disability.  The 
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model  of  prevention  can  be  embodied  in  all  aspects  of  a  new  health 
system:  (1)  by  enabling  and  encouraging  individuals  to  adopt 
healthy  lifestyles;  (2)  by  assuring  adequate  public  health  protective 
services  are  in  place  such  as  protection  of  the  food  supply,  water 
supply  and  epidemic  control;  (3)  by  assuring  access  to  clinical  pre- 
ventive services  through  a  primary  care  home  for  each  American; 
(4)  by  assuring  access  to  curative  and  restorative  services;  (5)  by 
assuring  access  to  rehabilitative  and  support  services  to  maximize 
the  functional  capacity  of  each  individual;  (6)  by  assuring  access  to 
hospice  services  for  those  who  choose  it;  and  (7)  by  supporting  re- 
search and  health  professions  training  that  emphasize  preventive 
and  primary  care  as  well  as  tertiary  and  specialty  care. 

Reform  of  the  economics  and  structure  of  the  health  care  system 
is  essential  to  meet  these  goals,  but  it  is  only  one  of  the  means, 
not  the  end,  to  achieving  a  healthier  population. 

Moving  from  this  perspective,  I  will  now  comment  on  the  health 
alliances. 

The  best  thing  about  the  concept  of  a  health  alliance  is  that  it 
acknowledges  the  need  for  the  health  care  system  to  be  accountable 
to  the  people  it  serves,  the  consumer.  That  is,  accountable  for  per- 
formance in  terms  of  quality,  access  and  availability  of  care  and 
services  and  accountable  for  costs. 

In  the  proposals  before  Congress,  the  differing  versions  of  health 
alliances  span  a  continuum,  from  strong  government  regulation  to 
loose  oversight  of  free  market  competition.  Since  we  have  not  test- 
ed these  models,  it  is  difficult  to  say  which  design  is  best  for  Amer- 
ica. 

Notwithstanding  the  degree  of  authority  given  the  alliances,  I  be- 
lieve a  health  alliance  will  be  most  effective  in  holding  down  costs 
and  assuring  access  to  comprehensive  health  services  if  it  has  the 
following  attributes: 

(1)  A  large  market  share  to  effectively  use  its  purchasing  power. 

(2)  Mandatory  enrollment  in  alliance  based  on  specific  criteria 
such  as  employer  size  or  enrollment  in  a  government  program.  This 
will  avoid  creating  high-risk  pools. 

(3)  Standardized  comprehensive  benefit  package. 

(4)  The  ability  to  inform  consumers  about  health  plans  through 
information  on  quality,  access  and  availability  of  services.  The  abil- 
ity of  the  plan  to  maintain  health  of  the  population  served  and  the 
plan's  customer  satisfaction  record. 

(5)  The  ability  to  create  financial  incentives  for  the  consumer  to 
judge  the  value  of  the  plan  based  on  product  quality  and  price 
through  premium  cost  sharing  by  consumers,  and  consumers  pay- 
ing more  for  more  expensive  plans  and  finally  by  consumer  cost 
sharing  being  linked  to  the  marginal  utility  of  money  for  consum- 
ers; that  is,  higher  incomes  pay  higher  premiums. 

(6)  A  responsive  consumer/provider  complaint  and  appeals  proc- 
ess. 

(7)  The  ability  to  create  and  enforce  plan  enrollment  and  market- 
ing rules  that  prevent  risk  selection  among  plans. 

(8)  The  ability  to  enforce  the  rules  of  fair  play  among  the  plans; 
that  is,  guaranteed  eligibility  for  coverage,  guaranteed  renewability 
of  coverage,  no  preexisting  condition  exclusions,  no  health  screen- 
ing, community  rating  with  the  ability  to  risk  adjust  rates  to  ade- 
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quately  fund  the  care  of  high  need  populations  and  finally  the  cre- 
ation of  reinsurance  pools  to  share  the  cost  and  management  of 
high  cost  cases  across  plans. 

Finally,  the  alliances  need  to  be  able  to  track  costs.  As  identified 
by  the  Office  of  Technology  Assessment  in  its  report  to  Congress, 
a  national  definition  of  health  care  expenditures  needs  to  be  devel- 
oped, which  would  be  strictly  delineated,  mandated  and  enforce- 
able. Whether  or  not  the  alliances  have  budget  accountability,  the 
expenditures  will  need  to  be  tracked  in  a  systematic  and  reliable 
way. 

In  my  opinion,  this  leaves  two  major  attributes  of  the  alliances 
to  be  tested;  that  is  regulation  versus  competition.  That  is,  will  the 
alliance  be  a  price  setter  or  a  price  taker?  A  price  setter  negotiates 
prices,  a  price  taker  certifies  plans  and  takes  whatever  price  comes 
in  as  long  as  you  meet  the  standards. 

And  two,  should  the  alliance  be  accountable  for  a  health  care 
budget.  I  think  we  will  not  know  the  answers  to  these  questions 
until  we  try.  The  answer  now  may  be  to  let  the  States  have  the 
freedom  to  test  these  functions. 

Finally,  in  terms  of  the  organization  of  the  alliance,  I  have  four 
comments: 

(1)  The  alliance  policy  board  must  be  accountable  to  the 
consumer  it  covers.  The  larger  the  alliance's  market  share  becomes 
the  more  checks  and  balances  will  be  necessary  in  selecting  the 
board.  In  a  statewide  alliance,  we  will  need  to  develop  a  credible 
process  to  identify  qualified  and  representative  individuals.  We 
may  want  to  consider  appointment  by  the  governor  and  confirma- 
tion by  the  Senate  with  specific  terms  and  term  limits.  If  the  alli- 
ance only  serves  a  small  share  of  the  market,  election  by  consum- 
ers and  employers  or  purchasers  in  the  alliance  may  be  the  best 
choice. 

(2)  The  alliance  should  be  held  to  the  laws  of  each  State  in  terms 
of  conflict  of  interest,  open  meetings  laws,  open  records  laws,  con- 
fidentiality of  records,  administrative  procedure,  purchasing  proce- 
dures and  due  process. 

(3)  In  terms  of  management  support  for  the  alliances,  it  will  re- 
quire time  and  resources  to  build  capacity  in  this  area.  Many  of  the 
alliances  proposed  functions  are  new  and  have  not  been  performed 
to  a  large  degree  anywhere,  especially  in  the  scope  established  in 
the  alliances.  Careful  consideration  will  be  needed  in  determining 
how  these  functions  will  be  developed  and  implemented  across  the 
Nation. 

Finally,  the  public  health  agency  in  each  State  or  region  should 
have  oversight  of  the  alliance  in  terms  of  its  role  and  performance 
in  assuring  the  health  of  the  population.

Now  I  would  like  to  call  upon  Joe  Scanlon  from  Blue  Cross.  Joe.

Statement  of  Melinda  L.  Komiske,  Assistant  Director  of  Health  for  Policy 
AND  Planning,  Rhode  Island  Department  of  Health 

Chairman  Ford,  Representaive  Reed  and  distinguished  members  of  the  U.S. 
House  of  Representatives'  Committee  on  Education  and  Labor,  thank  you  for  this 
opportunity  to  provide  testimony  to  the  committee  on  the  concept  of  regional  Health 
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Alliances.  My  name  is  Melinda  L.  Komiske,  Assistant  Director  of  Health  for  Policy 
and  Planning,  Rhode  Island  Department  of  Health. 

Before  I  specifically  address  the  concept  of  Health  Alliances,  I  would  Hke  to  step 
back  for  a  moment  to  look  at  the  assumptions  that  underlie  our  current  focus  on 
health  care  reform. 

It  appears  that  America  wants  health  care  reform  because  we  believe  that  all 
Americans  should  have  access  to  affordable  health  care — and  we  believe  that  this 
is  not  happening  now. 

I  share  this  belief,  and  I  think  we  should  broaden  our  scope  of  concern.  By  broad- 
ening our  scope,  I  mean  that  America  must  be  concerned  witn  assuring  the  optimum 
health  and  functional  capacity  of  our  population.  The  economics  of  health  care  re- 
form are  powerful,  but  we  must  not  lose  sight  of  why  we  want  a  better  health  sys- 
tem, i.e.,  (1)  we  want  a  healthy  population,  and  (2)  we  want  to  be  able  to  afford 
it  now  and  continue  to  afford  it  in  the  future.  It  is  in  our  country's  interest  to  have 
our  people  be  strong  and  healthy. 

With  that,  I  submit  to  you  that  the  reform  we  shoiild  discuss  is  about  assuring 
a  healthy  population.  The  foundation  of  this  reform  is  a  paradigni  shift  to  a  model 
of  prevention.  There  is  much  we  know  about  the  prevention  of  disease,  injury  and 
disability.  The  model  of  prevention  can  be  embodied  in  all  aspects  of  a  new  health 
system:  (1)  by  enabling  and  encouraging  individuals  to  adopt  healthy  lifestyles;  (2) 
assuring  adequate  public  health  protective  services  are  in  place  (e.g.,  protection  of 
water  and  food  supply,  enforcement  of  quality  standards  for  health  care  providers, 
epidemic  control);  (3)  assuring  access  to  clinical  preventive  health  services  through 
a  primary  care  "home"  for  each  American-  (4)  assuring  access  to  curative  and  restor- 
ative services;  (5)  assuring  access  to  rehabilitative  and  support  services  to  maximize 
the  functional  capacity  of  each  individual;  (6)  assuring  access  to  hospice  services  for 
those  who  choose  it;  and  (7)  supporting  research  and  health  professions  training 
that  emphasize  preventive  and  primary  care  as  well  as  tertiary  and  specialty  care. 

Our  goals  in  reshaping  the  American  health  system  should  be  that  of  Healthy  Peo- 
ple 2000,  i.e.: 

(1)  to  increase  the  span  of  healthy  life, 

(2)  to  reduce  health  disparities  among  populations, 

(3)  to  increase  access  to  preventive  services. 

Reform  of  the  economics  and  structure  of  the  health  care  system  is  essential  to 
meeting  these  goals,  but  it  is  only  one  of  the  means,  not  the  end,  to  achieving  a 
healthier  population. 

Moving  from  this  perspective,  I  would  like  to  comment  on  the  concept  of  a  health 
Alliance. 

The  best  thing  about  the  concept  of  a  Health  Alhance  is  that  it  acknowledges  the 
need  for  the  health  care  system  to  be  accountable  to  the  people  it  serves,  the 
consumer.  That  is,  accountable  for  performance  (quality,  access  and  availability  of 
care  and  services)  and  accountable  for  costs. 

In  the  proposals  before  Congress,  the  differing  versions  of  Health  Alliances  span 
a  continuum,  from  strong  government  regulation  to  loose  oversight  of  free  market 
competition.  Since  we  have  not  tested  these  models,  it  is  difficult  to  say  which  de- 
sign is  best  for  America. 

Notwithstanding  the  degree  of  authority  given  the  Alliances,  I  believe  a  Health 
Alliance  will  be  most  effective  in  holding  down  costs  and  assuring  access  to  com- 
prehensive health  services  based  on  the  strength  of  the  following  attributes: 

(1)  Large  market  share  (to  effectively  use  purchasing  power). 

(2)  Mandatory  enrollment  in  Alliance  based  on  specific  criteria  (e.g.,  employer 
size,  government  program)  (to  avoid  creating  a  high-risk  pool). 

(3)  Standardized  comprehensive  benefit  package. 

(4)  Ability  to  inform  consumers  about  health  plan 

(a)  Information  on  quality,  accessibility  and  availability. 

(b)  Performance  of  plan  in  maintaining  health  of  population  served 

(c)  Plan's  customer  satisfaction  record. 

(5)  Ability  to  create  financial  incentives  for  the  consumer  to  judge  the  "value"  of 
plan  based  on  product  quality  and  price,  i.e. 

(a)  Premium  cost  sharing  by  consumers 

(b)  Consumers  pay  more  for  more  expensive  plan 

(c)  Consumer  cost  sharing  being  is  linked  to  marginal  utility  of  money  for  con- 
sumers; e.g.,  the  higher  incomes  pay  higher  premiums. 

(6)  Responsive  consumer/provider  complaint  outreach  and  appeals  process. 

(7)  Ability  to  create  and  enforce  plan  enrollment  and  marketing  rules  that  prevent 
risk  selection  among  plans. 

(8)  Ability  to  enforce  "rules  of  fair  play." 

(a)  Guaranteed  eligibility. 
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(b)  Guaranteed  renewability. 

(c)  No  preexisting  condition  exclusion. 

(d)  No  health  screening. 

(e)  The  ability  to  risk  adjust  rates  to  adequately  fund  the  care  of  high  need 
populations. 

(f)  Creation  of  reinsurance  pools  to  share  the  cost  and  management  of  high 
cost  cases  across  plans. 

(9)  As  identified  by  the  Office  of  Technology  Assessment,  overall  creation  of  a  defi- 
nition of  health  care  expenditure  strictly  delineated,  mandated  and  enforceable. 
Whether  or  not  Alliances  have  budget  accountability,  we  need  to  track  expenditures 
in  a  systematic  and  reliable  way. 

In  my  opinion,  this  leaves  two  major  attributes  to  be  tested,  regulation  versus 
competition,  i.e.,  "will  the  Alliance  be  a  price  taker  or  price  setter"  and  will  or  should 
the  Alliance  be  accountable  for  a  health  care  budget,  I  think  we  will  not  know  the 
answers  to  these  until  we  try.  The  answer  now  may  be  to  let  the  States  have  the 
freedom  to  test  these  functions. 

Finally,  in  terms  of  the  organization  of  the  Alliance,  I  have  these  comments: 

(1)  The  Alliance  Policy  Board  must  be  as  accountable  to  the  consumer  it  covers, 
as  possible.  The  larger  the  Alliance's  market  share  becomes  the  more  checks  and 
balances  will  be  necessary  in  selecting  the  board.  In  a  statewide  Alliance,  we  will 
need  to  develop  a  credible  process  to  identify  qualified  and  representative  individ- 
uals. We  may  want  to  consider  appointment  by  the  Grovernor  and  confirmation  by 
the  Senate  with  specific  terms  and  term  limits.  If  the  Alliance  only  serves  a  small 
share  of  the  market,  election  by  consumers  and  employers/purchasers  in  the  Alli- 
ance may  be  the  best  choice. 

(2)  The  Alliance  should  be  held  to  the  laws  of  each  State  in  terms  of  conflict  of 
interest,  open  meetings,  open  records,  confidentiality  of  records,  administrative  pro- 
cedures, and  due  process. 

(3)  The  Alliances  will  require  significant  time  and  resources  to  build  management 
capacity.  Many  of  the  Alliances  proposed  functions  are  new  and  have  never  been 
performed  to  a  large  degree  anywhere.  Therefore,  careful  consideration  will  be  need- 
ed in  determining  now  these  functions  will  be  developed  and  implemented. 

(4)  The  Public  Health  agency  should  have  oversight  of  the  Alliance  in  terms  of 
its  role  and  performance  in  assuring  the  health  of  the  population.

Mr.  SCANLON.  Thank  you,  Mr.  Chairman,  members  of  the  com- 
mittee. I  am  Joseph  Scanlon,  Vice  President  for  Corporate  Commu- 
nications for  Blue  Cross/Blue  Shield  of  Rhode  Island. 

Our  not-for-profit  plan  chartered  in  1939,  provides  health  bene- 
fits protection  to  approximately  520,000  people.  I  appreciate  this 
opportunity  to  testify  before  you  on  the  need  to  move  forward  with 
health  care  reform.  We  believe  reform  is  needed  and  is  needed  now. 

We  in  Rhode  Island,  in  concert  with  the  other  69  independent 
Blue  Cross  and  Blue  Shield  plans,  are  committed  to  the  same  goals 
of  cost  containment  and  universal  coverage  that  shape  the  Presi- 
dent's health  reform  plan.  We  believe  that  these  goals  can  be 
achieved,  however,  without  relying  on  mandatory  health  alliances 
of  any  size.  Rather,  we  believe  that  voluntary  alliances  may  pro- 
vide administrative  efficiencies  for  small  employers  and  may  facili- 
tate individual  choice. 

We  believe  that  strict  Federal  standards  for  the  market  conduct 
of  insurers  is  the  first  and  most  important  step  toward  reshaping 
the  health  care  market  and  assuring  fairness  to  consumers.  New 
standards  for  health  insurers  would  assure  the  availability  of  in- 
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surance  and  bring  about  real  price  competition  for  the  first  time  in 
the  financing  and  delivery  of  health  care. 

Federal  standards  defining  a  health  plan  should  require  insurers 
to  accept  everyone  regardless  of  their  health  status  or  employment; 
strictly  limit  the  length  and  use  of  waiting  periods  for  preexisting 
conditions  and  prohibit  them  entirely  for  people  who  have  been 
continuously  covered;  prohibit  insurance  from  dropping  people  or 
groups  when  someone  gets  sick;  and  require  insurance  to  offer  con- 
tinued coverage  when  a  person  loses  his  or  her  job;  require  insur- 
ance to  set  premiums  fairly  for  the  young  and  the  old,  the  sick  and 
the  well  and  require  insurance  to  comply  with  requirements  for  ad- 
ministrative simplification,  including  increased  reliance  on  elec- 
tronic data  interchange  and  conformity  to  standards. 

These  same  strict  standards  must  not  apply  just  to  insurance 
and  health  maintenance  organizations.  Self-funded  plans  must  play 
by  the  same  rules  and  be  held  to  the  same  standards  as  health 
plans. 

In  the  area  of  cost  containment.  Federal  standards  also  are  need- 
ed to  allow  individuals,  employers  and  employees  to  weigh  both 
price  and  quality  when  purchasing  coverage.  These  Federal  stand- 
ards should  standardize  health  benefit  designs.  A  limited  number 
of  standardized  benefit  designs  will  allow  consumers  to  easily  com- 
pare products.  These  benefit  packages  should  be  the  same  in  all 
States,  should  be  the  same  for  large  and  small  employers  as  well 
as  individuals  and  those  families  who  do  not  purchase  coverage 
through  an  employer.  These  Federal  standards  should  provide  con- 
sumers with  standardized  data  on  quality  of  care  and  subscriber 
satisfaction  which  will  enable  consumers  to  select  a  health  plan 
based  on  both  cost  and  quality.  It  should  limit  to  an  amount  con- 
sistent with  cost  efficient  health  plans,  the  Federal  tax  deductibil- 
ity for  employers  and  the  tax  exemption  for  employees  of  employer 
contributions  for  health  benefits. 

The  need  is  to  strengthen  the  incentives  for  employers,  employ- 
ees and  individuals  to  weigh  price  more  carefully  when  selecting  a 
health  plan.  As  price  becomes  more  important  to  consumers,  health 
plans  will  make  greater  efforts  to  find  more  effective  ways  of  man- 
aging costs.  These  Federal  rules  will  encourage  the  expansion  of  or- 
ganized delivery  systems  that  have  a  proven  ability  to  change  inef- 
ficient and  ineffective  utilization  patterns  and  cause  providers  to 
become  more  efficient  providers  of  health  care,  just  as  in  the  ad- 
ministration's plan  and  several  other  plans,  exemption  from  restric- 
tive anti-managed  care  laws  would  be  imperative. 

Insurance  reform  would  reduce  the  number  of  people  without  in- 
surance benefits,  but  it  would  not  lead  to  universal  coverage.  A  re- 
quirement for  employers  to  offer  and  contribute  to  the  cost  of 
health  benefits,  and  for  individuals  to  accept  and  pay  for  the  bal- 
ance of  the  premium  would  be  necessary  to  achieve  universal  cov- 
erage. Because  such  a  requirement  would  impose  a  severe  burden 
on  many  small  employers,  subsidies  would  be  needed,  especially  to 
those  companies  who  rely  heavily  on  low  wage  employees. 

We  do  not  believe  that  mandatory  health  alliances,  large  or 
small,  are  necessary  to  achieve  the  goals  of  cost  containment  or 
universal  coverage.  The  functions  envisioned  for  the  health  alli- 
ances could  be  accomplished  through  strict  Federal  standards  for 
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insurance  reform,  combined  with  stronger  incentives  for  employers 
and  individuals  to  purchase  cost-effective  health  plans,  without 
adding  a  new  administrative  layer. 

States,  not  alliances,  could  assure  that  all  individuals  and  small 
employers  have  access  to  coverage  by  requiring  all  health  plans  to 
accept  all  applicants  regardless  of  their  medical  or  employment  sta- 
tus, not  be  able  to  drop  an  individual  or  a  group  because  of  medical 
problems  and  set  premiums  in  a  way  that  does  not  penalize  older 
or  sicker  workers.  States  could  require  health  plans  to  set  rates  for 
large  community  rated  pools  so  that  individuals  and  small  groups 
have  the  same  ability  to  pool  high  risk  and  low  risk  individuals  as 
do  large  employers. 

It  appears  to  us  that  large  mandatory  alliances  would  increase 
administrative  costs  two  ways — first,  by  moving  several  thousand 
employer  transactions  to  millions  of  individual  transactions  and  du- 
plicating those  functions  of  health  plans  that  just  must  continue. 

For  the  sake  of  brevity,  I  would  like  to  conclude  by  saying  that 
we  believe  that  a  number  of  problems  would  result  from  establish- 
ing large,  mandatory  health  alliances.  As  a  result,  a  strategy  that 
depends  on  health  alliances  as  defined  by  this  proposal  being  up 
and  running  before  any  reforms  become  effective,  has  a  high  risk 
of  failure.  Mandatory  health  alliances  are  unnecessary  and  only 
would  delay  much  needed  reform.  We  all  know  what  the  alliances 
would  be  called  upon  to  do — enroll  all  eligible  working  people;  col- 
lecting the  premiums  from  employers,  employees  and  those  individ- 
uals who  are  not  working  and  then  sending  it  on  to  the  various 
health  plans;  they  have  to  make  all  consumer  comparative  informa- 
tion available;  approving  all  marketing  materials  and  administrat- 
ing indirect  subsidies. 

Turning  these  private  sector  functions  over  to  a  large  govern- 
ment agency  is  not  necessary  and  would  result  in  a  huge  bureauc- 
racy. The  health  alliances  would  not  be  as  efficient  as  the  private 
sector  in  performing  key  functions;  for  example,  efficient  collection 
of  millions  of  dollars  in  premiums  is  critical.  Every  day  of  cash  flow 
lost  would  increase  borrowing  costs  and  premiums.  They  also 
would  not  be  as  responsive  as  a  private  sector  entity  to  inquiries 
from  individuals  or  employers.  Furthermore,  health  alliances  would 
increase  administrative  costs  by  duplicating  many  functions  now 
performed  by  health  plans. 

Requiring  health  plans  to  compete  on  the  basis  of  price  and  qual- 
ity would  drive  down  cost  as  consumers  choose  a  basic  package. 
Coverage  would  be  guaranteed  without  a  health  alliance.  Risk 
could  be  pooled  without  a  health  alliance  and  price  competition 
could  occur  without  a  health  alliance. 

Mr.  Chairman  and  members  of  the  committee,  I  thank  you  for 
this  opportunity  and  I  look  forward  to  your  questions  and  I  ap- 
plaud you  for  going  out  into  the  field  to  meet  with  the  people,  and 
hopefully  we  can  all  end  up  by  having  a  very  substantial  cost-effec- 
tive, high  quality  medically  necessary  health  plan  for  all.

HOPEFULLY,  YOUR  DELIBERATIONS,  AND  THAT  OF  ALL  YOUR  COLLEAGUES  IN 
CONGRESS.  WILL  RESULT  IN  SUCCESSFULLY  ATTAINING  HIGH  QUALITY,  COST 
EFFECTIVE.  MEDICALLY  NECESSARY  HEALTH  CARE  FOR  ALL. 
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Ms.  Maynard-Rogers.  Thank  you  very  much.  It  is  a  pleasure  for 
me  to  be  before  you  today  and  to  testify  before  you  on  this  health 
issue. 

This  health  issue  is  near  and  dear  to  my  heart  because  I  have 
18  years  in  the  medical  field  as  a  medical  provider  and  at  this 
point  now  I  am  in  the  insurance  division  of  the  health  insurance. 

I  am  going  to  briefly  describe — and  I  will  not  go  into  detail  be- 
cause many  of  the  details  you  have  heard  today — but  I  am  going 
to  briefly  describe  my  testimony  and  the  gist  in  which  I  would  like 
it  to  be  taken. 

Approximately  20,000  Americans  now  make  their  primary  living 
as  sole  proprietors  and  self-employed  individuals.  That  number  is 
expected  to  double  by  the  year  2000.  One  out  of  every  five  new  jobs 
is  created  by  a  person  taking  the  ultimate  risk,  putting  himself  or 
herself  on  the  line,  risking  everything  for  the  American  dream. 
This  segment  of  business  is  not  created — has  not  only  created  the 
majority  of  new  jobs  each  year,  these  pioneers  are  also  responsible 
for  $7.5  billion  in  computer  sales  alone  this  year.  So  that  will  give 
you  an  idea  of  the  sole  proprietor  and  the  self-employed  person. 

Why  have  I  brought  this  person  up?  It  is  because  they  comprise 
the  majority  of  the  31  million  uninsured  Americans,  which  has 
originally  brought  up  the  crisis,  and  I  believe  that  now  are  not  the 
focal  point  of  this  discussion,  but  I  believe  that  they  are  a  very  im- 
portant part  of  this,  and  should  be  a  very  important  part  of  this 
discussion. 

Today,  we  are  here  to  discuss  alliances,  their  effect  on  small 
business,  jobs  and  the  importance  in  health  coverage.  I  would  like 
to  share  with  you  some  thoughts  from  Good  Neighbor  Alliance  ats 
we  are  a  pooling  mechanism  for  health  plans.  Good  Neighbor  Alli- 
ance, since  1984,  has  acted  much  like  the  President's  plan  of 
HIPCs  or  alliances,  with  the  exception  of  government  expenditures 
and  its  maze  of  paperwork  and  regulation.  Good  Neighbor  Alliance 
is  a  health  care  purchasing  arrangement  contracting  health  main- 
tenance groups  and  indemnity  programs.  As  a  private  organization, 
Good  Neighbor  Alliance  links  sold  proprietors,  self-employeds  and 
their  employees  with  health  plans  of  their  choice.  The  standard  in- 
dustry barriers  formerly  encountered  when  searching  for  health 
plans  virtually  disappear  due  to  the  alliance  pooling  programs. 
These  programs  accept  as  few  as  one  with  little  concern  to  partici- 
pation levels  and  premium  requirements.  Good  Neighbor  Alliance 
has  over  3,000  sole  proprietors  and  offers  approximately  29,000  in- 
dividuals coverage  here  in  Rhode  Island  and  also  in  Massachusetts. 
Companies  of  more  than  10  also  take  advantage  of  the  pooling 
mechanism;  however,  primary,  70-75  percent  of  our  business  is 
with  the  individuals  and  the  very  small  companies  who  formerly 
have  had  difficulty  accessing  health  plans. 

As  one  of  over  300  members  of  the  Society  of  Professional  Benefit 
Administrators,  Good  Neighbor  Alliance  is  comprised  of  programs 
designed  to  deliver  insurance  plans  that  offer  quality  care  under 
cost-containment  measures.  Some  of  our  clients  are  self-funded; 
however,  most  of  them  are  fully  insured.  These  plans  control  rates 
through  pooling  of  industries,  deductibles,  copayments  and  by  also 
sponsoring  health  check  plans  such  as  blood  pressure,  stop  smoking 
and  weight  control  programs.

Companies  large  and  small  have  benefited  from  alliance  pools 
throughout  the  United  States.  I  do  not  believe  that  government  run 
alliances  is  the  single  answer  to  our  concern.  They  certainly  would 
not  reduce  administrative  costs,  not  when  we  look  at  the  duties 
outlined  in  the  Clinton  plan  and  discussed  today.  Many  of  the  du- 
ties I  will  not  outline,  but  they  are  available  and  the  alliances  are 
held  to  very  strict  accountability. 

By  now  we  have  the  idea  of  the  cumbersome  government  bu- 
reaucracy, which  would  be  required  under  the  alliances,  which  is 
now  not  part  of  the  alliance  or  the  association  business  which  is 
now  performing  in  the  health  care  industry. 

Areas  yet  to  be  discussed  are  areas  such  as  folding  in  the  Medi- 
care program,  the  SSI,  the  AFDC  discounts  and  so  forth,  also  areas 
in  which  the  family  premium  would  be  divided  into  employers, 
which  was  already  touched  upon  by  our  fine  Senator,  when  Senator 
Pell  mentioned  about  the  family  situations.  That  could  pose  a  sig- 
nificant concern  with  families  and  employers  as  far  as  the  portion 
of  premium  necessary  to  cover  families.  There  would  be  calcula- 
tions on  a  monthly  basis  by  small  companies  as  well  as  large  com- 
panies. 

I  began  this  testimony  with  the  31  million  unemployed  people  in 
this  country  because  I  believe  that  that  should  be  one  of  our  major 
goals.  We  should  not  create  a  new  system  which  will  cost  more 
than  today's  system  to  administer,  increase  our  national  deficit, 
complicate  enrollment  procedures  for  most  people.  The  experience 
in  the  Oregon  plan  has  already  demonstrated  that  cost  contain- 
ment measures  many  times  lead  to  rationing  of  care.  I  think  we 
should  be  very  well  aware  of  that  and  we  should  be  cautious  in  this 
area.  Also  Florida  and  Tennessee,  their  governments  are  wrestling 
with  setting  up  alliances,  developing  boards  which  do  not  have 
their  own  agendas,  individuals  who  do  not  come  on  these  boards 
with  their  special  agendas. 

And  one  mention  I  would  like  to  make  is  that  individuals  such 
as  myself  who  have  various  knowledge  of  the  health  industry,  also 
of  the  insurance  industry,  would  be  prohibited  from  serving  on 
these  boards  and  I  believe  that  that  is  an  assumption  that  we 
would  not  bring  to  the  board  the  quality  of  our  background  and  we 
would  bring  to  the  board  only  our  self-interest.  And  I  think  that 
that  is  a  sad  approach  to  professionals  who  have  worked  in  the  in- 
dustry to  build  our  credibility,  it  almost  demonstrates  that  we  have 
no  credibility,  by  eliminating  us  entirely  from  the  board,  and  I 
think  that  bringing  the  knowledge  that  we  have  developed  would 
be  an  asset  to  the  board  and  it  should  not  be  perceived  that  we 
would  have  private  agendas. 

I  would  agree  that  the  business  industry,  particularly  the  insur- 
ance industry,  is  not  without  fault.  We  also  carry  much  of  the  fault, 
but  I  think  that  we  should  be  a  major  part  in  providing  health  in- 
surance to  people,  offering  the  choice,  remaining  in  the  free  mar- 
ket, allowing  the  free  market  concept  versus  coming  with  a 
megabureaucracy  that  would  create  approximately  59  new  Federal 
programs,  it  would  expand  20  others  and  it  would  impose  79  new 
Federal  mandates.  And  also,  it  would  make  some  major  changes  to 
our  tax  code  which  would  also  complicate  the  lives  of  most  business 
owners.  Our  free  market  is  not  blameless,  and  as  I  mentioned,  we 
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are  willing — the  insurance  industry,  the  insurance  professionals, 
myself  and  many  others  included — are  willing  to  come  to  the  table 
to  discuss  what  needs  to  be  done.  We  have  been  part  of  the  system, 
we  have  also  been  part  of  the  problem  and  I  think  it  is  time  to 
bring  everyone  together. 

We  have,  as  an  example  before  us,  and  I  will  only — this  is  to- 
wards the  end  of  my  testimony — we  have  as  examples  before  us  the 
Medicaid  program,  the  veterans  program  and  the  AFDC  programs. 
They  have  not  demonstrated  cost-effective  programs  and  I  beg  to 
bring  note  that  perhaps  another  government  agency  would  also 
bring  us  more  expenditures,  more  taxes  and  in  view  of  all  of  this, 
I  would  like  to  caution  you  very  closely  on  mandating  any  type  of 
government  program.  I  would  like  to  mention  that  the  free  market 
usually  has  its  checks  and  balances.  And  there  is  no  set  precedents 
by  government  that  has  demonstrated  efficiency. 

I  would  like  to  thank  you  all  for  allowing  me  to  have  this  time. 
Thank  you  very  much. 

Mr.  Reed.  Thank  you,  Dorothee. 

Now  we  will  hear  from  Judy  Allonby.  Again,  Judy,  feel  free  to 
summarize  your  remarks.

Today,  we  are  here  to  discuss  alliances  and  how  they  will  effect 
small  business,  jobs,  and  most  importantly  our  health  coverage, 

1  would  like  tc  chare  with  you  some  thoughts  from  The  Good 
Neighbor  Alliance  (GKA)  perspective.   As  a  pooling  mechanism  for 
health  plans,  GNA  has,  since  1984,  acted  very  much  like  the 
President's  planned  HIPC'a  or  Alliances  with  the  exception  of 
government  expenditures  and  its  naze  of  paper  and  regulations. 
GNA  is  a  health  care  purchasing  group  arrangement  contracting 
with  health  maintenance  groups  and  indemnity  insurers.   As  a 
private  organization,  GNA  links  sole  proprietors,  self -employed 
and  their  enployees  with  health  plans  of  their  choice.   The 
standard  industry  barriers  formerly  encountered  when  searching 
for  health  plana  virtually  disappear  due  to  the  GNA  pooling 
program.   These  programs  accept  as  few  as  one,  with  little 
concern  for  participation  levels  or  premium  requirements.   GNA 
has  over  3,000  sole  proprietors  and  companies  participating,  and 
insures  over  29,000  individuals. 
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Companias  of  nore  than  10  employees  are  allowed  to  participate 
and  benefit  through  these  pools  which  help  to  alnimiza  risk  whan 
calculating  rates.   GNA  sponsors  and  encourages  good  health 
keeping  programs  through  correspondence  &nd  active  participation 
in  company  h<jalth  check  plane. 

As  one  of  over  3ao  merobers  of  The  Society  of  Professional  Benefit 
Managers,  GNA  Is  comprised  of  prograras  designed  to  deliver 
insurance  plans  that  offer  TJality  care  under  cost  containment 
measures.   Scne  clients'  plans  use  self -funding  but  nany  are 
fully  insured.   These  plans  control  rates  through  pooling  of 
industries,  deductibles  and  copayrnenta,  and  by  also  sponsoring 
health  check  plans  for  blood  pressure  monitoring,  stop  smoking, 
and  weight  control  programs. 

Companies  large  and  small  have  the  benefit  of  alliance  pooling  in 
most  states.   I  do  not  believe  that  government  run  alliances  are 
the  answers  to  our  health  concerns.   They  certainly  would  not 
reduce  administration  costs—not  when  we  look  at  the  duties 
outlined  in  the  Clinton  Plan.   Duties  beginning  with  the 
governing  body  of  a  Board  of  Directors  responsible  for  management 
and  federal  compliance  of  the  alliance.

Yes,  we  agree,  reforms  are  In  order.   We  know  the  time  has  coiTie 
to  examine  ail  aspects  of  cost,  access,  and  participation  in 
health  coverage.   Reniei?ber,  the  sole  proprietor  and  Email 
companies  I  spoke  of  in  the  beginning,  they  create  the  jobs  that 
fuel  our  economy.   They  are  the  brave  citizens  who  need  access  to 
quality,  affordable,  health  insurance  for  themselves  and  their 
employees,  not  new  payroll  taxes,  more  bureaucracy  with  forms, 
regulations,  and  fines. 
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Th«  allianc««  and  aeeooiations  operating  today  are  a  part  of  the 
fre«  narkot.   Th«y  damonatratc  that  pools  and  cooperativa  efforts 
worJi.  Vhny   also  play  a  vital  role  in  the  equation  of  coat 
containment,  and  should  b«  expanded  upon.

Ms.  Allonby.  Thank  you,  Mr.  Reed  and  members  of  the  commit- 
tee. I  am  Judy  Allonby,  I  am  a  staff  attorney  specializing  in  health 
care  issues  for  the  low  income  individuals  and  families  at  Rhode  Is- 
land Legal  Services.  I  am  also  a  health  care  consumer,  who  al- 
though relatively  young  and  relatively  healthy,  has  experienced 
nightmarish  problems  in  accessing  health  care  for  myself. 

Anyone  who  has  any  doubt  at  all  as  to  whether  there  is  a  health 
care  crisis  in  this  country  is  welcome  to  come  and  spend  a  day  in 
my  office  with  me,  where  you  will  learn  that  our  current  health 
care  system  is  a  dismal  failure.  It  is  time  now  that  we  move  on  to- 
wards guaranteeing  universal  coverage  for  all,  regardless  of  in- 
come, regardless  of  age,  regardless  of  disability  or  health  cir- 
cumstances, and  that  we  ensure  equal  access  to  high  quality  health 
care  for  all. 

Mandatory  regional  health  alliances  are  a  way  towards  that  goal. 
In  each  large,  geographic  area,  one  regional  health  alliance,  either 
a  State  agency  or  a  non-profit  organization,  would  receive  premium 
payments  for  all  residents  who  are  privately  insured.  Companies 
with  more  than  5,000  workers  may  opt  out  of  this  plan  and  form 
corporate  alliances  of  their  own.  For  residents  who  receive  Aid  to 
Families  with  Dependent  Children  benefits  or  supplemental  secu- 
rity income,  Medicaid  will  pay  the  alliance  a  lesser  premium 
amount.  The  alliance  will  then  combine  these  funds  to  pay  each 
health  plan  the  same  blended  rate  for  each  of  its  customers,  wheth- 
er they  are  rich  or  poor.  Without  this  equal  basic  reimbursement 
per  consumer,  health  plans  will  continue  to  discriminate  against 
low  income  consumers  or  those  with  chronic  illness. 

Equal  reimbursement  for  everyone  results  in  the  same  equal  ac- 
cess to  care  for  everyone.  To  participate  in  a  regional  market,  a 
health  plan  would  have  to  go  through  the  alliance  and  a  consumer 
could  join  any  plan  that  they  chose. 

Mandatory  regional  health  alliances  would  promote  cost  control 
by  using  consumers'  combined  purchasing  power  to  bargain  with 
health  plans  for  reduced  prices.  In  addition,  they  will  set  reim- 
bursement amounts  for  fee-for-service  providers,  and  if  all  else 
fails,  enforce  caps  on  insurance  premium  growth.  Both  consumers 
and  the  economy  as  a  whole  need  health  care  inflation  to  be 
brought  under  control. 

Without  combining  private  and  public  funds  in  a  single  health  al- 
liance, significant  government  funds  would  be  needed  to  equalize 
basic  reimbursements  for  all  consumers  in  order  to  provide  them 
equal  access  to  health  care. 

Mandatory  regional  health  alliances  are  essential  to  guarantee 
fair  treatment  of  all  health  care  consumers,  particularly  those  with 
significant  health  care  needs.  Such  consumers  will  pay  the  same 
amount  to  mandatory  regional  alliances  as  everyone  else.  Because 
all  premium  payments  would  be  combined  in  regional  alliances, 
health  plans  would  receive  increased  risk  adjusted  pajonents  for 
such  consumers.  Without  these  regional  alliances,  these  consumers 
would  pay  more  for  health  care  or  their  health  plans  would  not  re- 
ceive risk  adjustments  and  they  would  have  an  incentive  to  dis- 
criminate against  the  disabled,  the  elderly  and  others  with  chronic 
illnesses. 
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Voluntary  alliances  would  allow  health  plans  to  try  to  market  to- 
wards more  desirable  consumers  and  avoid  the  undesirable  ones. 
This  system  would  easily  result  in  one  set  of  health  plans  for  those 
who  are  affluent  and  healthy  and  another  for  those  with  moderate 
means  or  poor  health. 

Mandatory  regional  health  plans  would  permit  all  residents  of  a 
geographic  area  to  enroll  in  any  health  plan  licensed  to  do  business 
there,  eliminating  the  current  market  of  unfair  and  unequal  treat- 
ment. 

For  Medicaid  recipients,  mandatory  regional  alliances  would  pay 
health  plans  the  same  basic  amount  for  each  consumer.  Under  the 
current  Medicaid  system,  Medicaid  patients  do  not  have  the  same 
access  to  health  care  as  other  people.  This  is  because  reimburse- 
ment rates  for  Medicaid  consumers  tend  to  be  60  percent  of  the  pri- 
vate level.  Many  doctors  will  not  accept  Medicaid  patients  because 
of  this  and  they  tend  to  receive  no  care  at  all  or  inferior  care.  By 
paying  health  plans  the  same  basic  amount  for  these  Medicaid  pa- 
tients as  they  pay  for  all  consumers,  regional  health  alliances 
would  solve  the  most  important  access  problems  for  Medicaid  pa- 
tients. Medicaid  consumers  would  then  be  able  to  have  preventive 
care,  regular  doctors,  regular  treatment,  which  would  keep  them 
out  of  the  emergency  rooms  where  they  now  receive  their  costly,  in- 
efficient health  care. 

Speaking  personally  now,  I  am  a  health  care  consumer.  I  am  en- 
rolled in  a  health  maintenance  organization.  I  did  not  choose  to  en- 
roll in  this  health  maintenance  organization,  although  I  am  very 
happy  with  it.  In  the  12  years  of  my  working  adult  life,  I  have  had 
two  employers,  they  have  enrolled  me  in  six  different  health  plans. 
I  have  never  had  a  choice.  My  employers  have  negotiated  with 
these  health  plans  premiums  that  I  would  pay,  the  deductibles  that 
I  would  pay,  the  copayments  that  I  would  pay. 

Each  of  these  six  health  plans  has  required  me  to  choose  one  of 
their  participating  physicians.  I  am  not  very  open  with  who  is 
going  to  treat  my  body,  I  am  rather  shy  about  which  doctor  I  am 
going  to  see.  I  have  had  the  same  primary  care  physician  for  28 
years.  This  physician  has  only  participated  in  two  of  the  six  plans 
in  which  I  have  been  enrolled.  I  have  chosen,  when  enrolled  in  a 
plan  my  physician  did  not  participate  in,  to  pay  my  physician  out 
of  my  own  pocket.  So  I  have  been  paying  premiums  through  my 
employer  to  a  health  plan,  but  seeing  my  physician  paying  out  of 
pocket.  Health  plans  do  not  tend  to  count  these  payments  towards 
my  deductible  I  have  discovered. 

Not  everyone  can  afford  to  do  this — I  cannot  afford  to  do  this.  So 
as  a  result,  I  have  often  put  off  preventive  care  or  care  when  I  have 
suffered  minor  ailments,  allowing  them  to  develop  into  emergency 
situations  when  I  have  had  to  seek  expensive,  inefficient  care  in 
the  emergency  room. 

Mandatory  regional  health  alliances  will  eliminate  many  of  these 
problems.  Under  today's  system,  roughly  40  percent  of  people  in- 
sured through  work,  through  their  employers,  are  assigned  to  a 
single  health  plan  without  choice.  The  regional  health  alliances  will 
give  consumers  the  choice  of  health  plans  in  their  area.  I  will  be 
able  to  choose  my  health  plan,  based  on  what  I  can  afibrd,  not 
what  my  employer  thmks  I  can  afibrd.  I  will  be  able  to  choose  my 
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health  plan  based  on  which  providers  participate  in  that  health 
plan,  not  on  what  some  insurance  company  decides  to  contract 
with.  They  will  have  to  market  themselves  for  me,  not  for  my  em- 
ployer. I  will  finally  have  a  choice.  And  for  anyone  who  is  under 
the  illusion  that  my  employer  might  be  operating  in  my  best  inter- 
est, last  year  my  employer  decided  to  increase  what  I  pay  for 
health  care  premiums  five  percent.  This  year,  this  same  employer 
has  decided  to  slash  my  salary  10  percent  and  once  again  is  seek- 
ing to  raise  my  health  care  cost  premiums  5  percent. 

This  is  not  good  health  care  for  anyone.  People  choose  not  to  go 
to  the  doctor  under  these  circumstances.  With  mandatory  health  al- 
liances, we  will  get  to  choose  who  we  want  to  see  and  which  plan 
we  want  to  see  them  in,  which  scope  of  services  we  want,  not  what 
our  employer  wants,  not  what  an  insurance  company  wants  to  give 
us. 

Under  the  administration's  bill,  the  health  alliances  may  refuse 
to  contract  with  health  plans  priced  more  than  20  percent  above 
the  regional  average.  This  will  make  all  regional  health  plans  more 
affordable  for  low  and  middle  income  consumers  like  myself.  If 
properly  structured,  regional  health  alliances  can  promote  greater 
consumer  control  of  health  policy.  Under  our  existing  and  current 
system  and  under  voluntary  health  alliances,  the  insurance  compa- 
nies control  health  policy,  not  the  providers,  not  the  patients — the 
insurance  companies.  Under  the  mandatory  regional  health  alli- 
ances, consumers  will  finally  have  a  say.  To  guarantee  this,  health 
alliance  boards  must  include  representation  from  a  diversity  of 
consumer  interests  and  employer  interests.  The  elderly  must  be 
represented,  children  must  be  represented,  the  disabled  must  be 
represented,  minorities  must  be  represented,  minority-owned  busi- 
nesses, small  businesses  and  rural  and  urban  employers  must  also 
be  represented. 

Technical  assistance,  such  as  that  that  Ms.  Maynard-Rogers 
might  be  able  to  provide,  must  be  offered  to  consumer  representa- 
tives. This  would  be  so  they  could  make  necessary  decisions. 
Consumer  representation  must  also  be  included  in  national  and  re- 
gional quality  assurance  bodies,  the  Medicaid  Commission  and  the 
Commission  on  Elimination  of  Regional  Variations. 

The  administration's  plan  also  sets  up  an  ombudsman  program 
to  enable  consumers — to  help  them  in  relations  with  their  health 
plans.  For  this  to  work,  and  it  is  a  good  plan  and  it  should  be  al- 
lowed to  work,  it  must  be  provided — Congress  must  provide  stable 
and  adequate  funding  for  these  ombudsman  programs  as  well  as 
clearly  articulated  authority  and  responsibilities.  The  alliances 
must  also  have  clearly  articulated  authority  and  responsibilities. 
And  under  the  administration's  proposal,  each  State  would  be  able 
to  have  control  over  setting  up  its  alliances.  While  voters  may  not 
actually  have  a  say  in  who  gets  on  the  alliance,  they  do  have  a  say 
in  electing  the  officials  that  are  going  to  set  up  the  alliance,  and 
this  is  a  much  greater  say  than  they  have  in  their  health  care  op- 
tions now.

1  am  th«a  director  of  tha  Rhode  island  Legal  Services  Law  Pro^aot 
and  a  ataff  attorney  spsoializlng  in  health  law  issues  on  behalf  of 
elder,  disabled  and  low-inoome  individuals  and  families,  primarily  in 
the  areas  of  M«dicai:l  and  Medicare,  I  an  also  a  health  care  consumer 
who,  whilo  relatively  young  and  relatively  healtliy,  has  experienced 
nightmarish  problems  in  accessing  health  care  for  myself.  Anyone  who 
doubts  that  there  ie  a  health  care  crisis  ie  this  country  is  welcome  to 
spend  a  day  in  my  office  where  it  ie  only  too  obvious  that  onr  current 
systerc  of  delivering  health  care  is  a  dismal  and  disastrous  failure. 
Mandatory  regional  health  alliances  offer  us  the  much  needed 
opportunity  to  control  the  escalating  costs  of  health  care  and  provide 
universal  ooveraga  and  equal  access  to  high  quality  health  care  while 
giving  health  oare  consumers  a  voice  in  their  health  care  decisions. 

Under  the  Adninistration'e  plan,  in  each  large  geographic  area, 
one   regional   health   alliance   (a   state   agency   or   non-profit 
organization)  will  receive  premium  payments  for  ail  residents  who  are 
privately- insured.   Companies  with  more  than  5,000  workers  may  opr.  out 
of  th&  regional  alliances  if  they  form  corporate  alliances.    For 
reaider.t£)  receiving  Aid  to  Families  with  Dependant  Children  ("AFDC")  or 
."uppietr.ental  Security  Income  ("SSI"),  Medicaid  will  pay  the  Alliance 
lesser  amounts,   Th«  Alliance  will  then  combine  these  funds  to  pay  each 
health  plan  tlie  eane  "blended"  rate  tor  each  of  its  cus'  omers,  whether 
rich  or    pocr.   V?lthout  tliis  equal  bacic  reimbursement  per  consuir.er, 
health  piar.s  will  discriminate  against  low-income  consumers  or  tfose 
with  chroni:;  ailnentD  as  they  do  now.  Equal  reimbursement  for  everyone 
reeult.j  in  the  same  access  to  care  for  everyone.   To  participate  in  a 
regional  marXet,  a  health  plan  xust  go  through  the  regional  alliance, 
drd  any  consumer  may  -join  the  Dlan. 
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Coat  control 

Hariatory  regional  health  alliances  will  promote  cost  control  by 
using  consumers'  combined  purchasing  power  to  bargain  with  health  plans 
for  raduced  prices.  In  addition,  they  will  set  reimbursement  amoonts 
for  f ea-for-servicee  providers  and  If  all  elee  fails,  enforce  cape  on 
insure nc:a  premiun  growth.  Both  consumers  and  the  econoir.y  as  a  whole 
need  health  care  inflation  to  be  brought  under  control.  Without 
coffbinirg  private  and  public  funds  in  a  single  health  alliance, 
significant  governrasnt  funds  would  be  needed  to  equalize  basic 
reimtursement  for  all  consumers  to  provide  equal  access  to  quality 
health  care.

Mandatory  regional  health  alliances  are  essential  to  guarantee 
fair  truatrasnt  of  all  conBumsrs,  particularly  those  with  significant 
health  jare  needs.  Such  ccnsuners  will  pay  the  sane  amount  to  regional 
ailiuncss  as  anyone  else.  Because  all  premiuTn  payzoents  will  be 
coitbined  ut  rwqicnal  alliances,  health  plans  will  receive  inoreaeod 
"risk  adjusted"  payff.ents  for  these  conauners.  Without  mandatory 
regional  allianoee,  consujr.ers  with  significant  health  care  needs  will 
p*y  ncre  for  health  care.  Health  plans  will  not  receive  risk 
adjustments  and  will  have  an  incentive  to  discriminate.

Medicaid  recipients  will  benefit  considerably  from  mandatory 
regional  health  alliances.  Under  the  current  system,  Medicaid 
recipierts  are  often  unable  to  obtain  health  care  services  anywhere 
outside  costly,  inefficient  emergency  rooms.  Forced  to  delay 
treatment,  their  minor,  treatable  ailments  often  develop  into  serious 
conditions.  Few  doctors  are  willing  to  treat  Hedioald  patients  due  to 
inadequate  Medicaid  reinbursssiant  rates,  now  averaging  60%  of  private 
levels.  By  paying  health  plans  the  same  basic  amount  for  each 
custon.er,  regional  health  alliances  solve  this  most  important  problem 
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of  Medicaid  conauraers.  Medicaid  patients  will  be  ma in at reamed  and 
finally  able  to  aocftse  preventive  health  oare.  Their  uue  of  costly 
emergency  rooms  for  non-eraargent  care  will  decrease  as  will  thair  rate 
of  bogpitaiization  for  preventable  conditions,  resulting  in  savings  Cor 
state  Medicaid  programs  and  taxpayers. 
Tncreaafcd  Consuir.er  Choice 

Parsonally,  as  a  health  care  consumer,  I  have  never  had  a  choice 
in  ray  health  c*re  coverage.  Few  people  enrolled  in  employer  group 
health  plana  do.  A  free  and  open  market  doua  not  exist  in  the  area  of 
health  care  coverage.  Employers  chooea  net  only  what  coverage  their 
•  rployeaa  will  r^jcoiva  but  hew  much  the  employees  will  pay  for  it  and 
whsther  umpLoyeea  receive  health  care  benefitfl  at  all. 

In  ny  twelve  yeeirs  as  a  working  adult,  I  have  had  two  employers, 
rheae  errploy«rrt  have  enrolled  me  in  six  different  health  plans.  Mv 
er.plOiHra  neqotiatftd  with  these  b:.x  health  plans  the  amount  of  prenium 
:  would  pay,  the  deductibles  I  would  pay,  the  co-payments  I  would  pay, 
and  tl.e  scope  of  services  I  would  receive.  My  employers  and  ray  hefilth 
plana  never  asked  me  what  services  I  needed  or  how  much  I  oould  afford. 

Each  of  these  six  health  plans  required  me  to  choose  a  doctor  tfrom 
their  iiBt  of  participating  physicians.  ChJinging  doctors  approximately 
every  tv/o  yisars  hardly  seems  to  be  an  efficient  or  sensible  way  in 
which  tc  maintain  continuity  cC  health  care.  As  my  body  is  my  private 
property  that  I  do  not  enjoy  exposing  to  complete  strangers,  I  have 
elected  to  continue  treatment  with  the  primary  care  physician  who  has 
treated  me  wull  for  over  twenty-eight  years.  Fortunately,  this 
physicicin  participated  in  two  of  my  six  health  plans.  When  my 
erployers  enrolled  lue  in  the  four  health  plans  that  did  not  have  a 
contract  with  my  doctor,  I  paid  him  out  of  pocket,  while  continuing 
coverflg*  under  my  employers'  plans  in  case  I  became  sariously  ill  and 
needed  hospitalization.  The  health  plans  refused  to  credit  ray  payments 
to  my  doctoi  toward  ny  deductible.  Not  everyone  can  afford  to  do  this. 
I  cannot  afford  to  do  thisl  I  have  on  occasion  delayed  treatment  until 
i  required  expensive,  emergency  attention.  When  my  health  plane  demiod 
coverage  for  emergency  treatment  because  a  non-participating  physician 
authorized  it,  they  made  it  nearly  impossible  to  appeal  their 
docisiona.  I  know  I  have  appeal  rights,  but  many  other  health  care 
consumers  do  rot  and  few  health  insurance  companies  print 
comprehensible  appeals  procedures  on  their  denial  notices. 
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I  «]!)  tired  of  having  ray  health  car*  decisions  made  by  uncaring 
employers  and  faceless,  health  insurance  corapaniea.  Anyone  who  is 
under  an  illusion  that  iry  employer  might  act  in  my  best  interest  should 
know  that,  for  thiee  >ears  my  employer  has  failed  to  take  steps  to  make 
my  office  a  safer,  healthier  environment.  Last  year  my  employer 
increased  my  health  insurance  premium  by  five  per  cent  and  this  year  my 
employer  has  slashed  my  salary  ten  percent  and  will  probably  seek  to 
raise  my  health  care  costs  again.  I  want  my  health  oare  decisions  to 
be  made  by  someone  who  has  my  best  interests  in  mind,  mel  I  want  to  be 
able  to  get  the  services  I  need,  when  I  need  thero,  from  providers  I 
trust  at  a  price  I  can  afford.  I  want  the  same  freedom  to  choose  what 
health  care  services  I  receive  as  I  have  when  I  choose  the  car  I  drive 
and  the  clothes  I  wear.  Given  the  opportunity  to  choose  my  health 
plan,  I  will  be  happier,  will  seek  preventive  health  care  and  be  a 
healthier  and  probably  more  productive  worker  with  more  money  to  spend 
on  other  consumer  products  and  services. 

Mandatory  regional  health  alliances  will  provide  consumers  with 
far  greater  choice  than  the  increasingly  limited  choices  being  offered 
by  employers.  Today,  roughly  40%  of  people  insured  through  work  are 
assigned  to  a  single  health  plan  without  choice.  Mandatory  regional 
health  alliances  will  give  consumers  a  choice  of  all  health  plans  in 
their  area  of  residence,  not  just  the  plans  picked  by  their  employers. 
Health  plans  would  have  to  enroll  any  covered  consumer  regardless  of 
pre-existing  condition.  Under  the  administration  's  bill,  health 
alliances  nay  refuse  to  contract  with  health  plans  priced  more  than  20* 
above  the  regional  average,  making  all  regional  health  plana  and 
health  oare  itself  more  affordable  and  accessible  for  low  and  middle 
Income  consumers.  Health  plans  would  have  to  market  themselves  to 
appeal  to  the  consumer,  not  the  consumer's  employer.  Voluntary 
regional  alliances  would  keep  the  decision  making  power  in  the  control 
oC  employers,  would  not  offer  as  great  a  selection  of  health  plans  to 
consumers  or  their  employers,  wouM  allow  for  the  exclusion  of  oome 
consumers  and  would  not  offer  the  consumer  cost  protections  of 
mandatory  alliances. 
Consumer  Protections. 

Under  the  present  system,  health  insurance  companies,  not  health 
care  oonsumara  or  providers,  control  health  care  policy.  Properly 
structured,  mandatory  regional  health  alliances  would  tip  the  balance 
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of  pcwer  towards  consuraers  and  away  from  insurance  corapanieo.  states 
will  decld-5  the  structure  of  their  regional  health  alliancs. 
safeguards  must  be  daaigned  to  ensure  that  health  alliances  truly 
reprfesent  the  Interests  of  all  consuraers  and  are  free  from  confliot  of 
internet  and  corruption.  Health  alliance  boards  must  be  divided  evenly 
between  representatives  of  consumers  and  employero  and  must  include 
representation  from  a  diversity  of  consurier  (e.g.  elders,  persons  with 
dicabilitles,  families,  minorities)  and  employer  (e.g.,  minority-owned 
business,  timall  business,  rural  and  urban  employers)  interests. 
Technical  aseistance  should  be  provided  to  consumer  representatives. 
The  alliances  muBt  bs  accountable  and  accessible  to  all  consumers.  To 
ensure  such  acoeBsibllity,  regulations  must  specifically  detail  the 
need  for  interpreter  services,  printed  materials  in  a  variety  of 
languages,  local  access  telephone  lines  and  other  services  that  will 
make  the  alliances  consumer  friendly. 

In  our  present  system,  consumers  hove  no  power  over  health 
Insurancu  companies  cr  their  directors.  Sleeted  officials  have  the 
responsibility  to  make  mandatory  regional  alliances  wor)t  properly.  If 
they  fail  to  do  so,  consumers  have  the  power  to  vote  them  out  of 
office . 

Additionally,  consumer  representation  should  be  included  in 
natioral  and  regional  quality  assurance  bodies,  the  Medicaid  commission 
and  the  coionission  on  elimination  of  regional  variations.  Ths 
administration's  plan  also  creates  an  ombudsman  program  to  assist 
consuners  in  relations  with  health  plans.  Congress  must  provide  staible 
and  adequate  furding  for  this  program  as  well  as  clearly  articulated 
authority  and  responsibilities. 

Thank  you  for  the  opportunity  to  testify  on  this  important  iss'je. 
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Mr.  Reed.  Thank  you  very  much,  Judy,  and  all  the  panelists  for 
their  excellent  testimony. 

Senator  Pell. 

Senator  Pell.  Thank  you  very  much  indeed. 

Mr.  Scanlon,  it  is  a  great  pleasure  to  see  you.  You  said  the  Fed- 
eral Government  should  prohibit  insurers  from  dropping  people 
when  they  get  sick.  But  should  the  insurers  not  also  be  prohibited 
from  raising  the  premium  when  somebody  gets  sick? 

Mr.  Scanlon.  Yes,  we  believe  that  all  patients,  described  as  all 
Americans,  should  be  treated  equally  as  far  as  that,  and  especially 
under  the  insurance  reform.  And  the  other  situation  that  we  dis- 
cussed, we  discussed  about  community  rating,  which  I  know  is  in 
the  administration  plan  and  a  lot  of  others,  so  community  ratings 
would  help  to  keep  the  premiums  stable.  There  would  be  a  risk  ad- 
justment put  forth  under  the  plan  that  would  sort  of  compensate 
to  those  insurance  plans  who  take  more  of  their  share  of  the  risk 
of  these  people  whose  health  status  causes  them  greater  expendi- 
tures. So  that  is  what  we  believe  in. 

Senator  Pell.  Thank  you  very  much. 

Ms.  Maynard-Rogers,  you  mentioned  the  Oregon  plan  which  as 
you  know  listed  700  procedures  that  are  permitted  and  almost  half 
that  number  which  are  not  permitted. 

Ms.  Maynard-Rogers.  That  is  right. 

Senator  Pell.  Very  aggressive  list.  Also  we  hear  about  rationing 
care,  but  is  not  the  reality  that  we  ration  care  now  based  on  income 
and  insurance  status  where  in  Oregon  they  have  chosen  to  ration 
care  on  a  practical  basis,  somewhat  the  same  way  the  British  do. 
They  pay  half  of  what  we  do  in  health,  about  50  percent,  and  the 
way  they  do  that  is  a  lot  of  the  procedures  that  we  permit,  they 
do  not  permit. 

Ms.  Maynard-Rogers.  Yes. 

Senator  Pell.  And  is  this  not  a  danger  in  going  with  the  Oregon 
plan? 

Ms.  Maynard-Rogers.  Rationing  of  care  is  rationing  of  care. 

Senator  Pell.  Which  we  have  practically  got  now. 

Ms.  Maynard-Rogers.  And  it  is  practically  done  now  in  some 
cases.  What  we  would  be  doing  is  we  would  be  treading  on  the  wa- 
ters to  ration  care  in  every  circumstance.  The  door  would  be  closed 
unless  someone  would  have  enough  money  to  go  and  pay  for  the 
procedure  themselves  out  of  pocket.  And  I  believe  that  it  was  al- 
luded to  earlier  today  in  testimony,  that  we  would  have  a  two-tier 
system;  the  haves  and  the  have  nots.  And  most  of  us,  the  majority 
of  the  people  would  not  have  the  opportunity.  And  that  would  be 
my  concern. 

Senator  Pell.  Thank  you  very  much. 

Thank  you  very  much,  Congressman  Reed. 

Mr.  Reed.  Thank  you,  Senator,  for  your  attendance  here  today 
and  for  your  guidance  throughout  this  process.  Thank  you.  Senator, 
very  much. 

Mr.  Reed.  Mr.  Sawyer,  please. 

Mr.  Sawyer.  Thank  you,  Mr.  Chairman. 

I  have  a  series  of  brief  questions  for  each  of  you.  For  Ms. 
Komiske,  I  want  to  revisit  a  question  that  we  heard  talked  about 
before.  The  Clinton  plan  would  give  the  States  the  latitude  to  es- 
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tablish  regional  alliances  as  non-profit  corporations,  as  independent 
State  agencies  or  agencies  within  the  executive  branch  of  govern- 
ment. Do  you  see  one  as  better  than  another? 

Ms.  KOMISKE.  I  think  that  is  something  that  has  to  be  tested.  I 
think  all  the  options  have  possibilities  right  now,  but  I  could  not 
tell  you — it  has  never  happened  before. 

Mr.  Sawyer.  Which  really  brings  me  to  the  heart  of  the  dilemma 
that  you  posed,  and  that  is  the  question  of  whether  an  alliance 
should  be  a  price  setter.  That  is,  in  a  sense,  act  in  a  regulatory  ca- 
pacity within  the  environment  or,  a  price  taker,  that  is  the  man- 
ager of  a  market. 

Ms.  KOMISKE.  Right, 

Mr.  Sawyer.  How  do  you  answer  that  question? 

Ms.  KOMISKE.  Whether  to  choose? 

Mr.  Sawyer.  Yes. 

Ms.  KOMISKE.  My  answer  was  that  I  think  we  should  let  the 
States  test  the  different  models,  because  I  do  not  think  we  have  a 
good  answer  yet  to  that  question.  And  maybe  there  is  a  way  that 
the  free  market  can  be  established  so  that  the  rules  of  fair  play  will 
allow  competition  to  be  real  competition  in  the  health  care  market, 
and  that  we  will  not  need  to  regulate.  If  that  does  not  work,  then 
we  need  to  try  regulation,  but  I  do  not  think  we  know  the  answer 
right  now.  It  is  sort  of  a  choice,  let  the  States  test  some  of  these 
things. 

Mr.  Sawyer.  Mr.  Scanlon,  you  mentioned  strict  Federal  stand- 
ards for  the  market  conduct  of  insurers,  strict  Federal  standards 
for  cost  control  and  substantial  Federal  subsidies  for  low  wage  em- 
ployers and  their  workers.  You  imply  a  very  large  and  substantial 
Federal  regulatory  structure  at  the  heart  of  making  a  non-alliance 
environment  work  effectively.  Am  I  reading  you  correctly? 

Mr.  Scanlon.  Yes,  you  are.  I  believe  that  you  have  to  reform  the 
health  insurance  industry,  is  the  best  start.  As  Ms.  Komiske  said 
and  others  have  said,  if  you  are  going  to  have  certain  insurers 
cherry  picking  or  turning  people  down  and  what-have-you,  the  only 
way  you  are  going  to  make  this  work  is  through  a  level  playing 
field  where  all  Americans  are  equal.  And  you  have  to  do  it  that 
way.  We  cannot  pass  a  law  in  Rhode  Island  telling  California  what 
to  do.  The  only  ones  who  can  do  that  are  you  and  Mr.  Reed  and 
your  colleagues,  you  are  the  ones  that  can  set  Federal  standards. 
I  mean,  we  are  talking  about  a  national  health  care  reform,  so  it 
has  to  be  done  from  the  top  down.  If  you  get — you  will  see,  I  mean 
through  the  jaw-boning  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Clinton  and  the  activities 
of  Congressman  Reed  and  others  like  him,  you  have  seen  great 
changes  in  the  insurance  industry  already,  and  you  are  going  to  see 
more  of  them  of  course.  So  you  can  imagine  if  you  start  to  put  into 
law  insurance  reforms,  how  you  are  going  to  change  the  whole 
process. 

So  that  you  know,  these  alliances  and  what-have-you,  just  to 
mention  the  California  alliance,  the  California  alliance  is  a  vol- 
untary alliance;  the  Florida  alliance  is  a  voluntary  one  and  I  think 
as  Ms.  Komiske  said,  if  you  have  some  pilots,  if  you  saw  how  these 
voluntary  alliances  work,  it  would  give  you  a  blueprint  to  see  if  you 
could  do  it  on  the  Federal  level.  I  mean,  I  think  statistics  show  that 
40  States — if  you  had  mandatory  alliances,  40  States,  those  alii- 
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ances  would  have  more  money  go  through  their  checkbook  than  all 
40  of  their  State  governments.  That  is  an  awful  lot  of  money. 

Mr.  Sawyer.  Well  it  is  one  testimony  to  the  size  of  the  health 
care  market  in  this  country. 

Mr.  SCANLON.  That  is  right,  it  absolutely  is,  it  is  staggering.  And 
therefore,  when  you  start  tinkering — because  you  are  only  going  to 
get  one  chance,  Congressman,  as  you  know,  there  is  only  one 
chance  to  do  this  right.  And  if  you  do  not  do  it  right  the  first  time, 
then  the  American  people  are  going  to  lose  confidence  and  it  will 
be  very,  very  difficult  to  do  it. 

Mr.  Sawyer.  Just  an  observation.  I  have  heard  for  so  long  from 
so  many  insurers,  and  for  that  matter  State  insurance  regulators, 
that  the  industry  would  prefer  to  do  battle  with  50  monkeys  than 
one  giant  gorilla.  You  sound  like  you  are  advocating  the  gorilla. 

Mr.  SCANLON.  If  the  gorilla  assures  fair  play  and  a  level  playing 
field,  yes,  I  think  you  have  to  do  that. 

Mr.  Sawyer.  Thank  you. 

Ms.  Maynard-Rogers,  just  quickly  an  observation  and  a  comment. 
You  are  quite  right  about  the  costs  that  we  have  incurred  in  VA 
and  AFDC  and  other  domestic  programs  in  government,  but  the 
truth  of  the  matter  is  that  many  of  those  costs  are  being  driven  by 
health  care  environment  and  not  driving  it.  And  that  in  fact,  the 
overall  costs  within  the  health  care  environment  are  running  so 
substantially  ahead  of  the  increases  in  the  cost  of  government,  that 
it  is  driving  not  only  that  cost  of  government  but  it  is  driving  a 
lack  of  competitive  circumstances  within  our  overall  economy.  My 
concern  is  so  many  of  the  witnesses  prior  to  you  today  have  talked 
about  the  importance  of  achieving  universality.  How  does  your  vol- 
untary association  business  proposal  go  about  the  achievement  of 
universality,  or  is  that  one  of  the  things  that  we  sacrifice  in  your 
proposal. 

Ms.  Maynard-Rogers.  No,  I  do  not  believe  that  we  need  to  sac- 
rifice it,  but  I  believe  that  it  could  be  legislated  without  legislating 
a  megagovernment  system.  I  believe  that  you  could  control  and  leg- 
islate the  alliances  that  are  already  in  operation  and  allow  them 
to  make  corrections  by  the  legislation.  The  mere  fact  that  you 
would  create  another  system  and  throw  away  the  system  that  is  al- 
ready in  operation  and  affecting  many — if  you  had  testimony  from 
others  who  belong  to  the  professional  benefit  administrators,  they 
would  also  share  with  you 

Mr.  Sawyer.  We  have,  we  have  heard  this  kind  of  testimony 
across  the  country. 

Ms.  Maynard-Rogers.  [continuing]  they  would  share  the  cost  ef- 
fective benefits  that  we  have  implemented  within  the  system. 

Mr.  Sawyer.  Well  I  agree,  it  achieves  cost  effectiveness  for  those 
who  are  enrolled.  My  question  is  how  do  we  achieve  the  universal- 
ity that  avoids  the  kind  of  cost  shifting  that  is  driving  cost  in- 
creases. 

Ms.  Maynard-Rogers.  Perhaps  we  have  to  have  an  employee 
mandate,  all  working  people  must  access  health  insurance. 

Mr.  Sawyer.  And  there  we  get  back  into  the  dilemma  again. 
Thank  you  very  much. 

Ms.  Allonby,  all  I  can  say  is,  as  good  as  your  testimony  institu- 
tionally was,  your  example  of  the  kind  of  problem  that  you  faced, 
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really  summarized  as  well  as  anything  what  we  have  heard.  All  of 
the  concerns  that  we  heard  from  the  first  panel  about  misgivings 
about  where  we  are  going  are  drawn  from  examples  that  are  taken 
from  today.  The  system  that  we  have  got  is  facing  enormous  ten- 
sions and  it  is  coming  apart  at  places.  I  absolutely  agree  that  there 
are  powerful  elements  in  the  current  system  that  we  need  to  strug- 
gle to  preserve — how  to  draw  them  together  is  really  the  challenge 
that  we  face  this  year. 

Thanks,  Jack. 

Mr.  Reed.  Thank  you  very  much,  Tom. 

I  would  like  to  follow  up  with  a  couple  of  questions.  Melinda,  I 
was  interested  in  your  testimony.  You  had  a  very  specific  and  a 
very  methodical  criteria  for  the  health  alliance,  and  it  seems  to  me 
listening  to  Mr.  Thorpe's  testimony  and  some  of  the  other  testi- 
mony we  have  heard,  that  your  criteria  goes  beyond  I  think  even 
what  the  administration  is  asking  for  in  terms  of  health  alliance. 
My  concept,  having  read  the  legislation  and  listened  to  Mr.  Thorpe, 
is  that  they  are  talking  about  the  alliance  as  a  financial 
intermediary  and  that  the  States'  Department  of  Health  or  Depart- 
ment of  Insurance  does  many  of  the  things  that  you  talked  about 
the  health  alliance  doing.  I  guess  my  question  would  be  are  you 
proposing  that  these  health  alliances  be  even  more  robust  than 
what  the  administration  is  talking  and  which  some  people  are  call- 
ing a  megabureaucracy? 

Ms.  KOMISKE.  No,  I  just  talk  from — maybe  I  should  have  said 
that  the  function  needed  to  be  in  place.  Perhaps  the  function  is  not 
the  function  of  the  alliance,  perhaps  the  function  is  of  the  Depart- 
ment of  Insurance,  the  Department  of  Health  and  whatever  other 
departments  might — the  Attorney  General's  office,  whatever — but 
that  those  functions  need  to  be  mandated.  And  exactly  who  within 
the  States,  the  alliance  or  the  existing  State  government,  would  en- 
force those  laws,  I  think  the  States  will  have  to  determine  based 
on  how  we  are  structured. 

Mr.  Reed.  One  of  the  thoughts  that  occurred  to  me  when  you 
were  talking  about  your  perspective  as  a  Health  Department  offi- 
cial and  the  previous  testimony,  is  that  whatever  we  do  in  any  type 
of  comprehensive  reform,  it  will  require  more  regulatory  super- 
vision and  it  is  going  to  land  some  place.  In  the  President's  version, 
there  is  financial  regulation  by  health  alliances  and  implicit  a  great 
deal  more  regulation  by  the  States  in  some  capacity.  Joe  Scanlon's 
interesting  point  about  either  proposing  or  suggesting  that  in  lieu 
of  a  health  alliance,  you  are  going  to  have  to  have  a  big  Federal 
insurance  entity  that  is  going  to  keep  the  playing  field 

Mr.  SCANLON.  Federal  standards  for  the  State  to  comply  with. 

Mr.  Reed.  All  right,  well  Federal  standards,  but  essentially  a 
State  insurance  entity  that  is  a  little  more  robust. 

Mr.  SCANLON.  Yes. 

Mr.  Reed.  The  point  I  am  making  perhaps  to  both  of  you,  is  from 
your  knowledge  and  experience  as  being  a  State  policymaker,  are 
we  prepared  now  to  do  that,  to  implement  health  care  reform  what- 
ever guise  it  comes  up  as,  mandatory  alliances  or  voluntary  alli- 
ances. 

Ms.  KOMISKE.  We  are  getting  prepared  right  now,  we  have  a  pro- 
gram in  this  State,  which  I  am  sure  you  are  familiar  with,  the 
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Right  Care  Program,  which  is  a  mandatory  Medicaid  managed  care 
program.  The  Health  Department  jointly  administers  this  program 
with  the  Department  of  Human  Services,  the  Medicaid  agency,  and 
we  are  in  the  process  of  negotiating  with  health  plans  to  enroll  peo- 
ple on  June  1.  We  are  learning  right  now  about  all  these  functions 
and  our  capacity  to  deal  with  each  of  them  and  what  is  the  dif- 
ference between  a  licensure  function  and  a  purchaser's  function 
and  they  are  very  different.  And  you  have  to  keep  arms  length  the 
regulatory  functions  and  the  purchasing  function.  We  have  not  fig- 
ured out  exactly  how  you  do  that,  but  we  know  you  have  to  do  that. 

Mr.  Reed.  Well  let  me  just  tell  you  as  you  continue  your  delib- 
erations and  your  efforts  that  we  would  like  to  know  about  your 
lessons  learned,  because  as  we  construct  this  health  plan,  we  want 
to  make  sure  that  we  benefit  from  your  lessons  and  do  not  cause 
you  to  go  back  out — ^you  and  other  people  around  the  country — and 
make  the  same  mistakes  over  again.  I  think  we  can  do  better  than 
that.  And  I  think  you  are  exactly  right,  there  are  so  many  different 
functions  that  have  to  be  separated  when  you  start  moving  into  a 
more  progressive  or  more  aggressive,  whatever  the  right  term  is, 
provision  of  health  care. 

Ms.  KOMISKE.  And  we  have  looked  at  our  organization  of  health 
care  financing  in  this  State  a  couple  of  years  ago.  Governor  Sundlin 
had  a  task  force  on  this.  And  no  two  States  organize  themselves 
the  same  way  around  health  care  financing,  so  you  cannot  say 
okay,  this  department,  this  agency  in  each  State  will  be  in  charge. 
Each  State  is  very,  very  different  in  how  it  is  organized. 

Mr.  Reed.  Thank  you,  Mehnda. 

Joe,  let  me  follow  up  and  commend  you  for  your  excellent  testi- 
mony. It  is  a  follow  up  based  upon  Ken  Thorpe's  comments  about 
what  happens  when  you  have  multiple  alliances,  and  I  think  at  the 
heart  of  his  comment  was  that  you  certainly  do  not  discourage  and 
you  may  indeed  encourage  the  risk  shifting  which  has  been  the 
curse  of  our  insurance  system.  And  let  me  wax  poetic  for  a  mo- 
ment. I  remember  when  I  was  a  boy  and  Blue  Cross  was  the  only 
insurer  in  Rhode  Island,  it  was  community  based  rating  and  all 
those  big  bad  out-of-State  insurance  companies  came  in  with  prod- 
ucts that  skimmed  away  the  best  risks  and  left  Blue  Cross  every 
year  struggling  to  keep  up  to  speed  in  passing  on  major  increases 
in  costs  to  their  subscribers. 

Mr.  SCANLON.  Yes. 

Mr.  Reed.  What  you  suggest  I  think  is  that  in  lieu  of  a  single 
alliance,  the  Federal  Government  lets  out  a  whole  panoply  of  regu- 
lations and  rules  about  fair  play  and  redistributing  risk  assess- 
ments back  and  forth  between  plans.  And  as  you  said  that,  it 
struck  me  that  in  some  respects  that  is  what  the  health  alliance 
is  designed  to  do  already  with  a  Federal  direction,  and  the  advan- 
tage is  that  it  is  not  a  State  bureaucracy  like  the  Department  of 
Health  or  the  Department  of  Insurance,  that  it  is  a  consumer-led 
board.  And  I  wondered  if  you  would  just  comment. 

Mr.  ScANLON.  Well  I  will  go  back,  I  think  it  is  an  unnecessary, 
large,  expensive  bureaucracy  that  we  do  not  need,  and  I  think  that 
with  insurance  reform  where  all  insurers  have  to  take  any  appli- 
cant regardless  of  their  condition  or  their  health — congressman, 
you  know,  as  you  are  a  big  advocate  of  your  constituents,  that  the 
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first  person  who  was  ever  turned  down  by  an  HMO  that  ever  called 
you,  that  HMO  would  hear  about  it  from  you  for  a  long,  long  period 
of  time.  So  when  you  put  it  into  place,  you  put  the  requirements 
to  reform  into  place,  people  are  going  to  comply  with  it  and  you  are 
going  to  do  it  on  a  local  level  with  the  State  regulator  there  of 
course  as  the  State  official  in  charge,  but  you  are  doing  the  thing 
and  you  are  putting  into  place  and  you  are  stopping  the  cherry 
picking.  I  mean,  we  know  that,  we  know  that  we  get  cherry  picked, 
that  is  an  expression  that  people  take — a  woman  showed  me  a  let- 
ter last  year  where  she  was  turned  down  by  a  competitor  of  ours 
because  she  was  overweight.  I  mean  we  take  everybody,  we  have 
taken  everybody.  And  if  you  let  everybody  else  play  by  those  same 
rules  and  everybody  takes  them,  and  then  of  course  I  know  you 
have  to  have  the  risk  adjustment  because  sooner  or  later  they  all 
go.  And  you  are  going  to  have  to  have  varied  plans.  That  is  why 
I  say  a  voluntary  alliance,  people  could  chose  from  a  fee-for-service, 
an  HMO,  a  point  of  service,  or  what-have-you,  even  as  Ms. 
Kcmiske  mentioned  about  the  Right  Care  plan,  that  Right  Care  is 
still  built  on  managed  care.  So  that  is  not  going  to  bring  to  those 
enrollees  the  freedom  of  choice  that  Judy  would  like. 

I  mean  there  is  give  and  take  in  this  arena  and  you  have  a  very, 
very  difficult  job,  both  of  you.  I  do  not  envy  you.  I  commend  you 
for  your  knowledge  and  the  research  that  you  have  put  into  it  be- 
cause there  are  so  many  other  things  that  are  on  your  plate  that 
demand  your  attention.  But  you  do  not  have  an  easy  job  and  this 
is  the  best  way  to  do  it,  go  out  and  listen  to  the  various  players, 
consider  what  we  all  have  to  say  and  then  keep  in  touch  with  your 
constituents,  which  I  know  you  do.  But  it  is  not  an  easy  job  and 
we  will  do  what  we  can  to  help  you. 

Mr.  Reed.  Well  thank  you,  Joe,  and  I  appreciate  Blue  Cross'  par- 
ticipation here  today. 

Dorothee,  just  a  question,  and  this  has  been  a  very  useful  panel 
because  we  have  focused  in  on  one  of  the  central  issues,  of  what 
are  these  health  alliances  going  to  do  and  can  it  be  done  better, 
could  it  be  done  by  existing  mechanisms.  There  are  two  issues  I 
would  like  to  raise.  One  is  that,  you  know,  you  do  not  purport  to 
try  to  develop  universal  coverage  for  everyone,  you  simply  operate 
as  a — and  it  is  not  simple  in  concept — consultant  to  businesses  in 
terms  of  getting  the  best  plan  for  that  business. 

Ms.  Maynard-Rogers.  Yes,  by  presenting  comparisons. 

Mr.  Reed.  Right.  And  in  general — forget  your  organization,  but 
in  your  industry,  typically  what  percentage  of  commission  must  you 
charge  to  do  this  very  valuable  service,  what  commission  do  you 
charge  to  the  premiums?  Not  you,  but  the  industry. 

Ms.  Maynard-Rogers.  The  health  insurance  industry? 

Mr.  Reed.  Well  whatever  industry  you  want  to  define,  I  just  do 
not  want  to  make  it  specific  to  your  organization,  but  essentially 
what  commission  do  you  charge? 

Ms.  Maynard-Rogers.  Well  I  am  not  empowered  to  charge  com- 
mission. The  insurance  companies  would  calculate  a  portion  of  pre- 
mium to  go  towards  commission. 

Mr.  Reed.  And  what  would 

Ms.  Maynard-Rogers.  Just  as  they  do  on  State  tax,  there  is  a 
tax  on  premium. 
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Mr.  Reed.  Right. 

Ms.  Maynard-Rogers.  Well  there  is  a  commission  for  the  agent 
when  he  does  or  she  does,  she  completes  her  job.  And  that  commis- 
sion usually  ranges  at  10  percent.  That  is  the  maximum  commis- 
sion on  health.  There  are  plans,  HMO  plans  and  other  plans  that 
will  offer  commission.  Many  plans — I  even  support  plans  that  do 
not  pay  us  any  commission,  and  many  of  us  do  because  we  have 
the  knowledge  that  this  might  be  the  best  product  for  the  client, 
so  we  will  make  the  comparisons.  That  is  not  to  say  we  need  to 
earn  a  living — we  do  not  need  to  earn  a  living,  that  is  natural.  If 
I  sell  a  house  if  I  were  a  realtor,  I  would  need  commissions.  So  I 
would  say  the  industry  standard  is  10  percent  and  the  HMO  stand- 
ard is  about  3  percent. 

Mr.  Reed.  So  basically,  and  again  this  is  the  acknowledged  way 
of  doing  business,  is  that  the  services  of  people  like  yourselves,  who 
are  acting  in  a  way  as  a  broker  between  a  purchaser  of  health  in- 
surance and  a  consumer,  is  to  charge  anj^where  from  3  or  4  percent 
to  10  percent. 

Ms.  Maynard-Rogers.  But  you  must  remember  that  we  probably 
see  four  clients  a  day  and  only  sell  one,  so  we  are  out  in  the  indus- 
try educating  people  with  no  remuneration.  If  you  are  proposing  a 
government  system,  then  you  are  going  to  have  to  pay  eight  hours 
a  day,  40  hours  a  week,  plus  benefits  plus — we  get  no  benefits,  we 
get  nothing  other  than  the  compensation  of  the  commissions. 

Mr.  Reed.  Right.  But  as  I  understand  the  President's  proposal, 
and  we  are  here  to  try  to  understand  it  better  and  critique  it,  as 
you  have  done  very  well  in  your  testimony,  is  that  the  health  alli- 
ance essentially  will  perform  or  proposes  to  perform  the  same  role 
that  you  and  your  colleagues  play  right  now.  Is  that  fair? 

Ms.  Maynard-Rogers.  Yes,  it  would  replace  us  in  the  education 
and  the  marketing  and  it  would  also  replace  the  collection  of  pre- 
miums by  the  insurance  companies,  which  is  done  at  present. 

Mr.  Reed.  Right.  And  as  I  understand,  the  legislation  as  it  is 
written  now  would  hold  that  health  alliance  to  2.5  percent  of  pre- 
miums as  the  type  of  overhead  costs  that  they  could  in  fact  charge 
back  to  the  system. 

Ms.  Maynard-Rogers.  Well  that  is  more  than  my  pooling  mech- 
anism, we  charge  2  percent. 

Mr.  Reed.  Two  percent? 

Ms.  Maynard-Rogers.  Uh-huh. 

Mr.  Reed.  But  no  one 

Ms.  Maynard-Rogers.  For  the  billing, 

Mr.  Reed.  But  I  am  talking  about  for  everything,  I  am  talking 
about  for  everything,  which  you  charge  a  little  bit  more. 

Ms.  Maynard-Rogers.  We  charge  2  percent. 

Mr.  Reed.  I  guess  the  question  would  be — I  mean,  obviously  this 
has  been  proposed  as  a  way  of  saving  costs  within  the  system,  not 
only  of  having  universal  coverage,  because  it  will  deal  with  every- 
one, but  also  developing  a  mechanism  which  is  arguably  no  more 
costly  than  the  current  private  mechanisms  that  operate,  and  may 
in  fact  be  more  efficient  or  more  cost-effective.  You  might  dispute 
that,  but  I  think  that  is  one  of  the  issues  that  should  be  considered 
as  we  talk  about  this  whole  issue,  because  right  now  the  search  for 
insurance,  the  looking  at  the  best  plan,  all  the  things  that  are 
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being  done  now  are  not  being  done  for  free,  there  are  costs  to  em- 
ployers, there  are  costs  to  the  system,  costs  to  everyone.  And  I 
think,  and  perhaps  you  could  philosophically  or  even  practically 
argue  that  this  health  alliance  will  not  do  it  any  better,  will  do  it 
worse,  but  at  least  I  think  the  impetus  for  the  proposal  is  an  at- 
tempt to  do  it  more  efficiently  and  more  universally.  Your  comment 
please. 

Ms.  Maynard-Rogers.  I  have  been  doing  this  for  10  years  and 
I  have  been  educating  small  employers  and  larger  employers  on 
health  plans  available  and  enrollment  procedures,  termination  pro- 
cedures and  so  forth.  My  concern — and  this  is  totally  altruistic  with 
this — is  that  a  government  bureaucracy  will  not  have  the  empathy 
for  the  small  companies,  the  companies  who  do  not  have  human  re- 
source services.  This  government  bureaucracy  will  have  an  800 
number,  will  have  a  person  who  will  have  to  talk  or  will  the  alli- 
ance go  and  visit  the  business?  Will  the  business,  the  employer, 
have  to  go  to  the  alliance,  collect  the  information,  bring  it  back  to 
the  employees,  or  will  the  employees  have  to  go  to  the  alliance  and 
find  out  which  plan  is  best  for  them?  Who  is  going  to  do  the  educat- 
ing, who  is  going  to  take  the  time  to  define  the  programs,  who  is 
going  to  do  the  marketing?  It  is  a  very  difficult  world  out  there,  we 
have  language  barriers,  especially  in  this  State,  we  have  a  tremen- 
dous number  of  language  barriers.  People  do  not  understand  what 
they  have,  they  do  not  understand  what  they  are  purchasing.  What 
we  do  many  times,  every  time,  we  go  into  the  company,  we  make 
the  presentation,  no  one  pays  us  for  that,  that  is  on  our  time  or 
part  of  that  2  percent.  So  my  strong  concern  is  that  a  government 
bureaucracy,  an  800  number,  is  going  to  take  over  a  system  which 
is  near  and  dear. 

I  am  also  a  consumer,  we  all  are.  We  are  all  going  to  be  speaking 
from  experience  in  five  or  ten  years  from  now  after  dealing  with 
alliances.  Are  they  going  to  be  personal  or  are  they  going  to  have 
selective  criteria?  You  will  have  to  speak  to  Ms.  Jones,  she  is  not 
in  today,  or  wait  until  you  hear  the  beep,  leave  your  message. 
These  things  cannot  be  placed  on  hold  where  health  is  concerned. 

Mr.  Reed.  I  do  not  want  to  be  preemptive,  but  the  time — we  have 
got  to  get  people  on  airplanes. 

Thank  you,  Dorothee. 

Judy,  I,  with  my  colleague  Tom  Sawyer,  want  to  commend  you 
not  only  for  your  perspective  as  a  Legal  Services  lawyer  but  indi- 
vidually in  terms  of  your  experiences.  If  you  would  like  to  comment 
and  share  some  more  of  your  experience,  please  do  so. 

Ms.  Allonby.  Well  as  to  the  question  of  a  cold  impersonal  1-800 
number  and  bureaucracies,  I  deal  with  bureaucracies,  I  deal  with 
the  Veterans  Administration,  the  State  of  Rhode  Island  Depart- 
ment of  Human  Services,  the  Social  Security  Administration.  And 
Medicare  is  different  than  Medicaid,  it  is  handled  by  private  insur- 
ance carriers  in  each  State.  Welfare  is  a  large  bureaucracy,  but  I 
find  that  my  clients  can  pick  up  the  phone,  dial  a  number  and  get 
someone  who  knows  them.  I  also  find  appeared  as  a  witness  herein, 
and  having  been  first  duly  sworn,  was  examined  and  testified  as 
follows: 

The  Social  Security  Administration,  yes,  there  is  that  1-800 
number,  but  there  is  also  a  Federal  law  requiring  that  they  have 
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local  access  lines  so  they  can  get  a  hold  of  the  person  in  that  office 
who  is  handling  their  claim. 

I  have  not  had  positive  experience  either  for  my  clients  or  for  my- 
self in  dealing  with  these  large  faceless,  cold  bureaucracies,  that 
are  health  insurance  companies.  Sorry,  Joe.  You  know,  when  you 
get  a  Medicaid  denial,  it  is  very  clearly  spelled  out  for  you  what 
your  appeal  rights  are,  what  your  due  process  rights  are.  And  if 
you  do  not  get  that,  you  have  options  and  access  to  the  court  sys- 
tem to  enforce  those  rights.  The  same  with  Social  Security  Admin- 
istration. Medicare  has  the  same  provisions,  but  it  is  not  as  clear 
as  to  what  you  do  or  who  you  call,  and  when  you  call,  very  often 
you  do  not  get  someone  who  is  going  to  explain  what  you  do  or  an- 
swer your  questions.  Simple  questions,  I  have  had  to  write  three 
letters  and  then  write  to  the  HCFA  regional  office  complaining  that 
the  Medicare  carrier  is  not  answering  my  letter,  in  order  to  get  a 
response.  I  am  now  guaranteed  in  Rhode  Island  a  two-day  response 
time  in  my  dealings  with  the  Medicare  carrier,  because  HCFA  is 
watching  it  very  closely.  But  I  at  one  time  had  to  deal  with  a  client 
who  had  received  health  care  in  Florida.  The  health  care  provider 
had  made  a  mistake  in  writing  down  the  social  security  number 
and  Medicare  refused  to  pay  the  bill.  This  went  on  for  eight 
months,  every  single  day  in  the  mail  the  Medicare  carrier  sent  him 
more  computer  generated  forms.  He  would  call  the  numbers  on  the 
forms,  no  one  could  answer  his  questions,  no  one — they  refused  to 
give  him  the  name  of  a  supervisor,  they  refused  to  give  me  the 
name  of  the  supervisor.  My  only  recourse  was  to  write  to  the  HCFA 
regional  office  in  Atlanta  and  ask  for  the  name  of  the  manager  of 
that  Medicare  office.  HCFA  corrected  the  problem  in  one  day. 

So  as  far  as  being  your  friendly  neighborhood  insurance  com- 
pany, I  do  not  see  that  and  I  do  not  see  that  there  is  going  to  be 
less  of  a  bureaucracy  or  more  of  a  bureaucracy.  I  think  the  bu- 
reaucracy level  is  going  to  stay  basically  the  same  and  we  could  put 
enforcements  and  regulations  in  there  that  guarantee  that  you 
have  local  access  to  somebody  who  has  your  case  file,  instead  of  a 
cold  impersonal  1-800  number  or  someone  who  refuses  to  give 
their  name,  which  is  what  I  have  encountered  the  most. 

Mr.  Reed.  I  want  to  thank  you  all — thank  you,  Judy,  for  those 
comments.  But  thank  you  all  for  your  excellent  testimony.  You  cer- 
tainly sharpened  our  perceptions  about  a  very  complicated  issue, 
and  as  we  go  forward  with  health  care  reform,  we  will  do  so  I  think 
with  better  knowledge  and  better  insights  as  to  the  real  issues  that 
our  constituents  confront,  and  I  know,  Tom,  in  Ohio,  the  same  way. 

I  particularly  want  to  thank  my  colleagues  who  joined  me;  Sen- 
ator Pell,  our  senior  Senator;  my  colleague  Ron  Machtley;  and  most 
particularly  Tom  Sawyer,  who  traveled  from  Ohio  here,  but  he  was 
well  rewarded  last  night  with  a  great  Italian  meal.  He  is  never 
leaving,  he  has  found  his  place  to  eat. 

Let  me  just  say  one  thing  about  Tom  Sawyer.  When  I  arrived  in 
the  Congress,  I  quickly  recognized  someone  whose  leadership  and 
intelligence  and  thoughtfulness  and  decency  was  outstanding,  and 
his  leadership  role  in  our  Committee  on  Education  and  Labor  and 
also  in  the  entire  Congress  is  well  recognized,  and  we  are  indeed 
lucky  to  have  him  here  in  Rhode  Island,  lucky  to  have  him  working 
on  this  issue  with  me.  Thank  you  very  much,  Tom. 
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Let  me  make  one  administrative  announcement.  Any  of  our  wit- 
nesses who  wish  to  submit  additional  material  for  the  record 
should  send  it  to  me  within  the  next  five  days  at  my  Cranston  of- 
fice. Anyone  in  the  audience  who  would  like  to  submit  a  statement 
to  the  committee  for  the  record  should  get  the  written  statement 
to  my  office  within  five  days  and  I  will  be  sure  that  it  is  included 
in  the  hearing  record. 

Thank  you  very  much  to  Phyllis  Borzi  who  has  done  a  wonderful 
job  here  and  to  all  of  you,  thank  you,  and  this  concludes  our  hear- 
ing.

Chairman  Ford,  Representative  Reed  and  distinguished  members  of  the  U.S. 
House  of  Representatives'  Committee  on  Education  and  Labor,  thank  you  for  this 
opportunity  to  provide  testimony  to  the  committee  on  the  National  Health  Security 
Act. 

The  development  and  implementation  of  a  National  Health  Care  Reform  package 
is  vital  to  the  development  of  a  physically,  mentally  and  economically  healthy  Amer- 
ica. If  all  Americans  can  be  assured  universal  health  care  coverage  and  access  at 
a  reasonable  cost,  then  a  truly  healthy  American  society  should  result. 

The  core  of  a  healthy  nation  is  healthy  children.  We  need  to  assure  them  that 
from  inception  to  adulthood,  all  of  their  preventive  and  primary  health  care  needs 
are  met  to  insure  healthy  passage  to  a  productive  adulthood.  It  is  imperative  that 
provisions  for  prenatal  care.  Early  Intervention,  Special  Education  and  Medicaid's 
EPSDT  are  made  in  a  National  Health  Care  Reform  package  if  we  are  to  lay  the 
groundwork  for  a  healthy  and  productive  citizenry. 

Our  department's  motto  is:  All  Kids — All  Children  Can  and  Must  Learn.  Adequate 
health  care  must  be  provided  to  all  children  enabling  them  to  learn  and  prosper. 
To  insure  their  proper  development:  prenatal  care  must  be  provided  to  all  preg- 
nant women;  early  intervention  services  must  be  available  for  all  developmentally 
delayed  children;  special  education  programs  must  be  supported  to  lessen  the  finan- 
cial burden  imposed  on  our  cities  and  towns;  and  the  requirements  of  Medicaid's 
EPSDT  Program  must  be  incorporated  into  a  National  Health  Care  Program.  A  pe- 
riodicity schedule  for  well-child  check  ups,  screenings,  and  immunizations  must  be 
established  and  enforced. 

Rehabilitative  services  for  children  born  with  special  needs  must  be  covered,  as 
well  as  technology  devices  required  by  our  technology  dependent  children. 

For  the  future  of  our  children,  for  the  future  of  America,  preventive  and  restora- 
tive care  to  all  our  children  must  be  provided  through  a  national  health  care  reform 
package.  Then,  will  we  set  the  stage  for  all  children  to  learn  and  grow  into  produc- 
tive adults.

Statement  of  Bob  Lovell,  RPh,  Manager,  Thompson's  Drug  Store,  Kent,  Ohio 

Enclosed  please  find  some  thoughts  about  how  the  profession  of  pharmacy  has 
helped  contain  health  care  costs  to  date  and  what  we  can  do  for  the  future. 

Let  me  preface  this  by  saying  we  are  a  small,  3-store  community  pharmacy  enter- 
ing our  119th  year  of  service  to  Portage  County.  I  have  serious  concerns  about  the 
continued  viability  of  my  company  and  others  like  us.  As  you  are  well  aware,  the 
health  care  environment  is  changing  dramatically.  We  are  losing  customers  daily  to 
mail  order  pharmacies  supported  by  discriminatory  drug  manufacturer  pricing  and 
to  HMOs  and  PPOs.  Patients  are  losing  their  freedom  to  choose  providers,  commu- 
nities are  losing  their  tax  base,  and  America  is  losing  some  of  its  most  ardent  and 
conscientious  primary  health  care  providers. 

Pharmacists  have  spent  long  hours  performing  our  duties — 7  days  a  week  usually 
every  week  of  the  year,  recommending  treatment  for  minor  ailments  and  investing 
in  inventory  for  such  products  as  would  treat  those  and  more  serious  problems — 
problems  that  left  unattended  would  result  in  more  health  care  dollars  being  spent 
in  clinics  and  hospitals.  I  am  today — after  we  close — delivering  a  prescription  to  a 
terminal  cancer  patient  to  treat  his  extreme  nausea.  Without  my  services  or  the  in- 
home  care  by  his  family  doctor  this  patient  would  have  been  sent  to  the  hospital 
today  or  tomorrow. 

Because  of  the  complexity,  potency  and  multiple  sources  through  which  patients 
purchase  their  medications,  pharmacists  must  work  harder  in  the  future  to  impart 
as  much  drug  information  to  patients  as  possible.  I  believe  we  will  have  a  bigger 
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impact  in  reducing  the  considerable  number  of  medication  related  hospital  admis- 
sions. This  will  save  money. 

To  save  a  few  more  dollars  in  the  future,  America  must  have:  more  family  doctors 
and  fewer  specialists,  more  community  pharmacies  and  fewer  mail  order  factories. 
Doctors  also  must  be  more  reliant  on  their  own  clinical  experience  and  proven  drug 
regimens  and  less  responsive  to  the  drug  representatives'  hype  about  new  and  ex- 
pensive products.  Patients  with  welfare  or  other  third-party  prescription  programs 
must  "feel"  the  cost  of  services  and  products  just  as  those  oi  us  who  pay  cash  do. 
We  must  reduce  waste  and  over-utilization. 

For  our  cash  patients  presenting  a  prescription  for  a  medication  that  they  are  try- 
ing for  the  first  time,  we  often  suggest  that  they  purchase  a  trial  amount — to  be 
sure  they  experience  no  stomach  upset  or  some  other  problem  that  would  cause 
them  to  discontinue  the  drug.  This  simple  action  has  over  the  years  saved  our  pa- 
tients a  lot  of  money.  This  has  not  been  the  case  for  our  welfare  and  insurance  pa- 
tients: (1)  They  wouldn't  accept  this  since  they  "deserve"  the  whole  prescription  or 
(2)  we  would  be  found  guilty  in  an  audit  of  partial  filling  or  split  billing. 

The  bottom  line  is  that  patients  with  a  prescription  plan  let  the  system  take  the 
risk;  in  fact  the  system  encourages  it.  Studies  have  shown  tremendous  waste  in  mail 
order  systems  that  fill  90-(-day  supplies  of  medication  that  are  sometimes  discarded 
in  just  a  few  days. 

Community  pharmacists  in  "Independent"  practice  like  my  own  have  always 
thrived  on  face-to-face  dialogue  with  patients  one  at  a  time  and  day  after  day.  I 
hope  our  days  are  not  as  numbered  as  they  appear  at  present.

Statement  of  Harvey  C.  Hannah,  Jr.,  Saywell's  Drug  Store,  Inc.,  Hudson, 

Ohio 

Health  care  reform  is  a  very  hot  topic  these  days.  Your  forum  for  discussion  of 
primary  health  care  and  its  delivery  system  is  very  timely.  However,  I  noticed  that 
no  pharmacists  are  on  your  health  care  delivery  panel.  I  am  a  pharmacist  and  deal 
every  day  with  customers  regarding  primary  health  care.  Witn  more  prescription 
drugs  being  placed  as  over-the-counter  (OTC)  medications  we  as  pharmacists  are 
consulted  about  their  use,  as  well  as  possible  drug  interactions  witn  other  medica- 
tions the  patients  use.  We  encourage  proper  midication  regimens  because  it  is  the 
proper  usage  of  medications  that  allows  for  decreased  physician  visits,  decreased 
hospitalizations,  and  decreased  nursing  home  admissions,  thus  leading  to  decreased 
health  care  costs. 

Studies  have  shown  that  more  than  11  percent  of  hospital  admissions  can  be 
traced  to  non-compliance  of  medication  use,  causing  billions  of  dollars  of  unneeded 
health  care  costs  annually.  Additionally,  non-compliance  costs  employers  millions  of 
lost  workdays  each  year  and  more  than  a  billion  yearly  in  lost  wages.  Community 
pharmacists  have  been  giving  free  health  care  advice  and  dispensing  prescriptions 
for  hundreds  of  years,  12  to  15  hours  each  day,  360  days  a  year. 

Please  include  a  pharmacist  on  your  discussion  panel  for  delivery  of  health  care. 
If  your  office  would  contact  the  Summit  Pharmacists  Association  at  825-2535,  I 
think  they  would  provide  pharmacists  for  your  panel. 


Statement  of  Katherine  Karas,  RPh,  Fairview  Park,  Ohio 

Pharmacists  are  often  overlooked  in  the  health  care  environment,  and  it  is  unfor- 
tunate that  they  are,  because  we  are  a  vital  component  of  that  environment.  If  noth- 
ing else,  we  work  with  our  patients  and  customers  eveiy  day,  and  often  make  many 
over-the-counter  recommendations  for  those  people,  saving  them  costly  trips  to  their 
physicians. 

Besides  this,  pharmacists  have  at  least  five  years  of  undergraduate,  comprehen- 
sive training  in  pharmaceutical  sciences.  We  also  are  required  to  obtain  at  least  15 
hours  annually  in  continuing  education  requirements,  including  seminars  dealing 
with  new  drugs  and  therapies.  This  extensive  education  enables  us  to: 

1.  Monitor  drug  therapy 

2.  Identify  prescribing  errors 

3.  Watch  for  duplication  of  therapy  (especially  if  more  than  one  physician 
is  seen  by  the  patient) 

4.  Identify  potential  adverse  drug  reactions 

5.  See  potential  problems  (especially  in  diabetics) 

6.  Provide  drug  therapy  information,  both  over-the-counter  and  prescrip- 
tion information,  to  physicians  and  patients 
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7.  Provide  face-to-face  health  care,  12  hours  a  day,  7  days  a  week  in  our 
stores  to  patients  when  other  sources  of  health  care  are  closed.  We  provide 
this  information  free,  and  many  pharmacies  have  a  24-hour  "emergency" 
pharmacy  service. 
By  using  the  above,  we  cut  down  health  costs  dramatically  by  being  a  vital  mem- 
ber of  the  health  care  team.  We  also  monitor  how  the  patient  takes  their  medica- 
tion, counseling  the  patients  on  the  proper  usage  of  their  particular  medications,  in- 
creasing their  compliance  rates.  By  increasing  compliance  rates,  pharmacists  de- 
crease hospital  admissions,  nursing  home  admissions  and  physician  visits,  thus  de- 
creasing overall  health  care  costs. 

Pharmacists  are  also  well  versed  in  diabetic  supplies  and  ostomy  supplies,  train- 
ing patients  on  proper  use  of  the  blood  glucose  meters,  and  encouraging  that  the 
patients  use  their  meters  for  proper  glucose  control.  Keeping  blood  sugar  levels  nor- 
mal cuts  down  on  future  problems,  thus  decreasing  costs  in  health  care.  Any  time 
a  pharmacist  is  involved  in  increasing  compliance  rates,  then  the  employer,  insur- 
ance company,  and  the  U.S.  Government  will  pay  less  in  health  care. 
Pharmacists  could  further  reduce  total  health  care  costs  if  we  were  allowed  to: 

1.  Use  starter  doses 

2.  Use  appropriate  generics  and  therapeutic  substitution 

3.  Use  len^h  of  therapy  protocols 

4.  Work  with  prescribers  to  improve  care 

5.  Eliminate  discriminatory  pricing  instituted  by  insurance  companies 

6.  Have  freedom  of  access  to  pharmaceuticals,  instead  of  closed  networks. 
Freedom  of  access  would  allow  for  more  competition,  thus  decreasing  health 
care  costs. 

We  must  not  continue  to  overlook  the  pharmacist's  role  in  health  care.  By  maxi- 
mizing their  role,  patients  will  have  optimized  outcomes,  and  there  will  be  decreased 
net  health  care  costs. 


Rodney  H.  Kalbus,  RPh,  Akron,  Ohio 

As  community  pharmacists,  I  feel  our  role  in  the  emerging  health  care  reform  is 
very  valuable.  We  are  the  most  accessible  health  care  professional  and  we  dispense 
advice  about  a  myriad  of  health  related  issues  daily.  We  already  act  as  a  "traffic 
cop"  and  let  patients  know  whether  or  not  an  illness  warrants  a  trip  to  the  physi- 
cian or  can  be  treated  with  inexpensive  over-the-counter  medications.  We  offer 
health  screenings,  blood  pressure  checks,  cholesterol,  and  blood  glucose  levels  at  lit- 
tle or  no  cost.  This  is  preventative  medicine  at  the  grassroots  level  and  we  are  al- 
ready doing  it. 

I  believe  our  role  as  primeiry  providers  needs  to  be  expanded.  We  need  prescrip- 
tive authority  for  certain  medications.  We  could  treat  many  less  serious  illnesses 
right  in  our  pharmacies  and  free  up  the  physicians  for  the  more  serious  cases. 

As  pharmacists  we  also  need  more  input  in  the  drug  selection  process.  We  know 
the  cost  and  effectiveness  of  medication  tietter  than  anyone.  We  already  save  money 
by  using  generic  drugs,  but  by  allowing  us  therapeutic  substitution,  the  pharma- 
ceutical prices  in  this  country  would  decrease  dramatically. 

Our  services  that  we  provide  as  pharmacists  are  already  extremely  cost  effective. 
By  getting  us  more  involved  as  primary  care  providers,  starting  with  the  diagnosis 
and  treatment  of  certain  illness  and  allowing  us  to  select  the  appropriate  and  most 
cost  effective  drug  therapy,  we  would  provide  a  service  and  savings  to  our  health 
care  system  that  is  invaluable. 


Statement  of  David  C.  Hill,  Twinsburg  Pharmacy,  Twinsburg,  Ohio 

In  addition  to  being  the  most  readily  accessible  primary  health  care  professionals, 
retail  pharmacists  (especially  those  who  practice  in  independent  pharmacies)  are 
key  to  reducing  health  care  costs.  An  independent  pharmacist's  advice  and  counsel 
is  most  often  free  but  the  advice  itself  can  save  the  patient  and  the  health  care  sys- 
tem significant  expense  in  ways  that  are  not  easy  to  quantify. 

Many  patients  come  to  me  with  medical  problems  that  are  potentially  serious.  My 
advice  that  they  should  see  a  doctor  and  encouraging  them  to  do  so  saves  money 
by  getting  the  patient  into  treatment  sooner.  Many  conditions  can  be  treated  early 
on  a  less  expensive  outpatient  basis.  Delaying  treatment  often  requires  more  expen- 
sive treatment  or  hospitalization. 

Other  patients  ask  about  medical  problems  which  they  may  perceive  as  serious 
but  on  questioning  turns  out  to  be  conditions  that,  with  proper  advice  from  me,  they 
can  safely  treat  themselves.  This  obviously  saves  the  patient  the  price  of  a  doctor's 
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office  visit  but  also  means  they  are  generally  paying  for  a  less  expensive  over-the- 
counter  medication  or  treatment  than  they  would  have  to  pay  for  a  prescription  the 
doctor  would  invariably  write.  This  also  conserves  medical  resources  in  that  the 

Ehysicians  would  have  more  time  to  devote  to  those  patients  who  really  do  need  to 
e  seen  by  them. 

Many  times  a  week  I  talk  myself  out  of  a  sale  by  telling  a  patient  they  don't  need 
a  medicine  or  that  I  feel  what  they  already  have  at  home  is  the  best  thing  for  them. 
I  can  often  suggest  a  less  expensive  single  ingredient  product  over  an  expensive 
multisymptom  product.  It  costs  less,  there  is  less  likelihood  of  side  effects  and  they 
aren't  taking  drugs  they  don't  need.  I  am  a  businessman  but  I  am  a  pharmacist 
first.  What  is  best  for  the  patient  mast  come  before  proprietary  interests. 

I'd  like  to  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  you  for  naming  my  son  Daniel  Hill  as 
your  principal  nominee  to  the  United  States  Air  Force  Academy  this  last  year.  It 
has  been  very  difficult  and  demanding  but  Dan  seems  to  be  surviving  his  rookie 
year.

Statement  of  William  Emmet,  Executive  Director,  Alliance  for  the 
Mentally  III  of  Rhode  Island 

Chairman  Ford,  Congressman  Reed,  and  other  members  of  the  Committee  on 
Education  and  Labor: 

You  are  to  be  commended  for  your  efforts  in  holding  a  field  hearing  on  Health 
Care  Reform  here  in  Rhode  Island.  Your  concern  and  willingness  to  listen  is  greatly 
appreciated. 

As  a  representative  of  an  organization  made  up  almost  entirely  of  family  members 
of  people  with  serious  mental  illnesses,  I  want  to  share  with  you  the  deep  concerns 
our  members  have  about  the  direction  in  which  the  debate  on  health  care  reform 
has  traveled.  In  less  than  a  year,  we  have  seen  the  ground  beneath  us  shift  from 
solid  commitment  to  universal  coverage  to  a  very  uncertain  discussion  of  universal 
"access."  The  early  and  sincere  efforts  of  Mrs.  Tipper  Gore  and  others  to  provide  cov- 
erage for  mental  illnesses  equal  to  that  given  all  other  diseases  has  given  way  under 
the  exaggerated  claims  of  runaway  costs  to  a  plan  to  bring  such  coverage  into  effect 
by  the  year  2001.  Lost  in  this  process  have  been  people  with  mental  illness,  whose 
needs — and,  I  believe — rights  have  been  disregarded. 

For  health  care  reform  to  be  meaningful  to  people  with  mental  illnesses,  a  basic 
benefit  package  that  includes  parity  coverage  of  mental  illnesses  must  be  estab- 
lished. This  idea  lost  favor  in  the  administration's  plan,  we  understand,  because  the 
actuaries  saw  "mental  health  coverage"  as  an  undefined  and  uncontainable,  money 
sucking  monster.  We  believe  that  the  actuaries  are  relying  on  an  outdated  under- 
standing of  the  nature  of  mental  illness  and  that  they  are  failing  to  make  distinc- 
tions between  "mental  illness"  and  "mental  health"  that  have  become  clearer  thanks 
to  research  done  over  the  last  10  or  15  years. 

The  diagnoses  we  know  collectively  as  mental  illnesses  are  in  fact  several  dif- 
ferent disorders  of  the  brain.  Schizophrenia,  manic  depression  (bipolar  illness), 
major  depression,  panic  disorder,  and  obsessive-compulsive  disorder  are  each  defin- 
able illnesses  with  accepted  treatments.  In  fact,  treatment  success  rates  for  these 
illnesses  lie  in  the  65-80  percent  range,  which  compares  favorably  with  the  efficacy 
of  treatment  for  heart  disease,  which  is  only  60  percent  at  best.  These  are  all  facts 
which  belie  the  contention  that  mental  illnesses  are  different  from  other  physical 
disorders  and  not  worth  the  endless  stream  of  money  surely  needed  for  uncertain 
treatment.  Because  such  an  understanding  of  mental  illnesses,  irrefutable  though 
it  may  be,  appears  to  lie  beyond  so  many  still  caught  in  prescientific  thinking  about 
these  disorders,  it  is  imperative  that  the  level  of  coverage  for  these  disorders  not 
be  left  to  the  local  boards  of  uncertain  composition.  Only  if  parity  coverage  for  seri- 
ous mental  illnesses  is  included  in  a  standard  minimum  benefit  can  we  be  assured 
that  people  who  suffer  from  these  disorders  wall  receive  the  same  level  of  care  as 
people  who  have  other  illnesses. 

Where  local  input  should  be  sought,  particularly  in  a  State  such  as  Rhode  Island, 
is  in  the  area  of  rehabilitative  services  for  people  with  mental  illnesses.  Our  State 
has  all  the  elements  of  a  successful  system  already  in  place.  Indeed,  it  would  be 
hard  to  find  another  State  where  there  is  a  greater  understanding  of  the  services 
need  for  people  with  mental  illnesses  to  lead  productive  lives.  Whatever  the  benefits 
of  competition  in  a  market-driven  health  care  delivery  system,  we  must  develop  a 
plan  that  takes  advantage  of  the  accumulated  knowledge  that  exists  in  our  current 
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mental  health  service  delivery  system.  Our  friends  and  relatives  with  these  diag- 
noses depend  upon  the  integrated  services  increasingly  available  to  them.  The  reor- 
ganized health  care  system  must  not  disrupt  the  development  of  more  effective  and 
more  humane  community  services  that  are  advancing  the  recovery  of  so  many  indi- 
viduals today. 

As  I  stated  earlier,  we  find  health  care  reform  with  its  sights  set  on  universal  cov- 
erage a  laudable  concept  which  we  hope  to  see  achieved.  Too  much  of  what  we've 
seen  in  the  name  of  health  care  reform,  however,  fails  to  take  into  account  the  sig- 
nificant diagnostic  and  treatment  advances  of  the  last  decade  or  so.  Health  care  re- 
form should  be  as  much  a  step  forward  for  people  with  mental  illnesses  as  it  is  for 
anybody  else.  We  ask  than  any  plan  meeting  final  congressional  approval  include 
standards  which  ensure  such  fairness.

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Christian  Science  Care  and  Treatment 


While  Christian  Science  care  and  treatment  has  been  recognized  by  leaders  in 
the  insurance  field  for  more  than  sixty  years,  some  initial  information  about  this 
system  of  healing  may  be  helpful  to  those  newly  considering  where  it  fits  into  the 
health-care  equation.  The  following  questions  and  answers  are  intended  to 
explore  some  basic  concepts  about  Christian  Science  treatment  and  how  this  type 
of  treatment  relates  to  health<are  insurance. 

What  is  Christian  Science  treatment? 

Christian  Science  treatment  consists  entirely  of  prayer  based  on  a  growing 
understanding  of  God  and  man's  relationship  to  Him,  and  the  systematic 
application  of  the  Bible's  underlying  spiritual  truths  to  the  healing  of  disease,  sin, 
and  other  human  discords.  WTien  confronted  with  sickness  or  disability,  a 
Christian  Scientist  turns  to  God  for  healing. 

Why  would  a  Christian  Scientist  seek  insurance  coverage  for  spiritual  treatment? 

For  the  same  reason  that  others  would  seek  insurance  coverage  for  medical 
treatment.  A  Christian  Science  practitioner  is  called  for  support  in  bringing  about 
the  healing.  WTien  in  need  of  nursing  care,  one  would  seek  the  services  of  a 
Christian  Science  nurse  in  the  home  or  go  to  a  Christian  Science  nursing  facility. 
V\'hile  charges  for  these  services  are  relatively  modest.  Christian  Scientists  may 
choose  to  be  covered  by  a  hospital  or  health  policy  having  a  Christian  Science 
rider  as  part  of  their  financial  planning. 

What  is  a  Christian  Science  practitioner  and  how  is  treatment  given  in  Christian  Science? 

A  Christian  Science  practitioner  is  an  individual  experienced  in  the  full-time 
ministry  of  healing  through  spiritual  treatment.  Only  one  approach  to  treatment  is 
used  by  Christian  Science  practitioners.  It  consists  entirely  of  prayer,  a  method  of 
spiritual  healing  described  in  the  New  Testament  and  systematically  relied  upon 
by  Christian  Scientists  for  over  a  century. 

In  the  public  practice  of  Christian  Science  healing,  practitioners  regularly 
receive  requests  from  Christian  Scientists  as  well  as  those  of  other  denominations 
for  healing  of  all  types  of  sickness  cind  bodily  injury.  Contact  may  be  made  during 
an  office  visit  or  by  telephone.  Christian  Science  practitioners  usually  treat  the 
patient  on  a  daily  basis  until  healing  occurs.  Unlike  a  medical  doctor  who  would 
need  to  see  his  patient  in  order  to  make  a  diagnosis  and  prescribe  some  form  of 
treatment,  it  is  not  essential  that  a  Christian  Science  practitioner  see  the  patient, 
since  Christian  Science  treatment  does  not  include  physical  examination,  diagno- 
sis, or  material  remedies.  Because  Christian  Science  treatment  is  by  prayer  alone.

it  is  simply  not  necessary  for  the  practitioner  to  be  physically  present  with  the 
patient  for  treatment  to  be  effective.  Following  Jesus'  example,  the  practitioner 
prays  from  the  premise  that  God's  pwwer  is  ever  present  rather  than  confined  to  a 
particular  location. 

What  kind  of  care  does  a  Christian  Science  nurse  provide  for  Christian  Scientists? 

A  Christian  Science  nurse  provides  skilled  bedside  care  on  a  basis  consistent 
with  the  teachings  of  the  religion.  This  specialized  form  of  nursing  requires  a 
thorough  understanding  of  spiritual  treatment,  a  great  deal  of  practical  wisdom, 
good  judgment,  and  an  ability  to  communicate  professionally  with  the  Christian 
Science  practitioner  providing  treatment.  A  Christian  Science  nurse  ensures  the 
patient's  comfort,  rest,  cleanliness,  safety,  mobility,  and  nourishment.  As  needed, 
the  care  provided  includes  the  dressing  of  wounds. 

What  changes  does  a  Christian  Science  rider  make  in  a  health  policy? 

A  Christian  Science  rider  defines  terms  used  to  describe  providers  of 
Christian  Science  treatment/nursing  care  and  relates  them  to  terms  common  to 
most  health-care  policies,  such  as  "hospital,"  "nursing  services,"  "physician, 
doctor,  or  surgeon,"  and  "registered  nurse."  Such  a  rider  does  not  waive  the  right 
of  the  insurance  company  to  require  a  physical  examination  of  the  insured  if  it  is 
felt  necessary. 

What  kind  of  supporting  documentation  will  be  supplied  insurers  by  providers  of  Christian 
Science  treatment  or  care? 

Christian  Science  practitioners,  as  well  as  Christian  Science  nurses  and 
nursing  organizations,  maintain  careful  records  of  when  treatment  or  care  was 
given  their  patients.  Recognizing  that  Christian  Scientists  do  not  make  medical 
diagnoses,  officials  of  insurance  companies  accept  statements  as  to  the  apparent 
nature  of  physical  difficulties  based  on  lay  observations.  Practitioners  may  use  a 
special  form  provided  by  the  Committee  on  Publication  for  this  purpose,  rather 
than  the  standard  physicians'  report  form. 

How  do  insurance  companies  verify  the  credentials  of  a  Christian  Science  practitioner  or 
Christian  Science  nurse? 

Directories  listing  Christian  Science  practitioners  and  nurses  are  published 
every  month  in  The  Christian  Science  Journal,  the  official  organ  of  The  Mother 
Church,  The  First  Church  of  Christ,  Scientist,  in  Boston,  Massachusetts.  Practitioners 
are  allowed  to  list  their  cards  in  the  Journal  only  after  they  have  proved  they 
possess  the  necessary  qualities  for  successful  healing  through  prayer  as  understood 
in  Christian  Science,  and  are  members  of  The  Mother  Church.  Christian  Science 
nurses  can  list  their  cards  in  the  Journal  only  after  they  have  shown  they  have  the 
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skills  and  solid  nursing  experience  necessary  for  this  work.  This  listing  informs 
students  of  Christian  Science  of  the  nurse's  availability  and  commitment. 

A  mailing  of  a  current  copy  of  the  Journal  is  made  twice  each  year  to  any 
insurance  company  who  wishes  to  receive  it.  Copies  of  the  Journal  are  also 
available  by  subscription  or  from  any  Christian  Science  Reading  Room. 

Haw  much  do  Christian  Science  practitioners  and  nurses  charge  for  their  services? 

They  determine  their  ovm  charges  and  are  paid  by  their  patients.  Christian 
Science  practitioners'  fees  are  nominal  when  compared  with  the  cost  of  medical 
treatment.  Their  fees  are  likely  to  range  from  $8  to  $35  per  day  depending  on  the 
community  where  the  practitioner  lives  and  if  an  office  or  house  call  is  involved. 
Christian  Science  visiting  nurse  services  charge  in  a  range  of  S'12  to  $30,  while 
private  duty  nurses  charge  about  $15  to  $20.  The  hourly  charges  for  both  visiting 
nurse  services  and  private  duty  nurses  do  not  include  transportation  costs,  which 
are  charged  separately.  Payment  made  to  a  Christian  Science  practitioner  or  nurse 
for  treatment  or  care  of  a  physical  problem  is  recognized  as  a  legitimate  "medical" 
deduction  by  the  Internal  Revenue  Service  in  the  United  States  and  by  Revenue 
Canada. 

Would  a  Christian  Scientist  use  spiritual  and  medical  treatment  at  the  same  time? 

Experience  has  shown  that  under  usual  circumstances  the  hvo  healing 
methods  cannot  be  effectively  combined.  Yet  there  are  a  few  situations  in  which  a 
Christian  Scientist  nnight  seek  the  specialized  skill  of  a  physician,  for  instance  in 
the  setting  of  a  fracture,  for  taking  stitches  in  the  case  of  a  severe  laceration,  etc., 
although  it  would  not  be  unusual  under  these  circumstances  for  a  Christian 
Scientist  to  rely  solely  on  Christian  Science  for  effective  treatment.  In  childbirth,  a 
Christian  Scientist  would  employ  the  services  of  a  physician  or  qualified  midwife 
as  required  by  state  law. 

Rarely  do  insurance  benefits  include  payment  for  services  of  both  physicians 
and  Christian  Science  practitioners  for  the  same  period.  However,  in  an  accident 
case,  a  Christian  Scientist  could  find  himself  placed  in  a  medical  facility  for 
emergency  care.  As  soon  as  practical,  arrangements  might  well  be  made  for  the 
individual  to  be  moved  to  a  Christian  Science  nursing  facility,  or  to  his  ovwi  home, 
where  he  could  receive  treatment  from  a  Christian  Science  practitioner  and  have 
nursing  care  from  a  Christian  Science  nurse  as  the  situation  demanded. 

In  the  above  cases  the  individual  would  exf>ect  insurance  benefits  to  pay  for 
both  medical  and  Christian  Science  care. 

Are  there  different  levels  of  Christian  Science  care? 

If  a  person  receives  nursing  skills,  judgments  and /or  supervision  from  a 
Christian  Science  nurse  at  any  time  during  a  24-hour  day.  The  Mother  Church 
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recognizes  the  care  being  given  as  Christian  Science  nursing  care.  All  other  care 
services  are  differentiated  by  use  of  the  term  Christian  Science  care. 

How  does  a  church  member  become  a  Christian  Science  nurse? 

Several  schools  of  Christian  Science  nursing  are  available  where  church 
members  can  take  training  in  this  specialized  nursing  approach.  Work  experience 
can  be  gained  at  Christian  Science  sanaforiums  or  nursing  facilities,  many  of 
which  offer  both  classroom  instruction  and  one-to-one  training  on  the  nursing 
floor.  Individual  instruction  can  also  be  provided  by  experienced  nurses  listed  in 
The  Christian  Science  Journal. 

W}iat  are  Christian  Science  sanatoriurTis,  nursing  organizations  or  facilities? 

Christian  Science  sanatoriums  or  nursing  organizations  are  eligible  for 
recognition  by  the  Nursing  Activities  Division  of  The  First  Church  of  Christ, 
Scientist,  in  Boston,  Massachusetts.  They  are  generally  recognized  today  through- 
out the  insurance  industry  as  satisfying  the  underwriting  definition  of  "hospi- 
tals." Christian  Science  nursing  organizations  are  also  recognized  as  "hospitals" 
under  Medicare  (Public  Law  89-97),  Part  A,  Hospital  Insurance  Benefits  for  the 
Aged,  and  under  the  Military  Medical  Benefits  program  of  the  Armed  Forces 
(Public  Law  89-614). 

Charges  covering  the  cost  of  nursing,  board,  room,  and  other  services  of 
Christian  Science  sanatoriums  are  substantially  less  than  those  of  medical  facili- 
ties. Costs  are  lower  because  no  drugs  or  medicines  are  administered  and  no 
surgical.  X-ray,  or  other  diagnostic  or  therapeutic  equipment  is  used.  The  charges 
will  vary,  however,  according  to  the  type  of  accommodations  and  amount  of 
nursing  care  required.  Since  most  accommodations  in  Christian  Science  sanatori- 
ums are  private  rooms,  the  Sodal  Security  Administration  has  designated  the 
private  room  as  a  standard  accommodation  in  our  sanatoriums  under  Medicare.

Benefits 
shall  be  payable  for  confinement  in  such  a  sanatorium  only  when  such  confmement  is 
for  the  purpose  of  receiving  nursing  care  services  while  under  the  treatment  of  a 
Christian  Science  Practitioner  in  accordance  with  the  healing  practices  of  Christian 
Science. 

(2)  The  term  "nursing  services  in  an  accredited  medical  nursing  home"  shall  be  deemed 
to  include  nursing  service  in  a  Christian  Science  sanatorium  or  nursing  home  accred- 
ited by  The  First  Church  of  Christ,  Scientist,  in  Boston,  Massachusetts. 

(3)  The  terms  "physician,"  "doctor,"  or  "surgeon"  shall  be  deemed  to  include  a  Christian 
Science  practitioner  listed  in  the  current  issue  of  The  Christian  Science  Journal. 
Benefits  shall  be  payable  for  treatment  given  by  a  Christian  Science  practitioner  in 
accordance  with  the  healing  practices  of  Christian  Science,  including  such  treatment 
that  is  customarily  referred  to  as  "absent  treatment." 

(4)  The  term  "registered  nurse"  or  "graduate  nurse"  shall  be  deemed  to  include  a  Christian 
Science  nurse  listed  in  the  current  issue  olThe  Christian  Science  Journal. 

By  the  terms  of  this  rider  the  insurance  company  shall  not  be  deemed  to  have  waived  its  right 
and  opportunity  to  require  a  physical  examination  of  the  person  of  the  insured  when  and  so  often 
as  it  may  reasonably  require  during  the  pendency  of  any  claim  hereunder.

Dear  Mr.  Nartonis: 

In  answer  to  your  letter,  the  following  is  Chubb  LifeAmerica ' s 
practice  in  handling  Christian  Science  treatment: 

1.  Group  benefits  will  be  provided  when  there  is  a  demonstrable 
injury  or  sickness. 

2.  A  medical  diagnosis  in  the  usual  sense  cannot  be  given  by  a 
Christian  Science  Practitioner.   In  lieu  of  the  usual  Physician 
Statement,  we  will  accept  the  statement  of  the  practitioner 
describing  the  physical  disability  in  lay  terms,  both  for  dis- 
ability income  and  medical  claims. 

3.  Expenses  incurred  in  a  Christian  Science  Sanatorium  for  an 
illness  or  injury  will  be  treated  in  the  same  way  as  a  hospital 
claim.   As  with  any  other  claim,  there  is  no  coverage  for  passive 
confinements  for  rest  (or  study). 

4.  Charges  of  a  Christian  Science  Practitioner  will  be  treated  in  the 
same  way  as  charges  of  a  licensed  physician  both  for  "present"  and 
"absent"  treatment. 

5.  Charges  of  a  Christian  Science  nurse  are  also  covered.   However, 
it  is  our  standard  practice  to  exclude  regular  practical  nurses 
outside  a  hospital  {because  custodial  care  is  not  covered),  and 
since  medical  certification  cannot  be  obtained  on  Christian 
Science  claims,  nursing  benefits  will  be  provided  for  four  weelcs, 
after  which  it  must  be  demonstrated  that  the  condition  is  such 
that  a  regular  medical  claim  would  have  required  registered  nurse 
care  beyond  that  four  wee)c  period. 

6.  A  Christian  Science  Practitioner  or  Nurse  must  be  currently 
recognized  as  such  by  The  Mother  Church,  The  First  Church  of 
Christ,  Scientist,  as  listed  in  The  Christian  Science  Journal. 

7.  As  in  any  claim,  Chubb  LifeAmerica  has  the  right  to  have  the 
patient  examined  by  a  physician  of  its  choice  to  establish  the 
validity  of  claim  and  its  duration.

This  provision  relates  to  the  fees  charged  by  a  Christian  Science  Practitioner  for  care  and  treatment  of  an  injury  or 
illness. 

Theserviceprovidedbythepractitionermustbeaproscribedpracticeof  the  First  Church  of  Christ,  Scientist.  He  or 
she  must  be  listed  in  the  current  Christian  Science  Journal.  Such  services  shall  include;  (a)  treatment  in  the  form 
of  healing,  and;  (b)  absent  treatment  except  expenses  incident  to  that  treatment. 

Then,  coverage  for  the  Christian  Science  Practitioner  fees  shall  be  the  same  as  if  rendered  by  a  Doctor. 

Benefits  for  inpatient  care  shall  be  paid  on  the  same  basis  as  if  rendered  in  a  "hospital".  Such  care  must  meet  the 
healing  practices  of  the  First  Church  of  Christ,  Scientist.  No  benefits  will  be  paid  for  the  purpose  of  rest  or  study. 

The  term  "hospital"  means  a  Christian  Scientist  nursing  home  or  sanitorium  accredited  by  the  Mother  Church  of 
Christ,  Scientist,  in  Boston. 

This  provision  shall  not  waive  the  insurers  right  to  have  a  doctor  it  chooses  examine  the  person  whose  injury  or 
illness  is  the  basis  of  a  claim  under  this  provision.  This  may  be  required  at  reasonable  intervals  until  the  claim  is 
paid.

As  you  requested  in  your  recent  letter,  please  be  advised  that  our 
current  procedures  with  regard  to  Christian  Science  Practitioners 
is  as  follows: 

With  respect  to  individuals  who  follow  the  practice  of  Christian 
Science,  these  individuals  would  not  normally  be  treated  by  a 
medical  doctor,  a  registered  nurse,  or  be  confined  in  a  hospital  as 
defined  by  our  policy.   These  individuals  are  usually  treated  only 
by  a  Christian  Science  practitioner  or,  if  confinement  is 
necessary,  confined  in  a  Christian  Science  home. 

In  such  cases,  for  the  followers  of  Christian  Science,  we  will 
cover  these  charges  provided  that  the  following  requirements  are 
met: 

1.  That  the  illness  or  injury  is  covered  under  our  policies, 

2.  That  the  Christian  Science  Home  is  recognized  by  the  Mother 
Church  in  Boston, 

3.  That  the  Christian  Science  Practitioner  is  recognized  by  the 
Mother  Church  in  Boston,  and 

4.  That  the  individual  is  one  who  is  eligible  for  coverage  under 
our  policies  and  is  listed  as  a  covered  person.

2.  A  diagnosis  or  description  of  the  physical  disability  must  be  provided. 

3.  The  treatments  and  nursing  care  services  must  be  within  the  accepted 
scope  of  the  practitioner  and/or  nurse. 

4.  The  method  of  treatment  and  care  must  be  consistent  with  the  diagnosis 
or  description  of  the  physical  disability. 

5.  We  would  not  provide  benefits  for  those  Scientists  who  go  to  a  sanatorium 
merely  for  spiritual  guidance  or  rest  any  more  than  we  would  contemplate 
payments  to  non-Scientists  who  enter  hospitals  for  such  purpose. 

6.  Our  instructions  to  all  of  our  field  personnel  clearly  indicate  that 
Christian  Science  charges  are  covered  within  normal  plan  limits.

What  form  Is  used? 


You  figure  your  medical  expense  deduction  on  Schedule  A.  Form  1040.  You 
cannot  claim  medical  expenses  on  Form  1040A  or  Form  1040EZ.  A  filled-in  med- 
ical and  dental  expense  section  of  Schedule  A  is  shown  at  the  end  of  this 
publication 


How  much  can 
you  deduct? 


You  can  deduct  only  the  amount  of  your  medical  and  dental  expenses  that  is  more 
than  1.5%  of  your  adjusted  gross  income  shown  on  line  32,  Form  1040. 

In  this  pubhcation,  the  terra  "7.5%  limit"  is  used  to  refer  to  7.5%  of  your  ad- 
justed gross  income.  The  phrase  "subject  to  the  7.5%  limit"  is  also  used.  This 
phrase  means  that  you  must  subtract  7.5%  (.075)  of  your  adjusted  gross  income 
from  your  medical  expenses  to  figure  your  medical  expense  deduction 

Example.    Your  adjusted  gross  income  on  line  32.  Form  1040.  is  $20.000 — 7,5%  of 
which  is  tl.500.  You  paid  medical  expenses  of  $800  in  1992.  You  cannot  deduct 
any  of  your  medical  expenses  because  they  are  not  more  than  7.5%  of  your  adjusted 
gross  income. 

Separate  returns.    If  you  and  your  spouse  file  separate  returns,  each  of  you  can 
include  only  the  medical  expenses  each  actually  paid.  Any  medical  expenses  paid 
out  of  a  joint  checking  account  in  which  you  and  your  spouse  have  the  same 
interest  are  considered  to  have  been  paid  equally  by  each  of  you,  unless  you  can 
show  otherwise- 
Community  property  states.    If  you  and  your  spouse  live  in  a  community 
property  state  and  file  separate  returns,  any  medical  expenses  paid  out  of  commu- 
nity funds  are  divided  equally.  Each  of  you  should  include  half  the  expenses.  If 
medical  expenses  are  paid  out  of  the  separate  funds  of  one  spouse,  only  the  spouse 
who  paid  the  medical  expenses  can  include  them.  If  you  live  in  a  community  prop- 
erty state,  are  marned,  and  file  a  separate  return,  see  Publication  555,  Federal  Tax 
Information  on  Community  Property. 
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Example.    John  has  arthritis  and  a  heart  condition.  He  cannot  climb  iiairs  or  g^-i 
into  a  bathtub.  On  his  doctor's  advice,  he  installs  a  bathroom  with  a  shower  stall  on 
the  first  floor  of  his  rwo-siory  rented  house.  The  landlord  did  not  pay  any  of  the  cost 
of  buying  and  installing  the  special  plumbing  and  did  not  lower  the  rem.  John  can 
include  in  medical  expenses  the  whole  amount  he  paid. 

Sale  of  medical  property.    You  may  have  a  taxable  gain  if  you  sell  medical 
equipment  or  property  you  purchased  and  deducted  as  a  medical  expense  un  your 
tax  return  for  a  previous  year.  The  taxable  gam  is  the  amount  of  the  selling  price 
that  IS  more  than  the  equipment's  adjusted  basis  The  adjusted  basis  is  ihe  portion 
of  the  equipment's  cost  which  was  not  deductible  because  of  the  7  5%  limit  (5% 
for  1983-1986  and  3%  before  1983)  used  to  compute  the  medical  deduction.  Use 
the  formula  below  (with  amounts  from  the  return  on  which  the  equipment  was 
deducted)  to  figure  the  adjusted  basis

Cosmetic  surgery 


Generally,  you  cannot  include  in  medical  expenses  the  amount  you  pay  for 
unnecessary  cosmetic  surgery.  This  applies  to  any  procedure  that  is  directed  at 
improving  the  patient's  appearance  and  does  not  meaningfully  promote  the  proper 
function  of  the  body  or  prevent  or  treat  illness  or  disease  Procedures  such  as  face 
lifts,  hair  transplants,  hair  removal  (electrolysis),  and  liposuction  generally  are  not 
deductible. 

You  can  include  in  medical  expenses  the  amount  you  pay  for  cosmetic  surgery  if  it 
is  necessary  to  improve  a  deformity  ansing  from,  or  directly  related  to.  a 
congenital  abnormality,  a  personal  injury  resulting  from  an  accident  or  trauma,  or 
a  disfigunng  disease.

You  can  include  in  medical  expenses  the  amount  you  pay  to  buy  or  rent  crutches. 
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low  many  of  the  people  pictured  on  the  cover  of  this  Journal  do  you 
know?

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Prophets  at  work 
through  the  ages

In  the  course  of  human 
history,  prophets  have 
made  significant  contri- 
butions to  the  spiritual 
advancement  of  mankind. 
Walking  out  of  a  past  that  could 
no  longer  hold  them  into  a  fu- 
ture of  hope  and  promise, 
prophets  through  the  ages  have 
pointed  human  thinking  away 
from  materialism  toward  the 
purpose  and  will  of  God. 

Today  we  might  be  inclined 
to  dismiss  prophecy  as  an  as- 
pect of  ancient  history.  But 
should  we?  The  certainty  of 
God's  supreme  authority  still 
needs  to  be  seen  and  voiced! 
Whenever  human  conscious- 
ness realizes  that  God's  will  for 
man  is — and  always  has  been — 
entirely  good,  spiritual  proph- 
ecy is  at  work.  A  true  prophet 
— a  role  that  every  spiritually- 
minded  thinker  and  healer  fulfills 
— sees  God-impelled  progress 
for  humanity  by  looking  be- 
yond surface  events  to  the 
present  spiritual  reality.  Mary 
Baker  Eddy,  in  Science  and 
Health  with  Key  to  the  Scrip- 
tures, describes  a  prophet  in 
this  way:  'A  spiritual  seer;  disap- 
pearance of  material  sense  be- 
fore the  conscious  facts  of  spir- 
itual Truth."  ' 

In  Biblical  prophecies,  the 
prophet's  assurance  of  God's 
power  to  save  sometimes  de- 
manded something  of  the  peo- 
ple or  of  an  individual.  These 
could  be  identified  as  the  "if  "  or 


the  "admonition"  prophecies. 
In  other  remarkable  instances, 
the  prophets  simply  declared 
God's  all-power  and  gfxidness 
— unconditionally 

While  prophets  were  pri- 
marily concerned  with  reveal- 
ing God's  will  to  the  people 
regarding  current  challenges, 
they  saw  the  course  of  current 
events  in  the  light  of  God- 
required  development  over 
humanity's  material  outlook. 
Their  words,  viewed  from  the 
perspective  of  later  genera- 
tions, often  take  on  a  broader 
significance.  Moses'  declara- 
tion that  a  prophet  would  be 
raised  up  among  the  people 
(see  Deut.  18:15)  can  be  seen, 
for  example,  as  a  promise  of 
a  future  Messiah.  And  New  Tes- 
tament writers  have  been  able 
to  point  to  the  familiar  Isaiah 
prophecy  (see  Isa.  9:2-7)  as 
foretelling  the  coming  of  Christ 
Jesus  as  the  Saviour  for  mankind 


V^hrist  Jesus,  in  fulfilling  Mes- 
sianic prophecy,  was  the  great- 
est of  all  prophets.  His  spiritual 
vision  and  his  acts  revealed 
God's  complete  divine  author- 
ity over  humanity  His  work 
established  the  foundation  for 
mankind's  continuing  spiritual 
development  and  proof  of  di- 
vine power 

Jesus  said,  "If  ye  continue  in 
my  word,  then  are  ye  my  disci- 
ples indeed;  and  ye  shall  know 


the  truth,  and  the  truth  .shall 
make  you  free  " '  This  was  a 
conditional  prophecy  that  de- 
mands something  of  those  who 
practice  Christianity.  Jesus  also 
said,  "Heaven  and  earth  shall 
pass  away;  but  my  words  shall 
not  pass  away"  '  That  the  truth 
he  taught  would  never  be  extin- 
guished was  an  unconditional 
prophecy. 

Mrs.  Eddy,  a  follower  of 
Christ  Jesus,  believed  in  the  au- 
thenticity of  Scriptural  proph- 
ecy and  iLs  fulfillment.  And  she, 
herself,  often  prophesied  man- 
kind's continuing  spiritual  prog- 
ress. For  example,  in  Science 
and  Health  the  Discoverer  and 
Founder  of  Christian  Science 
writes,  "The  thunder  of  Sinai 
and  the  Sermon  on  the  Mount 
are  pursuing  and  will  overtake 
the  ages,  rebuking  in  their 
course  all  error  and  proclaim- 
ing the  kingdom  of  heaven  on 
earth  "  Pointing  to  the  de- 
mands such  a  prophecy  makes 
on  humanity,  she  comments; 
"Truth  is  revealed.  It  needs  only 
to  be  practised." '' 

Although  the  worid  has 
been  greatly  benefited  by 
prophecy  throughout  its  his- 
tory, it  has  also  been  intimi- 
dated by  the  ongoing  messages 
of  false  prophecy.  People  make 
predictions  frequently — some 
optimistic,  others  pessimistic 
and  speculative  However,  such 
predictions  generally  proceed 
from  the  supposition  that  life  is 
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/o  be  such  a  prophet 

and  to  perceive  the  signs 

of  our  times,  we  have 

to  be  convinced  not  only 

of  God's  ever-present 

goodness  but  also 

of  His  all-power. 


in  matter.  Whether  these  mat- 
ter-based prophecies  are  major 
public  statements  or  minor 
fjersonal  speculations,  they  can 
make  a  significant  impact  on 
our  lives  if  we're  not  alert. 
Agreement  with  the  materialis- 
tic framework  of  the  "logic" 
of  such  prophecies  tends  to 
fulfill  their  predictions  in  our 
exf)erience. 

One  form  of  false  prophecy 
is  cynicism.  A  cynic  sees  the 
present  and  future  essentially 
from  the  basis  of  the  negatives 
of  the  past.  Cynicism  asserts 
that  progress  cannot  happen 
because  of  what  has  not  yet 
been  accomplished.  Cynicism, 
however  is  only  mortal  belief 
that  leads  nowhere. 

What  kind  of  prophesying 
will  we  do — that  which  is  for- 
mulated only  on  material  condi- 
tions with  all  their  shortcom- 
ings and  bleak  horizons?  Or 
will  each  one  of  us  be  a  true 
prophet,  "a  spiritual  seer"  who 
looks  beyond  surface  appear- 
ances to  "the  conscious  facts 
of  spiritual  Truth"?   To  be  such 


a  prophet  and  to  perceive  the 
signs  of  our  times,  we  have  to 
be  convinced  not  only  of  God's 
ever-present  goodness  but  also 
of  His  all-power  Such  convic- 
tion leads  us  to  perceive  Christ, 
the  true  idea  of  God,  healing 
and  saving  humanity. 

Faced  with  terrible  statistics 
on  crime,  drugs,  disease,  and 
sensual  attraction — all  the  ap- 
parent proof  that  mankind  is 
governed  by  evil — will  we  allow 
ourselves  to  be  overwhelmed 
by  what  we  see?  Or  will  we  con- 
secrate our  lives  to  helping  hu- 
manity witness  increasing  signs 
of  God's  omnipotent  goodness 
on  earth? 

As  we  are  impelled  by  the 
activity  of  Christ  in  prayer,  we 
will  maintain  our  own  pro- 
phetic vision.  With  the  ability 
to  grasp  current  human  condi- 
tions in  the  light  of  spiritual  au- 
thority and  prosperity,  we  will 
help  bring  comfort  and  healing 
to  humanity.  Such  Christly  ac- 
tivity breaks  through  traditional 
patterns  of  human  thought  and 
brings  spiritual  renewal  and 
advancement. 


Aoward  the  end  of  his  min- 
istry on  earth,  Jesus  told  his  dis- 
ciples that,  as  a  result  of  his 
prayer,  God  would  send  an- 
other Comforter  Mrs.  Eddy 
identifies  this  Comforter  in 
Science  and  Health  as  Divine 
Science.  Expressing  her  own 
prophetic  vision  of  the  effect  of 
the  Comforter,  she  writes,  "The 
impersonation  of  the  spiritual 
idea  had  a  brief  history  in  the 
earthly  life  of  our  Master;  but 

of  his  kingdom  there  shall  be 
no  end,'  for  Christ,  God's  idea, 
will  eventually  rule  all  nations 
and  peoples — imperatively  ab- 
solutely, finally — with  divine 
Science. " "" 


As  spiritual  prophecy  trans- 
forms the  thinking  of  people, 
it  prepares  the  way  for  genuine 
freedom,  health,  and  dominion

hen  hurricane  Andrew 
was  approaching  south- 
ern Florida,  many  peo- 
ple prayed.  My  wife 
and  I  certainly  did 
Our  prayers,  however,  were  not 
a  pleading  to  God  but  a  striving 
to  understand  more  of  God's 
presence  already  with  each  one. 
caring  and  pro\iding  for  every- 
one who  seemed  threatened. 
We  prayed  to  recognize  that  real 
power  lies  only  in  God,  good. 

Yet  the  hurricane  came.  It 
was  devastating,  with  some 
people  killed,  85,000  left  home- 
less, and  untold  other  damage. 
No  doubt  many  of  those  who 
lost  their  homes  or  suffered  se- 
vere damage  had  been  praying 
earnestly  as  we  had.  So  it 
might  be  tempting  to  feel  that 
prayer  had  failed.  On  the  other 
hand,  others  prayed  and  their 
homes  and  businesses  were 
saved.  So  what  does  all  this  add 
up  to?  Is  prayer  meaningless? 
Does  God  play  favorites,  per- 
haps arbitrarily?  Or  does  God 
even  have  something  to  do  with 
such  disasters? 

Some  legal  language  still 
classifies  natural  disasters,  such 
as  hurricanes,  eanhquakes,  vol- 
canic eruptions,  floods,  fires,  as 
"acts  of  God. "  And  many  peo- 
ple accept  disasters  as  Gods 
will.  Such  a  sense  of  God  is  not 
one  I  could  ever  relate  to  or 
pray  to.  Yet  we  do  read  in  the 
Bible,  "Thou  shalt  be  NTsited  of 


the  Lord  of  hosts  with  thunder, 
and  with  earthquake,  and  great 
noise,  with  storm  and  tempest, 
and  the  flame  of  devouring 
fire." '  And,  "I  make  peace,  and 
create  evil:  I  the  Lord  do  all 
these  things."  -  This  could  seem 
like  Biblical  authority  for  that 
concept  of  a  vengeful  God! 

On  the  other  hand,  the 
Bible  also  says,  "God  saw  every 
thing  that  he  had  made,  and,  be- 
hold, it  was  very  gtxxl."  '  And, 
"Thou  |God|  an  of  purer  eyes 
than  to  behold  evil,  and  canst 
not  look  on  iniquity."  '  And  this 
assurance  for  a  devastated  area: 
"The  spirit  of  the  Lord  God  is 
upon  me;  because  the  Lord  .  . 
hath  sent  me  to  bind  up  the  bro- 
kenhearted ...  to  appoint  unto 
them  that  mourn  in  Zion,  to 
give  unto  them  beauty  for  ashes 
.  . .  the  garment  of  praise  for  the 
spirit  of  heaviness  ....  And 
they  shall  build  the  old  wastes, 
they  shall  raise  up  the  former 
desolations,  and  they  shall  re- 
pair the  waste  cities." ' 

Doesn't  this  view  of  God 
contradict  what  the  other 
verses  appear  to  be  saying? 
How  do  we  reconcile  them?  If 
we  take  them  just  literally,  per- 
haps blindly,  these  passages  are 
indeed  contradictory.  'We  need 
a  different  Wewpoint. 

For  instance,  one  day  while 
sitting  in  a  hotel  room,  I  looked 
up  from  the  work  I  was  doing 
and  was  puzzled     I  hadn't  no- 


ticed it  before,  but  the  straight- 
backed  chair  by  the  desk  was 
lopsided  because  one  side  of 
the  back  terminated  in  a  large 
knob  and  the  other  side  didn't 
Why  the  incoasLStency?  While  I 
was  puzzling  over  it,  I  happened 
to  move  my  head.  The  chair 
suddenly  changed — no  more 
knob.  It  was  the  doorknob  way 
behind  it!  But  from  that  one 
viewpoint  it  looked  exacdy  as 
if  it  had  been  attached  to  the 
chair.  I  didn't  have  to  change 
the  chair  to  remove  the  incon- 
sistency. Just  my  viewpoint. 


A  here's  a  book  that  changes 
our  viewpoint  in  such  a  way 
that  we  see  the  consistency  of 
the  Bibles  inspired  message. 
The  book  is  Science  and  Health 
with  Key  to  the  Scriptures.  Its 
author,  Mary  Baker  Eddy,  was 
>  deep  spiritual  thinker.  She 
couldn't  reconcile  the  harsh, 
vengeful  God  she  had  heard 
about  from  the  pulpit  with  her 
sense  of  God  as  good,  as  uni- 
versal, impartial,  divine  Love. 

She  herself  experienced 
tragedy,  deprivation,  poverty, 
chronic  ill  health,  and  even  the 
threat  of  death.  She  had  ex- 
plored various  medical  and 
other  types  of  cure,  none  of 
which  brought  more  than  tem- 
porary relief  From  girlhood  she 
was  searching  the  Scriptures  for 
a  deeper  understanding  of  God.

Finally  she  found  for  herself 
healing  on  a  purely  spiritual 
basis.  And  she  found  a  thor- 
oughly consistent  view  of  God. 

Later  she  wrote  in  Science 
and  Health:  "In  Isaiah  we  read: 
'I  make  peace,  and  create  evil. 
I  the  Lord  do  all  these  things;' 
but  the  prophet  referred  to  di- 
\Tne  law  as  stirring  up  the  belief 
in  evil  to  its  utmost,  when 
bringing  it  to  the  surface  and 
reducing  it  to  its  common  de- 
nominator, notfiingness" '  And 
elsewhere  in  the  same  book, 
after  listing  such  things  as  earth- 
quake, wind  and  wave,  lightning 
and  fire,  she  explains:  "The 
manifestations  of  evil,  which 
counterfeit  divine  justice,  are 
called  in  the  Scriptures,  The 
anger  of  the  Lord.'  In  reality, 
they  show  the  self-destruction 
of  error  or  matter  and  point  to 
matter's  opposite,  the  strength 
and  permanency  of  Spirit." " 
Spirit,  of  course,  is  a  Biblical 
name  for  God,  indicating  His 
nature  as  an  all-pervading  pres- 
ence, utterly  nonmaterial,  to- 
tally good. 

From  this  enlightened  view- 
point Mrs.  Eddy  found  in  the 
Bible  the  consistency  of  law — 
the  impartial,  universal,  divine 
law  of  irreversible  good.  And 
this  law  of  good — as  we  under- 
stand and  trust  it — acts  as  a  law 
of  restoration  of  harmony  and 
normalc\'  where\'er  there's  been 
loss  or  devastation.  In  turning 
to  divine  law  we're  not  ignoring 
evil  but  helping  to  expose  its 
falsity.  We  don't  try  to  explain 
a  falsity  but  to  recognize  it  for 
what  it  is — a  lie. 

That's  how  Christ  Jesus  de- 
fined evil — "a  liar,  and  the  fa- 
ther of  it  " '  Jesus  didn't  reason 
with  evil  or  try  to  find  justifica- 
tion for  it.  He  simply  got  rid 
of  it,  whether  it  appeared  as 
disease,  contagion,  moral  de- 


pravir>-,  malice,  tempest,  hunger, 
even  death.  And  he  did  all 
this  through  prayer  alone,  the 
prayer  of  understanding  the 
true  nature  of  God  as  total 
good,  and  the  true  nature  of 
man  as  the  very  likeness  of  God 
and  hence  altogether  spiritual 
and  good. 

lesus  lived  closer  to  God,  exer- 
cised more  dominion  over  de- 
structive forces  including  tem- 
pest, and  prayed  more 
effectively  than  anyone  else 
who  has  ever  walked  this  earth. 
And  yet  he  ended  up  being 
nailed  to  a  cross,  then  buried  in 
a  tomb.  Did  this  look  like  glori- 
ous victory?  Does  it  mean  his 
prayers  failed?  To  his  disciples 
it  looked  like  utter  defeat. 
Tragedy  But  of  course  this  was 
not  the  end.  Crucifixion  led 
to  resurrection,  resurrection  to 
ascension. 

Jesus'  resurrection  has  a 
message  for  all  of  us.  The  Chris- 
tian Science  textbook.  Science 
and  Health,  defines  the  term 
resurrection,  in  its  spiritual 
sense,  this  way:  "Spiritualization 
of  thought;  a  new  and  higher 
idea  of  immortality,  or  spirittial 
existence;  material  belief  yield- 
ing to  spiritual  understanding." ' 

Since  I've  been  here  in 
Florida,  I've  spoken  to  people 
who  fiave  suffered  devastating 
loss,  and  they've  all  evidenced 
some  measure  of  such  resurrec- 
tion. Material  things  have  be- 
come less  important.  They've 
gained  a  greater  sense  of  real, 
spiritual  substance. 

A  woman  whose  home  was 
totally  destroyed  has  found  this 
whole  experience  proving  to 
her  what  Mrs.  Eddy  discovered 
when  she  wTote,  "I  learned  long 
ago  that  the  world  could  nei- 
ther deprive  me  of  something 


nor  give  me  anything,  and  I 
have  now  one  ambition  and 
one  joy" '°  My  friend  is  also 
finding  that  through  turning  to 
Gcxl,  any  disaster  or  loss  can  be 
turned  into  a  blessing. 

One  of  the  blessings  ob- 
served by  several  people  has 
been  a  gready  increased  sense 
of  caring  for  and  about  one 
another  throughout  the  whole 
community.  In  addition,  there 
are  all  those  who  have  sprung 
into  action  to  help  in  intelligent 
ways  with  the  many  steps  of 
reconstruction.  It's  important, 
though,  to  help  ensure  that 
these  qualities  of  goodness  and 
intelligent  service  will  ever  re- 
main active  to  give  a  permanent 
luster  to  communities. 

How  can  we  ensure  this 
permanence?  By  recognizing 
tfiat  such  qualities,  though  ex- 
pressed humanly,  actually  have 
a  divine  basis.  They're  evi- 
dence of  God  in  action.  They  il- 
lustrate the  Cfiristliness  in  each 
one  being  brought  to  light.  And 
being  God-based,  this  gcxxl- 
ness  is  permanent.  It  can  never 
be  eroded  or  corroded,  dis- 
rupted or  corrupted,  depleted 
or  deleted.  Such  goodness  can 
never  be  knocked  down  or 
blown  away  or  burned  up.  It 
is  indestructible  because  it  is 
the  permanent  expression  of  the 
permanent  good  that  is  God. 

This  realization  helps  us 
deal  with  the  opposite  traits 
that  often  crop  up — impatience 
at  delays,  anger,  fiTjstration,  bu- 
reaucratic bungling,  greed,  self- 
pit\',  hopelessness,  despair,  and 
soon.  If  we  recognize  these  as 
errors,  not  facts — as  lies  claim- 
ing that  God's  goodness  is  ei- 
ther absent  or  negated — we  can 
learn  to  separate  such  traits 
from  our  concept  of  the  individ- 
uals who  seem  to  be  possessed 
by  them,  including  ourselves. 
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This  will  enable  us  to  heal  these 
errors,  to  get  rid  of  them 
through  the  understanding  that 
they  arc  worthless,  substance- 
less,  having  no  place  in  the 
goodness  of  God's  man — the 
real  you,  the  real  me,  the  real 
everyone. 

Be  alert,  then,  to  recognize 
goodness  wherever  it's  found 
as  having  the  whole  power  of 
God  behind  it,  and  to  identif>' 
evil,  however  aggressive,  as  a 
lie  having  nothing  behind  it. 
This  will  help  to  perpetuate  all 
that's  good  and  to  annihilate 
all  that  would  oppose  good. 
This  is  God's  law  of  restora- 
tion in  action.  It's  an  aspect  of 
resurrection. 

Now,  how  can  we  deal  with 
some  of  the  specific  needs  for 
restoration  arising  out  of  any 
disaster?  Perhaps  the  most  dev- 
astating occurrence  other  than 
the  loss  of  relatives  or  friends 
would  be  the  complete  loss  of 
a  house  and  all  our  possessions. 
How  can  we  cope  with  that? 

A  man  whose  house  was 
destroyed  told  me  how  much 
he  valued  what  he  was  learning 
about  the  difference  between 
a  house  and  a  home.  A  house 
might  be  burglarized,  damaged, 
destroyed;  a  home,  never — 
if  we  understand  what  home 
really  is. 


Ho 


Lome  is  where  we  dwell 
mentally.  It's  alwa>'s  with  us.  In 
its  truest  sense,  it's  the  Godlike 
qualities  we  entertain  in 
consciousness — qualities  like 
harmony,  joy,  love,  caring,  pa- 
tience, beauty,  order,  vitality, 
activity,  intelligence,  expansive- 
ness,  fearlessness,  health,  cre- 
ativitN',  spirituality,  peace.  These 
are  not  material,  hence  they're 
not  destructible.  They're  God- 
derived,  and  thus  permanent. 


The  more  we  consciously  enter- 
tain them,  dwell  in  them,  the 
more  they'll  permeate  our 
whole  life.  And  then  we'll  in- 
evitably find  or  build  an  appro- 
priate shelter  to  put  our  home 
in.  It  may  be  a  house  or  condo- 
minium or  apartment,  or  some- 
times a  motel  room,  a  tent,  a 
trailer,  a  boat,  or  even  a  sleep- 
ing bag  under  a  starry  sky. 
Home  is  wherever  we  are. 

The  Bible  lifts  us  to  the 
highest  sense  of  home  when 
the  Psalmist  speaks  of  dwell- 
ing "in  the  secret  place  of  the 
most  High,"  abiding  "under  the 
shadowof  the  Almighty."  "  And 
the  twenty-third  Psalm  con- 
cludes, "I  will  dwell  in  the  house 
of  the  Lord  for  ever,"  "  which 
Mrs.  Eddy  interprets  spiritually 
as  dwelling  forever  in  "the  con- 
sciousness of  Love"  "  — the  di- 
vine Love  that  is  God.  The  best 
form  of  home  maintenance  is 
the  consistent  prayer  that  lifts 
us  into  this  consciousness  of 
Love  and  keeps  us  there. 

I've  spoken  to  people 
whose  houses  were  not  lost  but 
have  told  of  how  they've  had  to 
wrestle  with  a  sense  of  guilt. 
'"Why  me?  ^X'hat  have  I  done  to 
deserve  this?  I'm  no  better  than 
my  friend  or  neighbor  whose 
house  was  destroyed. "  Maybe 
so.  But  as  indicated  before.  e\il 
is  never  logical.  It  never  makes 
sense.  And  we  won't  find  an  an- 
swer by  delving  more  and  more 
into  the  "why"  of  evil  but  by 
learning  more  about  the  true 
nature  of  God  and  His  creation. 

Because  we're  absolutely 
con\inced  that  Thursday  comes 
before  Friday,  we  would  never 
be  tempted  to  ask  why  Friday 
comes  before  Thursday,  even 
if  someone  had  written  it  that 
way  We  know  it's  just  an  error 
and  never  true  nor  real.  So  with 
the  question  of  evil's  seeming 


reality.  It's  always  a  seeming, 
never  a  being. 

No  matter  how  real  or  dev- 
astating evil  may  appear  to  the 
material  view  of  things,  when 
measured  against  the  reality  of 
the  spiritual  view — the  state  of 
consciousness  that  Jesus  re- 
ferred to  as  "the  kingdom  of 
Gtxi" — evil  can  be  recognized 
as  a  seeming  and  not  an  actual 
being.  Then  we  lose  the  temp- 
tation to  ask  "why "  and  get  on 
with  the  work  of  gaining  do- 
minion over  evil's  seeming 
domination. 

Just  because  people  who 
have  prayed  have  experienced 
different  results,  this  doesn't 
mean  prayer  is  ineffective. 
Rather,  it  illustrates  how  the  an- 
swer to  prayer  conforms  to  the 
variety  of  individual  needs  and 
circumstances.  At  the  same 
time  it  reminds  us  that  we  all 
need  to  pray  better,  to  grow  in 
spiritual  understanding,  in  order 
to  reach  anything  near  the  con- 
sistent efficacy  of  Jesus'  healing 
prayers. 

Nevertheless,  of  the  people 
I've  spoken  to  after  disasters 
like  hurricanes  or  fires,  I  know 
that  the  prayers  of  those  whose 
houses  were  destroyed  have 
helped  them  greatly  in  making 
needed  adjustments  and  in 
maintaining  a  buoyant  attitude. 
And  those  whose  houses  were 
saved  have  been  able,  through 
their  prayers,  to  rise  above  the 
sense  of  guilt  they  may  have 
wrestled  with  for  a  while  and  to 
realize  they're  now  in  a  position 
to  be  of  help  to  people  with 
greater  problems  to  meet. 

Every  individual  victory 
through  prayer  contributes  to 
healing  the  world,  for  it  elimi- 
nates some  phase  of  limiting, 
mortal  belief  So  no  matter  how 
big  or  how  far  away  or  how  dev- 
astating a  community  or  world 
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problem  may  seem,  we  can 
always  make  a  meaningful  con- 
tribution through  prayer  and 
through  our  individual  proofs 
of  God's  power  And  we  can 
know  that  prayer  is  effective 
because  it's  expressing  ever- 
present,  universal  law— God's 
law  of  restoration — and  letting 
that  law  change  human  con- 
sciousness and  hence  change 
human  experience. 

That's  why  we  never  need  to 
feel  helpless  before  hurricane  or 
fire,  earthquake  or  flood.  Jesus 
stilled  storms  through  prayer 
We  too  can  work  at  disaster  pre- 
vention of  all  kinds  through 
prayer  Our  worid,  which  looks 
so  physical,  is  actually  far  more 
mental  than  we  realize.  Our  ex- 
perience of  it  is  subjective — our 
experience  manifests  what  we're 
taking  into  our  tliinking.  Some 
of  the  most  destructive  hurri- 
canes are  mental  ones — 
outbursts  of  anger,  temper,  ha- 
tred, revenge,  pi:ejud[ice,  malice, 
fear. 

Every  time  we're  tempted 
to  lay  someone  low  with  a  burst 
of  temper,  but  we  hold  it  and 
quietly  recognize  God's  con- 
trol, we  still  a  hurricane.  Every 
time  we're  tempted  to  bluster 
away  in  anger,  hatred,  prejudice, 
but  we  stop  and  let  patience 
and  compassion  and  reason- 
ableness take  over,  we've  stilled 
a  hurricane.  Every  time  fear 
would  lay  us  low  with  sickness 
or  disease,  but  we  say  "no"  to 
it  and  yield  to  the  peace  and 
power  of  divine  Love,  we've 
stilled  a  hurricane.  And  we'll 
rise  up  healed,  just  the  way  the 
disciple  Peter's  mother-in-law 
did  when  she  was  sick  with  a 
fever.  The  Bible  tells  us  that 
Jesus  "came  and  took  her  by 
the  hand,  and  lifted  her  up; 
and  immediately  the  fever  left 
her,  and  she  ministered  unto 


them."  "  No  recuperation  pe- 
riod. No  aftereffects.  Just  im- 
mediate usefulness. 

Such  is  the  power  of  the 
Christ  as  Jesus  expressed  it. 
And  it's  just  as  present  today  for 
you  and  me  to  express.  It's  this 
Christ-power  that  stills  storms 
in  individual  thoughts  and  lives. 
And  each  of  these  victories  con- 
tributes to  preventing  the  col- 
lective blowouts  in  communi- 
ties. As  these  mental  tempests 
are  quenched  in  individuals  and 
communities,  this  will  steadily 
produce  a  mental  climate — 
really  a  spiritually  mental  cli- 
mate— in  which  physical  tem- 
pests will  become  less  and  less 
possible.  And  the  same  applies 
to  other  disasters  like  earth- 
quake, drought,  flood,  fire, 
even  accident  and  crime. 

Any  notion  that  such  disas- 
ters could  ever  be  the  will  of 
God,  or  have  anything  to  do 
with  God,  must  come  from  a 
misapprehension  of  the  true 
nature  of  God.  God  is  infinite, 
indestructible  good — a  power 
and  a  presence  always  with  us. 
operating  through  spiritual  law, 
which  is  always  available  to  lift 
us  out  of  the  effects  of  disas- 
ter, loss,  grief,  disease,  crime, 
poverty,  hopelessness,  out  of 
whatever  would  deprive  us  of 
harmony  and  normalcy. 

If  we  don't  feel  this  presence 
of  God,  perhaps  it's  as  though 
we're  standing  outside  in  the 
sunshine  with  our  eyes  dosed 
and  complaining  of  seeing  only 
darkness.  That's  not  the  fault  of 
the  sunshine!  All  we  have  to  do 
is  open  our  eyes.  So  we  have  to 
open  our  thought  to  perceive 
God.  And  that  opening  of 
thought  is  prayer  that  makes  us 
receptive  to  the  transforming 
and  restoring  effect  of  God's  law 
in  our  consciousness  and  hence 
in  our  whole  experience. 


We  noted  that  the  tragedy 
of  Jesus'  crucifixion  led  to  the 
triumph  of  resurrection  and 
that  out  of  hurricane  and  its 
devastation  can  come — and 
are  coming — many  resurrec- 
tion experiences.  If  we  see  res- 
urrection as  spiritualization  of 
thought,  we  realize  that  it's  on- 
going, daily  And  it  will  provide 
the  means  of  meeting  all  the 
challenges  arising  out  of  a  disas- 
ter and  the  rebuilding. 

And  we  spoke  of  the  need 
to  still  mental  tempests  in  our- 
selves and  our  communities. 
This  is  the  best  method  of  disas- 
ter prevention. 

If  you  engage  in  daily  disas- 
ter extinction  and  daily  resur- 
rection, you'll  be  contributing 
magnificently  to  building  and 
rebuilding  a  model  community 
that  all  the  world  will  look  up 
to.  And  you'll  be  a  fitting  recip- 
ient of  this  great  promise  from 
the  book  of  Isaiah:  "And  the 
Lord  shall  guide  thee  continu- 
ally ....  And  they  that  shall  be 
of  thee  shall  build  the  old  waste 
places:  thou  shalt  raise  up  the 
foundations  of  many  genera- 
tions; and  thou  shalt  be  called, 
The  repairer  of  the  breach.  The 
restorer  of  paths  to  dwell  in  "  "

Science  and  Health  and  its  relationship 
to  the  practice  of  Christian  Science

series  offiiv  special  meetings 
tvas  held  on  Tuesckiv  foltow- 
ing  this  year's  Annual  Meet- 
ing of  The  Mother  Church,  to 
cojufider  the  transforming  impact 
of  the  Christian  Science  textbook. 
Science  and  Health  with  Key  lo  the 
Sciipturcs  by  .Mary  Haker  l-.ddy 
The  meetings  looked  specifically 
at  the  relationship  of  Science  and 
Health  to  five  Church  Manual- 
based  actiriiies. 

A  team  of  two  or  three  stu- 
dents of  Chri.'slian  Science  whose 
working  lives  have  been  largely 
devoted  to  serving  the  public 
through  these  frontline  activities 
of  Church  conducted  the  meet- 
ings. There  wets  a  lively  exchange 
of  ideas,  practical  experience, 
and  good  humor  in  each  session 
II  was  clear  that  Science  and 
Health,  in  permanent  compan- 
iotiship  with  the  Bible,  continues 
to  bring  transformation  and  heal- 
ing around  the  world. 

Nearly  one  hundred  years 
ago.  in  189i.  Mrs.  Eddy  ordained 
the  Bible  and  Science  and  Health 
as  pastor  of  her  Church  Hourly, 
daily,  the  pastor  fulfills  the  essen- 
tial functions  of  a  church  preach- 
ing, teaching,  and  healing 

In  this  issue  we  begin  with  a 
report  on  "Science  and  Health 
and  its  relationship  to  the  practice 
of  Christian  Science. "  Oi>er  the 
next  few  months  ;Ae  Journal  will 
carry  reports  on  the  textbook's 
relationship  to  Sunday  School: 
Christian  Science  organizations 
on  university  and  college  cam- 
puses; Christian  Science  lectures; 
and  Reading  Rooms. 


It  was  like  eavesdropping  on 
a  conversation,  only  the  speakers 
wanted  us  to  listen  in.  During  a 
ninety-minute  meeting,  Jean  Stark 
Hcbenstreit.  C.S.B.,  of  Kansas 
City,  Missouri,  and  Desmond  J 
Hill,  C.S.B.,  of  Sydney,  Australia, 
explored  the  practice  of  healing 
through  prayer  as  they  have 
learned  it  from  the  Scriptures 
and  .Science  and  Health  The 
Bible  and  Science  and  Health 
were  often  quoted,  but  their  dia- 
logue, like  the  two  books  they 
love  and  live  by,  flowed  more 
from  their  long  experience  as 
Christian  healers.  It  expressed 
their  ioy  in  following  Christ  Jesus' 
command  "Heal  the  sick." ' 

Both  Mrs.  Hebenstreit  and 
Mr.  Hill  have  served  their  Church 
in  many  capacities.  They  are 
Christian  Science  teachers  and 
have  served  on  The  Christian  Sci- 
ence Board  of  Lectureship.  As 
you'll  see  in  these  excerpts  from 
their  conversation,  though,  it  is 
perhaps  the  office  of  practitioner 
they  most  love.  They  share  an 
expectancy  that  those  who  hear 
(and  read)  their  conversation  will 
want  to  taste  this  joy  themselves 
in  their  own  healing  work.  We 
join  them  just  after  their  intro- 
duction of  each  other 

Jean:  Truth  is  revealed  in  its 
full  statement  in  the  textbook; 
it's  the  practice  of  Christian  Sci- 
ence that  will  open  the  kingdom 
of  heaven  on  earth.  And  that's 
for  every  individual,  isn't  it.  Why? 
Because  there's  no  mass  man, 
there's  no  mass  consciousness. 
We  can  safely  say  that  no  circum- 
stance in  your  entire  career,  no 


matter  how  fortunate  it  may 
seem  to  have  been,  can  equal 
the  circumstance  that  you  have 
now  in  your  pos.session — the 
full  statement  of  Divine  Science, 
the  Comforter,  in  Science  and 
Health  This  textbook  explains 
the  Science  of  Christ,  the  Science 
of  God  and  man 

Desmond:  When  we  talk 
about  Science  we're  talking  about 
the  fundamental  laws  of  reality. 
We  want  to  think  about  the  practi- 
tioner in  each  of  us.  That  takes 
Science  and  Health  from  being 
a  book  we  like  to  read,  to  being  a 
book  that  has  application  to  any 
circumstance  we  find  ourselves 
in.  The  world  has  need  of  Chris- 
tian Science  practice.  It's  a  great 
work  to  see  sin,  sickness,  disease, 
indifference,  at)ate  because  we 
care  enough  and  love  enough  to 
see  our  fellowman  as  the  image 
and  likeness  of  God.  Isn't  that 
what  the  master  Christian  did? 

Jean:  Let's  consider  an  inci- 
dent that  occurred  on  a  beach.  A 
man  was  walking  along.  He  saw 
a  couple  of  fellows  working  on  a 
boat.  Without  any  fanfare,  without 
handing  them  a  brochure,  he  ap- 
proached them  with  the  ultimate 
career  opportunity  on  earth.  He 
said,  "Follow  me,  and  I  will  make 
you  fishers  of  men." '  What  a 
wonderful  invitation  that  was.  The 
Interpreter 's  Bible  says  that  Christ 
Jesus  saw  in  them  not  only  where 
they  were  but  also  their  poten- 
tialities for  being  forces  in  the 
kingdom  of  God.  What  an  un- 
matchable  offer!  And  what  an 
equally  direct  response.  The  Bible 
says.  And  they  straightway  left 
their  nets,  and  followed  him."  ^ 
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Desmond:  Imagine  Jesus 
and  his  disciples  walking  tlirough 
a  village.  They  came  across  a 
man  who  had  been  born  blind. 
Ever  find  such  circumstances 
today?  We  confront  them  all  the 
time.  The  disciples  were  guess- 
ing, theorizing,  groping  around 
for  a  cause  of  the  problem,  when 
really  no  problem  existed  in  the 
man's  true  nature.  What  did 
Jesus  do?  He  responded,  "Nei- 
ther hath  this  man  sinned,  nor 
his  parents:  but  that  the  works  of 
God  should  be  made  manifest  in 
him."  ^  That  was  the  practitioner 
in  Jesus,  the  Christ,  the  spirit 
of  Truth  in  consciousness.  As 
Science  and  Health  says,  ". . .  this 
correct  view  of  man  healed  tfie 
sick." ""  It  restored  the  blind 
man's  sight.  And  that's  what 
Christian  Science  practice  is. 

Jean:  Jesus  never  authenti- 
cated a  case,  never  said  to  the 
multitudes.  Now  I  know  what  got 
you  into  this,  but  the  Science  of 
Christ  will  get  you  out.  Jesus  had 
the  spiritual  assessment  of  this 
work.  He  knew  it  was  God- 
inspired,  God-directed,  and  God- 
upheld;  and  we  need  that  same 
Christly  consciousness  in  order 
to  deal  with  any  reluctance  to 
pray  Monal  mind  will  try  to  get 
you  to  do  anything  else.  You 
know  .  .  .  when  the  taxes  are  fin- 
ished, when  the  children  go  back 
to  school .  .  .  always  postponing 
the  joy  of  the  healing  practice. 

Desmond:  I  was  a  farmer  in 
the  years  preceding  my  being 
listed  in  the  Journal.  But  I  was 
a  whole  lot  better  farmer  be- 
cause I  was  also  already  practic- 
ing healing. 

Jean:  The  textbook  teaches: 
"We  must  abandon  pharmaceu- 
tics, and  take  up  ontology, —  the 
science  of  real  being.'  We  must 
look  deep  into  realism  instead  of 
accepting  only  the  outward  sense 
of  things." "  Then  we  can  really 
go  fishing  for  men.  We  catch  them 
for  restoration,  for  healing.  And, 


of  course,  the  biggest  fish  you're 
ever  going  to  catch  is  yourself 

Desmond:  The  practice  has 
to  be  seen  as  Christianity  in  oper- 
ation. Christianity  is  still  valid; 
the  Bible  is  still  true.  It  needs 
only  to  be  practiced.  A  great  au- 
thor said  that  Christianity  hasn't 
failed,  we  have  failed  to  practice 
it.  Now,  that  really  got  me 
hooked.  And  the  Bible  became 
a  good  friend;  1  was  finding  heal- 
ings coming  from  loving  the 
Bible  more.  Somebody  once  was 
having  difficulty  breathing.  The 
simplicity  of  the  Sermon  on  the 
Mount  brought  that  healing.  She 
told  me,  "As  I  thought  about 
those  Beatitudes,  I  could  see  'the 
condition  and  the  promise'  you 
talk  about."  She  realized  that  "the 
pure  in  heart"  could  be  likened 
to  what  you  take  in,  the  seeing 
of  God  to  what  you  breathe 
out.  That  woman  was  healed  of 
asthma  by  getting  to  the  Bible. 

Jean:  Mrs.  Eddy  says,  '"The 
Bible  contains  the  recipe  for  all 
healing."  If  you've  got  a  Bible, 
you've  got  the  recipe.  Now,  a 
recipe  isn't  going  to  do  a  lot  of 
good  if  you  don't  get  the  ingredi- 
ents together  and  get  some  action. 

Desmond:  It's  a  much  more 
jovful  practice  when  we  know 
what  we're  working  with.  All  the 
power  of  God  behind  us,  around 
us,  and  available  to  us,  is  far 
greater  than  anything  that  might 
seem  to  be  before  us.  If  we  look 
at  the  practice  from  that  stand- 
point and  stand  on  the  truth,  we 
can  let  the  truth  do  the  work.  It 
requires  humility.  .  .  .  Never  get 
casual  about  the  statements  in 
Science  and  Health  If  I  get  cas- 
ual about  them  and  just  read  them, 
nothing  much  happens.  But  if  I 
know  them,  feel  them,  yield  to 
them,  1  find  healing  comes. 

I'm  frequendy  called  today 
about  people  not  having  a  job, 
about  being  too  old  to  be  re- 
trained and  reemployed.  People 
are  told  awful  things  about  their 


identity  and  their  usefulness.  I 
say,  "Well,  the  first  thing  I  want 
you  to  do  is  fire  me."  Our  work 
is  to  get  true  identity-  established. 
Lean  on  the  power  of  those  state- 
ments in  our  textbooks,  yield  to 
the  power  of  them,  pray  them, 
love  them.  That's  what  heals,  and 
that's  a  joyous  work. 

Jean:  We're  also  hearing  a  lot 
about  health  care  today  Jesus 
gave  the  ultimate  health-care  sys- 
tem: ""Ye  shall  know  the  truth, 
and  the  truth  shall  make  you 
free."  *  And  that's  the  only  way 
The  textbook  says,  "If  God  heals 
not  the  sick,  they  are  not  healed, 
for  no  lesser  power  equals  the  in- 
finite All-power;  but  God.  Truth, 
Life.  Love,  does  heal  the  sick 
through  the  prayer  of  the  right- 
eous."' Right  thinking,  right  act- 
ing; only  that  will  heal.  Because 
thought  is  always  externalized, 
objectified,  whatever  is  held  in 
thought  is  not  long  out  of  experi- 
ence. And  that's  why  we  want 
to  bring  every  thought,  not  every 
other  thought,  into  conformity 
with  the  Christ. 

Desmond:  The  works  that 
are  to  be  done  by  you  and  me  will 
be  done  as  we  turn,  like  Jesus,  to 
the  one  God  and  know  no  Mind 
apan  from  God. 

Jean:  Let's  talk  for  a  min- 
ute about  animal  magnetism. 
Mrs.  Eddy  says,  'Animal  mag- 
netism, hypnotism,  etc .  are  dis- 
armed by  the  practitioner  who 
excludes  from  his  own  con- 
sciousness, and  that  of  his  pa- 
tients, all  sense  of  the  realism  of 
any  other  cause  or  effect  save 
that  which  cometh  from  God. 
And  he  should  teach  his  students 
to  defend  themselves  from  all 
evil,  and  to  heal  the  sick,  by  rec- 
ognizing the  supremacy  and  all- 
ness  of  good.  This  epitomizes 
what  heals  all  manner  of  sickness 
and  disease,  moral  or  physical."  '° 
Is  that  a  good  start? 

Desmond:  That  is  so  true. 
The   wa)"s   of  handling   animal 
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magnetism  are  not  difficult.  Let's 
never  feel  tfiat  animal  magnetism 
is  something  tfiat  ha.s  power 
Thai's  the  very  trick  it  plays 
Those  facets  of  animal  mag- 
netism I  get  to  pretry  early  are 
those  involving  personal  sense 
Scholasticism  is  not  about  peo- 
ple; it's  really  about  systems  of 
religious  thought  that  prevail 
around  us.  Science  and  Health 
says,  "Scholasticism  clings  for  sal- 
vation to  the  person,  instead  of 
to  the  divine  Principle,  of  the  man 
Jesus,  and  his  Science,  the  cura- 
tive agent  of  God,  is  silenced."  " 

The  role  of  the  practitioner  Is 
to  yield  and  get  close  to  God  and 
God's  power  Then  we  won't  be 
clinging  to  person  in  any  shape 
or  form.  That's  handling  animal 
magnetism.  Christian  Science  is 
a  system  of  divine  metaphysics 
working  out  from  a  perfect  cause 
to  a  perfect  effect.  Perfect  God 
and  perfect  man.  That  includes 
the  practitioner  being  that  per- 
fect man.  not  only  the  patient 
All  the  personal  opinions  we  are 
asked  to  indulge,  or  temptations 
put  before  us,  are  easy  to  resist 
because  we  know  who  we  are. 
We  know  we're  here  as  God's 
child,  about  our  Father's  business. 

Jean:  And  yet  we  do  it  on 
our  own,  at  one  with  God.  The 
Bible  says,  And  God  wrought 
special  miracles  by  the  hands  of 
Paul."  "  Paul  was  not  separate 
from  those  works  but  knew  their 
source  was  God,  and  that's  how 
they  came  about.  Mrs  Eddy  cuts 
animal  magnetism  down  when 
she  calls  it  "a  mere  negation."  " 
That's  something  we  are  aware 
of  and  yet  are  not  intimidated  by 
at  all. 

Desmond:  We  really  do 
have  all  the  life,  the  love,  the  lib- 
erty we  need;  all  the  capacity  to 
think  and  act  rightly  is  ours.  I 
have  to  prepare  myself  for  the 
practice  every  day  It  doesn't  just 
happen.  You  have  to  find  that 
relationship  to  God  that  is  fixed; 


then  it's  feeding  and  sustaining 
and  nourishing  your  thought. 

Jean:  And  how  that  opens 
the  door  for  what  you  can  do! 
Mrs.  Eddy  makes  a  most  provoc- 
ative statement  when  she  says, 
"Man  Ls  Gcxl's  image  and  like- 
ness; whatever  Ls  possible  to 
God,  is  possible  to  man  as  God's 
reflection""  And  that's  why 
we're  so  encouraged  about  the 
individual's  capacity  to  demon- 
strate God's  power  to  heal  the  sick. 

Desmond:  Jean,  if  1  were  to 
summarize  .some  of  the  funda- 
mentals of  Christian  Science,  I'd 
say  it's  telling  us  that  everyone  is 
at  one  with  God  And  the  realiza- 
tion of  this  great  spiritual  truth 
is  what's  meant  by  "knowing  the 
truth."' 

Jean:  And  it's  good,  when 
we  think  of  the  synonyms  for 
God,  to  think  of  them  with  ac- 
tion, with  power  It's  not  just 
knowing  afeou/  the  truth,  it's  that 
the  truth  is  with  power  It  acts,  it 
does  something, 

Desmond:  It's  God  active  in 
our  lives — Life  expressing  itself 
So  the  expression  of  God's  love 
in  our  lives  carries  the  power  of 
fulfillment.  If  a  statement  or  a 
message  or  a  feeling  comes  from 
God,  then  it  cames  with  it  all  the 
power  of  fulfillment. 

Jean:  Day  in  and  day  out  we 
stand  in  awe  of  what  our  Leader. 
Mrs.  Eddy,  did.  William  R  McKenzie, 
a  devoted  follower,  spoke  of 
Mrs,  Eddy  this  way.  He  said  in 
April  1910,  describing  his  last  con- 
versation with  her:  "There  must 
have  been  silence  for  a  time.  I 
seemed  in  that  quiet  to  newly  dis- 
cern her  purpose  that  all  of  us  in 
the  movement  should  be  actually 
manifesting  an  obedience  to  God 
similar  to  her  own.  ...  I  know 
that  as  I  sat  quietly  in  Mrs.  Eddy"s 
presence  for  the  last  time,  1 
gained  a  new  sense  of  the  word 
patience  ....""  ''^  Through  great 
sacrifice  and  selflessness,  she  has 
given  us  the  Comforter,  divine 


Science.  So  we  have  a  never- 
ending  debt  of  gratitude  to  her. 

Desmond:  To  follow  our 
Leader  as  she  followed  Christ 
Jesus — is  there  any  better  way  to 
put  the  teachings  into  practice? 
We  dont  do  it  in  words;  we  do  It 
in  deeds 

Jean:  We  cant  think  alx)ut 
the  practice  without  thinking  of 
Jesus'  exampk;  and  of  Mrs  Eddy's 
demonstration  in  following  him. 
We  hope  you'll  see,  as  we  have 
.seen,  the  great  joy  of  practicing 
for  others  I  learned  it  early  on 
with  a  Sunday  Schcx)l  mate  She 
had  a  severe  problem  and  had 
nowhere  to  turn  and  turned  to 
me.  Pretry  desperate  she  was! 

We'd  meet  on  the  library 
steps  every  afterntxin  with  our 
books,  with  our  pastor — the  Bible 
and  Science  and  Health  I  shall 
remember  always  the  day  she 
met  me  and  said  she  was  healed. 
I  hadn't  realized  until  then  the 
joy  that  comes  in  proving  this  Sci- 
ence to  be  the  Science  of  Christ. 

Desmond:  I  truly  believe 
what  we've  been  talking  about 
today  is  God's  love  for  each  of  us, 
and  for  the  worid  I  don't  think 
it's  what  we  say  that  makes  us  a 
practitioner,  it's  what  we  are  in 
our  hearts.

share  it  with  others  This  inter- 
view with  a  Christian  Science 
practitioner.  Mary  Ridgeway, 
shows  just  how  naturally  this 
desire  can  lead  to  public  prac- 
tice and  how  one 's  life  and  fam- 
ily can  be  blessed  along  the  way. 

Is  full-time  employment  in  the 
Christian  Science  practice  a 
calling  anyone  can  aspire  to? 
It's  a  calling  that's  natural  for 
everyone  to  aspire  to  because 
everyone  is  a  child  of  God. 
We're  all  called  to  the  practice 
of  the  truth  of  being.  We  be- 
come aware  of  this  divine  lead- 
ing through  the  desire  in  our 
hearts  to  love  God  and  man- 
kind more  fully. 

I  think  t'here's  great  power 
in  the  yearning  of  the  heart  to 
love  and  help  one's  fellowman. 
I've  not  always  been  a  Christian 
Scientist,  but  I  always  had  a  de- 
sire to  help  others.  I  was  a  mu- 
sician studying  music  therapy 
in  college.  After  graduating.  I 
worked  with  people  who  had 
emotional  disturbances.  When 
I  began  to  study  Christian  Sci- 
ence and  to  learn  more  about  it, 
I  had  an  even  greater  desire  to 
help  others.  My  heart  was  full 
of  gratitude  for  Mrs.  Eddy's  glo- 
rious spiritual  understanding  of 
God's  nature.  When  you  get  to 
know  God  through  the  study  of 
Christian  Science,  how  can  vou 


not  want  to  help  others  know 
and  demonstrate  the  source  of 
all  good? 

Wbar  do  you  feel  prepares  one 
for  the  public  practice?  The  de- 
sire for  Christliness  in  one's 
own  life  is  the  starting  point: 
asking  oneself,  'Am  1  bringing 
the  Christ  to  bear  in  every  detail 
of  my  life?"  Expressions  of 
kindness,  tenderness,  compas- 
sion, and  spiritual  strength, 
whether  involving  church  activ- 
ities, family,  or  community'  life, 
constitute  practice.  When  we 
bring  these  qualities  to  bear  in 
our  lives,  we're  preparing  for  a 
public  practice. 

Do  you  love?  Are  you  ten- 
der? Are  you  compassionate  to 
your  fellowman?  Do  you  have 
the  desire  to  help  uplift 
thought  above  challenges  or 
problems  to  a  more  spiritual 
view  of  life?  If  so,  "Now  is  the 
accepted  time"  (II  Cor.  6:2). 
Even  a  slight  understanding  of 
Truth  and  Love  has  a  healing  ef- 
fect. Anyone  who  has  a  deep 
desire  to  follow  Christ  Jesus' 
healing  works  should  be  en- 
couraged to  give  time  to  public 
practice 

My  practice  has  also  been 
based  on  the  deep  spiritual 
lessons  I've  learned  by  having 
to  pray  deeply  and  strive  for 
spiritual  growth  during  some 
very  challenging  events  in  my 
own  life.  If  we're  willing  to  let 
life  experiences  point  us  to 
Truth,  to  see  God's  presence 
in  the  midst  of  the  fierv  fur- 


nace, then  we're  being  pre- 
pared for  Christian  Science 
practice. 

rioif'  has  your  commitment  to 
the  practice  affected  your  fam- 
ily? Let  me  begin  to  answer  that 
question  by  addressing  the 
common  perception  that  you 
have  to  be  away  from  your  fam- 
ily. Sometimes  you  do.  'Vou  get 
called,  sometimes  in  the  middle 
of  the  night  or  called  away  to 
another  city.  Those  things  do 
happen.  But  my  family  has 
never  been  neglected.  There 
are  many  ways  my  family  has 
been  profoundly  blessed  and 
protected  by  the  practice. 

When  I  was  first  staning  in 
the  pan-time  practice,  I  became 
ill.  The  condition  worsened 
until  I  wasn't  able  to  care  for 
myself  or  our  children.  I  had 
the  normal  feelings  any  mother 
would  have.  I  was  concerned 
about  what  they  would  do,  who 
would  take  care  of  them,  and 
so  forth.  Working  through  this 
problem  taught  me  that  I  could 
love  our  children  more  when  I 
loved  God  most.  1  had  to  love 
God  most  in  order  to  learn 
how  to  really  love  them.  This 
realization  was  essential  to  the 
complete  healing  I  experienced. 

1  remember  something  our 
daughter  said  to  somebody 
once  that  I  thought  was  quite 
wonderful  and  I  was  very  grate- 
ful for  it.  She  said,  "You  know, 
my  mother's  healing  not  only 
changed  her  life,  but  it  changed 
mine  as  well."   I  know  that  mv 
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commitment  to  the  practice  has 
blessed  my  family  One  of 
our  daujjhicrs  has  some  friends 
who've  asked  her  to  pray  for 
them.  So  I  know  she's  working 
with  Christian  Science,  practic- 
ing it.  Our  other  daughter  has 
had  some  very  deep  challenges 
in  her  life  and  has  been  willing 
to  stick  to  what  she  knows  is 
gcxxi  and  practice  it. 

The  practice  has  also 
blessed  our  marriage.  It's 
brought  so  much  meekness, 
patience,  and  pure  affection 
into  our  lives  I  think  my  hus- 
band and  I  have  grown  in  our 
appreciation  for  each  other  and 
support  each  other  more  con- 
sistently in  our  lives  and  work.  I 
see  harmony  resulting  in  all  of 
our  family  relationships,  and  I 
see  spiritual  growth. 

iLjt'e  you  made  financial 
sacrifices  in  order  to  practice' 
My  Christian  Science  teacher 
stressed  the  practicality  of  this 
work.  She  said,  "One  can  make 
a  very  good  living  being  a  Chris- 
tian Science  practitioner  if  you 
understand  that  it's  all  demon- 
stration "    1  reallv  believed  her 


and  took  it  to  hean.  I  set  about 
to  try  to  prove  it  for  myself  and 
Kxikabit  ofaleapof  faith  when 
I  opened  my  office. 

I  relied  on  Christ  Jesus' 
promise  "Seek  ye  first  the  king- 
dom of  Gcxl,  and  his  righteous- 
ness; and  all  these  things  shall 
be  added  unto  you"  (Matt.  6:33) 
I  really  felt  that  I  was  seeking 
the  kingdom  of  God  with  the 
righteous  activity  of  the  public 
practice.  And  I  was  more  grate- 
ful than  I  can  tell  you  for  the  op- 
ponunity  to  be  able  to  do  this. 

I  think  gratitude  is  infinitely 
important  in  the  demonstra- 
tion of  supply  I  gave  a  lot 
of  thought,  and  still  do,  to 
Mrs.  Eddy's  question  and  an- 
swer in  Science  and  Health  "Are 
we  really  grateful  for  the  good 
already  received?  Then  we  shall 
avail  ourselves  of  the  blessings 
we  have,  and  thus  be  fitted  to 
receive  more"  (p.  3)  This  made 
it  clear  to  me  what  I  should  be 
doing  if  1  expectea  increase, 
whether  it  was  patients,  or 
money,  or  whatever 

The  gratitude  I  felt  for  the 
good  that  was  present  was  very 
deep.  I  endeavored  to  avail  my- 


self of  all  the  blessings  that  I 
had.  I  made  myself  available  to 
my  patients — as  available  as  I 
possibly  could  be  And  I  prayed 
diligently  for  myself  and  for 
everyone  who  came  to  me  I 
endeavored  in  every  way  to  live 
the  truth  that  I  was  learning 

This  has  been  my  experi- 
ence. And  it  has  brought  much 
increase.  My  practice  continues 
to  grow,  and  my  family  and  I  are 
continually  enriched.

In  an  episode  of  the  fic- 
tional television  drama 
LA  Law.  the  actor  on  the 
witness  stand,  who  was 
playing  the  part  of  a  Chris- 
tian Scientist,  stated  that 
Christian  Science  healing  con- 
sisted of  prayer  and  a  faith  that 
God  would  heal  the  disease.  In 
earlier  testimony,  his  distraught 
wife  had  berated  herself  for  not 
having  had  enough  faith  in  their 
prayers,  the  absence  of  which 
she  felt  resulted  in  the  death  of 
their  only  child. 

It  seemed  to  me  the  pro- 
gram depicted  Christian  Sci- 
ence treatment  as  mere  faith 
healing,  without  any  need  for 
spiritual  understanding  or  in- 
spiration. Even  the  Christian 
Science  practitioner  was  pre- 
sented as  merely  a  kindly  voice 
on  the  telephone,  giving  out 
ineffective  human  advice  and 
moral  support. 

My  fifteen-year-old  son,  who 
was  watching  the  show  with 
me,  became  frustrated.  "They 
really  don't  know  what  prayer 
is  in  Christian  Science.  They 
think  we  plead  with  God  and 
beg  Him  to  take  away  disease!" 
Ha\ing  been  raised  in  another 
religion,  I  tended  to  agree  that 
this  is  indeed  how  many  people 
look  at  prayer  In  my  early 
childhood  training,  prayer  was 
regarded  as  appealing  to  God 
for  intervention  and  salvation 
from  some  evil.  But  the  evil  was 
considered  ver\'  real,  and  the 


belief  was  that  God  would  or 
would  not  respond,  depending 
upon  how  He  felt  about  you  at 
that  particular  moment.  Even 
if  He  felt  favorable,  it  was  be- 
lieved that  He  had  to  alter  natu- 
ral law  to  accommodate  you. 
That's  why  healing  was  called  a 
miracle,  and  miracles  were  seen 
as  few  and  far  between. 

I  felt  this  television  show 
was  sending  to  its  viewers 
just  such  a  message  regarding 
prayer  in  Christian  Science, 
that  message  being:  turning  to 
God  for  the  healing  of  disease  is 
risky  and  even  dangerous,  but 
an  "infallible"  medical  alterna- 
tive stands  ready  and  willing  to 
help  anyone  who  comes  to  it 
for  aid.  The  viewing  audience 
was  taught  that,  for  healing,  ma- 
terial methods  are  far  more  de- 
pendable and  reasonable  than 
prayer 

Refusing  to  react  to  this  in- 
accurate depiction  of  Christian 
Science  and  of  what  prayer  in 
Christian  Science  is,  I  reminded 
my  son  of  something  that 
Mrs.  Eddy  mentioned  regarding 
the  use  of  language  to  explain 
spiritual  things.  She  said:  "The 
chief  difficulty  in  conveying  the 
teachings  of  divine  Science  ac- 
curately to  human  thought  lies 
in  this,  that  like  all  other  lan- 
guages, English  is  inadequate 
to  the  expression  of  spiritual 
conceptions  and  propositions, 
because  one  is  obliged  to  use 
material  terms  in  dealing  with 


spiritual  ideas.  The  elucidation 
of  Christian  Science  lies  in  its 
spiritual  sense,  and  this  sense 
must  be  gained  by  its  disciples 
in  order  to  grasp  the  meaning 
of  this  Science."  ' 

Never  have  I  found  this 
statement  more  true  than  in 
relation  to  the  word  prayer. 
Every  religion  in  the  world  has 
its  own  definition  of  prayer,  and 
with  each  definition  come  as- 
sumptions about  what  goes  on 
within  the  one  who  prays.  To 
say  to  the  world  that  Christian 
Science  heals  through  "prayer" 
suggests  many  things  to  many 
people,  because  each  one  is  re- 
lying on  his  or  her  own  under- 
standing of  the  word  to  identify 
just  what  is  taking  place.  The 
word  alone  all  too  easily  fails  to 
provide  an  adequate  meaning 
or  convey  the  regenerative  ex- 
perience that  occurs  when  one 
prays  in  Christian  Science. 

To  understand  prayer  in 
Christian  Science,  perhaps  the 
most  important  thing  to  grasp 
is  what  it  teaches  about  the  na- 
ture of  God.  As  do  most  Chris- 
tians, Christian  Scientists  be- 
lieve God  to  be  omnipotent — 
powerful  beyond  any  human 
concept  of  power — and  always 
present,  despite  what  the  phys- 
ical senses  may  say  to  the  con- 
trary'. We  also  recognize  that 
God  is  divine  Love,  having  no 
"shadow  of  turning,"  ^  as  the 
Bible  says,  and  that  this  divine 
Love  is  infinite  Spirit. 
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But  Christian  Science  also 
brings  some  new  insights  into 
the  nature  of  God.  For  exam- 
ple, it  affirms  that  God  is  divine 
Mind,  the  unlimited  intel- 
ligence that  created  and  main- 
tains His  offspring  spiritually 
in  perpetual  soundness,  perfec- 
tion, and  harmony;  thai  G(xl 
is  TVuth.  expressing  all  truth 
throughout  eternity;  that  God 
Ls  Life,  the  only  genuine  and 
eternal  origin  of  existence,  who 
creates  and  establishes  all  that 
is  really  made;  that  God  is  Soul, 
the  source  of  individuality  and 
selfhood  in  all  its  infinite  varia- 
tion; and  that  the  God  who  is 
Love,  Spirit,  Mind,  TVuth,  Life, 
and  Soul  is  also  divine  Principle, 
the  Lawgiver  and  architect  who 
maintains  the  order  of  the  spir- 
itual universe,  including  man, 
throughout  eternity 

Having  this  expansive  view 
of  God,  the  one  who  prays 
in  Christian  Science  has  gready 
departed  from  the  general 
belief  in  an  anthropomorphic 
deity  who  became  alienated 
from  creation  and  who  cast 
man  out  of  paradise  into  a 
material  world  where  discord 
reigns  in  abundance.  Relying 
on  spiritual  sense  rather  than 
the  five  material  senses,  the 
Christian  Scientist  believes  that 
man's  coexistence  with  God  is 
the  true  reality  of  his  being, 
here  and  now,  and  that  man  has 
never  left  nor  been  expelled 
from  God's  kingdom  Thus  we 
understand  that  matter  is  not 
an  unchanging  reality  or  the 
outcome  of  God's  creative 
power.  Man  is  not  a  physical 
mortal  in  a  material  universe 
but  rather  the  image  and  like- 
ness of  God,  totally  spintual. 

From  this  explanation  it  can 
be  seen  that  prayer  in  Christian 
Science  is  really  an  awakening 
to  God's  presence  and  power 


and  to  the  wholeness  of  man's 
true  selfhcKxi.  When  we  pray, 
we  strive  to  lift  our  thought 
above  the  world's  beliefs  about 
man  and  creation,  above  the 
pull  of  the  belief  of  life  in  mat- 
ter We  instead  affirm  the  om- 
nipotence of  God,  who  keeps 
His  creation,  including  man, 
safe  and  sound  In  this  way  we 
gain  a  higher  sense — the  sense 
of  spiritual  existence  with  its 
uninterrupted  harmony  In  this 
pure  consciousness  of  our  son- 
ship  with  God,  we  discern  man 
as  whole,  free  from  any  disease 


or  spiritual  fact  of  life,  will  van- 
quish whatever  di.scord,  what- 
ever untruth,  is  masquerading 
as  reality.  We  will  be  healed 

So  prayer  in  Christian  Sci- 
ence is  far  more  than  blind 
faith,  though  it  naturally  in- 
cludes faith.  Our  prayer  con- 
sists of  lifting  thought  out  of  the 
depths  of  human  assessment  and 
back  up  to  the  spiritual  light  of 
God's  presence,  power,  and  all- 
embracing  kingdom,  to  the  di- 
vine laws  that  truly  govern  all. 
This  is  essential,  because  only 
divine    THith    active    in    con-

or  discord.  It  is  in  this  realiza- 
tion of  God's  omnipotence  and 
eternal  love  for  man  that  heal- 
ing takes  place. 

Like  other  Christian  de- 
nominations, we  strive  to  follow 
Christ  Jesus  in  all  his  ways  and 
teachings.  For  example,  Jesus' 
words  "The  kingdom  of  God  is 
within  you"  '  say  to  us  that  the 
conscious  realization  that  we 
are  actually  in  God's  heavenly 
presence  at  all  times  is  the  very 
truth  needed  to  make  the  har- 
mony of  His  kingdom  more  evi- 
dent in  our  lives.  Jesus'  state- 
ment "Ye  shall  know  the  truth, 
and  the  truth  shall  make  you 
free" '  is  understood  to  mean 
that  when  we  replace  the  mate- 
rial assessment  of  our  condition 
with  the  spiritual  understand- 
ing of  God  and  man,  this  truth. 


sciousness  has  the  power  to  as- 
sen  itself  over  the  dream  of  life 
in  matter  with  its  discords. 
Faith  in  God's  omnipotent  king- 
dom and  power  is  not,  then,  a 
blind  clinging  to  the  hope  that 
God  will  fix  something  that  is 
wrong  if  we  plead  with  Him  for 
help.  It  is  an  awakening,  an 
opening  of  our  eyes  spiritually, 
to  behold  the  kingdom  of  God 
wherein  no  wrong  exists. 

Here  is  a  personal  account 
of  how  this  works.  Not  too  long 
ago  I  became  very  ill  with  fever, 
coughing,  and  considerable 
pain.  Several  of  my  acquaint- 
ances were  sick,  and  since  I 
had  not  been  doing  any  specific 
praying  about  the  situation,  1 
was  not  too  surprised  one 
morning  when  I  woke  feeling 
so  ill. 
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Realizing  that  all  along  I 
should  have  been  lifting  my 
thought  above  this  belief  that 
man  is  material  and  subject  to 
contagion  and  illness,  I  began 
at  once  to  pray  in  the  manner 
practiced  in  Christian  Science.  I 
silently  affirmed  God's  omnipo- 
tence, His  control  over  His  har- 
monious, spiritual  creation, 
including  me,  and  His  ability 
to  keep  man  safe  and  sound 
throughout  eternity.  I  re- 
minded myself  that  God  is  the 
only  lawmaker,  and  that  no  mat- 
ter how  much  it  seemed  I  had 
a  material  body  subjea  to  such 
discords,  spiritual  sense  as- 
sured me  that  I  was  very  much 
spiritual  and  at  one  with  God. 
I  knew  that  I  lived  in  the  king- 
dom of  heaven,  God's  realm, 
where  nothing  could  hurt  man 
or  be  caught  from  the  atmos- 


phere, for  the  atmosphere  is 
Love.  I  realized  that  in  truth 
nothing  had  touched  me  but 
Love. 

By  noon  of  that  day  all 
symptoms  had  left.  No  weak- 
ness remained  or  any  evidence 
tfiat  I  had  been  quite  ill  just 
a  short  time  before.  Having 
prayed  in  this  way  many  times 
in  my  life,  1  knew  that  the  truth 
Jesus  taught  concerning  man's 
spiritual  sonship  with  God  had 
freed  me  from  yet  another  false 
belief  about  life.  At  no  time  had 
I  pleaded  with  God  to  free  me 
from  a  disease,  for  I  knew  that 
God  holds  man  forever  free, 
untouched  by  disease. 

It  might  be  well  to  notice 
that  in  the  statement  quoted 
earlier,  iMrs.  Eddy  called  follow- 
ers of  this  religion  "disciples' 
and  stressed  the  need  for  them 


to  gain  the  spiritual  sense  of  di- 
vine concepts.  'What  but  such 
active  following  of  Christ  Jesus' 
life  example  can  bring  the  fuller 
realization  of  prayer  to  society's 
attention?  Since  Christian  Sci- 
ence is  becoming  more  visible 
in  the  world  today,  how  impor- 
tant it  is  that  new  as  well  as 
longtime  students  of  this  Sci- 
ence prove  by  their  healing 
works  the  difference  between 
prayer  that  pleads  with  God 
to  make  things  right  and  the 
prayer  that  understands  that 
God  has  already  made  all  things 
right.

f  divine  Love  is  becoming 
nearer,  dearer,  and  more 
real  to  us,"  we  are  told  in 
Science  and  Health  by 
Mrs.  Eddy,  "matter  is  then 
submitting  to  Spirit." ' 
Love,  according  to  the  Bible,  is  a 
term  for  God.  \Xliat  a  tremen- 
dous thing — God,  who  is  ail- 
powerful,  being  divine  Love! 
Once  a  person  feels  the  near- 
ness and  dearness  of  divine 
Love,  how  can  he  or  she  help 
letting  Love  be  an  integral  part 
of  life  in  every  detail? 

At  one  time,  in  gr*;at  pain 
that  just  refused  to  let  go,  1 
came  across  this  wonderful 
quotation,  and  something  hap- 
pened. I  began  to  use  this 
statement  as  a  measuring  stick 
with  which  to  judge  my  daily 
life.  I  knew  that  the  words  God. 
divine  Love,  and  love  needed 
to  become  more  tangible  to 
me.  After  much  prayer  and 
consecrated  time  of  actually  liv- 
ing with  all  my  hean  what  I  was 
learning  of  God,  a  great  light 
shone.  And  suddenly  I  knew 
that  divine  Love  was  truly  "be- 
coming nearer,  dearer  and  more 
real"  to  me.  There  was  then 
evidence  in  my  body  that  mat- 
ter was  submitting  to  Spirit. 
Healing  occurred  immediately, 
even  after  this  long  struggle 
with  pain  and  misery.  It  is  an 
experience  that  I  will  never  for- 
get. And  it  is  as  vivid  as  if  it  oc- 
curred yesterday,  or  even  today 
Why?  One  reason  is  that  it 
plumbed  the  depths  of  thought 
and  feeling.    This  healing  still 


remains  important  to  me,  and 
helps  to  instruct  me. 

How  can  we  bear  witness  to 
the  power  of  Love  in  our  lives? 
We  can  strive  to  love  as  Christ 
Jesus  did — every  moment  re- 
flecting spiritually  the  power  of 
divine  Love.  The  love  he  ex- 
pressed was  divinely  mspired, 
not  humanly  created.  There- 
fore we  can  also  look  to  God  for 
the  love  we  express,  even  with 
the  smallest  things.  If  another 
takes  your  right  of  way  on  a 
buzzing  thoroughfare,  you  can 
love  a  little  more  and  alertly 
wait  your  turn  to  progress  in 
traffic.  If  someone  with  less  ex- 
perience is  put  ahead  of  you  at 
work,  you  can  love  enough  to 
know  that  your  Father-Mother 
Love  is  caring  for  you,  and  then 
listen  a  little  more  carefully  and 
willingly  for  guidance  and  in- 
struction in  righteousness.  If 
another  is  jealous,  selfish,  or 
thoughtless  toward  you,  you 
can  still  express  enough  of  the 
spiritual  love  that  penetrates 
and  outshines  the  mental  dark- 
ness. Loving  in  this  way  isn't  an 
exercise  of  the  human  mind;  it 
is  drawing  upon  the  very  power 
and  substance  of  Gtxl,  of  divine 
Love  itself 


±\.  litde  child  who  was  trying 
to  describe  God  to  one  of  his 
friends  said,  "He  is  not  a  say,  but 
a  feel."  These  simple  words  can 
teach  something.  We  need  to 
allow  ourselves  to  feel  deeply 
God's  expression  of  love  in  our 


lives  and  thereby  allow  more 
of  His  nature  to  appear  in  us. 
There  is  a  vivid  statement  in 
Mrs.  Eddys  writings  that  relates 
to  this.  Referring  to  divine  Sci- 
ence, she  says,  "We  have  it  only 
as  we  live  it  " '  Suppose  you 
owned  a  tuxedo  or  a  formal 
dress  and  only  wore  it  once  a 
year  Even  though  it  hung  in 
your  closet  as  your  possession 
the  other  364  days  of  the  year,  it 
wouldn't  be  of  any  use  during 
th»!  time.  The  truth  of  being 
— Christian  Science — is  only  of 
use  to  us  "as  we  live  it, "  as  we 
put  into  practice  what  we  learn 
and  express  more  and  more  of 
the  divine  nature. 

This  can  occur  as  we  gen- 
uinely bring  out  in  daily  life  a  di- 
vinely inspired,  heartfelt  desire 
to  be  a  blessing  to  others  along 
the  way,  as  we  honestly  hunger 
to  help  our  neighbor  When 
expressed  from  the  heart,  when 
truly  felt,  this  can  change  a  life. 
Christ  Jesus,  at  the  outset  of  his 
mighty  Sermon  on  the  Mount, 
stated,  "Blessed  are  they  which 
do  hunger  and  thirst  after  right- 
eousness: for  they  shall  be 
filled."  '  Just  as  we  sometimes 
hunger  for  good  food  and  a  de- 
lightful beverage,  we  can  feel 
a  great  anticipation  for  spiritual 
awakening  and  understanding, 
bringing  a  satisfaction  hereto- 
fore not  realized,  satisfaction 
that  is  lasting  and  permanent 
and  real.

our  daily  round  tal<es  us.  The 
li\ing  of  the  good  we  know, 
feel,  believe  in,  seek  after,  can 
put  fresh  flavor  into  life,  and  en- 
able us  to  bless  others. 

In  Isaiah  we  read  of  a  high- 
way— "and  it  shall  be  called  The 
way  of  holiness."  *  To  me  the 
highway  characterizes  life's  op- 
portunities for  us  to  be  the 
reflection  of  the  healing  sub- 
stance of  Love.  If  divine  Love  is 
"becoming  nearer,  dearer,  and 
more  real"  in  our  thought,  ac- 
tions, and  words,  then  as  we 
travel  along  this  "highway"  we 
will  be  able  to  remove  through 
the  power  of  this  Love  whatever 
obstacle  bobs  up  in  our  path, 
whatever  frustration,  pain,  fear, 
or  apparently  hopeless  situation 
presents  itself  Love,  God,  has 
to  be  allowed  to  be  active  in  us 
without  mental  reservation  no 
matter  what  the  problem.  It  is 
very  easy  to  love  if  everything  is 
going  well,  going  as  we  would 
like  it  to  go.  Yet,  when  the  way 
seems  very  dark  and  the  obsta- 
cles very  real,  this  is  the  time 


when  we  need  to  be  most 
steadfast  in  letting  divine  Love 
work  in  our  every  thought, 
word,  act,  deed,  concept — 
deep  down. 

^X■hen  we  look  at  the  Bible's 
three  Hebrew  men  and  their 
fiery  fiirnace  experience,'  is  it 
not  ven'  evident  that  their  love 
for  God  was  without  a  pinpoint 
of  doubt,  question,  or  subter- 
fuge? It  was  total.  It  saved  them 
from  the  burning  effect  of  evil. 
So  it  can  do  for  us  if  our  love  is 
total,  without  a  panicle  of  adul- 
teration, doubt,  fear,  rebellion. 
The  healing  effect  of  real  love, 
the  love  of  Love,  can  outshine 
the  darkest  cloud  of  monality. 
What  can  possibly  withstand 
this  great  love  of  Love — this 
supreme  light? 

Your  life  need  not  be  simply 
routine  if  you  live  it  to  the  fijll, 
putting  spiritual  'seasoning"  in 
it  from  start  to  finish.  Such  liv- 
ing requires  following  the  mas- 
ter Christian,  Christ  Jesus,  who 
lived  what  he  taught  to  the  letter 
As  vanilla  puts  flavor  into  ice 
cream,  so  does  living  the  truths 
one  learns  from  his  or  her  study 
of  the  Bible  and  the  Christian 
Science  textbook  put  flavor  in 
our  entire  experience.  The 
great  statement  of  the  Ma?!:er, 
"If  ye  continue  in  my  word, 
then  are  ye  my  disciples  in- 
deed; and  ye  shall  know  the 
truth,  and  the  truth  shall  make 
you  free," "  illustrates  the  fact 
that  we  prove  the  truth  of  being 
only  as  we  live  it.  If  someone 
were  to  make  a  wonderfijl  dinner 
for  you,  complete  with  beauti- 
ful dishes  and  table  setting,  but 
you  didn't  eat  the  food,  would 
you  be  filled?  Similarly  the  words 
you  read  and  study  help  make 
the  truth  available  to  you,  but  in 
order  for  them  truly  to  come 
alive  in  your  life,  they  have  to  be 
lived;  then  comes  fijlfillment. 


There  is  a  hymn  in  the 
Christian  Science  Hymnal  that 
includes  the  words  "I  feel  God's 
presence  with  me  here  "  ^ 
Words  are  substanceless  if  the 
feel,  understanding,  and  living 
of  them  are  absent.  We  experi- 
ence the  love  of  God  in  propor- 
tion as  we  live  it  Utien  we  do 
live  it,  divine  Truth  and  Love 
will  then  not  be  something  we 
are  just  thinking  about,  but  will 
actually  be  expressed  as  our 
thiinking,  as  the  very  substance 
of  our  being.

Today  when  we  iiear  the  call 
"preach  the  gospel  to  every  aeature, " 
how  dn  we  responds  This  column  offers 
perspectives  from  a  variety  of  inAividuals 
who  have  responded  by  writing.  Yet  the 
column  isn't  so  much  about  writing  as  it 
is  about  the  healing  activity  of  making  the 
Word  of  God  krwwn  and  felt. 


One  of  my  most  humbling 
experiences  occurred  many 
years  ago  when  I  explained  to 
one  of  the  Editors  of  the  Chris- 
tian Science  periodicals  why  I 
was  contributing  almost  noth- 
ing during  my  term  as  Second 
Reader. 

I  had  been  pretty  much  a 
regular  contributor  But  now  I 
felt  I  didn't  have  time  to  write. 

This  Editor  had  extensive 
responsibilities  of  her  own.  Her 
kind  but  penetrating  answer 
to  me  was,  "Eternity  is  not  ex- 
tended time. "  Obviously  she 
was  striving  to  prove  this  herself 

I  heard  her  Humbly  I  began 
including  the  idea  in  my  daily 
treatment  for  myself  1  defended 
my  thought  against  the  sugges- 


tion of  "not  enough 
time"  in  somewhat  this 
way:  "I  can't  ask  G<xi  to 
give  me  nu)rf;  time,  for 
I  Ic  knows  nothing 
aix)ut  time.  What  He 
does  know  about  Ls  in- 
telligence, which  He 
cxpres.ses  through  His 
ideas,  one  of  which  Is 
me.  Infinite  Mind  Ls  the 
source  of  infinite  intelli- 
gence, which  Mrs.  Eddy 
describes  as  'the  primal 
and  eternal  quality  of 
infinite  Mind.'  '  There- 
fore, G(xi  gives  me  the 
intelligence  and  the  op- 
portunity to  write  arti- 
cles that  bless  and  heal  " 
Not  long  after  this, 
upon  returning  home 
from  reading  the 
morning  service  at 
church,  1  tfiought 
more  about  a  passage 
that  had  particularly 
stood  out  to  me  in  the  Bible  Les- 
son read  that  day  And  the  entire 
structure  of  an  article  fell  into 
place  in  my  thought. 

Immediately  I  went  to  my 
desk,  without  even  removing  my 
coat,  and  began  to  write.  The  ar- 
ticle was  completed  just  before  I 
needed  to  return  to  the  church 
for  the  evening  service.  The  next 
day  I  typed  it  up  and  sent  it  in.  It 
was  accepted  for  publication;  no 
rewrite  was  required. 

I  certainly  can't  say  that 
never  have  I  needed  to  rewrite 
articles  since  then,  but  I  can  re- 
port progress.  In  recent  years  I 
haven't  resisted  revising  when  it 
is  necessary  In  fact,  I  get  into  it 
as  soon  as  possible,  and  with  ea- 
gerness, for  I  know  that  the  re- 


vised article  will  be  stronger  than 
the  original.  A.s  1  anticipate  the 
rewriting  pr(xes,s,  I  can  hardly 
wan  to  see  what  will  unfold. 

I  have  found  even  more 
meaning  in  the  words  'Eternity 
is  not  extended  time"  as  larger 
opportunities  have  come  into 
my  life.  Now  with  ever  growing 
responsibilities,  I  have  discov- 
ered that  I  will  never  find  a 
block  of  lime  in  which  to  write. 
I  have  to  make  the  time.  Often 
I  set  aside  my  Saturdays  for  the 
sole  purpose  of  writing  what- 
ever needs  to  be  written. 

Although  the  ideas  in  an 
article  or  an  address  have  been 
going  on  in  thought,  there  is 
more  to  it  than  just  the  think- 
ing. There  is  a  discipline  in- 
volved— a  willingness,  indeed 
a  preference,  for  actually  doing 
the  writing.  I  find  it  is  not  hard 
to  sit  down,  get  out  the  paper, 
pick  up  a  pencil,  and  get  on  with 
it.  Ideas  begin  to  fall  into  place. 

After  that,  I  think  added  dis- 
cipline involves  revising  and 
a  willingness  to  cut  out  even  a 
favorite  phrase  or  sentence.  I 
find  that  I  cannot  be  in  love 
with  anything  I  write.  If  the 
idea  does  not  fit  the  article 
being  worked  on,  it  simply 
doesn't  fit.  I  can  easily  let  it  go. 

In  all,  I  have  found,  too,  that 
the  essential  point  is  loving  the 
process  of  imparting,  of  shar- 
ing, which  includes  loving  God 
enough  and  loving  man  enough 
to  make  the  effort  to  follow 
through.  Yes,  1  guess  that's  it! 
The  essence  of  the  process  is 
love.

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Politics  and  prayer

T 


he  collapse  of  certain  po- 
litical systems  is  bringing 
about  a  change  in  the 
world's  balance  of  power 
and  a  struggle  for  democ- 
racy in  many  countries.  Along 
with  this  change  there  are  a 
number  of  challenges,  includ- 
ing severe  economic  ones, 
causing  acute  anxiety  about  the 
future.  But  Christ  Jesus  reas- 
sures US:  "Take  no  thought,  say- 
ing. What  shall  we  eat?  or.  What 
shall  we  drink?  or.  Wherewithal 
shall  we  be  clothed? .  .  .  But 
seek  ye  first  the  kingdom  of 
God,  and  his  righteousness; 
and  all  these  things  shall  be 
added  unto  you." ' 

We  can  overcome  concerns 
about  political  and  economic 
instability  through  a  better  un- 
derstanding of  the  omnipres- 
ence, omnipotence,  and  omnis- 
cience of  the  one  Spirit,  God. 
The  Apostle  Paul  points  out 
the  need  to  conquer  problems 
spiritually  when  he  writes: 
"Though  we  walk  in  the  flesh, 
we  do  not  war  after  the 
flesh:  (for  the  weapons  of  our 
warfare  are  not  carnal,  but 
mighty  through  God  to  the  pull- 
ing down  of  strong  holds;)  .  . ."  ^ 
The  Christian's  most  for- 
midable weapon  against  fear 
and  discord  of  any  kind  is 
prayer  based  in  divine  Science 
Such  prayer  raises  thought  to 
the  contemplation  of  the  one 
spiritual  universe,  created  by 
God — a  universe  without  the 
slightest  evidence  of,  much  less

Strongholds  of,  animositv;  lies, 
intolerance;  a  universe  of  good- 
ness, abundance,  peace,  love. 
Rising  above  human  concepts, 
thought  recognizes  the  spiritual 
realm  of  universal  harmony, 
where  the  sons  and  daughters 
of  Gcxl  reflect  Love  and  cannot 
be  in  conflict. 

Praying  to  heal  a  political, 
social,  or  economic  problem 
also  involves  becoming  aware 
of  the  constant  unfoldment  of 
good  and  of  man's  inseparabil- 
ity from  good,  God.  Prayer  in 
Christian  Science  includes  ac- 
knowledging the  oneness  of 
God  and  man  as  perfect  Mind 
and  perfect  idea.  Such  prayer 
blesses  us,  our  community,  and 
the  whole  world  and  opens  the 
way  to  moral  and  physical  heal- 
ing. Healing  comes  from  re- 
pentance and  the  replacement 
of  evil  or  erroneous  thoughts 
with  the  consciousness  oi  the 
omnipresence  and  omnipo- 
tence of  good. 


Mrs.  Eddy  reveals  this  all- 
ness  and  oneness  of  Gcxl  with 
the  utmost  clarity  when  she 
writes  in  the  Christian  Science 
textbook.  Science  and  Health, 
'One  infinite  God,  good, 
unifies  men  and  nations;  consti- 
tutes the  brotherhood  of  man; 
ends  wars;  fulfils  the  Scripture, 
'Love  thy  neighbor  as  thyself;' 
annihilates  pagan  and  Christian 
idolatry, — whatever  is  wrong 
in  social,  civil,  criminal,  politi- 
cal, and  religious  codes;  equal- 
izes the  sexes;  annuls  the  curse 
on  man,  and  leaves  nothing  that 
can  sin,  suffer,  be  punished  or 
destroyed." ' 


Oince  God  is  the  only  true 
lawmaker,  all  so<alled  "codes" 
unlike  the  divine  laws  are  ren- 
dered null  and  void  to  the  spir- 
itualized human  consciousness; 
and  man  as  the  child  of  divine 
Love,  dwelling  in  Love,  is  dis- 
cerned to  be  forever  free  of

ctually,  there  can  only  be  one  true  reign, 
God's  reign.  Therefore,  in  spite  of  false 
evidence  of  the  misdeeds  of  material, 
mortal  life,  the  only  reality  is  still  God's 
eternal  government. 
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material  theories  invented  by 
mortals.  So,  while  we  should 
conscientiously  obey  the  laws 
of  our  country,  we  can  know 
that  political  and  scKial  "codes" 
hold  no  sway  over  our  true 
being  as  God's  man,  His  image. 
And  our  understanding  of  this 
fact  contributes  to  better,  more 
just  government. 

Wtien  Mrs.  Eddy  was  asked 
once  about  her  political  sympa- 
thies, she  replied,  "1  have  none, 
in  reality,  other  than  to  help 
support  a  righteous  govern- 
ment; to  love  God  supremely, 
and  my  neighbor  as  myself."  * 
Politics  should  be  inseparable 
from  loving  one's  neighbor, 
from  supporting  a  righteous 
government  as  an  illustration 
on  earth  of  God's  government. 
With  this  basis,  politics  can  re- 
flect to  a  degree  the  harmo- 
nious operation  of  the  ever- 
active  Mind.  It  is  as  we  main- 
tain an  understanding  of  divine 
Love's  government  that  we  are 
best  able  to  sharpen  our  spirit- 
ual "weapons  of  war  "  in  order 
to  overcome  evil  in  politics  and 
economics. 

If  we  are  faced  with  bad 
policies,  what  should  be  con- 
demned is  the  claim  of  evil,  not 
people.  The  belief  that  God's 
perfect,  spiritual  creation  could 
include  sinful  mortals  must  be 
cast  out,  for  this  belief  in  itself 
is  evil  in  that  it  denies  the  pure, 
true  selfhood  of  man  as  the  off- 
spring of  Spirit.  Does  this  mean 
we  should  ignore  evil?  Not  at 
all.  We  must  face  it  as  a  false 
belief  over  which  we  have  God- 
given  dominion,  and  purify  our 
own  thoughts  and  actions  by 
seeing  man  as  in  truth  the  ex- 
pression of  God,  of  good. 

One  of  the  false  claims  of 
evil  is  that  we  are  mortals  strug- 
gling for  personal  or  political 
power,    land    and    resources. 


even  mere  survival;  that  we 
have  to  defend  the  selfish  inter- 
ests of  a  group,  a  race,  a  conti- 
nent, or  else  our  future  will  be 
uncertain  and  our  well-being 
threatened.  Out  of  this  theory, 
tribal  and  racial  hatred  grows 
and  tensions  mount.  If  we  get 
caught  up  in  this  line  of  think- 
ing, Gods  voice  may  seem  in- 
audible— the  voice  assuring  us 
that  peace,  universal  love,  wis- 
dom, and  inexhaustible  re- 
sources are  the  genuine,  spir- 
itual realitv'  for  all.  Materialistic 
thinking  would  have  us  believe 
that  God  is  absent  from  His  uni- 
verse; that  evil  is  powerful,  pres- 
ent, urgent. 


xXchieving  progress  begins 
with  our  individual,  humble  lis- 
tening to  God's  voice  through 
prayer  and  doing  His  will — by 
refusing  to  accept  political,  eco- 
nomic, or  sociological  theories 
that  would  enslave  us  and  that 
would  deny  that  man  is  God's 
image,  forever  free.  To  main- 
tain such  an  outlook  is  to  help 
establish  the  kingdom  of  God 
on  eanh. 

Actually,  there  can  only  be 
one  true  reign,  God's  reign. 
Therefore,  in  spite  of  false  evi- 
dence of  the  misdeeds  of  mate- 
rial, mortal  life,  the  only  realirv' 
IS  still  God's  eternal  govern- 
ment. This  is  made  clear  in 
Psalms:  "The  Lord  reigneth,  he 
is  clothed  with  majesty;  the 
Lord  is  clothed  with  strength, 
wherewith  he  hath  girded  him- 
self: the  world  also  is  stablished, 
that  it  cannot  be  moved.  Thy 
throne  is  established  of  old: 
thou  art  from  everlasting."  ^ 
God's  everlasting  existence  im- 
plies an  eternal  reign  of  inde- 
structible peace. 

Jesus  showed  us  that  we 
can  prove  God  is  governing  and 


begin  to  heal  the  world's  ills 
spiritually  That  is  why  in  order 
to  heal  humanity,  we  should  not 
follow  human  sciences  but  the 
Christianity  which  Jesus  taught 
and  practiced. 

The  testimony  of  the  mate- 
rial senses  presents  that  which 
is  temporal  and  unreal:  unjust 
politics,  cruel  monals,  conflicts, 
lack.  For  a  while  these  may 
hide  from  the  as-yet-unspiritu- 
alized  consciousne,ss  the  living 
reality — immonal,  divine  Life, 
Truth,  and  Love;  but,  when  truly 
understood  and  demonstrated, 
God's  law  restores  harmony  and 
rejoices  the  heart

one     with     an 
interest    in    Sci- 
ence and  Health. 

Nathan  A  Talbot,  as  Presi- 
dent of  The  Mother  Church 
(fune  8.  1992,  tofune  7,  1993), 
has  conducted,  with  colleagues, 
a  good  portion  of  these  meetings. 
Here  are  some  of  his  comments 
on  their  purpose  and  fruitage 

As  we  near  the  end  of  a  cen- 
tury, issues  of  major  importance 
come  more  sharply  into  focus. 
And  Mrs.  Eddys  book  Science 
and  Health  is  of  major  impor- 
tance to  everyone,  not  just  to 
Christian  Scientists.  It  is  under- 
standable, then,  that  meetings 
pondering  this  book  would 
begin  to  take  place. 

Though  the  seecLs  of  such 
meetings  have  been  sown  over 
the  decades,  the  actual  event 
that  husbanded  them  took  place 
when  twelve  practitioners  and 
teachers  of  Christian   Science 


from  around  the  globe  re- 
sponded to  an  invitation  from 
the  Office  of  the  Publisher  It 
was  an  unusual  invitation.  The 
participants  were  invited  to 
spend  three  days  together,  talk- 
ing, praying,  listening — cherish- 
ing 5c/ence  an</ Hea///b  There 
was  no  other  agenda  beyond  an 
opponunity  for  these  meta- 
physicians to  let  their  spiritual 
sense  guide  them 
as  they  consid- 
ered what  this  book 
meant  to  them  and 
to  mankind. 

These  individuals 
felt  something  very  special  had 
happened.  After  all,  how  often 
does  one  take  several  days  just 
to  pray  about  this  priceless  gift 
that  has  been  given  to  human- 
ity? One  of  the  recommenda- 
tions that  came  out  of  their  ses- 
sions together  was  that  an 
opponunity  be  provided  to 
share  their  thoughts  and  feel- 
ings with  fellow  Christian  Scien- 
tists— and  to  encourage  them 
to  consider  innovative  and  cre- 
ative ways,  both  individually 
and  through  their  branch 
churches,  of  truly  fulfilling  their 
roles  as  stewards  or  trustees  of 
Science  and  Health;  to  con- 
sider how  the  book  can  best 
reach  those  who  are  spiritually 
hungry  for  its  message. 

Over  a  period  of  several 
months  a  number  of  meetings 
began  to  take  place.  In  fact, 
over  one  hundred  meetings 
were  planned  around  the  globe. 


Again,  something  significant  be- 
gan to  happen.  There  has  been 
a  growing  recognition  that  all  of 
us  have  a  role  to  play — and  that 
there  is  some  urgency'  in  letting 
God  reveal  how  all  of  us,  to- 
gether, can  better  fill  that  role. 
Not  that  everyone  attend- 
ing these  meetings  was  a  Chris- 
tian Scientist  But  those  in  the 
audiences  have  had  some  con- 
nection with  the  book.  A 
Protestant  minister  at  one  meet- 
ing in  the  United  States,  for  in- 
stance, told  the  speakers  after- 
ward that  he  really  couldn't 
disagree  with  anything  that  was 
said  during  the  rwo-hour  dis- 
cussion cA  Science  and  Health. 
Another  minister  in  a  different 
pan  of  the  United  States  con- 
tacted the  Christian  Science 
Committee  on  Publication  for 
her  state  for  further  discussion 
after  the  meeting. 

A  doctor  whose  wife  is  a 
Christian  Scientist  explained 
after  one  of  the  meetings,  "To- 
morrow 1  will  begin  to  read  that 
book."  There  have  been  re- 
ports of  healings  from  atten- 
dees and  continuing  comments 
about  the  value  of  drawing  to- 
gether for  such  a  common,  vital 
purpose.  But  most  of  all,  there 
has  been  a  resurgence  of  vision 
about  the  meaning  of  Science 
and  Health  for  ourselves  and 
for  our  society. 

A  distinct  shift  has  been  dis- 
cernible. People  are  more  will- 
ing to  share  the  book.  But 
there  has  not  been  an  indis- 
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criminate  handing  out  of  b<K)k.s 
to  anyone  around  Rather,  there 
has  been  an  earnest  listening 
for  God's  guidance,  followed  by 
an  unselfish  willingness  to  act 
on  spiritual  intuition 

One  woman  wrote  of  a 
homeless  person  who  tame  up 
to  her  car  while  she  was  waiting 
at  a  stoplight.  She  knew  it  was 
right  to  share.  She  reached 
over  and  picked  up  a  copy  of 
Science  and  Health  she  kept 
close  by,  and  placed  it  in  his 
hands.  His  response  was  warm 
and  genuine  Another  told  of  a 
perfect  opportuniry  to  shiare 
the  book — but  she  didn't  have 
one  to  give!  A  good  lesson  for 
all  of  us! 

And  of  course  some  efforts 
to  give  the  book  have  led  to  un- 
expected responses.  One  man, 
for  instance,  wrote  of  his  shar- 
ing the  book  with  another  man. 
A  week  later  the  man  returned 
it,  explaining  he  was  done,  now 
having  read  it  through.  "But  it's 
for  ongoing  study, "  the  giver  ex- 
plained. '"Well,  it  seemed  to  me 
she  just  kept  saying  over  and 
over  that  there  is  only  one  Mind 
and  God's  got  it,"  was  the  reply! 
And  yet,  if  the  reader  recog- 
nized even  that  single  pxjint — 
that  there  is  only  one  Mind — 
wasn't  something  very  special 
gained? 

At  the  end  of  one  meeting 
an  individual  in  the  audience 
went  up  to  one  of  the  speakers 
and  spoke  for  only  a  moment, 
reminding  him  that  Science 
and  Health  is  also  printed  in 
English  Braille.  She  knew,  be- 
cause reading  it  in  Braille  had 
healed  her  of  blindness  There 
have  been  many  such  memo- 
rable moments  during  and  after 
these  meetings. 

It  is  clear,  however,  that  the 
meetings  are  not  at  all  an  end  in 
themselves.   They  are,  instead, 


a  beginning — a  time  for  all  of  us 
to  think  freshly  about  what's 
most  important  tf)  us  The  real 
purpose  of  the  gatherings  was 
to  encourage  hjnher  thinking 
and  praying  about  what  Science 
and  Health  is  here  to  do  In  a 
sense,  these  times  together 
have  been  a  first  tier,  so  to 
.speak.  Continual  thought  by 
The  Mother  Church  and  its 
branches  and  individual  mem- 
bers will  gather  momentum  in 
upcoming  months  and  years  as 
we  approach  the  end  of  this 
millennium  Look  forward  to 
Mary  Baker  Eddy's  book  occu- 
pying increasing  thought  and 
attention  not  only  within  our 
Church  but  outside  of  it  too.

meeting  held  in 

The  Mother  Church 

The  following  is  a  sum- 
mary of  the  meeting  on  Science 
and  Health  held  at  The  Mother 
Church  on  Sunday,  March  28. 
and  conducted  by  Nathan 
A  Talbot  and  Michael  B 
Thomeloe 

Mr.  Talbot:  We'd  like  to 
talk  and  think  together  with 
you  today  about  Science  and 
Health  as  it  relates  to  the  Bible, 
about  the  author  of  the  book, 
about  its  impact  on  mankind, 
and  about  the  role  each  individ- 
ual reader  of  the  book  has  to 
play 

Mr.  Thomeloe:  Science 
and  Health  is  having  a  trans- 
forming effect  on  the  world  be- 
cause it  springs  direcdy  from 
the  Bible 

Mr.  Talbot:  I've  found  my- 
self thinking  about  how  the 
human  mind  sometimes  antici- 
pates something,  but  then  gets 
such  a  rigid  view  of  hoiv  it  has 
to  happen  that  it  misses  it.  Peo- 


ple anticipated  the  coming  of 
the  Messiah,  the  Saviour  Yet, 
when  Christ  Jesus  arrived,  they 
missed  it.  A  child  in  a  manger? 
That's  the  Saviour?  That's  not 
what  they  expected — maybe  a 
king  to  lead  their  country  to 
great  things.  I  think  it's  hap- 
pening today,  too 

Mr.  Thomeloe:  'Ves.  In 
what  is  recorded  to  be  Christ 
Jesus'  final  discourse  with  his 
disciples,  he  prophesied  the 
coming  of  the  Comforter. 
We're  promised  by  the  Master 
that  this  Comforter,  "the  Spirit 
of  truth,"  will  "abide  with  |us] 
forever"  (John  14;17, 16).  Else- 
where he  said,  "The  night 
Cometh,  when  no  man  can 
work"  (John  9:4).  He  must 
have  foreseen  that  after  a  cou- 
ple of  hundred  years  or  so,  spir- 
itual healing  as  a  natural  part  of 
Christian  practice  would  largely 
fall  away  But  the  Comforter 
will  "abide  with  you  for  ever." 
No  night  is  ever  going  to  engulf 
the  Comforter  Jesus  said  so. 
He  also  said,  "The  Comforter, 
which  is  the  Holy  Ghost,  whom 
the  Father  will  send  in  my 
name,  he  shall  teach  you  all 
things,  and  bring  all  things  to 
your  remembrance,  whatsoever 
I  have  said  unto  you"  (John 
14:26).  Mrs.  Eddy  didn't  invent 
what  she  wrote  in  Science  and 
Health.  She  described  herself 
as  'a  scribe  under  orders"  {Mis- 
cellaneous Writings,  p.  311). 
The  divine  Science  recorded  in 
her  book  is  the  Comforter, 
which  the  Father  has  sent  to 
"reprove  the  world  of  sin,  and 
of  righteousness,  and  of  judg- 
ment" (John  16:8).  The  Com- 
forter shows  Christ  to  be  ever 
present  with  us,  to  "guide 
[mankind]  into  all  truth"'  (verse 
13)  and  to  ""glorify"  Christ, 
Truth  (see  verse  14). 

Mr.  Talbot:  The  coming  of 
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the  Comforter  evidences  the 
dawning  of  the  Christ,  Truth, 
within  individual  human  con- 
sciousness. And  healing  is  an 
inevitable  outcome  of  the  com- 
ing of  the  Comfoner  Some- 
times I've  thought  about  that 
when  healing  has  not  come 
quickly.  The  situation  might  be 
calling  on  us  to  think  more 
prayerfully  about  Jesus'  promise 
of  the  Comforter  Wouldn't  an 
unhealed  condition  almost  be  a 
statement  that  Jesus'  promise 
was  false,  that  in  this  particular 
instance  the  Comforter  was  not 
going  to  teach  you  all  things — 
that  is,  just  exactly  what  you 
needed  for  the  healing?  Yet  his 
promise  was  that  it  would  teach 
us  all  things.  If  we  cherish  that 
concept,  that  can  open  the 
door  to  healing. 

Mr.  Thomeloe:  You  can 
hardly  turn  a  page  in  Science 
and  Health  without  seeing 
some  reference  to  the  Bible. 

Mr.  Talbot:  As  a  matter  of 
fact,  I  would  say  those  two 
books  have  a  kind  of  marriage 
with  no  possibility  of  divorce. 
They  are  wedded  together 

Mr.  Thomeloe:  One  of  the 
ways  they  are  most  tied  together 
is  with  the  Lord's  Prayer  and 
the  spiritual  insight  Mrs.  Eddy 
brings  to  it  in  Science  and 
Health  (see  pp.  16-17).  There 
she  has  the  Lord's  Prayer  with 
one  line  of  the  spiritual  inter- 
pretation under  each  line  of  the 
prayer — an  illustration  of  how 
the  Bible  and  Science  and 
Health  are  absolutely  and  com- 
pletely linked  together  I  have 
found  this  is  a  beautiful  way  of 
sharing  Science  and  Health 
with  others. 

Some  little  while  ago  I  ap- 
peared on  a  television  talk  show 
with  two  doaors  One  had  a 
plaster  cast  on  one  of  his  legs. 
During  the  show  1  shared  some 


thoughts  about  the  Lord's  Prayer 
and  its  spiritual  interpretation. 
At  the  end  of  the  program,  the 
doctor  with  the  cast  asked  if  we 
could  have  some  more  time 
together  So  we  had  a  meal  to- 
gether and  spent  the  whole  time 
talking  about  the  Lord's  Prayer, 
with  its  spiritual  interpretation. 
Later  in  that  week  this  doaor 
came  up  to  me  after  one  of  my 
lectures  on  Christian  Science 
and  said,  "Look,  I'm  wearing  an 
ordinary  shoe.  I  prayed  with  the 
ideas  we  discussed.  All  pain  left, 
the  swelling  went  down,  and  I 
could    feel    a    change    taking 


Mr.  Talbot:  In  the  chapter 
called  "The  Apocalypse"  in  Sci- 
ence and  Health  she  makes 
reference  to  the  "little  book" 
mentioned  in  the  book  of 
Revelation.  She  asks,  "Did  this 
same  book  contain  the  revela- 
tion of  divine  Science  .  .  .  ?" 
Then  she  says:  "Take  divine 
Science.  Read  this  book  from 
beginning  to  end.  Study  it, 
ponder  it"  (p.  559). 

Mr.  Thomeloe:  Just  be- 
fore that  she  quotes  the  Bible; 
"Go  and  take  the  little  book.  .  .  . 
Take  it,  and  eat  it  up;  and  it  shall 
make   thy  belly  bitter,   but   it

place."  Then,  with  a  lovely  twin- 
kle in  his  eye,  he  said,  "This  must 
have  been  one  of  your  spiritual 
healing  things!" 

Mr.  Talbot:  1  think  it  was  an 
example  of  the  Comforter  com- 
ing to  that  individual's  con- 
sciousness and  teaching  him 
just  what  he  needed  to  know 
for  that  healing.  It  came  through 
divine  Science.  The  concept  of 
healing  is  woven  throughout 
both  the  Bible  and  Science  and 
Health. 

Mr.  Thomeloe:  Mrs.  Eddy 
says  "the  Bible  contains  the 
recipe  for  all  healing"  {Science 
and  Health,  p.  406). 


shall  be  in  thy  mouth  sweet 
as  honey"  (p.  559).  "We  Uke 
the  honey,  but  even  some  of 
Mrs.  Eddy's  students  went  away 
from  her  when  they  saw  the  de- 
mands that  Christian  Science 
makes  on  individuals.  But  these 
demands  are  natural.  They're 
health-giving.  They  stir  thought 
to  accept  God's  allness  in  our 
lives. 

Mr.  Talbot:  I  think  it  takes 
courage  for  people  to  welcome 
the  Comfoner  into  their  lives 
and  respond  to  the  demands  it 
makes. 

Mr.  Thomeloe:  Science 
and  Health,    along  with   the 
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Bible,  is  showing  you  and  me 
how  to  pray,  how  to  live,  and 
how  to  heal.  Science  and 
Health  has  specific  chapters 
showing  us  how  to  deal  with 
the  concepts  of  spiritualism,  an- 
imal magnetism,  as  well  as  mar- 
riage and  other  topics.  Through- 
out the  book.  Mrs.  Eddy  is 
explaining  to  us  the  true  nature 
of  Gcxj.  And  on  the  basis  of  her 
spiritual  understanding  of  God, 
she  teaches  us  how  to  see 
through  lies  about  Him,  and 
that  promotes  healing. 

Mr.  Talbot:  Mrs.  Eddy  has 
charted  a  whole  fresh  course 
about  the  ver>'  meaning  of  heal- 
ing. Many  people  traditionally 
have  thought  of  healing  as  fix- 
ing things  up,  but  she  shows  us 
what  it  means  to  be  regener- 
ated as  well  as  made  well — what 
it  means  for  spiritual  renewal  to 
take  place  in  our  conscious- 
ness. She's  also  given  us  a  new- 
concept  of  what  Church  is  and 
what  a  pastor  can  be.  Christian 
Scientists  find  it  quite  natural  to 
think  of  Science  and  Health 
and  the  Bible  as  their  pastor — a 
pastor  that  never  takes  a  vaca- 
tion. This  pastor  is  right  there 
on  the  bedstand  anytime  you 
might  need  it. 

Mr.  Thomeloe:  One 
woman  told  me  that  when  she 
was  first  presented  with  Sci- 
ence and  Health  she  felt  she 
wasn't  ready  for  what  it  taught, 
so  she  tossed  her  pastor  into  a 
cupboard.  But  when  the  need 
came,  the  pastor  was  still  there 
waiting  to  help. 

Mr.  Tklbot:  When  Mrs.  Eddy 
was  a  child,  she  became  very  ill 
with  a  high  fever.  Her  father's 
thought  was  not  panicularly 
conducive  to  healing,  but  her 
mother's  conveyed  a  sense  of 
God's  love  that  did  open  the 
door  to  the  healing  that  came.  I 
think     that     healing    signaled 


something  for  the  book  she  was 
going  to  write,  because  it 
helped  to  free  her  from  the 
harsh  Calvinistic  doctrine  that 
her  father  held  of  predestina- 
tion. That  tells  us  .something 
about  the  book  and  its  liberat- 
ing effect,  freeing  us  from  a 
whole  range  of  mistaken  theo- 
logical views. 

One  night  I  was  struggling 
with  a  physical  problem.  As  I 
prayed,  1  glimpsed  something 
of  what  I  thought  it  must  have 
c<Mt  Mrs.  Eddy  to  write  Science 
and  Health,  and  I  felt  such  grat- 
itude to  her  for  giving  me  that 
book.  Right  at  that  moment  the 
symptoms  just  disappeared. 

Mr.  Thomeloe:  Gratitude 
is  so  important.  And  we  can 
thank  God  for  revealing  divine 
Science  to  our  Leader.  1  love 
her  approach  to  the  book.  She 
was  continuously  reading  it — 
with  joy,  with  anticipation  of 
good,  with  a  willingness  to 
learn  from  the  ideas  in  Science 
and  Health 

Mr.  Talbot:  If  Mrs.  Eddy 
could  feel  that  way  about  ideas 
that  she  was  discovering  in  the 
book,  shouldn't  we  feel  that 
same  kind  of  discovery?  It's  the 
human  mind  that  doesn't  want 
to  know. 

Mr.  Thomeloe:  It's  the 
human  mind  that  skips  over 
passages  in  the  Bible  Lesson  be- 
cause they're  very  familiar. 

Mr.  Talbot:  Maybe  that's 
the  time  we  really  need  to  be 
praying  for  humility. 

Mr.  Thomeloe:  Yes,  a 
childlike  receptivity — a  genuine 
sense  of  humility  that  will  listen. 
I  know  of  a  twelve-year-old  girl 
whose  parents  were  told  by  a 
doctor  that  she  needed  an  im- 
mediate operation  on  her  feet 
or  she  would  be  crippled  for 
life.  This  youngster  was  intro- 
duced to  Christian  Science  bv  a 


neighbor,  and  she  obtained  a 
copy  of  Science  and  Health. 
She  dipped  into  the  bcKjk  and 
found  specific  ideas  that  would 
help.  All  pain  left  as  she  ac- 
knowledged God's  healing  pres- 
ence and  power.  And  within 
two  or  three  days  of  study,  both 
her  feet  were  completely  healc-d. 
Because  of  that  healing,  all 
seven  members  of  her  family 
started  to  attend  the  local 
branch  church. 

Mr.  Talbot:  Don't  you  think 
sometimes  we  tend  to  put  limi- 
tations on  ourselves  in  deter- 
mining how  easily  we'll  reach 
out  with  this  book  to  those  who 
are  truly  hungry  for  it? 

Mr.  Thomeloe:  As  off- 
spring of  God,  our  thoughts 
come  from  divine  Mind.  So  any 
resistance  to  cherishing  and 
sharing  Mind's  ideas  is  not  our 
thought,  but  mortal  mind's  sug- 
gestion. Two  chapter  tides  in 
Science  and  Health — "Some 
Objections  Answered"  and  Ani- 
mal Magnetism  Unmasked" — 
show  specifically  what  this  book 
does.  It  answers  objections  to 
Science.  It  unmasks  animal 
magnetism. 

Mr.  lalbot:  The  Bible  speaks 
of  the  carnal  mind  as  "enmity 
against  God"  (Rom.  8:7).  "What 
is  it  that  feels  inclined  to  re- 
ject the  very  Comforter  which 
Jesus  promised?  I  would  call 
it  fear,  an  element  of  the  carnal 
mind.  People  are  sometimes 
afraid  of  what  Science  and 
Health  says  in  accord  with  the 
Bible  because  it  takes  from 
them  some  of  their  most  cher- 
ished beliefs. 

Mr.  Thomeloe:  Mrs.  Eddy 
dealt  with  the  ignorantly  cher- 
ished beliefs  of  others  through 
Love.  She  always  turned  con- 
troversy into  healing.  And  Sci- 
ence and  Health  teaches  us  to 
heal  through  divine  Love.  Let's 
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make  sure  we  don't  let  any 
magnets  of  criticism,  defeat, 
lack,  or  antagonism,  deflect  us 
from  our  forward  demonstra- 
tion of  the  pure  Science  of 
Christ  that  this  book  contains. 

Mr.  Talbot:  Sometimes 
when  there  are  radical  teach- 
ings, they  push  human  thought 
into  extremes.  And  yet,  here's  a 
book.  Science  and  Health,  with 
a  radical  teaching  that  actually 
moderates  human  thought — 
regenerates,  blesses,  heals  hu- 
man thought.  Its  students  are 
thoughtful,  credible  individuals 
on  the  whole,  making  genuine 
contributions  to  their  commu- 
nities. And  it's  because  of  what 
the  book  has  done  and  is  doing 
for  them.  In  a  sense  Science 
and  Health  is  a  book  of  spir- 
itual tools,  giving  mankind  in- 
sight into  the  Bible,  and  into 
how  to  heal. 

Mr.  Thomeloe:  On  a  visit 
to  Afiica  I  shared  iome  ideas 
with  some  fairly  new  students 
of  Christian  Science.  A  gentle- 
man immediately  jumped  in 
and  said,  "I  have  a  question. " 
Then  he  described  how  he'd 
been  on  a  train,  and  as  he  was 
looking  through  the  open  win- 
dow, a  piece  of  red-hot  coal  blew 
from  the  engine  and  landed  on 
his  eye,  injuring  his  face  and 
making  it  impossible  for  him  to 
see.  When  he  got  back  home  a 
few  hours  later,  he  went  for  the 
copy  of  Science  and  Health 
he'd  had  for  just  a  short  time. 
He  thumbed  his  way  through 
until  he  arrived  at  the  place 
where  Mrs.  Eddy  says.  Acci- 
dents are  unknown  to  God  ..." 
(p.  424).  He  prayed  with  that 
idea,  and  within  twenty-four 
hours  all  trace  of  the  accident 
had  gone  and  he  could  see 
properiy  "But  I  thought  you 
had  a  question,"  I  said.  He  an- 
swered, "Yes,  I  do.    Did  I  prac- 


tice Christian  ScierKe  properly?" 

Mr.  Talbot:  I  wonder  if 
there's  more  right  here  in  West- 
em  society  of  that  kind  of  will- 
ingness to  look  in  new  direc- 
tions than  we  may  have 
recognized. 

Mr.  Thomeloe:  I'm  sure 
there  is.  Mankind  is  beginning 
to  see  that  materialistic  means 
are  not  a  way  to  find  true  relief 
from  problems.  That's  not  the 
Comfoner 

Mr.  Talbot:  People  are 
searching  for  tools — for  an- 
swers— beyond  what  Western 
medicine  offers.  They  are  prav- 
ing  about  their  well-being. 

Mr.  Thomeloe:  A  hospital 
that  deals  with  drug  and  alco- 
hol addiction  has  a  brochure 
that  says  the  only  ultimate  an- 
swer to  the  problem  of  addic- 
tion is  a  spiritual  one.  They  con- 
dua  a  prayer  group  every  day 
and  frequendy  use  the  religious 
anicle  in  The  Christian  Science 
Monitor.  This  leavening  is  go- 
ing on. 

In  communities  throughout 
the  world,  individuals  and 
groups  can  be  found  who  are 
dealing  with  humanity's  prob- 
lems through  love  and  prayer 
When  we  look  for  it,  we  can 
find  that  element  in  thought 
that  has  a  motive  of  love  for 
one's  neighbors,  of  desiring 
and  cherishing  the  idea  to  help 
others  find  resolutions,  to  help 
find  healing.  It's  thrilling.  In 
Vancouver,  for  example,  a  group 
who  call  themselves  "Street 
Kids "  work  to  help  save  chil- 
dren on  the  streets  who  literally 
prostitute  themselves  to  get 
money  for  drugs.  I  asked  the 
group,  'How  do  you  find  the 
strength  to  help  these  children 
night  after  night?"  They  said 
that  they  looked  for  the  child- 
like innocence  within  each  one 
In  another  city,   a  man  who 


helps  homeless  individuals  said, 
"I  never  see  a  homeless  man  " 
When  1  asked  him  what  he 
meant,  he  said,  "Where  the 
world  sees  a  homeless  person,  I 
see  individuality',  strength,  and 
wonh,  and  I  know  God  is  the 
source  of  that," 

Mr.  Talbot:  These  individu- 
als may  not  understand  the  Sci- 
ence behind  this  viewpoint,  but 
aren't  they  feeling  something  of 
the  Comforter  coming  to  indi- 
vidual thought  when  they're 
looking  for  that  Godlike  quality 
in  others? 

Mr.  Thomeloe:  I  feel  they 
are  operating  on  the  basis  that 
the  Comfoner  is  here.  They 
can  feel  it,  even  if  they  can't  ex- 
plain it.  They  are  saying,  "There 
is  an  answer  to  these  commu- 
nity problems.  There  is.  And 
the  answer  is  spiritual.  God  is 
its  source." 

Mr.  Talbot:  Our  role  may 
be  to  be  more  discerning,  more 
perceptive,  to  better  recognize 
the  leavening  power  the  Com- 
forter is  having  in  human 
thought. 

Mr.  Thomeloe:  W"hen  we 
see  the  changes  that  are  already 
going  on  through  the  leavening 
effect  of  Truth  in  human  con- 
sciousness, we  become  more 
willing  to  share  the  book  with 
those  in  need. 

Mr.  Talbot:  I  talked  a  few 
days  ago  with  a  young  woman 
preparing  to  apply  for  listing  in 
the  Journal  as  a  Christian  Sci- 
ence practitioner  She  had 
been  praying — with  expectancy 
— to  bring  healing  to  someone 
who  was  not  a  Christian  Scien- 
tist. One  day  she  got  a  call  from 
her  next-door  neighbor  who 
sometimes  receives  her  phone 
calls  because  their  numbers  are 
so  similar.  While  the  neighbor 
had  been  away  from  the  phone 
the  previous  day,  a  message  in- 
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tended  for  the  practitioner  had 
been  left  on  his  recorder.  The 
caller  had  said,  "Thank  you  so 
much  for  praying  for  me.  I'm 
healed.  I'm  so  grateful."  Then 
her  neighlxir  a.skcd  her,  "Do 
you  do  knees?'"  The  Christian 
Scientist  blurted  out,  "Oh  yes, 
God  loves  knees!"  Well,  this  fel- 
low had  very  difficult  problems 
with  his  knees,  and  there  wasn't 
anythmg  funher  that  could  Ix; 
done  medically  He  asked  her 
to  pray  for  him.  The  next  day 
he  was  well.  He  was  thrilled. 
He  told  her  a  few  days  later  he'd 
been  out  jogging  again. 

There's  a  metaphysical  point 
that  can  help  us  overcome  any 
inertia  that  would  keep  us  from 
moving  forward  with  sharing 
Christian  Science:  the  simple  fact 
that  divine  Mind  is  ever  active. 


Mr.  Thomeloe:  As  we  ac- 
knowledge Mind  as  the  source 
of  man's  activity,  there's  noth- 
ing lo  inhibit  us  from  engaging 
in  that  at  tivity  as  we  go  through 
our  day  The  Christ,  the  pure 
power  of  Love  in  action,  is  im- 
pelling you  and  me  to  respond 
to  mankind's  needs  and  heal 
the  sick. 

Mr.  Talbot:  What  if  we 
make  a  real  effort,  like  a  young 
woman  who  worked  up  the 
courage  to  share  Science  and 
Health  with  a  neighbor  who 
needed  it?  About  half  an  hour 
later,  while  she  was  doing  .some 
gardening,  the  book  came  sail- 
ing over  the  fence.  Well,  the 
Christian  Scientist  continued  to 
pray.  She  knew  her  neighbor 
was  spiritually  hungry  for  the 
Comforter's  answers.     Eventu- 


ally the  neighbor  did  accept  the 
b<x)k.  She  found  her  an.swers. 
And  within  a  couple  of  years 
she  became  an  active  member 
of  a  branch  church. 

Mr.  Thomeloe:  When  we 
recognize  the  spiritual  hunger 
and  receptivity  of  our  neighbor, 
we'll  find  a  response. 

Mr.  Talbot:  In  a  sense, 
most  of  us  here  trxJay  have  had 
Science  and  Health  placed  in 
our  hands — and  it  has  had  a 
major  impact  on  our  life.  How 
willing  are  we  to  share  that 
book?

Sometimes  it  can  feel 
lonely  having  a  commit- 
ment to  a  religion  your 
friends  don't  understand. 
Maintaining  high  spirit- 
ual and  moral  standards  can  also 
be  difficult  when  others  around 
you  live  by  different  rules.  It's 
natural  to  seek  the  company  of 
people  with  common  interests, 
to  want  the  kind  of  reinforce- 
ment that  comes  from  knowing 
that  somewhere  nearby  some- 
one else  like  you  is  striving  to 
live  by  the  same  values. 

Perhaps  this  is  how  Daniel 
and  his  friends,  Shadrach, 
Meshach,  and  Abednego.  felt 
when  living  in  exile  in  Babylon. 
These  four  Hebrews  were  cho- 
sen to  enter  a  three-year  course 
of  study  in  the  king's  palace. 
There  they  were  surrounded  by 
Chaldeans  who  practiced  idol- 
atry, enchantment,  sorcery,  as- 
trology, and  divination. 

Drawn  together  by  their 
religious  ideals,  these  four  stu- 
dents asked  for  an  exemption 
from  certain  requirements  of 
"campus"  life  such  as  drinking 
strong  wine  and  eating  food 
that  was  not  permitted  accord- 
ing to  their  religious  laws.  The 
exemption  was  granted  with 
some  initial  skepticism,  but  by 
the  time  of  their  "final  exams "  it 
was  clear  that  the  stria  fidelity' 
of  these  young  men  to  their 
highest  sense  of  God's  require- 
ments had  significantly  en- 
hanced their  educational  per- 
formance.   We're  told  that  not 


only  were  they  physically  supe- 
rior to  the  other  students,  but 
"in  all  matters  of  wisdom  and 
understanding,  that  the  king 
inquired  of  them,  he  found 
them  ten  times  better  than  all 
the  magicians  and  astrologers 
that  were  in  all  his  realm."  ' 

While  education  in  the 
king's  palace  helped  prepare 
these  men  for  important  posi- 
tions in  government,  it  was 
their  understanding  of  God  that 
enabled  them  to  excel  beyond 
the  average  student.  Wasn't 
it  their  spiritual  understanding 
rather  than  their  Chaldean 
education  that  brought  each 
of  them  the  most  memorable 
victories  of  their  careers?  No 
course  in  the  king's  college 
taught  Daniel  how-  to  remain 
safe  in  the  lions'  den;  and  cer- 
tainly no  academic  training 
taught  his  three  friends  how  to 
survive  in  the  midst  of  a  fien^ 
furnace!  But  their  reliance  on 
God  prepared  each  of  them  for 
such  deliverance.^ 


A  he  lessons  illustrated  by 
these  stories  are  as  applicable 
tcxlay  as  they  were  in  ancient 
Babylon.  While  the  subjects 
taught  at  universities  have 
changed  significandy  since 
Daniel's  time,  it  is  still  true  that 
a  practical  understanding  of 
God  adds  an  important  dimen- 
sion to  education.  Mrs.  Eddy 
recognized  this.  She  had  a  high 
regard  for  academic  education. 


In  fact,  she  wrote,  'Academics 
of  the  right  son  are  requisite. 
Observation,  invention,  study, 
and  original  thought  are  expan- 
sive and  should  promote  the 
growth  of  monal  mind  out  of 
itself,  out  of  all  that  is  mortal."  ' 
One  way  in  which  she  encour- 
aged the  application  of  spiritual 
understanding  to  educational 
advancement  was  through  mak- 
ing a  provision  in  the  Manual 
of  The  Mother  Church  for  the 
establishment  of  Christian  Sci- 
ence organizations  at  colleges 
and  universities.'' 

These  organizations  pro- 
vide a  meeting  place  for  those 
who  are  questioning  the  hy- 
potheses of  conventional  wis- 
dom and  are  searching  for 
something  more  stable  on 
which  to  build  their  lives  than 
the  shifting  sands  of  popular 
materialism.  Here  students  and 
faculfv'  explore  the  spiritual  di- 
mension of  education  and  how 
the  Science  of  Christ  can  be  a 
force  for  healing  on  their  cam- 
pus. They  learn  to  distinguish 
human  theory  from  divine  fact, 
to  challenge  the  limitations  of 
the  former  and  embrace  the 
possibilities  of  the  latter  These 
divine  facts  include  the  truths 
of  God  and  man — that  God  is 
the  one  infinite  Principle,  or 
Mind,  governing  all  with  unlim- 
ited divine  love  and  wisdom; 
that  man  is  in  realirv'  not  a  falli- 
ble, vulnerable  mortal  but  the 
perfect  idea,  the  glorious  ex- 
pression, of  divine  Mind. 
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Through  learning  more 
about  the  true  nature  of  God 
and  man,  those  participating  in 
Christian  Science  organization 
meetings  and  the  giving  of  lec- 
tures on  campus  learn  that  in- 
telligence isn't  a  personal  ca- 
pacity resident  in  the  brain  but 
is  actually  a  spiritual  quality  of 
the  one  infinite  Mind,  which 
man  reflects.  Therefore,  we 
each  have  equal  "access "  to  in- 


ings  of  all  sorts  to  overcom- 
ing fear  during  final  exams. 
Through  prayer,  he  or  she  dis- 
covers how  turning  to  Ood  can 
help  with  linding  employment, 
solving  relationship  problems, 
and  experiencing  protection 
from  crime.  Faculty  as  well  as 
students  commonly  find  that  an 
understanding  of  (Christian  Sci- 
ence gives  them  deeper  in- 
sights  into   their  coursework.

telligence,  equal  capacity  to 
demonstrate  intelligence  as  we 
acknowledge  and  strive  to  live 
our  true  selfhood. 

Students  who  value  and 
claim  their  wholeness  as  chil- 
dren of  God,  divine  Love,  living 
in  the  realm  of  Mind,  not  only 
are  helped  academically  through 
prayer  and  study  of  Christian 
Science  but  also  find  freedom 
from  illness  and  strength  to  re- 
sist the  escapism  offered  through 
alcohol  and  drugs.  In  the  labo- 
ratory of  their  own  lives,  they 
discover  the  power  of  prayer  to 
enrich  the  quality  of  daily  life, 
give  direction  to  endeavor,  and 
provide  a  solid  basis  for  sharing 
the  healing  truths  of  Christian 
Science  with  others. 

A  student's  experiences 
may  range  from  physical  heal- 


expands  thought,  reduces 
stress. 

Such  effects  are  no  surprise 
to  one  schooled  in  the  example 
of  the  greatest  Teacher  of  all 
time,  Christ  Jesus.  Mrs.  Eddy 
wrote  of  him,  Jesus  of 
Nazareth  was  the  most  scien- 
tific man  that  ever  trod  the 
globe.  He  plunged  beneath  the 
material  surface  of  things,  and 
found  the  spiritual  cause."  * 
Without  the  benefit  of  X-rays, 
microscope,  or  supercollider, 
Jesus  penetrated  the  seeming 
solidity  of  matter  and  revealed 
substance  to  be,  in  reality.

Jesus  did  things  that  are  .so  in- 
comprehensible to  the  human 
mind  as  to  be  considered  mirac- 
ulous by  most  people  even  after 
two  thousand  years  of  scientific 
advances.  Following  in  his  fotjt- 
steps,  Mrs.  Eddy  took  educa- 
tion beyond  the  limits  of  the 
common  knowledge  of  her  day. 
She  openeti  up  new  realms  of 
possibility  including  the  discov- 
ery of  a  cure  for  diseases  pre- 
viously considered  incurable. 
This  cure  lies  in  the  under- 
standing and  demonstration 
of  spiritual  laws,  explained  in 
Christian  Science,  which  under- 
gird  the  universe  created  by 
God. 

Christian  Science  stands  in 
sharp  contrast  to  the  conven- 
tional views  of  society.  Its  fol- 
lowers, like  pioneers  in  any 
field,  are  breaking  new  ground. 
But  doesn't  it  make  sense  that  a 
Science  which  challenges  igno- 
rance, pushes  out  the  bound- 
aries of  limited  viewpoints,  ele- 
vates theology  from  theory  to 
proof,  rejects  rote  learning, 
and  encourages  independent 
thinking  would  have  a  place 
within  institutions  of  higher 
education? 

Even  if  one  is  the  only 
Christian  Scientist  on  campus, 
there  is  ample  opportunity  to 
prove  through  prayer  the  value 
of  basing  one's  life  on  a  spiritual 
foundation.  Each  student  and 
faculty  member  can  rediscover 
in  the  context  of  today's  chal- 
lenges what  Daniel  and  his 
friends  proved  in  their  day.  that 
a  practical  understanding  of  the 
power  of  God  can  prepare  one 
for  everything  that  lies  ahead, 
something  even  the  greatest 
academic  education  is  insuffi- 
cient to  do.  During  our  years  of 
formal  schooling,  as  well  as  in 
the  life  experiences  that  follow, 
most   of  us   will   face   testing 
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times  that  require  of  us  some- 
thing more  than  our  academic 
studies  have  prepared  us  to 
give.  How  well  we  get  along 
with  others,  how  satisfied  and 
at  peace  we  are  with  ourselves, 
how  successfully  we  break 
through  both  personal  and  pro- 
fessional barriers,  how  un- 
selfish our  motives  and  goals 
are — these  things  have  as  much 
to  do  with  our  moral  and  spir- 
itual education  as  with  our  ex- 
pertise in  a  given  field  of  aca- 
demic study. 

The  systematic  study  and 
practice  of  the  truths  found  in 
the  Bible  and  the  writings  of 
Mrs.  Eddy  make  it  clear  that 
such  virtues  as  honesc);  charity, 


forgiveness,  persistence,  moral 
integrity,  and  the  worship  of 
one  supreme  God  aren't  arbi- 
trary standards  set  by  some  an- 
cient patriarchs.  More  and 
more,  these  well-tried  vinues 
put  forth  in  the  Ten  Command- 
ments and  in  Christ  Jesus'  Ser- 
mon on  the  Mount  are  proving 
to  be  requisite  for  survival  in  an 
increasingly  complex  world. 
History'  may  someday  acknowl- 
edge that  without  the  incorpo- 
ration of  such  values  into  our 
daily  lives  the  impressive  ad- 
vances of  modern  technology 
are  insufficient  to  solve  the 
world's  problems.  Beyond  this, 
though,  is  the  fact  that  Christian 
Science  is  not  just  "fixing  prob- 


lems" within  a  material  realm; 
this  divine  Science  is  revealing 
an  entirely  different  realm — the 
realm  of  divine  Mind,  which  is 
wholly  good  and  is  the  only 
reality 

Christian  Science  college 
organizations  are  in  a  modest 
but  significant  way  contributing 
to  this  moral  and  spiritual  awak- 
ening, which  is  bringing  healing 
to  our  world.

Suppose  you  receive  a  cable 
from  a  friend  who  is  on  a 
cruise  ship  at  sea.  She  has 
just  accidentally  dropped 
her  diamond  wedding  ring 
overboard!  In  the  cable  she 
asks  for  help  through  prayer 
What  kind  of  help  is  she  expect- 
ing? Does  she  even  expect  to 
recover  the  ring?  That's  not  im- 
possible But  it  raises  the  ques- 
tion: What  is  the  real  reason  for 
her  request  for  prayer? 

The  true  value  of  prayer  is 
realized  in  turning  our  thought 
to  God.  Prayer  must  be  un- 
selfishly motivated.  Then  we 
increasingly  realize  our  God- 
given  superiority  to  loss  in  any 
form. 

The  answer  to  prayer  may 
not  necessarily  come  in  the 
manner  we  have  outlined  or 
hoped  for.  Yet  heanfelt  prayer, 
springing  from  at  least  some 
understanding  of  God's  totally 
good  nature,  blesses  us  and 
brings  healing  to  our  conscious- 
ness This  often  results  in  find- 
ing what  we  felt  was  beyond  our 
reach.  Inevitably,  we  gain.  We 
gain  sweet  peace  of  mind  and  a 
lessening  of  the  feeling  of  loss 
or  despair. 

What  are  our  motive  and 
purpose  in  praying?  To  glorify 
God?  To  seek  His  will?  'Thy 
will"  and  not  "my  will "?  Seeking 
His  will  enables  us  to  find  real 
treasure,  for  the  kingdom  of 
heaven,  everlasting  harmony,  is 
revealed  "at  hand." 

God  is  Spirit,  as  the  Bible 
teaches;  therefore  all  that  God 


creates  is  spiritual,  forever  in- 
tact, complete,  unlosable.  To 
realize  this  truth  is  to  grasp  that 
the  will  of  God  is  always  good. 
His  perfect  will  is  what  we  are 
learning  to  claim  and  trust 
through  prayer  It  Ls  vitally  im- 
portant, essential  in  fact,  to 
challenge  the  concept  of  loss, 
whether  of  trivia  or  treasure. 
Why  is  this  so?  Because  the  sense 
of  loss  contradicts  the  spiritual 
reality  of  creation,  of  God's  con- 
stant provision  for  man. 


Aurning  to  the  Scriptures,  we 
find  that  "the  things  which  are 
seen  are  temporal;  but  the 
things  which  are  not  seen  are 
eternal."  '  Can  anything  eternal 
be  displaced  or  destroyed?  Can 
truth  be  lost?  Can  love  cease  to 
be?  Can  joy  disappear,  gcxxl 
vanish? 

The  loss  of  a  diamond  ring 
is  significant  for  its  sentimental 
and  financial  value,  but  it  does 
seem  insignificant  when  we 
think  of  the  more  sobering  is- 
sues that  many  are  facing  today, 
such  as  loss  of  employment, 
homes,  friends,  family,  health, 
freedom,  and  peace  of  mind. 
Can  prayer  meet  the  need  in 
pressing  situations  like  these? 
Yes,  it  can.  It  is  through  prayer 
that  we  find  inexhaustible 
strength  and  courage,  gain  free- 
dom and  comfort,  discern  God's 
guidance  and  right  solutions. 
Isn't  this  what  we  are  really 
looking  for?  Isn't  this  what  we 
truly  value?  Feeling  God's  care 


and  perfen  direction  opens  the 
way  for  concrete  proof  of  His 
provision. 

As  Gcxl  Is  Mind  and  the  only 
creator,  what  does  Mind  create? 
What  Mind  creates  is  wholly 
spiritual  and  spiritually  whole. 
Mind  creates  ideas,  not  material 
things.  Things  can  be  lost,  but 
the  substance  of  an  idea  Is  spirit- 
ual, unlosable,  forever  in  Mind 
and  inseparable  from  it  And 
this  is  the  basis  for  proving  the 
illegitimacy  of  loss  in  our  lives. 

As  we  turn  our  heart  to 
God,  we  can  begin  to  recognize 
these  facts.  We  can  see  that  ab- 
solutely nothing  which  has  its 
origin  in  Mind  is  ever  lost.  Re- 
tention Is  a  quality  of  .Mind.  Ad- 
mittedly, we  do  not  always  see 
immediate  evidence  of  this; 
still,  it  is  the  eternal  fact. 

Do  we  think  the  sun  has 
been  lost  when  we  don't  see  it 
shining?  Understanding  the  sci- 
ence of  astronomy,  we  have  no 
doubt  of  the  sun's  continuity. 
We  know  it  would  be  thought 
absurd  if  we  said  it  had  been 
lost. 

If  it  were  only  up  to  the  lim- 
ited physical  senses  to  deter- 
mine what  man  is,  we  would 
have  to  agree  that  man  is  mor- 
tal, born  into  matter,  and  set  on 
a  path  that  leads  to  inevitable 
loss — lost  innocency,  lost  love, 
lost  opportunities,  hopes,  joy, 
faculties,  health,  and  eventually 
loss  of  life  itself.  Utilizing  our  na- 
tive, God-given  spiritual  sense, 
we  intuitively  know  there  is 
something  better.     God  could 
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not  make  such  an  imperfect 
plan.  Seeing  this,  we  gain  confi- 
dence in  the  "things  which  are 
not  seen" — or,  as  the  book  of 
Romans  says,  "the  things  of  the 
Spirit."  And  we  begin  to  prove 
our  heritage  of  dominion  over 
"the  things  of  the  flesh."  " 

Mrs.  Eddy  says  in  one  of  her 
poems,  "Wait,  and  love  more 
for  every  hate,  and  fear  /  No  ill, 
— since  God  is  good,  and  loss  is 
gain."  '  We  do  gain  as  we  lose 
the  misconception  that  man  is 
material  and  subject  to  the 
losses  that  human  belief  ac- 
cepts and  allows.  These  beliefs 
need  to  be  challenged!  A  mis- 
taken, materialistic  sense  of 
things  can  never  alter  truth,  nor 
can  it  forever  keep  spiritual  re- 
ality hidden. 

Clearly  human  life  is  a  chal- 
lenge. But  we  have  the  oppor- 
tunity to  challenge  its  aggres- 
sive claims  rather  than  be 
victimized  by  them.  The  choice 
is  ours.  1  had  a  vivid  reminder 
of  this  recently  The  radio  was 
filling  in  the  background  of  my 
thoughts,  and  1  became  aware 
of  lyrics  about  being  born  to 
lose.  Usually  I  enjoy  the  music 
called  the  blues,  but  I  was 
alerted  in  this  instance  to  think 
more  carefully  about  the  con- 
cept of  failure  and  loss. 

What  hope  is  there  for  a  life 
filled  with  health  and  happiness 
if  we  do  not  confront  the  carnal 
mind's  suggestion  of  hopeless- 
ness? Reversing  this  thought 
with  prayer,  with  the  under- 
standing that  man  in  God's  like- 
ness isn't  subject  to  loss  but  is 
forever  complete,  can  help  heal 
despair  Isn't  this  of  paramount 
concern  to  all  of  us?  To  the  de- 
gree that  we're  individually  re- 
ceptive to  God's  law  of  restora- 
tion, a  feeling  of  incomplete- 
ness yields  to  a  perception  of 
our  completeness.  Man's  innate 


innocency  freedom,  health,  and 
joy  become  more  apparent  to 
us,  and  this  can't  help  benefit- 
ing others  as  well.  It  can't  help 
making  us  better  healers. 

In  Mrs.  Eddy's  life,  much 
that  she  held  dear — family 
friends,  health,  financial  secu- 
.  rity — was  for  a  time  apparendy 
lost  to  her,  but  she  could  never 
be  deprived  of  what  she  under- 
stood of  God  and  His  all-power 


hands.  His  memory  was  also  af- 
fected. Because  he  is  a  profes- 
sional musician,  this  was  partic- 
ularly devastating.  Holding  to 
our  understanding  that  God's 
law  of  restoration  is  ever  opera- 
tive and  cannot  be  disabled,  we 
turned  to  our  heavenly  Father 
in  full  reliance  on  prayer  for  my 
husband's  e.xpected  freedom. 
We  acknowledged  that  the 
same    divine    Principle    Jesus 


iVo. 


I  matter  what  the  human  scene  claims, 
or  worldly  thinking  argues,  the  "born  loser" 
mentality  is  not  a  drama  that  God's  man 
takes  part  in.  It  has  no  connection  with 
real,  spiritual  existence. 


She  triumphed  over  adversity, 
proving  her  statement  from 
Science  and  Health  "It  is  im- 
possible that  man  should  lose 
aught  that  is  real,  when  God  is 
all  and  eternally  his."  She  also 
says,  just  before  this:  "The  ma- 
terial body  and  mind  are  tem- 
poral, but  the  real  man  is  spirit- 
ual and  eternal.  The  identity  of 
the  real  man  is  not  lost,  but 
found  through  this  explanation; 
for  the  conscious  infinitude  of 
existence  and  of  all  identity  is 
thereby  discerned  and  remains 
unchanged."  ■" 

We  found  these  words  to  be 
more  than  just  encouraging 
when  my  husband  appeared  to 
suffer  a  stroke  a  few  years  ago. 
He  was  partially  paralyzed  and 
lost  the  use  of  his  arms  and 


demonstrated  in  restoring  the 
withered  hand  (see  Matt. 
12:10-13)  was  operating  here 
and  now.  We  had  no  doubt  or 
fear,  and  claimed  man's  God- 
established  ability  to  move  and 
live  freely.  This  dependence  on 
prayer  supported  us,  as  it  had 
done  through  so  many  other 
challenges.  Our  faith  was  active 
and  strong!  This  brought  the 
restorative  action  of  divine 
Truth  to  bear  on  the  condition, 
and  the  dexterity  of  his  hands 
was  wholly  restored.  He  gradu- 
ally but  steadily  regained  nor- 
mal control  of  mind  and  body. 
Today  we  are  sharing  the  joy  of 
life  and  its  music  as  he  plays 
again.  In  our  extremity,  this 
statement  from  our  textbook. 
Science  and  Health,  was  also 
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most  beneficial;  "If  delusion 
says,  'I  have  lost  my  memory.' 
contradict  it.  No  faculty  of  Mind 
is  lost.  In  Science,  all  being  is 
eternal,  spiritual,  perfect,  har- 
monious in  every  action. "  ^ 

When  confrtmted  with  the 
supposition  of  loss.  Christian 
Scientists  can,  and  usually  will, 
"contradict  it. "  We  recognize 
"lost"  as  not  being  the  truth  of 
existence  from  an  absolute,  spir- 
itual standpoint.  Our  prayer  is 
an  affirmation  of  the  ever- 
presence  of  good  and  a  denial 
of  all  that  would  hide  this  actu- 
ality. We  prayerfully  acknowl- 
edge God's  restoring  law  and 
constant,  loving  care.  We  pray 
until  we/ee/ this.  Then  the  real- 
ity of  our  being  is  seen  in  sub- 
stantial ways  in  our  lives. 

The  human  mind  can  be  in- 
fluenced adversely  to  believe 
that  we  can't  evade  experienc- 
ing loss,  in  small  ways  and  ways 
that  seem  critical.  This  assump- 
tion needs  to  be  disputed  and 
rejected.  In  the  healing  prac- 
tice of  Christian  Science,  this  is 
sometimes  (jvedooked  as  a  basic 
claim  to  be  denied  and  replaced 


with  the  truth  of  God's  omni- 
presence and  all-power. 


V^hrist  Jesus,  our  Way-shower, 
advised,  "Seek,  and  ye  shall 
find." '  Can  we  then  stop  seeking 
— and  therefore  finding';'  Have 
we  given  up  gaining  a  growing 
sense  of  the  adventure  of  living 
itself,  of  seeking  a  greater  un- 
derstanding of  the  truth  of  being? 
No  matter  what  the  human 
scene  claims,  or  worldly  thinking 
argues,  the  ""born  loser"  mental- 
ity is  not  a  drama  that  God's  man 
takes  part  in.  It  has  no  connec- 
tion with  real,  spiritual  existence. 
How  subtle  and  stupefying 
are  the  suggestions  that  lie  un- 
contested in  human  conscious- 
ness, such  as  loss  of  interest  in 
and  consecration  to  active  study 
of  the  Bible  and  Mrs.  Eddy's 
writings,  and  church  participa- 
tion. Most  of  us  have  been 
tempted  with  this  insidious  ar- 
gument. How  can  we  rouse 
others  if  we  have  not  first 
roused  ourselves  to  cast  out 
such  devilish  thoughts  and  re- 
place them  with  the  truth? 


If  suffering  from  a  belief  of 
los.s — no  matter  what  kind  or 
how  long  it  has  continued — we 
must  not  give  our  consent  to 
this,  or  give  up.  We  don't  have 
to  accept  Icjss  into  our  thought 
of  life.  It  amounts  to  a  denial  of 
the  supremacy  of  Ciod! 

Cherish  your  identity  as  a 
loved  child  of  God.  Defend 
your  understanding  of  it.  Iden- 
tity IS  spiritual  and  intact,  un- 
fragmented,  with  no  possibility 
of  lost  elements.  We  are  not  vic- 
tims of  circumstances  beyond 
our  control.  Through  diligent 
prayer  we  find  our  spiritual 
sense  and  spiritual  strength  in- 
tact. True  prayer  faithfully  asks 
for — and  gaias — divine,  unerring 
direction.  Can  we  ever  really 
lo.se  touch  with  God?  Never!

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Developing  a  worldwide 
healing  practice 


Overcoming  sickness  and  sin  through  a  growing  understanding  of 
the  allness  of  God.  good,  is  the  natural  result  of  practicing  Christian  Sci- 
ence.  But  healing  oneself  is  really  just  the  beginning  of  this  practice. 

Progressing  spiritually,  a  Christian  Scientist  not  only  sees  the  need 
for  healing  in  larger  terms,  on  a  global  scale,  but  he  learns  of  his  ability  R  U  S  S 

to  expand  the  sphere  of  his  own  healing  work  and  to  establish  a  world-  GERBER 

wide  practice  of  Christian  healing.  He  sees  this  as  being  in  line  with 
what  Christ  Jesus  expected  of  his  followers.  The  Master  told  them.  "Ye 
are  the  light  of  the  world."  '  For  Christian  healers,  Jesus'  instruction 
and  example  strongly  encourage  an  ever-widening  reach  of  spiritually 
illumined  thought. 

The  ability  to  have  a  far-reaching,  healing  impact  in  the  worid 
doesn't  seem  mysterious  or  unnatural  when  we  understand  that  man 
isn't  the  materially-minded  creature  we've  been  educated  to  believe  he 
is.  His  origin  is  Spirit,  God,  infinite  and  perfect  Mind.  Limited  love  or 
intelligence  couldn't  be  characteristic  of  Gods  man,  who  expresses  the 
boundless  nature  and  power  of  Spirit.  These  limitations  represent  a 
false,  mortal  sense  of  man's  abilities.  Mary  Baker  Eddy,  who  discovered 
Christian  Science,  writes,  "Mortals  have  a  very  imperfect  sense  of  the 
spiritual  man  and  of  the  infinite  range  of  his  thought."  -  Exchanging  a 
less-than-spiritual,  less-than-perfect  sense  of  ourselves  for  what's  true 
shows  us  more  of  our  unfettered  ability  to  do  good  in  the  world. 

We  might  be  thinking,  though,  that  we  don't  really  have  much  to 
offer  others,  that  our  understanding  of  God  and  of  His  laws  is  too  small. 
Perhaps  we  feel  we  barely  know  enough  to  heal  eventhing  that  needs 
healing  in  our  own  life,  let  alone  to  be  helpful  to  others.  Yet,  when 
Jesus  instructed  his  students  to  think  of  themselves  as  light-bearers 
for  the  world,  they  were  not,  at  that  point,  seasoned  Christian  healers 
and  teachers  themselves.  Regardless  of  what  little  they  may  have  un- 
derstood of  his  teachings  at  the  outset,  Jesus  told  them  that  it  was  light 
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which  shouldn't  be  hid.  "Let  your  light  so  shine  before  men,"  were  his 
words,  "that  they  may  see  your  good  works,  and  glorify  your  Father 
which  is  in  heaven  "  ' 

Being  a  Christian  Scientist  is  being  spiritually-minded,  having  the 
Mind  of  Christ,  reflecting  the  spirit  of  Christliness,  the  unlimited  love 
and  intelligence  that  come  from  G<xl.  Being  spiritually-minded,  how- 
ever, is  also,  in  a  manner  of  speaking,  being  ,g/ofoa//v-mindcd  It  re- 
quires dropping  narrow,  self-centered  thinking  and  opening  our  thought 
to  a  wider  affection,  a  universal  love,  and  to  G<xi's  omnipotence. 

Divine  Love  impels  us  to  do  this,  to  love  outwardly  and  uncondi- 
tionally not  inwardly  and  sparingly  As  we  respcjnd  to  Loves  impulsion, 
we'll  be  more  willing  to  re.spond  to  the  needs  of  others.  As  Christians, 
we'll  humbly,  compassionately  fervently  yearn  to  help  our  fellow  beings. 

Still,  as  we  l<x)k  around  at  the  millions  of  people  throughout  the 
world  who  want  help,  we  may  feel  that  being  able  to  assist  them  is  be- 
yond our  capacity  But  as  Christian  Scientists,  well  apprehend,  through 
prayer  and  spiritual  study,  the  power  and  allness  of  God,  good,  and  the 
spiritual  laws  that  underlie  universal  harmony.  We'll  recognize  these 
laws  to  be  present  and  operating  everywhere,  forever  revealing  the 
fOTSSibilities  for  achieving  good. 

Does  developing  a  worldwide  practice  mean  we  need  hastily  to 
make  an  all-or-nothing  leap  from  our  present  line  of  work  into  the 
full-time  practice  of  Christian  Science?  No,  it  doesn't.  Expanding  the 
sphere  of  our  work  for  humanity  can  develop  very  naturally  as  pan  of 
one's  daily  study  and  prayer.  For  example,  a  friend  of  mine,  in  praying 
to  find  a  way  to  expand  her  practice  of  Christian  Science,  saw  that  she 
had  a  wonderful  opportunity  to  do  so  each  day  through  her  regular 
study  of  the  Bible  Lesson  in  the  Christian  Science  Quarterly.  Her 
usual  approach  to  the  lesson  had  been  to  study  each  section  asking 
herself  what  answers  it  provided  for  problems  in  her  own  life. 

One  day  however,  she  found  herself  deeply  frustrated  after  reading 
a  news  analysis  of  an  ongoing,  violent  conflict  in  another  pan  of  the 
world.  It  was  widely  believed  that  the  atrocities  in  that  region  were 
inescapable  because  of  the  long  history  of  hatred  among  the  warring 
groups.  At  first  my  friend  felt  that  with  each  passing  day  there  was  less 
and  less  likelihood  of  seeing  an  end  to  the  bloodshed. 

She  decided  to  read  the  Bible  Lesson  that  day  to  see  what  light  its 
message  shed  on  that  particular  situation.  Her  study  led  to  the  convic- 
tion that  the  appearance  of  many  conflicting  minds  was  not  validated 
by  any  stubborn,  long-standing  belief  in  its  reality.  She  saw  that  such 
a  mistaken  belief  could  be,  must  be,  eradicated  through  an  understand- 
ing of  the  one  Mind  and  of  man  as  the  very  expression  of  that  .Mind.  It 
must  be  eradicated  through  the  power  of  Christ,  Truth,  which  is  ever 
present  and  ever  operative  in  human  thought.  She  understood,  too, 
that  no  one — no  one — is  without  the  God-derived  ability  to  di-scern  the 
truth  of  man.  She  knew  that  even  in  the  midst  of  civil  unrest  it's  possi- 
ble to  see  past  the  human  labels  of  ethnicity,  social  status,  and  so  fonh 
and  feel  something  of  the  love  for  ones  fellow  beings  that's  natural  to 
man  as  God's  spiritual  image. 

My  friend  continues  to  read  the  Bible  Lesson  in  this  way,  each  day 
giving  special  attention  to  how  it  applies  to  problems  in  that  and  other 
areas  of  the  worid.  She  is  finding  this  practice  effective  in  offsetting 
many  of  the  misconceptions  underlying  those  problems,  and  in  replac- 
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ing  them  with  the  spiritual  truths  of  God  and  man  elucidated  in  the  les- 
son. This  also  helps  her  culti\'ate  a  broader  outlook  and  wider  affec- 
tion. She  sees  this  Christianly  scientific  thinking  blessing  others  in  the 
many  contacts  she  has  each  week,  and  as  a  rightful  healing  influence  in 
the  larger  sphere  of  thought  that  embraces  the  world. 

That's  only  one  example,  of  course.  There  are  many  ways  to  ex- 
pand our  horizon  of  thought  and  develop  a  wider  practice.  The  under- 
lying metaphysical  point  is  that  we  are  light-bearers  for  the  world  as  we 
strive  to  reflect,  to  some  degree,  the  truth  and  love  that  come  from 
God. 

Spiritual  progress  demands  that  we  see  beyond  a  felse,  mortal  sense 
of  our  abilities  and  accept  the  truth  of  ourselves  as  the  unfettered  ex- 
pression of  good;  as  spiritual  thinkers  with  an  ever-expanding  healing 
practice.

Science  and  Health:  textbook 
for  self-improvement 


Most  bookstores  and  libraries  have  a  special  section  called  "self- 
improvement"  or  "self-help" — filled  with  books,  tapes,  and  videos  that 
profess  to  make  you  a  better  person.  Some  of  these  say  that  they  can 
make  you  an  expen  on  Oriental  cooking  or  plumbing  or  a  foreign  lan- 
guage. Others  show  you  how  to  manage  your  time  or  make  money  or  MARYMETZNER 
find  a  spouse.  Still  others  say  they  can  make  you  feel  better — through  TRAMMELL 
exercise,  diet,  or  learning  to  live  with  terminal  illness. 

But  many  readers  of  this  magazine  would  recommend  a  ver\'  differ- 
ent kind  of  book  to  help  change  one's  life.  It's  one  that — along  with 
the  Bible — is  their  friend,  physician,  pastor,  and  textbook  for  living. 
This  book  is  Science  and  Health  with  Key  to  the  Scriptures  by  Mary 
Baker  Eddy 

Unlike  most  of  the  self-improvement  books  you'd  find  in  a  book- 
store. Science  and  Health  doesn't  hinge  on  a  material  or  psychological 
technique  for  bringing  about  change  Instead,  this  book  urges  its  read- 
ers to  change  the  qualin-  of  their  thoughts — to  shift  the  ver\'  basis  of 
their  thinking  from  matter  to  Spirit,  from  an  on-and-off  belief  in  God  to 
a  concrete  faith  in  His  infinite  goodness.  His  constant  love. 

Next  to  the  marginal  heading  "Self-improvement, "  Mrs.  Eddy  de- 
scribes the  how  of  real  self-help.  "Erroneous  belief  is  destroyed  by 
truth, "  she  writes.  "Change  the  evidence,  and  that  disappears  which 
before  seemed  real  to  this  false  belief  and  the  human  consciousness 
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rises  higher.  Thus  the  reality  of  being  is  attained  and  man  found  to  be 
immortal."  ' 

When  you  turn  your  thoughts  Godward,  when  you  stop  looking  at 
"worse"  and  stan  looking  at  "better"  from  a  spiritual  perspective,  things 
begin  to  happen.  What  happens  when  you  stan  affirming  the  truth  of 
God's  allness  and  of  man's  flawless  selfhcxxl  as  His  image,  is  that  heal- 
ing takes  place  in  even  the  smallest  issues  in  your  life.  You  think  better, 
perform  better,  feel  belter,  and  are  better.  Why?  Because  you  |ust  nat- 
urally begin  to  think,  perform,  and  feel  more  like  the  expression  of  the 
purely  perfect  and  spiritual  Gcxl  you're  looking  toward  The  Bible  puts 
it  this  way:  "We  all,  with  open  face  beholding  as  in  a  glass  the  glory  of 
the  Ixird,  are  changed  into  the  same  image  from  glory  to  glory,  even  as 
by  the  Spirit  of  the  Lord."  ' 

Science  and  Health  is  different  from  any  other  self-improvement 
books  in  another  crucial  way:  It's  a  textbook^a.  definitive  and  com- 
plete statement  of  Christian  Science.  It's  a  book  to  be  studied  again 
and  again,  a  book  to  be  applied  each  day  in  the  life  of  every  reader.  It's 
,  a  course  of  study  in  and  of  itself, 
tenderly  and  painstakingly  educating 
its  readers  in  the  noblest  of  all  profes- 
sions— that  of  Christian  healing.  And 
readers  who  ardently  study  this  book, 
take  in  the  spirit  of  its  message,  and  let  the  book  re-form  their  lives  can 
learn  to  heal  themselves  and  others. 

Writing  a  textbiook  on  any  subject  is  demanding  work.  And  it's  safe 
to  say  that  Mrs.  Eddy  labored  over  her  textbook  far  more  than  most  au- 
thors. She  worked  on  it  for  the  last  forty-five  years  of  her  life,  tenderly 
nursing  it  from  a  collection  of  notes  in  the  early  days  through  the  orig- 
inal publication  of  the  book  in  1875,  and  from  thai  point  through  more 
than  four  hundred  printings. 

Some  of  these  printings  represented  nujor  revisions,  explaining 
more  clearly  and  more  fijUy  the  thrilling  new  spiritual  landscape  she 
was  exploring.  Others  included  only  minor  refinements  of  wording. 
But  eiiery  edition  received  the  authors  scrupulous  care.  She  worked 
with  various  editors  over  the  years,  but  she  meticulously  reviewed  their 
edits  in  her  own  hand  and  exchanged  what  amounts  to  file  boxes  fijU  of 
correspondence  with  them. 

The  intensive  attention  Mrs.  Eddy  gave  to  the  marginal  notes  in  Sci- 
ence and  Health  is  typical  of  her  care  for  each  detail  of  the  textbook. 
The  correspondence  to  and  from  her  on  this  one  subject  is  more  than 
an  inch  thick.  As  early  as  1889.  it  appears,  Mrs.  Eddy  asked  Joshua  Bailey 
as  Editor  of  The  Christian  Science  Journal  to  prepare  marginal  head- 
ings for  at  least  one  chapter  in  Science  and  Health  Yet  she  apparendy 
decided  against  using  Bailey's  notes,  since  the  following  year  she  au- 
thorized Rev.  James  Henry  Wiggin,  the  editor  she  was  working  with  on 
the  fiftieth  edition  oi  Science  and  Health,  to  prepare  a  "marginal  index" 
for  her  textbook. 

The  correspondence  over  the  next  year  between  Mrs.  Eddy  and 
Rev  Mr.  Wiggin  shows  that  she  guided  him  with  a  firm  hand.  'While  the 
two  agreed  that  brief  sidenotes  could  help  readers  find  their  way 
through  the  revolutionary  metaphysical  statements  in  the  textbook,  his 
notes  fell  far  short  of  her  standard  of  excellence.  She  felt  they  were  too  long 
and  too  frequent.  Two  or  three  notes  to  a  page  were  enough,  she  said. 
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But  most  imponant,  Mrs.  Eddy  felt  that  many  of  Wiggin's  notes 
jarred  the  reader  with  a  "shocking  flippano'"  and  a  lack  of  understand- 
ing. She  told  Wiggin — who  admitted  he  didn't  always  comprehend  her 
revelation — to  be  more  "tender  and  spiritual"  in  his  wording.  And  in 
the  end  Mrs.  Eddy  had  to  chiange,  rewrite,  or  delete  most  of  his  notes. 

Finally,  in  the  March  1891  issue  of  ihejourruil.  came  the  announce- 
ment that  "The  New  Book"  (the  fiftieth  edition  of  the  textbook)  was 
ready.  The  notice  said,  "The  marginal  sideheads  occurring  throughout 
the  volume,  merit  a  special  word  of  praise;  ably  aiding,  as  they  do,  the 
search  for  passages  to  which  speedy  reference  is  desired.  By  means  of 
these,  the  eye  quickly  detects  the  page-topics,  without  the  expense 
of  time  required  to  hunt  latxjriously  through  the  body-text."  ' 

But  Mrs.  Eddy  continued  revising  the  notes,  working  with  Edward 
Jenks,  a  Concord  editor,  in  1898.  Then,  in  1901,  she  asked  two  of  her 
students — Edward  A.  Kimball  and  Rev  William  P  McKenzie — to  proof- 
read her  book  and  revise  the  sidenotes,  many  of  which  she  felt  were 
"incompetent."  As  it  turned  out,  however,  she  asked  the  proofreaders 
to  rewrite  only  the  one-word  marginal  headings.  And  Mrs.  Eddy  herself 
"corrected"  the  sidenotes  throughout  the  book  in  her  own  handwriting 
just  before  the  final  printing. 

So,  like  every  other  publishing  detail  of  the  Christian  Science  text- 
book, the  marginal  notes  had  Mrs.  Eddy's  close  attention  and  inspired 
touch.  It's  not  surprising,  therefore,  that  their  words  have  healing  im- 
pact. They  gendy  guide  readers  through  Science  and  Health,  helping 
them  discern  the  key  points.  They  express,  in  just  one  of  multitudes 
of  ways,  Mrs.  Eddy's  continuing  affection  for  every  one  of  her  readers. 
Like  friendly  signposts  along  a  highway,  they  encourage,  exhort, 
comfort,  alert,  and  heal.  And  when  we  respond  to  their  guidance,  they 
help  us  get  the  most  out  of  our  journey  through  the  textbook. 

Some  years  ago  I  had  an  illness  that  made  me  feel  exhausted  all  the  ' 
time.  For  months  it  was  hard  to  sit  up  for  more  than  a  few  minutes,  and 
climbing  a  flight  of  stairs  was  out  of  the  question.  As  I  studied  Science 
and  Health  early  one  morning,  I  came  across  .Mrs.  Eddy's  familiar  state- 
ment "Divine  Love  always  has  met  and  alw-ays  will  meet  every  human 
need."  *  Then  I  looked  at  the  marginal  note  for  that  paragraph.  'Inex- 
haustible divine  Love, "  it  said.  Divine  Love,  I  suddenly  realized,  was  the 
source  of  "inexhaustible "  strength.  It  was  an  understanding  of  this 
Love  and  my  relationship  to  it — not  just  human  energy — that  I  really 
needed. 

I  saw  how  important  it  was  to  stop  thinking  of  myself  as  a  material 
being  who  was  slowly  regaining  strength.  I  began  thinking  of  myself 
as  the  wholly  spintual  child  of  God,  whose  every  need — whether  for 
strength,  or  health,  or  peace — was  fully  met  by  "inexhaustible  divine 
Love."  And  I  saw  that  this  had  to  be  manifested  humanly  Diet,  rehabil- 
itation programs,  material  therapy  and'self-help  plans  all  had  nothing 
to  do  with  restoring  my  health,  which  was  actually  spiritual — safe  in 
God's  immeasurable  love  for  me. 

Day  by  day  I  grew  stronger  in  the  understanding  of  God's  love,  until 
eventually  1  was  able  to  take  a  lovely,  but  very-  rigorous,  trip  with  my 
mother.  There  were  miles  of  hiking  and  climbing  each  day.  But  we  en- 
joyed all  the  activities — even  the  steep  climb  up  376  stairs  to  the  top  of 
an  acropolis — as  a  quiet  celebration  of  my  healing. 

To  me,  this  healing  shows  the  impact  that  even  a  three-word 
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marginal  note  in  ScierKe  and  Health  can  have  on  its  readers.  The  text- 
book provides  a  regimen  for  self-imprnvemcni  that's  way  beyond  the 
mortal — one  that's  totally  spiritual,  and  able  lo  renovate  your  strength, 
your  morals,  your  health,  your  whole  life  You  may  be  reading  the  book 
for  the  first  time  or  the  one  hundredth — it  doesn't  matter  But  if  you 
honestly  let  its  healing  light  into  your  heart,  you'll  never  be  the  same 
again.  In  certain  measurable  ways  you'll  become  a  new  person,  a  better 
person,  a  divinely  improved  person.

J.  JL  ;dden  things, "  "mysterious 
or  esoteric  lore, "  "secret  knowl- 
edge accessible  only  to  an  inner 
circle  of  believers' — all  these 
expressions  have  been  used  to 
describe  the  Old  and  New 
Testament  Apocrypha.  Yet  al- 
though there's  been  consider- 
able interest  in  these  books 
over  the  centuries,  they  haven't 
ultimately  passed  the  test  of 
"Scripture  "  They've  been  found 
wanting  and  so  haven't  been 
included  m  the  Old  or  New 
Testament  canon. 

Some  of  these  Apocryphal 
books  contain  interesting  histor- 
ical material.  Others  resemble 
the  wisdom  literature  of  the  Old 
Testament.  And  others  read 
more  like  fables.  Today  some 
Bible  translations  do  contain  se- 
lections from  the  Apocryphal 
writings.  But  many  people  don't 
accept  them  as  canon.  They  feel 
these    books    simply    haven't

proved  themselves — in  the  way 
the  accepted  books  of  the  Bible 
have — to  be  the  Word  of  God. 

One  of  the  books  in  the  Old 
Testament  Apocrypha,  II  Esdras 
(another  name  for  Ezra).  e.x- 
plains  the  tradition  behind  the 
Apocrypha.  In  this  book,  Ezra  re- 
lates how  God  spoke  to  him  out 
of  a  bush  and  told  him  to  write 
down  words  of  understanding 
that  He  would  give  him. 

So  Ezra  assembled  five 
scribes,  who  recorded — over  a 
period  of  forty  days — some 
ninety  books  filled  with  the 
revelations  that  God  dictated. 
Of  these  books,  according  to 
n  Esdras,  God  told  Ezra  to  pub- 
lish just  twenty-four  The  remain- 


ing seventy,  it's  claimed,  were  to 
be  reserved  by  Ezra  only  for  the 
"wise  among  your  people" — 
those  who  supposedly  were  spir- 
itually qualified  to  partake  of 
"the  spring  of  understanding,  the 
fountain  of  wisdom,  and  the  river 
of  knowledge"  (II  Esdras  14:46, 
47).  According  to  some  interpre- 
tations of  this  passage,  the 
twenty-four  books  correspond  to 
the  canonical  Old  Testament, 
while  the  seventy  correspond  to 
the  Apocrypha. 

Just  what  are  these  Apoc- 
ryphal books,  and  where  did 
they  come  from?  Actually,  they 
originally  consisted  of  hundreds 
of  writings,  both  Jewish  and 
Christian.  Selections  from  the 
Jewish  writings  are  collected  in 
the  Old  Testament  Apocrypha, 
and  fi-om  the  Christian  writings 
in  the  New  Testament  Apoc- 
rypha. For  the  most  part,  the 
Old  Testament  books  were  com- 
posed between  400  B.C.  and 
A.D.  250,  and  the  New  Testament 
books  during  the  first  few  cen- 
turies after  the  binh  of  Jesus.

lost  of  the  books  in  the 
Apocrypha  associated  with  the 
Old  Testament  were  written  dur- 
ing years  of  severe  tribulation  for 
the  Jews — when  the  Greeks, 
and    later    the    Romans,    bore 
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down  im  ihc  cliiklicn  i)l  Israel, 
urging  them  lo  give  up  iheir 
faith  in  the  one  (j<kI  in  favor  of 
pagan  gods  and  HelleniMit  cul- 
ture ITiinkers  and  writers  dur- 
ing this  pericxJ  recorded  histori- 
cal accounts,  novel-like  stories, 
teaching  material,  prayers,  let- 
ters, and  apocalyptic  visions  that 
they  thought  might  inspire  and 
hc-arten  their  fellow  Jews  as  they 
faced  persecution  and  oppres- 
sive foreign  rule. 

Then  it  was  the  Jews  origi- 
nally brought  as  prisoners  to 
Alex;indria,  Egypt,  wh(5  first  pub- 
lished the  Apocrypha  in  a  Greek 
translation  of  the  Hebrew  Bible 
known  as  the  Septuagint.  This 
translation,  begun  about  250  B.C., 
was  quickly  accepted  not  only  by 
Alexandrian  Jews  but  by  Greek- 
speaking  Jews  throughout  the 
Roman  Empire. 

The  number  of  books 
included  in  the  Old  Testament 
Apocrypha  differs  in  the  various 
versions  of  the  Judeo-Christian 
Scriptures,  most  of  which  con- 
tain either  fourteen  or  fifteen 
books.  Generally,  these  writings 
tell  the  story  of  a  period  in  Jew- 
ish history  that  isn't  covered  in 


the  canonical  Old  lestament — 
the  difficult  (leriod  between  the 
late  sixth  century  B.C.  {when  the 
priest  Ezra  led  the  Jews  out  of 
exile  in  Babylon)  and  the  birth  of 
Jesus.  This  time  span  includes 
the  rebuilding  of  the  Temple  at 
Jeru.salcm,  the  conquest  and  cul- 
tural brainwashing  of  the  Jews 
by  Alexander  of  Macedon,  and 
the  tyranny  of  such  des[50Ls 
as  Antiochus  Epiphanes,  who 
demanded  that  the  Jews  wor- 
ship him 

Although  the  Apocryphal 
books  were  popular  among  the 
Jewish  people,  the  rabbis  ulti- 
mately rejected  them  from  the 
Hebrew  canon  in  the  latter  part 
of  the  first  century  a. D.  because, 
in  their  eyes,  these  books  sim- 
ply didn't  measure  up  as  Scrip- 
ture. The  close  connection 
between  the  Apocryphal  b(«)ks 
and  the  Septuagint  did  nothing 
to  make  the  Apocrypha  any 
more  credible  with  the  rabbis, 
who  looked  askance  at  the  Sep- 
tuagint because  it  was  written  in 
Greek  and  not  in  Hebrew. 

Neither  Jesus  nor  the  apos- 
tles quoted  directly  from  the 
Apocrypha,   according   to   the

interestingly  enough,  it  was  the 
Greek-speaking  Chrislimvi  who 
popularized  the  A(x )crypha  after 
the  Jews  finally  excluded  these 
books  from  their  canon.  This 
may  have  been  because  most 
Christians  used  the  Septuagint, 
which  they  quote  liberally  in 
the  New  Testament.  And  even 
though  the  New  Testament  writ- 
ers don't  quote  directly  from  the 
Old  Testament  Apocrypha,  they 
do  sometimes  echo  passages 
from  these  books. 

Through  the  years,  the  use 
of  the  Apocrypha  within  Chri.s- 
tianity  has  been  a  rather  contro- 
versial affair.  A  number  of  the 
early  Church  fathers,  such  as 
the  great  Bible  scholar  Origen, 
quoted  the  Apocrypha  as  au- 
thoritative Scripture,  but  they 
often  came  under  fire  for  doing 
so.  The  Bishop  of  Emmaus, 
Julius  Africanus,  for  instance, 
criticized  Origen  for  quoting 
from  the  book  of  Susanna.  And 
in  the  fourth  century  a.d.,  the 
most  learned  of  the  early 
Church  fathers,  the  Roman 
Catholic  Bible  scholar  Jerome, 
refused  to  translate  the  Apoc- 
rypha into  Latin  when  he  was 
preparing  his  monumental 
Latin  Vulgate  Bible.  But  the 
Catholic  bishops  pressured 
Jerome  into  including  the  old 
Latin  translation  of  the  Apoc- 
rypha in  his  Bible. 

About  the  same  time,  the 
renowned  Church  thinker 
Augustine  signaled  his  approval 
of  the  Old  Testament  Apoc- 
rypha and  urged  that  it  be  made 
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part  of  the  Biblical  canon. 
Thanks  to  endorsements  like 
this,  the  Apocrypha  went  on 
to  enjoy  almost  canonical  status 
during  the  entire  Middle  Ages.

THE  REFORMATION 
CHALLENGE  TO 
THE  APOCRYPHA 


'ith  the  coming  of  the 
Renaissance  and  the  rebirth  of 
Greek  studies  in  the  fifteenth 
century,  scholars  and  church 
leaders  began  to  question  the 
trustworthiness  of  the  Apoc- 
ryphal books  again.  This  was 
especially  true  after  the  fall  of 
Constantinople,  when  leading 
Greek  scholars  fled  from  that 
city  to  Western  Europe  with 
their  ancient  Bible  manuscripts. 
These  texts  inspired  new.  more 
accurate  translations  of  the 
Bible  into  the  common  lan- 
guages of  the  times  and 
forced  a  reassessment  of  the 
Apocrypha. 

The  reformer  Manin  Luther 
completed  his  translation  of 
the  whole  Bible — including  the 
Apocrypha — into  German  in 
1534.  But  he  shocked  church 
authorities  by  stating  in  his 
foreword  that  the  Apocryphal 
books  shouldn't  be  considered 
sacred  Scripture,  even  though 
they  were  instructive.  When 
other  Protestant  publications  of 
the  Bible  followed  Luther's  ex- 
ample by  segregating  the  Apoc- 
rypha from  the  rest  of  the  Scrip- 
tural text,  the  Roman  Catholic 
Church  responded  with  a 
strong  assertion  at  the  Council 
of  Trent,  in  1546,  that  anyone 
who  published  a  Bible  without 
the  Apocrypha  would  be  con- 
sidered anathema. 

Then,  in  1599,  some  print- 
ers of  the  Geneva  Bible,  an  Eng- 
lish Bible  translated  by  radical 
Protestants      in      Switzerland,

omitted  the  Apocrypha  alto- 
gether from  certain  printings  of 
this  Bible.  But  the  first  editions 
of  the  King  James  Bible,  pub- 
lished in  1611,  included  the 
Old  Testament  Apocryphal  writ- 
ings, although  they  were  sepa- 
rated from  the  canonical  writ- 
ings and  sandwiched  between 
the  Old  and  New  Testaments. 
As  early  as  1616,  however,  cer- 
tain radical  printers  began  leav- 
ing it  out  of  the  King  James 
texts,  even  though  the  Arch- 
bishop of  Canterbury  threat- 
ened to  imprison  anyone  who 
published  the  Bible  without  the 
Apocrypha. 

Over  the  centuries  the 
number  of  King  James  Bibles 
omitting  the  Apocryphal  books 
eventually  exceeded  those 
which  included  them,  until  vir- 
tually none  of  these  editions 
printed  them.  Finally,  in  1826, 
the  British  and  Foreign  Bible 
Society  decided  to  stop  pub- 
lishing the  Apocrypha  in  any  of 
its  Bibles.

SIGNinCANCE  AND 

INFLUENCE  OF 

THE  APOCRYPHA 


[he  Old  Testament  Apoc- 
ryphal books  are  interesting  be- 
cause they  provide  a  historical 
bridge  between  the  Old  and 
New  Testaments.  They  span 
the  five-hundred-year  hiatus 
(approximately  500  B.C.  to  the 
binh  of  Jesus)  not  covered 
by  the  Old  Testament.  Even 
though  some  of  the  Apocryphal 
stories  are  fictional,  they  still 
tell  much  about  this  period  of 
time  that  historians  could  dis- 
cover in  no  other  way.  Some  of 
the  Old  Testament  Apocryphal 
books  paint  a  compelling  pic- 
ture of  the  heroic  effons  of  the 
Jewish  people  to  maintain  their 
faith  in  the  face  of  political,  mil- 
itary, and  religious  oppression 
under  foreign  rule.  Viewed  as 
a  multifaceted  historical  docu- 
ment, these  writings  offer  a 
valuable  backdrop  for  study  of 
both  Old  and  New  Testaments. 
In  addition,  the  Apocryphal 
books  have  influenced  a  num- 
ber of  religious,  literary,  and 
artistic  works.  For  example,  the 
works  of  Shakespeare  contain 
roughly  eighty  references  to  the 
Apocrypha.  Handel  based  his 
oratorios  Susanna  and  Judas 
Maccabaeus  on  the  Apocryphal 
books.  And  the  nineteenth- 
century  Russian  pianist  and 
composer  Anton  Rubinstein 
centered  his  opera  The  Mac- 
cabees on  Apocryphal  history.

APOCRYPHAL  WRITINGS- 
NARRATIVES 
AND  LETTERS

Lrobably  the  oldest  of  the 
Apocryphal  books  is  the  book  of 
Tobit.  It's  based  on  smatterings 
of  ancient  Jewish  folklore  that 
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were  woven  into  one  story  in 
the  third  century  b.c.  This  b<X)k 
is  a  romantic  talc  of  heartbreak, 
betrothal,  inarnagc,  reward,  and 
healing  for  Tobit  and  his  entire 
family,  who  lived  a  righteous 
and  God-fearing  life  in  exile  in 
eighth<entury  h  (.  Assyna.  The 
story  has  a  happy  ending,  but 
it's  slow  in  coming,  just  as — the 
writer  implies — Israel's  final  de- 
liverance from  oppression  will 
be.  The  bcxik  of  Tobit  sends  a 
strong  message  to  third-century 
Jews  living  under  foreign  op- 
pression: Don't  be  fainthearted 
God  will  save  and  heal  you  if 
you  simply  trust  Him  and  re- 
main faithful  to  the  Hebrew  Law. 

Composed  about  the  same 
time,  or  perhaps  as  late  as  the 
second  century  B.C..  the  Letter 
of  Jeremiah  is  written  as  if  it's 
a  message  from  the  Old  Testa- 
ment prophet  to  the  Jews  e.x- 
iled  in  Babylon  in  the  late  sev- 
enth or  early  sixth  centuries  B.c, 
The  letter  is  a  strongly  worded 
attack  on  the  idols  of  the  Baby- 
lonians— much  like  that  in 
the  Old  Testament  book  of 
Jeremiah — declaring  that  these 
gods  are  material  objects  with 
no  life,  power,  or  real  identity  of 
their  own.  "Like  a  scarecrow  in 
a  cucumber  bed,  which  guards 
over  nothing,"  the  author  writes, 
"so  are  their  gods  of  wood, 
overlayed  with  gold  and  silver" 
(Letter  of  Jeremiah  6:70).  As 
with  the  book  of  Tobit,  the  Let- 
ter of  Jeremiah  is  really  a  mes- 
sage to  the  author's  contempo- 
raries, warning  them  not  to 
worship  other  gods. 

The  author  of  the  book  of 
Baruch,  is,  according  to  tradi- 
tion, Jeremiah's  secretary,  who 
is  writing  from  exile  in  Babylon 
to  the  Jerusalem  Jews.  The 
book  is  a  collection  of  prayers 
and  poems  drawn  and  para- 
phrased  from   the  Old  Testa- 


ment books  of  Daniel,  Job,  and 
Isaiah.  These  writings  are 
strung  together  in  four  major 
sections:  an  introduction  urg- 
ing the  Jews  to  be  generous  and 
to  pray  for  the  Babylonian  em- 
[KTor,  a  prayer  of  ctjnfession 
and  petition  for  deliverance,  a 
hymn  addres.sed  to  personified 
Wisdom,  and  a  beautiful  prayer 
hlled  with  reassuring  state- 
ments like  this:  'Take  courage, 
O  Jerusalem,  for  the  one  who 
named  you  will  comfort  you  ,  ,  ,  , 
The  woods  and  every  fragrant 
tree  have  shaded  Israel  at  God's 
command"  (Baruch  4:30;  5:8) 
nie  brief  story  of  Susanna 
is  often  thought  of  as  one  of  the 
most  charming  stories  in  Jewish 
literature.  Written  in  the  third 
or  second  century  b,c,  and  later 
bound  in  with  the  Septuagint's 
version  of  the  book  of  Daniel, 
Susanna  describes  how  a  virtu- 
ous and  beautiful  young  wife 
living  in  Babylon  during  the  Exile 
— through  her  simple  innocence 
and  unquestioning  trust  in  God 
— manages  to  triumph  over  a 
couple  of  wily  and  corrupt  judges 
who  try  to  blackmail  her  into 
granting  them  .sexual  favors.  Just 
as  Joseph  refuses  the  advances 
of  Potiphar's  wife  in   the  Old

Testament,  so  Susanna  stands 
firm  against  the  elderly  judges, 
even  though  they  try  to  destroy 
her  reputation  by  accusing  her 
of  adultery  with  someone  else. 
Dragged  into  court  and  put 
on  trial  for  her  life,  Susanna  des- 
perately prays  to  God,  who  sends 
Daniel  to  rescue  her  Dunng  the 
trial,  Daniel  cross-questions  the 
judges  separately  proves  them 
both  to  be  liars,  and  vindicates 
Susanna.  The  judges  are  put  to 
death,  while  Susanna's  relatives 
rejoice  and  praise  God.  And,  in 
the  words  of  the  author  "From 
that  day  on,  Daniel  was  held  in 
high  regard"  (Susanna  1:64). 
Like  most  of  the  other  early  Old 
Testament  Apocryphal  writings, 
the  story  of  Susanna  demon- 
strates to  its  readers  the  need  of 
obeying  the  Hebrew  Law,  even 
under  the  heaviest  of  pressure 
— even  in  the  face  of  corruption 
and  religious  oppression.

Sunday  School  pupils  learn 
the  power  of  a  good  example 

Sitting  in  the  front  row  each  week,  they  were  hard  to  miss.  We 
all  tiied  to  keep  our  eyes  on  the  Sunday  School  superintendent, 
but  inevitably  their  actions  would  pull  our  attention  to  them — the 
youngest  class — during  the  opening  and  closing  of  each  Sunday 
School  service.  Hymns  were  accompanied  by  hymnals  on  the 
head,  and  prayer  time  was  full  of  noise  and  athletics. 

We  tried  many  conventional  methods  for  stopping  these  an- 
tics— separating  the  children,  holding  their  hands,  speaking  to 
them,  rewarding  good  behavior  with  stars — but  nothing  worked. 
Week  after  week  for  months  this  commotion  disrupted  the  hymns, 
prayers,  and  Responsive  Reading. 

As  the  new  Sunday  School  teacher  of  this  young  class,  I  prayed 
earnestly  to  heal  this  situation.  One  week  I  asked  the  children  if 
they  understood  what  an  example  is.  We  talked  about  Christ  Jesus 
and  how  his  life,  his  work,  and  his  loving  behavior  toward  others 
were  an  example  that  we  all  could  follow.  The  Bible  told  us  that 
Jesus  washed  his  disciples'  feet  and  that  he  later  told  them,  "I  have 
given  you  an  example,  that  ye  should  do  as  1  have  done  to  you" 
(John  13:15).  It  became  clear  to  all  of  us,  teacher  included,  that 
being  an  example  didn't  mean  you  had  to  tell  someone  what  to  do 
or  force  him  or  her  to  do  something.  Being  an  example  meant 
that  you  always  tried  to  behave  a  certain  way,  and  then  that  good 
behavior  would  be  an  example  to  others. 

Finally,  we  decided  to  pick  other  pupils  in  the  Sunday  School 
to  be  our  examples  during  the  opening  and  closing  parts  of  the 
service.  Each  child  selected  a  pupil  from  a  more  advanced  class 
and  asked  that  one  to  be  an  example  for  him  or  her  The  older  stu- 
dents seemed  pleased  to  have  been  selected  for  this  "duty"  and 
agreed.  We  explained  that  they  were  not  to  tell  the  younger  pupils 
what  to  do  or  be  responsible  in  any  way  for  how  they  behaved.  All 
they  had  to  do  was  to  continue  their  normal  good  behavior  When 
time  for  the  closing  hymn  came,  all  pupils  in  the  class  eagerly  went 
to  stand  next  to  their  examples.  The  children  did  this  without 
prompting.  Later,  after  several  weeks  of  this  procedure,  my  pupils 
returned  to  their  old  chairs  in  the  front  of  the  Sunday  School  for 
the  opening  and  closing  activities.  When  at  times  one  of  the  pupils 
would  feel  the  temptation  to  gain  attention  through  the  old  behav- 
ior, teachers  and  pupils  would  be  so  absorbed  in  the  service  that 
the  little  one  would  immediately  conform  to  the  proper  behavior. 

How  grateful  1  am  for  this  lesson,  and  I  have  used  it  in  many 
ways  in  my  own  experience  when  I  have  been  tempted  to  tell 
someone  how  to  do  something.  I  remember  the  power  of  being 
an  example,  and  it  stops  any  tendency  toward  judgmental  thinking 
and  action.  This  statement  by  Mary  Baker  Eddy  in  Science  and 
Health,  "It  is  possible, — yea,  it  is  the  duty  and  privilege  of  every

Friendship,  love,  and  loyalty 

A  college  girl  in  my  Sunday  School  class  was  troubled  about 
her  roommate,  who  was  using  drugs.  There  was  no  reasoning 
with  the  roommate,  so  what  was  she  to  do?  she  asked.  I  asked  if 
she  knew  that  using  drugs  was  against  the  law,  and  she  said  she 
did  know  that.  Pointing  out  that  Christian  Scientists  obey  the  law, 
the  class  generally  agreed  that  the  roommate  should  be  reported. 
However,  the  young  woman  rejected  that  flatly  She  said  that 
"telling"  was  a  lack  of  love  and  would  be  disloyal  to  her  friend. 
A  discussion  of  loyalty  began,  and  one  asked  if  God  wasn't  where 
first  loyalty  should  lie.  If  one  is  loyal  to  God,  how  could  he  be  dis- 
loyal to  man,  God's  reflection?  Another  said  that  if  one  covers 
wrong  over,  he  is  aiding  and  abetting  crime,  becoming  guilty  him- 
self. Finally  a  member  of  the  class  said  that  it  takes  courage  to  face 
evil  down.  And  that  is  part  of  being  a  Christian.  Still  not  feeling 
fully  happy  about  what  she  needed  to  do,  the  young  woman  said 
she  would  pray  about  it  during  the  week.

Lt  one  time  or  another,  we 
ail  need  to  feel  especially  loved 
and  cared  for,  and  to  know 
there  is  somewhere  to  turn  to 
for  comfon,  for  help.  My  child- 
hood had  been  miserable,  as  my 
parents  did  not  get  on.  There 
was  another  woman  in  my  dad's 
life;  as  children,  we  felt  deprived 
because  he  paid  attention  to 
this  woman's  children,  too.  At 
times  1  was  the  victim  of  child 


abuse.  Although  our  mother 
tried  to  make  up  for  this,  there 
was  always  a  vacuum.  Growing 
up  in  this  atmosphere,  I  found 
my  concept  of  God  to  be  a  bit  of 
a  &rce,  but  out  of  fear  I  contin- 
ued to  turn  to  the  idols  and  pic- 
tures in  the  home,  as  most  peo- 
ple would  who  grew  up  with  my 
religious  background. 

Although  I  pretended  to  be 
happy,  I  often  contemplated 
suicide,  especially  when  I  was 
abused.  I  saw  light  in  an  offer  of 
marriage,  but  even  that  failed 
and  ended  in  divorce. 

I  began  to  rebel  against  the 
very  thought  of  a  God  and  would 
argue,  "Well,  if  there  is  a  God,  He 
will  have  to  prove  Himself  to  me. 
I  have  not  seen  any  good,  and  so 
how  can  I  believe: '  I  began  to 
refrain  from  participating  in  reli- 
gious ceremonies  at  home. 

The  climax  came  when  I  re- 
signed a  very  good  job  because  I 
disagreed  with  my  employer. 
Thus  I  was  without  any  kind  of 
security',  status,  or  income.    To 
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sum  it  up,  I  had  nothing  and  no 
one  to  lean  on  1  visited  a  friend 
soon  after  that,  and  she  very 
gently  offered  me  a  copy  of  the 
Christian  Science  Sentinel  In 
this  magazine  I  found  quoted 
the  words  "Shepherd,  show  me 
how  to  go  .  .  ."  from  a  poem  by 
Mrs.  Eddy  (see  Poems,  p.  14).  I 
loved  these  words  and  turned  to 
them  for  guidance  as  a  lost 
sheep  turns  to  a  shepherd. 

I  was  seriously  sick  at  that 
time;  specialists  had  diagnosed 
certain  incurable  conditions  due 
to  climate,  heredity,  smoking, 
and  drinking.  TTiese  were  classi- 
fied as  sinusitis  (considered  in- 
curable becau.se  of  an  irregular 
bone  growth),  kidney  trouble 
(for  which  I  had  been  operated 
on),  and  tuberculosis.  My  doc- 
tor, a  kind  and  loving  person, 
had  kept  me  well  supplied  with 
medicine.  When  he  would  have 
to  leave  town  suddenly  he 
would  tell  his  patients,  "Don't 
worry  Neera  has  a  stock  of  all 
her  medicines!"   I  honestly  did. 

One  day  while  doing  a  tem- 
porary work  assignment,  I  found 
I  had  lost  my  voice  However 
much  I  tried  to  clear  my  throat, 
no  sound  would  come. 

Since  reading  the  Sentinel 
and  visiting  a  Christian  Science 
church,  1  found  that  any  desire 
to  turn  to  medicine  had  weak- 
ened. Suddenly  the  thought 
came  to  me  to  visit  a  Christian 
Science  Reading  Room.  I  did, 
and  for  the  first  time  picked  up 
this  book  that  1  love  so  much 
today.  Science  and  Health  I 
started  reading  the  chapter  enti- 
tled "Prayer."  ^X'hen  I  came  to 
these  words,  I  could  not  go  fur- 
ther: "Become  conscious  for  a 
single  moment  that  Life  and  in- 
telligence are  purely  spiritual, — 
neither  in  nor  of  matter, — and 
the  body  will  then  utter  no  com- 
plaints. Ifsufferingfi-om  a  belief 


in  sickness,  you  will  find  your- 
self suddenly  well"  (p.  14).  I  just 
read  this  passage  over  and  over 
again,  first  with  disl)elief,  then 
questioning  it.  and  finally  want- 
ing to  understand.  I  kept  asking 
myself,  "Is  that  all  that  sickness 
is — a  belief?  But  I  have  all  the 
medical  evidence  to  prove  its 
reality — the  reports.  X-rays,  pre- 
scriptions, and  so  forth," 

When  someone  asked  me  a 
question  afterward,  my  voice 
came  out  absolutely  clear.  Only 
an  hour  before  I  had  been  writ- 
ing down  everything  I  wanted  to 
.say  to  others,  and  now  1  could 
speak!  But  this  was  only  the 
beginning.  Two  days  later  I  had 
to  have  a  complete  medical  ex- 
amination, as  I'd  been  offered  a 
permanent  job  in  the  same  or- 
ganization. I  told  the  examining 
physician  my  complete  medical 
history.  Two  days  later  I  re- 
ceived a  report  with  only  rwo 
words  on  it :  physically  fit 

Then  I  knew  this  was  not  a 
miracle  or  magic;  something 
much  deeper  had  taken  place 
because  I  began  to  experience  a 
change  within  myself  I  wanted 
to  be  a  better  person.  I  did  not 
want  to  be  angry.  I  did  not  want 
to  be  selfish.  But  I  did  not 
know  how  to  overcome  all 
these  negative  traits.

1  think  about  my  first 
acquaintance  with  the  book 
Science  and  Health,  1  return  in 
thought  to  1990. 

At  that  time,  great  changes 
and  big  events  began  to  take 
place  in  Russia.

XXecendy,  as  our  crew  was 
rowing  out  on  the  river  to 
warm  up  for  a  race,  I  found 
one  elbow  didn't  move  freely 
and  hurt  when  I  tried  pulling 
an  oar  with  it.

X^ven  though  I  attt-ndcd  a 
Christian  Science  Sunday  School 
through  my  high-sch(K)l  years, 
I  liegan  to  tirift  away  from  what 
I  had  learned  there  and  hegan 
to  follow  many  intellectual 
trends  of  the  time. 

I  became  mixed  up,  con- 
fused, and  rebellious  toward 
family  and  society.  1  also  began 
drinking,  smoking,  and  stealing 
things  from  local  stores;  my 
morals  went  downhill  1  delved 
into  many  different  religious 
teachings  and  esoteric  political 
philosophies.  I  could  no  longer 
reconcile  my  thinking,  or  my 
hateful  and  antisocial  behavior, 
with  the  purity  and  the  healing 
truth  explained  in  Christian 
Science. 

The  confusion  lasted  for 
several  years.  After  a  marriage 
ended  in  divorce,  I  went  away 
to  college,  and  things  got  even 
worse;  I  became  ver>'  reliant  on 
medicine  to  salve  an  oftentimes 
pain-wracked  body,  and  began 
to  experiment  with  drugs.  As 
money  became  more  important 
to  me,  my  job  became  full-time 
and  schooling  part-time.  One 
day  my  boss  called  me  in,  ask- 
ing me  to  explain  another  mis- 
take. He  told  me,  "You  had  bet-

ices  at  a  local  Christian  Science 
church.  "The  design  of  Love 
is  to  reform  the  sinner,"  Mary 
Baker  Eddy  wrote  on  page  35 
of  Science  and  Health  with  Key 
to  the  Scriptures  (of  my  life,  it 
seemed!).  1  was  brought  to  re- 
pentant tears  when,  on  my  first 
visit  back,  the  congregation  sang 
for  the  opening  hymn  "Mother's 
Evening  Prayer,"  with  words 
written  by  Mrs.  Eddy  (Christian 
Science  Hymnal,  No.  207).  I 
again  took  up  the  study  of 
Christian  Science,  and  some  of 
my  early  Sunday  School  lessons 
began  to  make  more  sense  as  I 
remembered  them  anew.  Christ 
Jesus  tells  us  in  the  parable  of 
the  prodigal  son  that  this  son 
"came  to  himself"  (Luke  15;!''); 
it  was  as  though  I  myself  had 
been  unconscious  for  a  long 
time  and  had  now  begun  to 
"come  to  [myself]." 


As  I  realized  my  love  for 
God  and  His  love  for  me,  I 
began  to  be  free  I  began  to  ex- 
amine my  life  and  challenge  my 
thoughts,  which  I  found  were 
not  only  self-righteous  but 
often  just  plain  selfish.  Changes 
were  not  always  swift,  but  as  1 
continued  to  read  the  weekly 
Christian  Science  Le,sson- 
Sermons,  I  began  to  act  and 
think  in  line  with  Christian 
moral  standards. 

The  Bible  had  been  a  closed 
book  to  me,  but  it  was  becom- 
ing the  very  center  for  my  stud- 
ies. I  had  always  loved  the  Bible 
stories  and  was  now  able  to 
apply  more  of  their  spiritual 
lessons  to  my  daily  life.  I  be- 
came more  compassionate.  I 
was  healed  of  feeling  the  need 
to  experiment  with  drugs.  Also 
I  was  healed  first  of  the  smok- 
ing, and  then  of  the  drinking.  I 
met  and  married  a  kind,  sup- 
portive man  and  found  produc- 
tive employment. 

"In  tr\ing  to  undo  the  er- 
rors of  sense  one  must  pay  fully 
and  fairiy  the  utmost  fanhing, 
until  all  error  is  finally  brought 
into  subjection  to  Truth.  The 
divine  method  of  paying  sin's 
wages  involves  unwinding  one's 
snarls,  and  learning  from  ex- 
perience how  to  divide  be- 
tween sense  and  Soul'  (Science 
and  Health,  p.  240).  Through 
prayer  I  unwound  many  mental 
"snarls"  and  faced  things  requir- 
ing a  courage  I  know  came  from 
God.  It  wasn't  long  before  I  re- 
alized I  needed  even  more  spir- 
itual understanding,  and  a  bet- 
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ter  sense  of  my  worthiness.  Id 
previously  had  many  years  of 
frequent  medical  care  for  strep 
throat.  Yet,  after  reading  a  par- 
ticular anicle  in  the  Christian 
Science  Sentinel,  and  realizing 
that  as  God's  child  my  inno- 
cence remains  forever  intact,  I 
was  healed  of  both  the  chronic 
strep  throat  and  longtime  feel- 
ings of  wonhlessness. 

These  experiences  hap- 
pened over  fifteen  years  ago, 
and  the  healings  cited  here 
have  been  permanent.  It  would 
take  a  book  for  me  to  tell  you  of 
all  the  other  healings  I  have  ex- 
perienced and  grown  from,  in- 
volving crippling  knee  trouble, 
a  violent  temper,  colds,  flu,  and 
oversensitivity.

ate  one  evenmg,  at  a  tmie 
when  yardwork  and  fencing 
was  being  done  to  build  a  safe 
area  for  my  newly  acquired 
puppy,  I  went  out  the  patio 
door  to  walk  her.  Tripping  over 
a  rake  that  had  been  left  by 
workers,  I  twisted  my  left  ankle 
and  landed  on  my  right  knee. 
1  both  heard  and  felt  a  bone 


break  in  that  ankle.  The  pain 
was  extreme,  and  I  felt  as  if  I 
would  lose  consciousness. 

The  first  healing  thought 
that  came  to  me  was  in  the 
words  of  Jesus:  "I  will  pray  the 
Father,  and  he  shall  give  you 
another  Comforter,  that  he  may 
abide  with  you  for  ever"  (John 
14:16).  I  remember  feeling  the 
presence  of  the  Comforter  with 
me  while  the  puppy,  who  was 
already  quite  big  and  ver\'  active 
and  strong,  remained  quiet  and 
stayed  safely  with  me. 

I  was  unable  to  get  up,  so 
I  could  not  call  a  Christian  Sci- 
ence practitioner  for  help.  Sci- 
ence and  Health  includes  the 
instruction  "Let  Truth  uncover 
and  destroy  error  in  God's  own 
way,  and  let  human  justice  pat- 
tern the  divine""  (p.  542).  As  I  lay 
there  I  realized  that  I  had  been 
angrv'  about  the  slow  progress 
of  the  yardwork.  I  had  blamed 
myself  and  was  resentful  that  the 
project  was  slow  and  running 
over  the  estimated  cost  And  I 
was  disturbed  by  the  constant 
mess  and  what  seemed  to  me  to 
represent  a  general  lack  of  etfiical 
standards,  safety,  caring,  and  con- 
cern from  the  workers.  I  had 
yearned  for  orderly,  peaceful,  and 
safe  surroundings  in  my  home. 

From  my  Christian  Science 
study  to  become  a  better  healer, 
1  was  reminded  that  Mrs.  Eddy 
says:  "The  healer  begins  by  men- 
tal argument.  He  mentally  says, 
"you  are  well,  and  you  know 
it;"  and  he  supports  this  silent 
mental  force  by  audible  expla- 
nation, attestation,  and  prece- 


dent" (Miscellaneous  Writings, 
p.  220).  As  each  negative 
thought  came,  1  worked  to  re- 
verse and  replace  it  with  what  is 
true  of  perfect  God  and  perfect 
man  in  His  image.  I  reversed 
blame  with  "Man  is  not  guilty, 
and  I  don"t  have  to  suffer  be- 
cause of  carelessness."  I  rea- 
soned that  resentment  would 
only  keep  me  down  and  not 
lead  toward  Gods  goodness.  I 
glimpsed  that  God  was  sup- 
plying me  with  thoughts  and 
comfon,  and  that  I  could  trust 
Him  to  supply  everything  that  I 
needed.  I  became  convinced 
that  the  project  would  be  suc- 
cessfully completed.  1  began  to 
be  grateful  for  the  beauty  that 
was  being  expressed  in  the 
progress  that  had  been  made, 
and  especially  for  the  fact  that 
for  the  first  time  since  1  had 
lived  in  this  house,  the  lower 
part  of  the  lot  was  now  accessi- 
ble to  me.  VHth  the  gratitude 
that  I  felt,  I  was  able  to  forgive 
each  of  the  workers  for  what 
had  seemed  to  be  acts  of  care- 
lessness and  inconsideration. 
Mrs.  Eddys  statement  "Piigrim 
on  earth,  thy  home  is  heaven; 
stranger,  thou  an  the  guest 
of  God"  (Science  and  Health, 
p.  254)  came  to  my  thought. 
And  I  realized  my  spiritual  un- 
derstanding of  home  could  not 
be  disturbed,  and  that  the 
safety  of  my  puppy  and  me  was 
in  God's  hands. 

This  praying  had  taken 
about  thirty  minutes.  Then  I 
heard  and  felt  the  bone  in  my 
ankle  go  back  into  place,  and  I 
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realized  that  the  pain  was  gone 
from  my  knee  Then  my  puppy 
began  playing  again.  I  was  able 
to  get  up  and  walk.  We  went 
into  the  hou.se  to  retire  for  the 
night.  The  next  morning  there 
was  no  sign  of  the  injuries  that 
had  been  so  evident  the  night 
before.  The  landscaping  was 
completed  shortly  thereafter, 
and  beauty  and  order  were 
restored  to  my  home  and 
surroundings. 

The  most  important  pan  of 
this  healing  is  the  recognition 
that  1  prayed  for  myself,  and 
that  the  prayer  was  answered.  I 
don't  now  remember  seeing 
it  as  primarily  a  physical  condi- 
tion that  had  to  be  healed;  it 
was  more  a  problem  that  had 
to  be  solved  mentally,  which 
just  happened  to  have  physical 
ramifications.

^Jome  years  ago  I  was  work- 
ing in  public  education  for  a 
group  of  voluntary  organiza- 
tions. One  day  I  found  myself 
facing  a  moral  dilemma:  either 
continue  working  in  support 
of  decisions  I  felt  were  wrong, 
or  uphold  a  deeply  held  con- 
viction and  quit  my  job.  After 
thinking  and  praying  over  the 
situation  for  some  time,  I  de- 
cided to  follow  my  highest 
sense  of  right  and  resign. 

As  a  result  of  this,  I  devel- 


oped deep  resentment  toward 
those  who  1  felt  had  forced  me 
into  the  deci.sion.  This  resent- 
ment began  to  "cat  me  up";  I 
ct>nstantly  held  imaginary  con- 
versations with  these  people 
and  regretted  that  I  had  not 
appealed  to  the  organizational 
boards  involved.  My  first 
thoughts  on  waking  in  the 
morning,  and  the  last  at  night, 
were  often  about  this  issue.  I 
knew  this  was  quite  wrong  and 
that  I  was  harming  myself  the 
most,  but  this  resentment  had 
become  an  obsession. 

Then  about  a  year  later, 
while  studying  the  Christian 
Science  Bible  Lesson  one  morn- 
ing, I  read  this  beatitude  of 
Christ  Jesus,  '"Blessed  are  ye, 
when  men  shall  revile  you,  and 
persecute  you,  and  shall  say  all 
manner  of  evil  against  you 
falsely,  for  my  sake"  (Matt.  5:11). 
It  came  to  me  suddenly  with 
such  spiritual  clarity:  /  needed 
to  bless  these  people  id  been 
resenting. 

I  grew  to  discover  that 
blessing  means  wishing  uncon- 
ditional, unrestricted  good  for 
others;  it  means  hallowing, 
holding  in  reverence,  and  be- 
holding that  which  is  a  gift  of 
the  creator.  It  means  also  in- 
voking God's  love  for  His  man. 
It  means  to  do  good.  To  bless 
without  discrimination  of  any 
sort,  1  discovered,  is  the  ulti- 
mate form  of  giving,  although 
those  we  bless  may  never  know 
from  whence  came  the  sudden 
ray  of  sun  that  burst  through 
the  clouds.     Such  blessing  is 


not  specific  Christian  Science 
treatment  for  another;  it  is  ac- 
knowledging the  go(xiness  of 
the  spiritual  man  whom  God 
created. 

1  started  blessing  my  former 
colleagues  in  every  imaginable 
way  1  did  this  all  through  the 
day — when  walking  in  the  street 
and  when  under  the  shower  in 
the  morning.  I  began  really 
"bringing  into  captivity  every 
thought  to  the  obedience  of 
Christ""  (11  Cor  10:5).  This  was 
not  easy  by  any  means;  it  re- 
quired immense  steadfastness 
and  plain  "staying  with  it ""  But 
slowly,  so  very  slowly,  as  weeks 
and  months  passed  by,  my  re- 
•sentment  receded. 

1  learned — and  this  is  where 
a  hidden  blessing  came  for  me 
— that  blessing  people  is  a  won- 
derful experience.  1  staned 
regarding  people  I  met  every- 
where in  a  way  that  would  bless 
them:  in  the  bus,  on  the  street, 
in  restaurants.  As  a  matter  of 
fact,  1  started  to  love  being  in 
crowded  streetcars  because 
there  were  so  many  people  to 
bless  by  seeing  them  as  God's 
beloved  children.  I  discovered 
the  powerful  truth  of  Mrs.  tiddy's 
statement  ""When  mortals  learn 
to  love  aright;  when  they 
learn  that  mans  highest  happi- 
ness, that  which  has  most  of 
heaven  in  it,  is  in  blessing  oth- 
ers, and  self-immolation — they 
will  obey  both  the  old  and  the 
new  commandment,  and  re- 
ceive the  reward  of  obedience" 
(Message  to  The  Mother 
Church  for  1902.  p  17). 
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I  staned  having  some  beau- 
tiful healings.  And  I  decided 
to  write  a  book  on  the  positive 
things  happening  in  Africa  in 
the  field  of  development.  This 
ultimately  took  me  on  a  14,000- 
kilometer  trip  to  over  a  hun- 
dred villages  all  over  Africa 
When  the  writing  was  com- 
pleted, 1  staned  looking  for  a 
publisher  A  new  friend  men- 
tioned that  she  had  some  good 
contacts  in  the  publishing  field 
and  offered  to  help  me  During 
a  subsequent  phone  call,  I  men- 
tioned that  I  had  an  agent.  At 
the  very  mention  of  the  title, 
she  let  out  a  torrent  of  verbal 
abuse.  She  said  I  didn't  need 
her  help  and  slammed  down 
the  phone.  Well,  in  the  coming 
days  1  silently  thanked  God  for 
her  spiritual  purity  every  time 
she  came  to  my  thought,  which 
was  often.  About  ten  days  later 
she  phoned  back,  suggesting 
my  agent  send  the  manuscript 
to  a  publisher  friend  of  hers  and 
offering  to  write  him  a  letter  of 
recommendation  From  then 
on,  things  went  so  rapidly  that 
the  book  was  in  print  in  only  six 
months  My  agent  stated  that  in 
her  whole  career  she  had  never 
seen  a  book  of  this  type  be  pub- 
lished that  quickly 

Learning  to  bless  others  has 
been  the  most  important  heal- 
ing of  my  life.  It  has  helped  me 
to  pray  for  the  whole  world  A 
few  years  ago  I  was  traveling  in 
a  developing  country  in  Africa. 
One  day  I  learned  about  a  deci- 
sion the  President  of  this  nation 
was  about  to  make.  The  feeling 


was  that  this  would  create  great 
anger  and  disruption  in  the 
countn'  and  could  be  poten- 
tially very  harmful  to  its  stability. 
This  decision  was  to  be  an- 
nounced a  few  days  later  on  the 
radio,  after  the  council  of  minis- 
ters met.  A  friend  who  was  a 
member  of  the  council  asked 
me  and  other  members  of  the 
Christian  Science  group  in 
the  country  to  pray  about  the 
situation. 

I  can  remember  going  to 
the  Father  in  silence,  humbly 
listening  to  Him,  and  being 
filled  with  the  most  wonderful 
sense  of  peace  and  the  assur- 
ance of  His  perfect,  divine  gov- 
ernment.

I  am  immensely  grateful 
that  in  a  world  where  evil  seems 
so  great,  God,  divine  Love,  asks 
me  daily,  "What  are  you  doing 
for  the  healing  of  the  worid?" 
And  my  daily  prayer  is  to  learn 
how  to  better  use  this  formid- 
able tool  for  healing  called 
Christian  Science.

'ne  weeknight  while  I  was 
in  junior  high,  I  was  fooling 
around  with  my  dad.

As  I  prayed  to  quiet  the  fear, 
I  remembered  being  taught  in 
Christian  Science  that  there  are 
no  accidents  in  God's  kingdom, 
because  "there  is  no  room  for

(Science  and  Health,  p  424).

Mom  shared  with  me  an- 
other statement  from  Science 
and  Health  "Adhesion,  cohe- 
sion, and  attraction  are  prop- 
erties of  Mind"  (p.  124).

whole  life  always 
seemed  to  be  defined  by  the  ups 
and  downs  of  matters  of  the 
heart.  Affections  and  sentiments 
played  a  great  role,  motivating 
me  and  my  thoughts.  Attach- 
ments to  people  caused  corre- 
sponding high  and  low  points 
and  finally  brought  me  to  the 
feet  of  God  in  search  of  a  more 
stable,  more  impersonal  love. 

At  that  time  I  was  suffering 
from  severe  hean  problems. 
Also,  I  could  rarely  sit  in  concen 
halls  or  airplanes  without  fear. 
Often'I  had  to  pray  mightily  as  I 
would  be  overcome  with  severe 
anxiety  when  sitting  at  the 
wheel  of  my  own  car.  At  those 
times  I  would  cling  to  God's 
presence  and  say  aloud,  "It  isn't 


true.  Don't  be  afraid.  God  is 
your  life,  and  it's  right  for  you 
to  live  "  But  I  had  a  lot  to  learn 
about  what  this  living  is  all 
about. 

When  I  then  took  class  in- 
struction in  Christian  Science,  I 
gained  deeper  iasights  into  the 
true  possibility  of  living  a  life 
with  God.  The  great  realization 
of  GcxJ's  presence  and  omnipo- 
tence, and  of  the  corLsequent 
nothingness  of  all  evil,  helped 
me  to  understand  the  fact  that 
I  live  in  divine  Spirit,  not  in  mat- 
ter. A  glimmer  of  the  true  unity 
of  God  and  His  beloved  child 
staned  to  shine.  I  felt  like  a 
thirsty  wanderer  given  a  drink  of 
cold  water  I  perceived  more  of 
the  grace  and  faithfulness  I  had 
always  possessed  as  God's  re- 
flection, and  learned  to  under- 
stand and  acknowledge  what 
the  Psalmist  says:  ".Mercy  shall 
be  built  up  for  ever:  thy  faith- 
fulness shalt  thou  establish  in 
the  very  heavens "  (89:2).  This 
divine  assurance  made  a  lasting 
impression  on  my  thinking,  and 
1  became  calmer  and  more 
peaceful. 

It  was  wonderful  when  I 
was  soon  able  to  go  down  into 
the  subway  for  the  first  time. 
Gradually,  the  fear  left  me.  As 
the  train  approached,  I  contin- 
ued to  pray,  and  was  able  to  get 
in  and  ride  amid  the  thickly 
pressed  crowd  of  passengers. 
With  thanks  to  God  and  a  song 
in  my  hean,  I  felt  the  wonder- 
fijl  power  of  spiritual  freedom 
for  the  first  time.  This  liberat- 
ing experience  was  the  start  of 
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the  healing  of  heart  problems. 
There  were  still  many  rich 
spiritual  lessons  for  me  to  learn 
about  expressing  deeper  com- 
passion and  understanding  for 
others,  and  for  myself  as  well. 
As  a  mother  and  wife,  1  gained 
true  satisfaction  in  loving  more 
selflessly.  In  her  poem  "  'Feed 
My  Sheep' "  (Poems,  p.  14), 
Mrs.  Eddy  referred  to  the  great 
Shepherd  who  meets  all  needs 
— those  of  our  loved  ones,  of  our 
Church,  and  of  all  humanity. 
She  acknowledged  that  God  is 
the  Redeemer  in  these  lines: 

Feed  the  hungry,  heal  the  heart, 
Till  the  morning's  beam: 

White  as  wool,  ere  they  depan. 
Shepherd,  wash  them  clean 


In  the  struggle  with  selfish 
tendencies,  honesty  is  benefi- 
cial; it  liberates  us  from  feelings 
of  inferiority,  powerlessness, 
and  weakness.  It  freed  me  from 
feeling  a  mother's  burdens 
and  false  responsibility.  As  a 
mother,  1  felt  embraced  in  the 
warmth  and  love  of  our  Father- 
Mother  God  and  was  supplied 
with  all  the  good  His  love  held 
in  readiness  for  me. 

I  am  particularly  grateful  to 
have  learned  more  of  the  un- 
conditional purity  of  Christian 
Science  healing.  Mixing  spirit- 
ual and  material  healing  meth- 
ods is  like  assembling  a  railroad 
train  with  a  locomotive  at  both 
ends;  we  are  pulled  in  opposite 
directions.  This  does  not  lead 
to  successful  healing! 


I  am  thankful  for  my  heal- 
ings of  both  the  atvxiety  and  the 
heart  condition,  which  have 
been  permanent  for  many  years, 
and  for  the  great  spiritual  growth 
that  brought  the  healings  about.

'hen  a  small  child  just 
starting  kindergarten,  I  was 
vaccinated  against  my  mother's 
wishes.  I  became  very  ill,  un- 
able to  retain  food,  and  ex- 
tremely lethargic.  My  mother 
was  very  frightened  because  of 
the  length  of  time  these  side 
efifects  continued.  The  thought 
came  to  her  to  contact  a 
Sunday  School  teacher  I'd  had 
in  our  former  town.  We  did 
not  have  a  telephone  at  the 
time,  and  it  was  necessar\'  for 
her  to  go  out  to  make  the  call. 
After  requesting  the  prayers  of 
this  man,  who  was  a  Christian 
Science  practitioner,  my  mother 
came  home  to  find  me  already 
sitting  up  in  bed,  wanting 
something  to  eat.  I  had  been 
healed  instantaneously 


These  beautiful  words  from 
the  ninety-first  Psalm  were  con- 
standy  in  my  thought  during 
the  years  of  raising  our  own 
children:  "Because  thou  hast 
made  the  Lord,  which  is  my 
refuge,  even  the  most  High,  thy 
habitation;  there  shall  no  evil 
befall  thee,  neither  shall  any 
plague  come  nigh  thy  dwelling. 
For  he  shall  give  his  angels 
charge  over  thee,  to  keep  thee 
in  all  thy  ways"  (verses  9-11). 

We  saw  many  proofs  of 
God's  constant  care  in  our  fam- 
ily. I  would  like  to  share  a  few 
healings  that  were  outstanding. 
After  church  one  Sunday,  I  was 
holding  our  baby  son  at  the  din- 
ner table.  He  bounced  forward, 
grabbed  a  cup,  and  threw  it  up 
in  the  air  Hot  coffee  came 
down  all  over  his  face  and  my 
arm.  He  was  screaming,  and 
the  family  was  very  disturbed.  I 
took  the  baby  in  my  arms  and 
left  the  room,  shutting  the  door 
so  that  we  could  be  alone. 
I  began  singing  hymns  and 
declaring  this  child's  spiritual 
relationship  to  God.  I  did  not 
allow  myself  to  become  en- 
grossed with  his  physical  ap- 
pearance. After  I'd  prayed  for 
about  ten  minutes,  I  realized  he 
had  stopped  crying.  I  also  was 
fi-ee  of  any  pain  in  my  arm. 
When  I  looked  down  at  the  lit- 
de  face,  there  was  not  a  mark 
on  it. 

Another  time  our  children 
were  playing  in  the  backj'ard.  I 
heard  our  litde  three-year-old 
daughter  scream.  Running  out, 
I  found  she  had  tipped  over  on 
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her  tricycle  and  hit  her  hc-ad  on 
the  brick  edging  around  the 
flowerbed  The  wound  was  very 
deep  and  frightening.  I  carried 
her  into  the  house,  and  my  hus- 
band immediately  called  a  practi- 
tioner I  rtK'ked  her  and  sang 
hymns  to  her,  but  was  not  free  of 
fear  myself.  The  verse  from  the 
Bible,  "Tlie  eternal  GckI  is  thy 
refUge,  and  underneath  are  the 
everlasting  arms"  {Deut.  33:27), 
was  helpful  to  me  in  freeing  my 
thought  from  fear.  So  was  the 
statement  in  Unit}'  of  Good  by 
Mrs.  Eddy,  describing  how  we 
pray  to  see  mistakes  rectified 
through  prayer;  "First:  Gcxl  never 
made  evil.  Second:  He  knows  it 
not.  Third:  We  therefore  need 
not  fear  it"  (p.  20).  Very  soon 
our  daughter  was  totally  free 
from  pain. 

It  was  wise  to  bandage  the 
wound,  but  because  it  was  so 
close  to  the  hairline,  changing 
the  bandage  was  very  uncom- 
fortable for  her  After  about  four 
days  the  wound  still  had  not 
dosed.  I  spoke  to  the  practi- 
tioner about  this,  and  about  the 
difficulry  in  changing  the  band- 
age. We  decided  not  to  change 
it  that  night.  The  next  morning 
the  bandage  was  just  hanging  on 
by  a  thread,  and  came  off  easily. 
Complete  healing  had  taken 
place,  and  there  was  just  no  evi- 
dence whatsoever  of  any  wound. 

Another  Friday  morning,  as  I 
was  working  around  the  house, 
I  inadvenently  splashed  some 
cleaning  solution  into  my  eyes.  I 
flushed  them  with  water  and 
didn't  give  the  incident  much 


thought  1  then  spent  several 
hours  studying  the  Bible  and  .Sc;- 
ence  and  Health  that  day  When 
I  hnished  and  left  the  study 
r(X)m,  I  found  that  everything 
was  very  blurred.  By  evening  my 
eyes  were  inflamed  and  almost 
swollen  shut.  At  two  in  the  morn- 
ing the  angel  thought  came  to 
reread  a  particular  testimony  in 
the  book  A  Century  of  Chris- 
tian Science  Healing,  regarding 
a  dramatic  healing  of  poisoning. 
I  became  very  much  at 
peace.  Jesus'  promise  quoted  in 
the  testimony  "If  they  drink  any 
deadly  thing,  it  shall  not  hurt 


them"  (Mark  16:18),  just  stood 
out  to  me.  I  went  back  to  bed 
and  slept  soundly  In  the  morn- 
ing all  swelling  and  inflamma- 
tion had  disappeared,  and  my 
eyes  were  just  a  bit  red  Sunday 
morning  my  eyes  and  vision  were 
completely  healed,  and  I  was  able 
to  read  from  the  Bible  as  Second 
Reader  in  our  branch  church.

"Why  Des  Moines?"  (a  special  video) 

Our  fieriodicals — The  Christian  Science  Journal,  Christian  Science  Sentinel.  The  Herald 
of  Christian  Science.  Christian  Science  Qidarierly.  and  The  Christian  Science  Monitor — are 
published  by  The  Christian  Science  Publishing  Society  in  Boston.  Massachusetts.  But  when 
you  subscribe  or  have  a  subscription  question,  you  call  Des  Moines,  Iowa.  This  may  lead 
some  to  ask  "VSTiy  Des  Moines?" 

Visitors  to  the  Publishing  House  Lobby  during  this  years  Annual  -Meeting  saw  a  nine- 
minute  video  produced  by  the  Publishing  Societ\'  entitled  "Why  Des  -Moines?"  which  answers 
just  that  question.  Viewers  had  the  opportunity  to  meet  some  managers  from  Publishing 
Societ)'  departments  as  well  as  have  a  look  inside  Communications  Data  Services  (CDS)  and 
meet  some  of  the  dedicated  employees  who  work  there.  For  those  not  able  to  see  the  video, 
we  wanted  to  share  a  few  very  brief  excerpts  here  in  thejoumal. 

Miles  Harbur,  Chief  Operating  Officer  of  Print  Publishing:  "(Almost  all  of]  the  periodi- 
cals are  printed  right  here  on  our  own  presses  because  that's  what  makes  sense  from 
an  economic,  quality,  and  technological  standpoint.  In  the  case  of  subscription  service 
. . .  major  computer  technology'  has  been  developed  that  handles  that  very  efficiently 
For  us  to  do  it  ourselves  would've  required  reinvention  of  what  already  exists  in  abun- 
dance elsewhere.  So,  like  almost  every  other  publisher  we  decided  that  to  use  a 
specialist  was  the  most  sensible  ..." 

The  most  qualified  subscription  company  turned  out  to  be  in  Des  .Moines,  Iowa,  a  cost- 
effective  location  in  the  United  States  for  receiving  800-number  calls.  That  company 
was  Communications  Data  Services.  Adapting  the  CDS  system  to  the  unique  needs  of 
the  Publishing  Society  was  not  accomplished  overnight,  however.  The  circulation  staff 
in  Boston  came  to  realize  that  the  telephone  operators  were  not  familiar  with  our  prod- 
ucts because  they  were  handling  calls  from  over  fifty  other  magazines.  The  solution 
was  to  train  a  group  of  operators  who  specialize  in  calls  only  from  subscribers  to  Chris- 
tian Science  periodicals.  A  CDS  operator  commented.  "Before  I  was  in  the  group,  I  re- 
member when  people  would  call  in  and  say  that  they  didn't  receive  their  Quanerly  .... 
Now,  you  realize  that  it's  a  priority  to  have  it  re-sent — that  it's  something  that  they  do 
need  to  have  and  it's  a  must.  You  realize  that  it's  important  to  them." 

Pamela  Lishin,  Publishing  Director  of  the  Journal.  Sentinel,  Herald  and  Quarterly, 
comments,  "The  fact  that  CDS  is  focusing  on  performing  tliis  complex  part  of  the  pub- 
lishing process  allows  us  to  focus  on  the  quality  of  the  content,  on  the  needs  of  the 
worid,  on  where  Christian  Science  is  expanding,  where  the  products  need  to  go — what 
the  quality  issues  are  in  regard  to  the  products. "
